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PREFACE, 


der thereunto moving, yielded to make auch alterations 
in some particulars, asin their respective times were 
thought convenient; yet so as that the main body and 
essential parts of the same (as well in the chiefest ma- 
terials, as in the frame and order thereof ) have still been 
continued firm and unshaken,” 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Altera- 
tions hath been, as she further declares in her said Pre- 
face, “to do that which, according to her best under- 
standing, might most tend to the preservation of peace 
and ‘unity in the Church; the procuring of reverence, 
and the exciting of piety and devotion in the worship of 
God; and, finally, the cutting off occasion, from them 
that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her Litur- 
gy.” And although, according to her judgment, there 
be not “ any thing in it contrary to the Word of God, or 
tosound doctrine, or which a godly map may not witha 
good conscience use and submit unto, or which is not 
fairly defensible, if allowed such just and favourable 
construction, as, in common equity, ought to be allowed 
to all human writings;’’ yet upon the principles already 
laid down, it cannot but be supposed, that further altera- 
tionswould in time be found expedient. Accordingly, 
a commission for a review was issued in the year 1689; 
But this great and good work misearried at that time ; 
and the Civil Authority has not since thought proper to 
revive it by any new commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these 
American States became independent with respect to 
Civil Government, their Ecclesiastical Independence was 
necessarily included; and the different religions denomi- 
nations of Christians in these States were left at full and 
equal liberty to model and organize tneir respective 
Churches, and forms of worship, and discipline, in such 
manner as they might judge most convenient for their 
future prosperity ; consistently with the Constitution and 
Laws of their Country. 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, 
drawn to those alterations in the Liturgy which became 
necessary in the Prayers for our Civil Rulers, in conse- 
quence of the Revolution. And the principal care herem 
was to make them conformable to what ought to be the 
proper end of all such prayers, namely, that “ Rulers 
taay have grace, wisdom, and understanding to execute 
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PREFACE. 


justice, and to maintain truth ;” and that the People 
‘¢ may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness 
and honesty.” 

But while these alterations were in review before the 
Convention, they could not but, with gratitude to Gop, 
embrace the happy occasion which was offered to them 
(wninfluenced and unrestrained by any worldly authority 
whatsoever) to take a further review of the Public Ser- 
vice, and to establish such other alterations and amend- 
ments therein as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different al- 
terations and amendments. . They will appear, and it is 
to be hoped, the reasons of them also, upon a compari- 
son of this with the Book of Common Prayer of the 
Church of England. In which it will also appear, that 
this Church is far from intending to depart. from the 
Church of England in any essential point of doctrine, 
discipline, or worship ; or further than local circumstan- 
ces require, 

And now, this important work being brought to a con- 
clusion, it is hoped the whole will be received and ex- 
amined by every true Member of our Church, and every 
sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and charitable 
frame of mind; without prejudice or prepossessions; 
seriously considering what Christianity is, and what the 
truths of the Gospel are; and earnestly beseeching Al- 
mighty God to accompany with his blessing every en- 
deavour for promulgating them to mankind in the elear- 
est, plainest, most affecting and majestic manner, for the 
szke of Jesus Christ, our blessed Lord and Saviour.

The ORDER how the FSALTER is appointed to be read. 


‘THE Psalter shall be read through once every Month, as itis there appointed 
both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it shall be read 
only to the twenty-eighth or twenty-niath Day of the Month. 

And whereas January, March, May, July, August, October, and December, 
have one-and-thirty Days a-piece; itis ordered, that the same psalms shall be 
tead the last Day of the said Months which were read the Day beiore ; so that the 
Psalter may begin again the first Day of the next Month ensuing. 

And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and % over- 
long to be read at one time; it is so ordered, that at one time shall not be read 
above four or five of the said Portions. 


The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter, as divided for Daily Morning 
and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by this Church, 


Ana, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Civil or 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such Psalms as ne shal) 
think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the Ec-ijesiasti- 
tal Authority, in a Service set out for the Occasion; which, im that case, shall be 
used, and no other. « :

"THE Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at Morning and Evening 
Prayer; so that the most Part thereof will be read every Year oxce, as on 
the Calendar is appointed. 

The New Testament is appointed for the Second Lessons at Morning and Eyen: 
ing Prayer. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every Day, look for the Dey of the 
Month in the Calendar following, and there ye shall find the Chapters that saall 
pe read for the Lessons, both at Morning and Evening Prayer; eacept only the 
Moveable Feasts, which are notin the Calendar; and the Immoveable, where 
there is a Blank lefi in the Column of Lessons ; the proper Lessons for al! which 
Days are to be found in the table of Proper Lessons. 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, the same Rule is to obtain as in 
reading the Psalms, 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed on occasions of Ecclesiastical 
Conventions, and those of Charitable Collections. 


And Note, That whensoever Proper Psalms or Lessons are appointed, then the 
Psalms and Lessons of ordicary course appointed in the Psalter and Calendar 
if they be dilfereat, shall be onitted for that Time

Philip-an 
swered him, Two hundred penny-worth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that every one of them may take a 
little. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter’s 
brother, saith unto him, ‘There is a lad here which hath 
five barley loaves, and two small fishes ; but what are 
they among so many? And Jesus said, Make the men 
sit down. Now there was much grass in the place. So 
the men sat down, in number about five thousand. And 
Jesus took the loaves, and when he had given thanks, 
he distributed to the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down, and likewise of the fishes as much 
as they would. When they were filled, he said unto his 
disciples, Gather up the Fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the five 
barley loaves, which remained over and above unto them 
that had eaten. Then those men, when they had seen 
the miracle that Jesus did, said, ‘This is of a truth that 
Prophet that should come into the world.

‘Then Judas, who had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was condemned, repented 
himself, and brought again the thirty pieces of silver to 
the chief priests and elders, saying, I have sinned, in 
that | have betrayed the innocent blood.

And he vast 
down the pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself. And the chief priests 
took the silver pieces, and said, It is not lawful for to 
put them into the treasury, because it is the price of 
blood. And they took counsel, and bought with them 
the potter’s field to bury strangers in. Wherefore that 
fiell was called, The field of blood, unto this day, 
(Then was fulfilled that which was spoken hy Jeremy 
the propket, saying, And they took t pieces of 
silver, the price of him that was val m they 
the children of Israel did value, and 
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votier’s field, as the Lord appointed me.) And Jesus 
stood kefore the governor; and the governor asked 
tum, saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? And Jesus 
. Said unto him, Thou sayest. And when he was accusea 
of the chief priests and elders, he answered ngthing, 
Then saith Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not how many 
things they witness against thee? And he answered 
him to never a word, insomuch that the governor mar- 
yelled greatly. Now at that feast the governor was 
wont to release unto the people a prisoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable. prisoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore, when they were gathered toge- 
ther, Pilate said unto them, Whom will ye that | release 
unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus, which is called Christ ? 
For he knew that for envy they had delivered. him, 
When he.was set down on the judgment-seat, his wite 
sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with 
that just man; for Lhave suffered many things this day 
ina dreani because of him, But the chief priests and 


elders persuaded the multitude that they should ask Ba-, 


rabbas, and destroy Jesus... Phe governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I] re- 
lease unto you? They said, Barabbas. Pilate saith unto 
them, What shall I do toh with Jesus, which is called 
Christ 2 They all say unto him, Let him be crucified 
And the governor said, Why, what evil hath he done ? 
But they “ried out the more, saying, Let him be eruei 
fied, When Pilate saw that he copie prevail nothing 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took water and 
washed his hands before the multitude, saying, I am in- 
nocent of the blood of this just person: see ye to it. 
Then answered all the people, and said, His blood be 
on us, and on our children, Then released he Barabbas 
unto them; and when he had scourged Jesus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. ‘Then the “soldiers of the gor 
_ yernor took Jesus into the common-hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of soldiers. ‘And they s stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand; and they bowed the knee 
hefore him, and mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the 
ey spit upon him, and took the reed anid 
he head. And after that they had moct. 
0k the rohe off from him, and puthis 
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own raiment on him, and led him away to erucify him 
And as they came out, they found a man of Cyrene, Si 
mon by name, him they compelled to bear his cross. 
And when they were come unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a place of a skull, they gave him vinegar 
to drink mingled with gall; and when he had tasted 
thereof, he would not drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, casting lots: that it might be 
fulfilled, which was spoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots, And sitting down, they watched him 
there; and set up over his head his accusation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. Then 
were there two thieves crucified with him, one on the 
right hand, and another on the left. And they that 
passed by reviled him, wagging their heads, and saying, 
Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself: If thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. Likewise also the chief priests, 
mocking him, with the scribes and elders, said, He 
“saved others, himself he cannot save: Uf he be the King 
of Israel, let him now come down from the cross, and 
we will believe him. He trusted in God; let him de- 
liver him now, if he will have him: for he said, | am 
the Son of God. The thieves also which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his teeth. Now from the 
sixth hour there was darkness over all the Jand, 
unto thé ninth hour, And about the ninth hour, Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli! Eli! lama sabach- 
thani 2 that is to say, My God! my God! why hast thou 
forsaken me? Some of them that stood there, when 
they heard that, said, This man calleth for Elias.

Ana, 
behold, the veil of the temple was rent in twain, from 
the top to the bottom; and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent; and the graves were opened ; and many 
bodies of saints which slept, arose, and came out of’ the 
graves after his resurrection, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many, Now

baa two days was the feast of the Passover, and 
of unleavened bread: and the chief priests and 
the scribes sought how they might take him by craft, 
and put him to death. But they said, Not on the feast- 
day, lest there be an uproar of the people. And be- 
ing in Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, as he 
sat at meat, there came a woman having an alabaster 
box of ointment of spikenard, very precious; and she 
brake the box, and poured it on his head, And there 
were some that had indignation within themselves, and 
said, Why was this waste of the ointment made? for it 
might have been sold for more than three hundred pence, 
and have been given to the poor.. And they murmur- 
ed against her. And Jesus said, Let her alone: why

For ye have the poor with you always, and whensoeyer 
ye will, ye may do them good; but me ye have not al- 
ways, She hath done what she could; she has come 
aforeband to anoint my body to the burying.

And 
Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief 
riests, to betray hiin unto them, An f 
it, they were glad, and promised to. 
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and he sought how he might conveniently betray him 
And the first day of unleavened bread, when they kitled 
the passover, his disciples said unto him, Where wilt 


_thou that we go and prepare, that thou mayest eat the 


passover ? And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them, Go ye into the city; and there shall 
meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water: follow him. 
And wheresoever he shall go in, say ye to the good-man 
of the house, The Master saith, Where is the guest-cham- 
ber, where I shall eat the passover with my disciples s 
And he will show you a large upper-room furnished and 
prepared; there make ready for us. And his disciples 
went forth, and came into the city, and found as he had 
said unto them: and they made ready the passover. 
And in the evening he cometh with the twelve. And as 
they sat, and did eat, Jesus said, Verily 1 say unto you, 
one of you which eateth with me shall betray me. And 
they began to be sorrowful, and to say unto him one by 
one, Is it 1? And another said, Is it 1? And he an- 
swered and said unto them, It is one of the twelve that 
dippeth with me in the dish. The Son of man indeed 
goeth, as it is written of him: but wo to that man by 
whom the son of man is betrayed! good were it for that 
iman if he had never been born. And as they did eat, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and said, ‘ake, eat: this is my body. And 
he took the cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave 
it to them: and they all drank of it. And he said unto 
them, this is my blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many. Verily I say unto you, I will drink ne 
more of the fruit of the vine until that day that I drink 
it new in the kingdom of God. And when they had 
sung an hymn, they went out into the mount of Olives. 
And Jesus saith unto them, All ye shall be offended 
because of me thismight: for it is written, I will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall be scattered. But 
alter that J am risen, I will go before you into Galilee 
But Peter said unto him, Although all shall be offended 
yet will not I. And Jesus saith unto him, Verily I say 
unto thee, that this day, even in this night, before the 
cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. But he 
s ake the more vehemently, If I should dic with thee; | 
ee not deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said they 
«ale t me to a place which was named “eth 
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semane ; and he saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, while 
[ shall pray. And he taketh with him Peter, and James, 
aud John, and began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy ; and saith: unto them, My soul is exceeding sor- 
rowful unto death; tarry ye here and watch. And he 
went forward a little, and fell on the ground, and praye 
ed, that, if ## were possible, the hour might pass from 
him. Kod he said, Abba, Father, all things are possible 
unto thee: take away this cup from me: nevertheless, 
not what I will, but what thou wilt. And he cometh, 
and findeth them sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
sleepest thou ? couldest not thou watch one hour? Watch 
ye, and pray, lest ye enter into temptation; the spirit 
truly is ready, but the flesh is weak. And again he 
went away, and prayed, and spake the same words. And 
when he returned, he found them asleep again, (for thei 
eyes were heavy ; :) neither wist they what to answer him 
And he cometh she third time, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest: it is enough, the hour 
is come ; behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Rise up, let us go ; lo, he that betray- 
eth ine is at hand. And immediately, while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with him 
a great multitude, with swords: and staves, from the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders. And he 
that betrayed ‘hin had given them a token, saying: 

Whomsoever | shall kiss, that same is he; take him dad 
lead him away safely. And as soon as he was come, 
he goeth straightway to him, and saith, Master; Mas- 
ter; and kissed him. And they laid their hands on him, 
and took him, And one of them that stood by drew a 
sword, and smote a servant of the high priest, and cut 
off his ear. And Jesus answered: and said unto them, 
Are ye come out as against a thief, with swords and 
with staves, to take me? | was daily with you in the 
temple, teaching, and ye took me not 5 but the scriptures 
must be fulfilled, And they all formed him, and. fled.

And some began to spit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to birffet him, and to say un- 
to him, Prophesy. And the servants did strike him with 
the palms of their hands. And as Peter was beneath in 
the Palace, there cometh one of the majds of the high 
priest; and when she saw Peter warming himself, she 
looked upon him, and said, And thou also wast with 
Jesus of Nazareth. But he denied, saying, I know not, 
neither understand [ what thou sayest. And he went 
out into the porch, aud the cock crew. And a maid 
saw him again, and began to say to them that stood by, 
This is one of them. And he denied it again. And a 
little after, they that stood by said again to Peter, Sure- 
ly thowart cne of them ; for thou art a Galilean, and 
thy: speech agreeth thereto. But he began to curse and 
to swear, saying I know not this man of whom ye speak. 
And the second time the cock crew. And Peter called 
to mind the word that Jesus said unto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
when he thought thereon he wept.

ND straightway in the morning, the chief priests 

held a consultation with the elders and seribes, and 
the whole council, and bound Jesus, and carried him 
away, and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate asked 
him, Art thou the King of the Jews? And he answering 
said unto him, Thou sayest it. And the chief priests 
accused him of many things : but he answered nothing. 
And Pilate asked him again, saying, Answerest Gua 
nothing ? behold how many things they witness against 
thee. But Jesus yet answered nothing : so that Pilate 
marvelled. Now at that feast he released unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired Ana there was 
one named Barabbas, which lay bound with them that 
had made insurrection with him, whe had committed 
murder in the insurrection. And the multitude, crying 
aloud, began to desire him to do as he had ever done 
unto them. But Pilate answered them, saying, Will ve 
that I release unto you the King of the Jews ? (For he — 
knew that the chief priests had delivered him for pea 
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But the chief priests. moved the people, that he should 
rather release Barabbas unto them. And Pilate auswer- 
ed, and said again unto them, What will ye then that | 
“shall do unto him whom ye call the King of the Jews + 
And they cried out again, Crucify him. Then Pilate 
said unto them, Why, what evil hath he done? And they 
' cried out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. And so 
Pikate, willing to content the peopie, released Barabbas 
unto them; and delivered Jesus, when he had scourged 
him, to be crucified. And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Pretorium ; and they called together 
the whole band: And they clothed him with purple; 
and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about: his 
head, and began to salute him, Hail, King of the Jews ; 
And they smote him on the head with a reed, and did 
spit upon him, and bowing their knees worshipped him. 
And when they had mocked him they took off the pur- 
ple from him, and put his own clothes on hin, and ter 
him out to crucify him. And they compel one Simon, 
a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of the country, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus, to bear his cross. 
And they bring him unto the place Golgotha, which is, 
being interpreted, the place of a skull. And they 
gave him to drink wine mingled with myrrh; but he 
received it not. And when they had crugified him, they 
parted his garments, casting lots upon them, what every 
man should take. And it was the third hours and they 
crucified him. And the superscription of his accusa- 
tion was written over, THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
And with him they crucify two thieves; the one on his 
right hand, and the other on his left. And the scripture 
was fulfilled, which saith, And he was numbered with 
the transgressors, And they that passed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and saying, Ah, thou that 
destroyest the temple, and buildest it in three days, 
gave thyself, and come down from the cross. Likewise 
also the chief priests mocking, said among themselves, 
with vhe scribes, He saved others, himself he cannot 
save. Let Christ the King of Israel descend now froin 
the cross, that we may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him reviled him. And when the 


sixth hour was come, there was darkness over the whole 


Jand, until the ninth hour, And at the ninth hour, 
Sebus)eried: with a loud voice, saying, [lot, Eloi, ame 
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satachthani 2 which 1s, being interpreted, My God, my 
faod, why hast thou forsaken me? And some of them 
that stood by, when they heard it, said, Behold, he 
calleth Elias. And one ran and filled a sponge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, 
saying, Let alone; let us see whether Elias will come 
to take him down, And Jesus cried with a lond voice, 
and gave up the ghost.

HERE. a testament is, there must also of neces- 

sity be the death of the testator: for a testament 
is of force after’ men are dead; otherwise it is ef no 
strength atiall, whilst the testator liveth. Whereupon, 
neither the first testament was dedicated without blood 
For when Moses had spoken every precept to all the 
people, according to the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water, and searlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and all the people, 
saying, This is the blood of the testament which God 
hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, he sprinkled like- 
wise with blood both the tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the ministry. And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without shedding of blood is 
no remission. {twas therefore necessary that the pat- 
tems of things in the heavens should be purified with 
these; vat the heavenly things themselves with better 
sacrifices than these. For Christ isgnot entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are the figures of 
the true; bat into heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us: nor yet that he should offer 
nimself often, as the high priest entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood of others: (for then must 
he often have suffered since the foundation of the world;) 
hut now once, in the end of the world, hath he appeared 
te put away sin by the sacrifice of himself, eee 


is appointed unto men once to die. but after this the 7

jadement- so Christ was once offered to bear the sins 
vf many, and unto then that look for. him shall he 
appear the second time, without sin, unto salvation. 


THE GOSPEL. St. Luke xxii. 1. 


QW the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, which 

: is called the Passover. And the chief priests and 
scribes sought how they might kill him; for they feared 
the people. Then entered Satan into Judas, surnamed 
(scariot, being of the number of the twelve. And he 
went his way, and communed with the chief priests and 
captains how he might betray him unto them. And 
they were glad, and covenanted to give him money. 
And he promised, and sought opportunity to betray him 
unt them in the absence of the multitude.. Then came 
fhe day of unleavened bread, when the passover must 
be killed. And he sent Peter and John, saying, Go, 
and prepare us the: passover, that we may eat. And 
they said unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? 
And he said unto them, Behold, when ye are entered 
inte the city, there shall a man. meet you. bearing-a 
pitcher of water; follow him into the house where he 
entereth in. And ye shall say unto the good man of the 
house, The Master saith unto thee, Where. is the guest- 
chamber, where i shail eat the passover with my dis- 
ciples ? And he shall show you a large upper room fur- 
nished: there make ready. / And they went and found 
as he had said unto them’; and they made ready the 
passover. And when the hour was come, he sat down, 
and the twelve Apostles with him. And he said unto 
them, With desire I have desired to eat this passover 
_ with you before I suffer. For I say unto you, [ will not 
any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom 
of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
said, Take this, and divide it among yourselves. For | 
say unto you, | will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until 
the kingdom of God shall come, And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, saying, 
This is my body, which is given for you: this do in re- 
membrance of me. Likewise also the cup after supper, 
saying, This cup is the new testament in my, blood, 
which is shed for you. But behold, the hand of him 
‘that betrayeth me is with me on the table. And truly 
the Son of man goeth as it was determined; but wo 
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unto that man by whom he is betrayed! And thev be. 
xan to inguire among themselves, which of them it was 
that shouid do this thing, And there was also a strife 
among them, which of them should be accounted the 
preatest. And he said unto them, The Kings of the 
Gentiles exercise lordship over them; and they that ex- 
ercise authority upon them are called benefactors. But 
ye shall not be so- but he that is greatest among you, 
jet him be as the younger; and he that is chief, as he 
that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that sitteth 
at ‘meat, or ‘he that serveth? Is not he that sitteth at 
meat? But [am among you as he that serveth. Ye are 
they which have coftinued with me in my temptations 
And 1] appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me. that ye may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. And the Lord said, Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he 
may sift you as wheat: but I have prayed for thee, that 
thy faith fail not; and whew thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And he said unto him, Lord, 
1 am ready to go with thee both into prison and to 
death. And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall 
not crow this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny 
that thou knowest me. And he said unto them, When 
I sent you without purse, and serip, and shoes, lacked 
ye any thing? And they said, Nothing. Then said he 
unto them, But now he that hath a purse, let him take 
it, and likewise his scrip: and he that hath no sword, 
let him sell his garment and buy one. For I say unto 
you, that this that is written must yet be aecomplished 
in me, And he was reckoned among the transgressors . 
for the things concerning me have an end. And they 
said, Lord, behold, here are two swords. And he said 
unto them, It is enough. And he came out, and went, 
as he was wont, to the mount of Olives; and his disci- 
ples also followed him, And when he was at the place, 
he said unto them, Pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. And he was withdrawn from them about a stone's 
east, and kneeled down, and prayed, saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup from me? nevertheless, 
not my will, but thine be done, And there appeared an 
zuge)] unto him from heaven, strengthening nim. And 


being in an agony, he prayed more earnestly ; and his 
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sweat was as il were great drops of bloo | falling down 
to the ground. And when he rose up from prayer, and 
was come to his disciples, he found them sleeping for 
sorrow ; and said unto them, Why sleep ve? rise and 
pray, lest ye enter into temptation. And while he yet 
spake, behold, a multitude, and he that was. called 
Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto him, 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with a kiss? 
When they which were about him saw what would fol- 
low, they said unto him, Lord, shall we smite with the 
sword ? And one of them smote the servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his right ear. And Jesns answered 
and said, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his ear, 
and healed him. Then Jesus said unto the chief priests 
and captains of the temple, and the elders which were 
come to him, Be ye come out as against a thief, with 
swords and staves? When I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands against me: but 
this is your hour, and the power of f{arkness.. Then 
took they him, and led him, and brought bim into the 
high priest’s house. And Peter followed atar off. And 
when they had kindled a fire in the midst.of the hall- 
and were set down together, Peter sat down amoug 
them.

And Peter went out and wep bitterly, 
And the men that held Jesus, mocked him, and smote 
fim. And when they had blindfolded bin, they struck 
him on the face, and asked him, saying, P-opnesy, whe 
is it that smote thee? And many other t x42) blasphe 
‘mously spake they against him. And, x cvon as it 
was day, the elders of the people, and the chief priests, 
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and the scribes, cane together, and led him: into: theis 
council, saying, Art thou the Christ? Tellus And he 
said unto them, If | tell you, ye will not believe: And 
if I also ask you, ye will not answer me, nor let me go 
Hereafter shall the Son of man siton the right hand 
of the power of God. Then said they all, Art.thoa 
thon the son of God? And he said unto them, Ye say 
that fam. And they said, What need we any further 
witness? for we ourselves have heard of his own 
mouth.

THURSDAY BEFORE EASTER: 
THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor, xi. 17. 


N this that I declare unto you, I praise you not; that 
you come together not for the better, but for the 
worse. For first of all, when ye come together in the 
Church, | hear that there be divisions among you ; and 
I partly believe it. For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are approved may be made 
manifest among you. When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is wot to eat the Lord’s Supper. 
For, in eating, every one taketh before other his own 
supper : and one is hungry, and another is drunken, 
What, have ye not houses to eat and to drink in? or des- 
pise ye the Church of God, and shame them that have 
not ? What shall I say to you ? shall I praise you in this? 
I praise you not. For I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, ‘That the Lord Jesus, 
the same night in which he was betrayed, took bread: 
aud when he had given thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat; this is my body, which is broken fer you ; 
this do in remembrance.of me. Atter the same manner 
als) he took the cup, when he had supped, saying, ‘This 
cup is the new testament in my blood: this do ye, ‘as 
oft_as ye drink it, in remerebrance of me. For as often 
as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the 
Lord's death till he come. Wherefore, whosoever shall 
eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. But 
let a man examine himself, and so let him eat of that 
bread, and urink of that cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh dammation to 
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himself, not discerning the Lord’s body. For this cause 
many are weak and sickly among you, and many sleep 
For if we would judge ourselves, we should not be judg- 
ed. But when we are judged, we are chastened of the 
Lord, that we should not be condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye come not together unto condemna- 
tion, Aud the rest will [ set in order when I come. 


THE GOSPEL. St. Luke xxiii. 1. 


FAVAE whole multitude of them arose, and led him un- 

to Pilate. And they began to accuse him, saying, 
We found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Cesar, saying, that he himself is 
Christ aking. And Pilate asked him, saying, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? And he answered him, and said, 
Thou sayest it. Then said Pilate to the chief priests and 
to the people, [ find no fauit in this man. And they 
were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to 
this place. - When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
whether the man were a Galilean And as soon as he 
knew that he belonged unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent 
him to Herod, who himself was also at Jerusalem at that 
time. And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad; for he was desirous to see him of a long season 
because he had heard many things of him; and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle done by him, Then he 
questioned with him in many words ; but he answered 


-him nothing. And the chief priests and scribes stood 


and vehemently accused him. And Herod with his men ~ 


of war set him at naught, and mocked him, and arrayed 
him in a gorgeous robe, and sent him again to Pilate. 
And the same day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
together ; for before,they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate, wnen he had called together the 
chief priests, andthe rulers, and the people, said unto 
them, Ye have brought this man unto me, as one that 
perverteth the people: and behold, [, having examinea 
him before you, have found no fault’? in this mah, touch’ 
ng those things whereof ye accuse him: No, nor yet 
‘Herod :, for | sent you to him ; and lo, nothing worthy of 


| death is dome unto him. I w ‘ill therefore chastiae him, 
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and release nim. (For of necessity he must release one 
amto then: at the feast.) And they cried out all a 
anee, saying, Away with this man, and release unto 
us Baral,bas; (who for a certain sedition made in the 
city, and for murder, was cast into prison.) Pilate, 
therefore, willing to release Jesus, spake again to them. 
But they cried, saying, Crucify him, crucify him. And 
he said unto them the third time, Why, what evil haus 
he done? [ have found no cause of death in him: 1 will 
therefore chastise him, and let him go. And they were 
instant with loud voices, requiring that he might be cru- 
cified : and the voices of them, and of the chief priests, 
prevailed. And Pilate gave sentence that it should be 
as they required. And he released unto them him that 
for sedition and murder was cast into prison, whom they 
ephed desired ; but he delivered Jesus to their will. And 
as they led him away, they laid hold upon one Simon, a 
Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and on him they 
laid-the cross, that he might bear it after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, and of 
women, who also bewailed and lamented him. But 
Jesus turning unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusulem, 
weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children, For behold, the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs 
that never bare, and the paps which never gave suck. 
Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on 
us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 
And there were also two others, malefactors, led with 
him to be put to death. And when they were come to 
the place which is called Calvary, there they crucified 
him, and the malefactors ; one on the right hand, and the 
other on the ieft.. Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do. And they parted his 
raiment, and cast lots. And the people stood behold: 
_ ing: and the rulers also with them derided him, say- 
mg, He saved! others; let him save himself, if he be 
Christ the chosen of God. And the soldiers also mock- 
ed him, coming to him, and offering him vinegar, and 
saying, If thou be the King of the Jews, save thysclf, 
And a supérscription also was written over him in letters 
of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS 1S THE KING 
OF THE TEWS — And one of the malefactors. which 
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were nanged, railed on him, saying, If thuu be Christ, 
saye thyself and us. Put the other answering, rebuked 

“him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art in 
the same condemnation ?. And we indeed justly ; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds: but this man hath 
done nothing amiss... And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into thy kingdom. And 
Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.. And it was about the 
zixth hour, and there was darkness over all the earth 
until the ninth hour. And the sun was darkened, and 
the veil of the temple was rent in the midst. And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit: and having said thus, 
he gave up the ghost. Now when the Centurion saw 
what was done, he glorified God, saying, Certainly this 
was a righteous man. And all the people that came to- * 
gether to that sight, beholding the things that were done, 
smote their breasts and returned. And all his acquain- 
tance, and the women that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these things.

THE EPISTLE. Heb. x. 1. 


1 ¥XHE Law having a shadow of good things to come, 

and not the very image of the things, can never, 
with those sacrifices which they offered year by year con 
tinually, make the comers thereunto perfect. For then, 
would they not have ceaged to be offered ? because that 
the worshippers, once purged, should haye had no more 
conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices there is a re- 
membrance again made of sins every year. For it is 
not possible that the blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. Wherefore, when he cometh imto the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared me; In burnt-offerings 
and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure: Then 
said |, Lo, £ come (in the volume of the book it is writ- 
ten of me) to do thy will, Q God. Above, when he said, 
Sacrifice, and offering, and burnt-offerings, and offering 
for sin,-thou wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure there 
in, which are offered by the law; Then said he, Lo, t 
come to dw thy will, O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified, through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. And every priest stahdeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away sins. But this Man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for sins for ever sat,down on 
the right hand of God; from henceforth expecting till 
nis enemies be made his footstool. For by one offering he 
aath perfected for ever them that are sanctified ; whereof 
the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: for after that he 
had said before, ‘This is the covenant that I will make 
witn them after those days, saith the Lord; IT will put 
my laws into their hearts, and in their minds will | write 
them ; and their sins and iniquities will | remember no 
more.

"for us through the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and hav- 
ing an high priest over the house of God; let us draw 
hear with a true heart, in full assurance of faith, having 
our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and om 
bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold fast the 
profession of our faith without wavering ; (for he is fiith- 
ful that promised ;) and let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love, and to good works; not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together, as the manner ot 
some is; but exhorting one another: and so much the 
more, as ye see the day approaching. 


THE. GOSPEL. St. John xix. 1. 


ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged him 
And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and 

put it on his head, and they put on hima purple robe, 
and said, Hail, King of the Jews! and they smote him 
with their hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them,’ Behold, | bring him forth to you, 
that ye may know that | find no fault in him, ‘Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe, And Pilate saith unto them, Behold the 
man. When the chief priests therefore and officers saw 
him, they cried out, saying} Crucify him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, ‘lake ye him, and crucify him, 
for | find no fault in him. The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he wes the more afraid; and went 
again into the judgment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, 
Whence art thou? But Jesus gave him no answer 
Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto ine ? 
Knowest thou not that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee? Jesus answered, ‘Ihou 
couldest have no power at all against me, except it were 
given thee from above; therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greaer sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release him; but the Jews cricd out; 
saying, If thou let this men go, thou art not Crsar’s 
. friend = Whosoever maketh himself a king, speaketh 
against Cesar, When Pilate therefore heard that say~ 
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mg, he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the judg 
ment-seat, in a place that is called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about tke sixth hour: and he saith 
unto the Jews, Behold your/King. But they cried out, 
Away with him, away with him, crucify him. Pilate 
saith nto them, Shall [ crucify your King ? The chief 
priests answered, We have no King but Cesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified : 
and they took Jesus, and led him away. And he, bear- 
ing his cross, went forth into a place called the place of 
a skull, which is called in the Hebrew Golgotha; where 
they crucified him, and two others with him, on either 
side one, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the cross; and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read many of the Jews; for the 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city ; 
and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What I have writ- 
ten, I have written. Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his garments, (and made four parts, 
to every soldier a part) and also his coat: now the coat 
was without seam, woven from the top throughout. 
They said therefore among themselves, Let us not rend 
It, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that the Serip 
ture might be fulfilled, which saith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and for my vesture they did cast 
lots. ‘These things ‘herefore the soldiers did. Now 
there stood by the cross vf Jesus, his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jesus, therefore, saw his mother, 
and the disciple standing by whom he loved, he saith 
unto bis mother, Woman, behold thy son, Then saith 
he to the disciple, Behold thy mother, And from that 
sour that disciple took her unto his own home, After 

is, Jesus knowing that all things were now accom- 
plished, that the Scripture might. be fulfilled, saith, | 
thirst Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar; and 
they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth, When Jesus, therefore, 
had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished : aud he 
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bowed his Lead, and gave up the ghost. The Jews, 
therefore, because it was the preparation, that the bo- 
dies should not remain upon the cross on the sabbath- 
day, (for that sabbath-day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. ‘Then came the soldiers and 
brake the legs of the first, and of the other which was 
crucified with him. But when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they brake not his legs. 
But one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came thereout blood and water. And he 
that saw it bare recerd, and his record is true: and Le 
«noweth that he saith true, that ye might believe. For 
these things were done, that the Scripture should be 
fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be broken. And 
again another Scripture saith, They shall look on him 
whom they pierced.

_tisim, doth also now save us (not the putting away the

angels, and authorities, and powers, being made subject 
unto him. : 


THE GOsPEL. St.“Matt, xxvil. 57. 


HEN the even was come, there'came a rich man 

of Arimathea, named Jeseph, who also 1imself 
was Jesus’ disciple: He went to Pilate, and begged the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the Boe to be 
delivered. And when Joseph had taken the body, he 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own 
new tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock ; and he 
rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and 
departed. And there was Mary Magdalene, and the 
_other Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre. Now 
“the next day that “followed the day of the preparation, 
the chief priests and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, 
saying, Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive, “After three days 1 will rise "again, 
Command therefore that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest his didcahit come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead’; so the last error shall be worse than 
the first. Pilate said unto them, Ye have a watch; go 
your way, make it as sure as you can. So they went 
and made the sepulchre sure, séaling the stone, and set 
ting a watch.

Yea, and certan 
women also of our company made us astonished, who 
were early at the sepulchre ; and when they found); not 
his body, they came, saying, that they had also seen a 
vision of angels, which said that he was alive, And 
certain of them who were with us went to the sepul- 
chre, and found it even so as the women had said; but 
him they saw not. Then he said unto them, QO. fools, e 
and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have — 
spoken! ought not Christ to have suffered these things, 
and to enter into his glory? And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he expounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures, the things concerning himself, And they 
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drew nigh. unto the village whither they went and he 
made as though he would have gone further Lut tney 
cunstrained him, saying, Abide with us; for it is to 
wards evening, and the day. is far spent. And he went 
in to tarry with them. And it came to pass, as he sat 
at meat with them, he took bread, and blessed it, and 
brake, and gave to them., And, their eyes were opened, 
and they knew him, and he vanished out of their sight 
And they said one to another, Did not our heart bura 
within us, while he talked with us by the way, and while 
he opened to us the Scriptures? And they rose up the 
same hour, and returned to Jerusalem, and found the 
eleven gathered together, and them that were with them, 
saying, The Lord has risen indeed, and hath appeared 
unto Simon. And they told what things were done in 
the way, and how he was known of them in breaking 
of bread.

O Abraham and his seed were the promises made.

“after, cannot disaunul, that it should make the promise 
of none effect. For if the inheritance be of theLaw, it 
is no more of promise; but God gave it to Abraham by 
promise. Wherefore then serveth theLaw ? It was added 
because of transgressions, till the seed should come to 
whom the promise was made; and it was ordained by 
angels in the hand of a mediator. Now a. mediator is 
not a mediator of one; but God is one. Is theLaw then 
against the promises of God? God forbid; for if there 
had been a law given which could have given life, verily, 
righteousness should have been by theLaw. But the 
Scripture hath concluded al) under sin, that the promise, 
by faith of Jesus Christ, might be given to them that be- 
lieve.

And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which is called Straight, 
and inquire in the house of Judas for one called Saul, ot 
Tarsus: for behold, he prayeth, and hath seen in a vi- 
sion aman named Ananias, coming in, and putting his 
band on him, that he might receive his sight. ‘Then 
Ananias answered, Lord, [ have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints at Jeru- 
salem: and here he hath authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy name.

Aud he came by the Spirit in- 
to the temple ; and when the parents brought in the 
child Jesus, to do for him after the custom of the law, 
then took he him up in his arms, and blessed God, and 
said, Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart in peace, 
according to thy word: For mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation, which thou hast prepared before the face of all 
people ; a light to lighten the Gentiles, and tae glory of 
thy people Israel. And Joseph and his mether marvel- 
fed at those things which were spoken of him. And Si- 
meon blessed them, and said unto Mary his mother, 
Behold, this child is set for the fall and rising again of 
many in I[srael; and for a sign which shall be spoken 
against, (yea, a sword shall pierce through thy own 
soul also,) that the thoughts of many hearts may be re 
vealed. And there was one Anna, a prophetess, the 
daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aser ; she was of a 
‘great age, and had lived with an husband seven years from 
her virginity ; and she was a widow of about fourscore 
‘and fowr years, which departed not from the temple, ba 
‘served God with fastings and prayers night aud day.

fleaven. Wherefore it is our duty to render most humble and 
hearty thanks to Almighty God, our heavenly Kather, for that be 
hath given his Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, not only to die for us, 
but also to be our spiritual food and sustenance in that holy Sacra- 
ment. Which being so divine and comfortable a thing to them 
who receive it worthily, and so dangerous to those who will pre- 
sume to receive it unworthily; my duty is to exhort you in the 
mean season, to consider the dignity of that holy Mystery, and the 
great peril of the unworthy recciving thereof; and so to search 
and examine your own consciences (and that not lightly, and afier 
the manner of dissemblers with God; but so) that ye may come ho.y 
and clean to such a heavenly feast, in the marriage-garment re- 
quired by God in holy seripture; and be received as worthy pai= 
takers of that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is, First, to examine your lives and 
conversations by the rule of God’s commandments; and wherein so. 
ever ye shall perceive yourselves to have offended, either by will, 
word, or deed, there to bewail your own sinfulness, and to confess 
yourselves to Almighty God, with full purpose cfameudment of life, 
Andif ye shall perceive your offences to be such as are not only 
against God, but also against your neighbours; then ye shall re- 
concile yourselves unto them; being ready to make restitution aud 
satisfaction, according to the uttermost of your powers, for all in- 
juries and wrongs done by you to any other; and being likewise 
ready to forgive others who have offended you, as ye would have 
lorgiveness of your offences at God’s hand: or otherwise the re- 
eeiving of the Holy Communion doth nothing else but increase 
Your conlenation. Therefore, if any of you be a biasphemc- of 
‘God, an hinderer or slanderer of his Word, an adulierer, or bz ia 
nialice or envy, or in any other grievous crime; repent ye of your 
tins, or else come not to that holy Table. 

And because it is requisite that no man should come to the Iloly 
Communion, but with a full trust in God’s mercy, and with a quiet 
conscience; theretore, if there be any of you, who by these means 
cannot quiet his own conscience herein, but requireth further com. 
fort or counsel; let him come to me, or to some other Minister of 
Ged’s word, and open his grief; that he may receive such Godly 
counsel and advice, as may tend to the quwetiug of his cansience 
an¢ .he removing of all scraple and doubtfulness

mienon. instesd of the former, he shalt use this Exhortation. 
D RLY beloved brethren, on —— I intead, by Gotl’s grace. ta 

elebrate the Lord’s Supper: unto which, in God’s behalf, 1 
bid you all who are here present; and beseech vou for the Lord 
Jesus Christ’s sake, that. ye will not refuse to come “ereto, being 
so levingly called and bidden by God himself. Ye know how 
grievous and unkind a thing it is, when a man hath prepared a rich 
feast, decked his table with all kinds of provision, so that thee 
lacketh nothing but the guests to sit down; and yet they who are 
called (without any cause) most unthankfully refuse to come: 
Which of you in sucha case would not be moved? Who would not 
think a great injury and wrong done unto him? Wherefore, most 
dearly beloved in Christ, take ye good heed, lest ye, withdrawing 
vourselves from this holy Supper, provoke Gou’s indignation against 
you. It is an easy matter for a man to say, I will not communicate, 
because I am otherwise hindered with worldly business. But such 
excuses are nut So easily accepted, and allowed before God. Lf 
any man say, I am a grievous sinuer, and therefore am afraid to 
come: wherefore then do ye not repent and amend? When God 
calleth you, are ye not ashamed to say, ye will not come? When ye 
should return to God, will yesexcuse yourselves, and say, ye are 


not ready? Consider earnestly with yourselves, how litthé such ~ 


feigned excuses wiii avail before God. Those who refused the 
feast in the Gospel, because they had bought a farm, or would ty 
their yokes of oxen, or because they were married, were not su 
excused, but counted unworthy of the heavenly feast. Wherefore 

according to mine office, I bid you in the name of God, L cail you, 

in Christ’s behalf, I exhort you, as ye love your owt. salvation, that 

ye will be partakers of this Holy Communion. And as th of 
God did vouchsafe to yield up his soul by death upen the criss. 

fur your salvation; so itis your duty to receive the Communion in 

reniembrance of the sacvifice of his death, as he himself hath com- 
nianded: Which if ye shall neglect to do, consider with yourselves, 
how great is your ingratitude to God, and how sore punishment 

hangeth over your heads for the same, when ye wilfully abstain 
from the Lord’s Table, and separate from your brethren who cone to 
feed on the banquet of that most heavenly food. These things if ye 
earnestly consider, ye will, by God’s grace, return to a beter mind +

Likewise, immediately before his ascension into heaven, (as 
we read in the last chapter of Saint Mark’s Gospel,) he gave com- 
mand to his disciples, saying, Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the Gospel to every creature. He that believeth, and is baptized, 
shall be saved ; but he that believeth not, shali be damned: Which 
also showeth unto us the great benefit we reap thereby. For which 
cause Saint Peter the Apostle, when upon his first preaching of the 
Gospel many were pricked at the heart, and said to him and the 
rest of the Apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do? replied, 
and said unto them, Repent and be baptized every one of you, for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost- 
Jor the promise is to you and your children, and to all that are afin 
off, even as many as the Lord our God shail call. And with many 
other werds exhorted he them, saying, Save yo wes from this 
untoward generation. For, as the same Apostle teStifieth in ano- 
ther place, even Baptism doth also now save us, (not the putting 
away of the filth ofthe flesh, but the answer of a good conscience 
towards God,) by the resurrection of Jesus Christ. Doubt ye not 
therefore, but earnestly believe, that he wil! favourably receive 
these present Persons, truly repenting,and coming unto him, by faith} 
that be will grant them remission of ther sins, and bestow upon them 
the Holy Ghost; that he will give them the blessing of eternal life, 
and make them Partakers of his everlasting kingdom. 

Wherefore, we being thus persuaded of the good will ofour hea~

ly in the time Ssaimeng or other infectious sickness) exhort their 
Pursskzoncre to the often receiving of the Holy Communion of the 
Body und Blood of our Saviour Christ, when it shall be publicly ad. 
ministered in the Church ; that so doing, they may, in cuse of sud- 
den visitation, have the less cause to be disquieted for lack of the 
same. But if the sick person be not able to come to the Church, and

9 And not to be as their forefathers, a faithless and 
stubborn generation; a generation that set not their 
heart aright, and whose spirit cleaveth not steadfastly 
unto God; 

10 Like as the children of Ephraim ; who being har- 
nessed, and carrying bows, turned themselves back in 
the day of battle. 

11 They kept not the covenant of God, and would not 
walk in his law ; 

12 But forgat what he had done, and the wonderf. 
works that he had showed for them. 

13 Marvellous things did he in the sight of our fore- 
fathers, in the land of Egypt, even in the field of 
Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let them go chrome ; be 
made the waters to stand on an heap. 
* 
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15 Iu the day time also he led them with a cloud, and 
all the night through with a lirht of fire, 

i6 He clave the hard rocks in the wildernecs, and 
gave them drink thereof, as it had been out of the great 
depth, 

17 He brought waters out of the stony rock, so that i 
gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this, they sinned more against him, and 
provoked the Most Highest in the wilderness. ' 

19 ‘They tempted God in their hearts, and required 
meat for their lust. 

20 ‘They spake against God also, saying, Shall God 
prepare a table in the wilderness ? 

21 He smote the stony rock indeed, that the water 
gushed out, and the streams flowed withal; but can he 
give bread also, or provide flesh for his people ? 

22 When the Lord heard this, he was wroth; so the 
fire was kindled in Jacob, and there came up heavy dis 
pleasure against Israel; 

23 Because they believed not in God, and put not 
their trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds above, and opened 
the doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down Manna also upon them for to eat, 
and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels’ food; for he sent them 
meat enough. 

27 He caused the east wind to blow under heaven 

and through his power he brought in the south-west wind 

28 He rained flesh upon them as thick as dust, and 
feathered fowls like as the sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents, even round about 
their habitation, 

30 So they did eat and were well filled; for he gave 
them their own desire: they were not disappointed of 
their lust.

34 When he slew them, they sought him, and turned 
them early, and inquired after God,

37 For their heart was not whole with him, a 
continued they steadfast in his covenant. 

38 But he was so merciful, that he forgave their mis- 
deeds, and destroyed them not, 

389 Yea, many a time turned he his wrath away, and 
would not suffer his whole displeasure te arise: 

40 For he considered that they were but flesh, and 
that they were even a wind that passeth away, and 
cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the wilder 
ness, and grieved him in the desert, 

42 They turned back, and tempted God ;.and moved 
the Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of his hand, and of the day 
when he delivered them from the hand of the enc- 
my. 

44 How he had wrought his miracles in Egypt, and 
his wonders in the field of Zoan, 

45 He turned their waters into blood, so that they 
might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and devoured them, up, 
and frogs to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar, and thei 
labour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with hail-stones, and. their 
mulberry trees with the frost, 

49 He smote their cattle also with hail-stones, ail 
their flocks with hot thunder-bults. 

50. He cast upon them the furiousness of his wrath, 
anger, displeasure, and trouble; and sent evil angels 
among them. 

_ 51 He made a way to his indignation, and spared not 

their soul from death ; but gave their life over to the 
pestilence ; 

_ 52 And smote all the first-born in Egypt, the most 
principal and mightiest in the dwellings of Ham. ; 
_ 53 But as for his own people, he led them forth like 
sheep, and carried them in the wilderness like a flock. — 
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54 He brought them out safely, that they should nox 
fear, and overwhelmed their enemies with the sea. 

55 And brought them within the borders of his sane- 
twary, even to his mountain, which he purchased with 
ais right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also before them, caused 
their lane, to be divided among them for an heritage, and 
made the tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 

57 So they tempted and displeased the most high God, 
and kept not his testimonies 3 

58 But turned their backs, and fell away like their 
forefathers ; starting aside like a broken bow, 

59 For they grieved him with their hill-altars, and 
provoked him to displeasure with their images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth, and took 
sore displeasure at Israel ; 

61 So that he forsook the tabernacle in Silo, even the 
tent that he had pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their power into captivity, and their 
beauty into the enemy’s hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto the sword. and 
was wroth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men, and their 
maidens were not given to marriage. 

65 Their priests were slain with the sword, and there 
were no widows te make lamentation. 

635 So the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, and like 
a giant refreshed with wine. 

- 67 He smote his enemies in the hinder parts, and put 
them to a perpetual shame. 

68 He refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and chose 
not the tribe of Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah, even the hill of Sion, 
which he loved. 

70 And there he built his temple on high, and laid the 
foundation of it like the ground which he hath made con- 
tinually. 

71 He chose David also his servant, and took him 
away from the sheep-folds : 

72 As he was following the ewes great with young 
ones, he took him, that he might feed Jacob his people, 
ard Israel his inheritance.

ARTICLE 1. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 


MERE is Wut one living and true God, everlasting. without 

body, parts, or passions; of infinite power, wisdom, and good 
ess; the Maker and Preserver of all things both visible and invi- 
sible. And in unity of this Godhead, there be three Persons, of 
one substance, power, and eternity; the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. 


ARTICLE 2. Of the Word, or Son of God, which was made very 
Man, 

The Son, which is the Word of the Father, begotten from ever- 
lasting of the Father, the very and eternal God, of one substance 
with the Father, took Man’s nature in the womb of the blessed Vir- 
gin, of her substance: so that two whole and perfect Natures, that 
is to say, the Godhead and Manhood, were joined together in one 
Person, never to be divided, whereof is one Christ, very God, ana 
very Man; who truly suffered, was crucified, dead, and burned, tu 
reconcile his Father to us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for origi- 
nal guilt, but also fur actual sins of men. 


ARTICLE 3 Of the going down of Christ into Hell. 


As Christ died for us, and was buried; so also, is it to be believed, 
that he went duwn into hell. 


ARTICLE 4. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 


Uhrist did truly rise again from death, and took again his body 
with flesh, bones, and all things appertaining to the perfection o 
Mavn’s nature, wherewith be ascended into Heaven, and there sit 
teth, until he return to judge all men at the last day. 


ARTICLE 5. Of the Holy Ghost. 


The Iloly Ghost, proceeding from the Father and the Son, is of 
one Substance, Majesty, and Glory, with the Father and the Son, 
very and eternal God. 


ARTICLE 6. Of the sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures for Salvatiot 

Moly Scripture containeth all things necessary te Salvation: so 
that whatsoever is not read therein, uor may be proved thereby, is 
not to be required of any man, that it should be believed as an artic 
cle of the Faith, or be thought requisite or necessary to Salvation, 
in the name of the Hloly Scripture we do understand those Cano- 
nical Books of the Oid and New Testament, of whose Authority was 
never any doubt in the Church. 


1 Of the Names and Number of the Canonical Books. 
Genesis, Bxodus, Leviticus, Numeri. Deuteronomium, Joshua, Judges, 
Ruth, The Pirst Book of Samuel, The Second Book of Samuel, The 
Pirst book of Kings, The Second Book of Kings, the First Book of 
Chronicles, The Second Book of Chronicles, The First Book of lisdras, 
Whe Secon! Book of Esd-as, The Book of Esther, The Book [ Job, 
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The Psalms, The Proverbs, Ecclesiastes or Preacher, Cantica or Songa 
uf Solomon, Four Prophets the greater, Twelve Prophetsethe less. 


And the other Books (as Hierome saith) the Church doth read for 
example of life and instruction of manners; but yet doth it not aps 
ply them to establish any doctrine; such are these following: 


The Third Book of Esdras, The Fourth ere Esdras, The Book 
of Tobias, The Book of Judith, The rest of the Book of Esther, The 

‘ook of Wisdom, Jesus the Son % Sirach, Baruch the Prophet, The 
Song of the three Children, The ony ae Susannah, Of Bel and the 
Dragon, The Prayer of Manasses, The First Book of Maccabecs, 
Lhe Second Book of Maccabees. 


All the Books of the New Testament, as they are commonly re- 
ceived, we do receive and account them Canonical. 


ARTICLE 7. Of the Old Testament. 


The Old Testament is not contrary to the New; for both in the 
Old and New Testament everlasting life is offered to mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator between God and Man, being both 
Sod and Man. Wherefore they are not to be heard, which feign 
that the Old Fathers did look only for transitory Promises. Al- 
shough the Law given from God by Moses, as touching Ceremonies 
and Rites, do not bind Christian men, nor the Civil Precepts thereof 
ought of necessity to be received in any Commonwealth; yet not- 
withstanding, no Christian man whatsoever is free from the obe+ 
dience of the Commandments which are called moral. 


ARTICLE 8 Of the Creeds, 
The Nicene Creed, and that whick is commonly called the Apos- 
tles’ Creed, ought thoroughly to be received and believed: for they 
may be proved by most certain warrants of holy Scripture. 


ARTICLE 9, G/ Original or Birth Sin. 


Original sin standeth not in the following of Adam (as the Pefa- 
gians do vainly talk 3) but it is the fault and corruption of the nature 
of every man, that naturally is engendered of the offSpring of Adam, 
whereby man is very far gone from original righion ees and is 
of his own natare inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth always 
contrary to the Spirit; and therefore in every person born into this 
world, it deserveth God’s wrath and damnation. And this infection 
of nature doth remain, yea, in them that are regenerated; where- 
by the lust of the flesh, called in Greek ®govmux cagxis, which 
some do expound the Wisdom, some Sensuality, sonie the Afiec- 
tion, some the Desire of the Flesh, is not subject to the Law of God. 
And although there is no condemnation for them that believe and 
are baptized; yet the Apostle doth confess, that concupiscence and 
just hath of itself the nature of sin. 

ARTICLE 10. Of Free-witll. 

The condition of man after the fall of Adam is such, that he 
cannot turn and prepare himself, by his own natural strength and 
good works, to faith, and calling upon God: wherefore we have no 
power to do good works pleasant and acceptable to God, without 
the grace of God by Christ preventing us, that we may have a 
gvod will, and working with us when we haye that good will. 

ARTICLE 11. Of the Justification of Man. 


Weare accounted righteous before God, only for the Merit of sn 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, and not for our ow 
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Woks or Deservings. Wherefore, that we are justified by Faith 
pniy, is a naost wholesome doctrine, and very full of comfort, as 
more largely is expressed in the Homily of Justification. 


ARTICLE 12. Of good Works. 


Albeit that good Works, which are the Fruits of Faith, and follow 
after justificanon, cannot put away our sins, and endure the seve- 
rity of God’s Judgment; yet are they pleasing and acceptable ta 
God in Christ, and do spring out necessarily of a true and lively 
Faith; insomuch that by them a lively Faith may be as evidently 
known, as a tree discerned by the fruit. 


ARTICLE 13. Of Works before Justification. 


Works done before the grace of Christ and the inspiration of his 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, forasmuch as they spring not of 
Faith in Jesus Christ, neither do they make men meet to receive 
grace, or (as the School-Authors say) deserve grace of congruity: 
yea rather, for that they are not done as God-hath willed and com- 
manded them to be done, we doubt net but they have the nature 
of sin. 


ARTICLE 14. Of Works of Supererogation. 

Voluntary Works, besides over and above God’s commandments, 
which they call Works of Supererogation, cannot be taught without 
arvogancy and impiety. For by them men do declare, That they 
do not only render unto God as much as they are bound to du, but 
that they do more for his sake than of bounden duty is required: 
Whereas Christ saith plainly, When ye have done all thatare com- 
manded to you, say, We are unprofitable servants, 


ARTICLE 15. Of Christ alone without sin. 


Christ in the truth of our nature, was made like unto us in all 
things, sin only except, from which he was clearly void, both in his 
flesh, and in his spirit. He cameto be the Lamb without spot, wha 
by sacrifice of himself once made, should take away the sins of the 
world; and sin (as St. John saith) was notin him. But all we the 
rest although baptized and born again in Christ yet offend in manv 
things; and if we say we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 


ARTIGLE 16. Of Sin after Baptism, 


Not every deadly sin, willingly committed after Baptism, is sin 
nt the Holy (host, and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant 
of repentance is not to be denied to such as fall into sinafter Bap- 
tism. After we have received the Ifoly Ghost, we may depart from 
grace given, and fall into sin, and by the grace of God (we may) 
arise again, and amend our lives. And therefore they are to be 
condemned, which say, they can no more sin as long as they live 
here, or deny the place of forgiveness to such as truly repent 


"ARTICLE 17. Of Predestination and Election. 


' Predestination to life is the everlasting purpose of God, whereby 
{before the foundations of the world were laid) he hath constantly 
szecreed by his counsel secret to us, to deliver froni curse and dam- 
nation, those whovn he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, and 
w bring them by Christ to everlasting salvation, as vessels made to 
honour, Wherefore they which be eulued with so excellent a 
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benefit of God, be called according .o God’s purpose by nis Sprra 
working in due season: they through grace obey the calling: they 
be justified freely: they be made Sons of God by adoption: they ba 
mace like the image of his only begotten Son Jesus Christ: they 
walk religiously in good works; and at length by God’s merey they 
attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestination, and our election in 
Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeakable comfort to ly 
persons, and such as feel in themselves the working of the Spirit 
of Ghrist, mortifying the works of the flesh and their earthly meni- 
ders, and drawing up their mind to bigh and heavenly things, aa 
well because it doth greatly establish and confirm their faith of 
eternal salvation, to Le enjoyed through Christ, as because it doth 
fervently kindle their love towards God: so, for curious and carnal 
persons, lacking the Spirit of Christ, to have continually before 
their eyes the Sentence of God’s Predestination, is a most danger- 
ous downfall, whereby the Devil doth thrust them either into des- 
peration, or into wretchlessness of most unclean living, no less pe- 
rilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God’s promises in such wise as 
they be generally set forth to us in holy Scripture; Aud in our do- 
ings, that will of God is to be followed, which we have expressly 
declared wato us in the Word of God. 


ARTICLE 18 Of obtaining Eternal Salvation only by the Name 
of Christ. 

They also are to be had accursed, that presume to say, that every 
man shall be saved by the Law or Sect which be professeth, so that 
he be diligent to frame his life according to that Law, and the light 
of Nature. For holy Scripture doth set out unto us only the Name 
of Jesus Christ, whereby men must be saved. 


ARTICLE 19. Of the Church. 


The visible Church of Christ is a Congregation of faithful men, 
in the which the pure Word of God is preached, and the Sacra- 
ments be duly ministered according to Christ’s Ordinance, in all 
those things that of necessity are requisite to the same. 

As the Ghurch of Jerusalem, Alowandria, and Antioch, have 
erred; so also the Church of Rome hath erred, not only in their 
living and manner of Ucremonies, but also in matters of faith. 


ARTICLE 2. Of the Authority of the Church. 


The Church hath power to decree Rites or Ceremonies, and Au- 
thority in Controversies of Kaith: And yet it is not lawful for the 
Church to ordain any thing that is contrary to (iod’s Word written 
neither may itso expound one place of Seripture, that it be repug- 
nant to another. Wherefore, although the Church be a Witness 
and a Keeper of Holy Writ, yet as ivought not to decvee any thing 
against the same, so besides the same ought it not to enforce any 
thing to be believed for necessity of salvation. . 


ARTICLE 21. Of the Authority of General Councils* 
ARTICLE 22. Of Purgatory. 


Tue Romish doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons, Worship. 
ping,and Adoration, as weil of Images, as of Reliques, and also bia

ARTICLE 23, Of Ministering in the Congregation. 


Tt is not lawful for any man to take upon him the office of publie 
Preaching, or Ministering the Sacraments in the Congregation, be- 
fore he be lawfully ealled, and sent to execute the same. And those 
we ought to judge lawfully called and sent, which be chosen and 
ealled to this Work by men who have public Authority given unto 
them in the Congregation, to call and send Ministers into the Lord’s 
Vineyard. 


ARTICLE 24, Of Speaking in the Congregation in such w tongzue 
as the People wnderstandeth. 


It is a thing plainly repzgnant to the Word of God, and the cus: 
tom of the Primitive Church, to have Public Prayer in the Church 
or to Mmmister the Sacraments in a tongue not understanded of the 
people. 

ARTICLE 25. Of the Sacraments. 


Sacraments ordained of Christ be not only badges or tokens o1 
Christian men’s Profession; but rather they be certain sure wit- 
nesses, and effectual signs of grace, and God’s good will towards 
us, by the which he doth work invisibly in us, aud doth not only 
quicken, but also strengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the 
Gospel, that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is to say, Confir- 
mation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and extreme Unction, are 
not to be counted for Sacraments of the Gospel, being such as have 
grown, partly of the corrupt following of the Apostles, partly are 
states of life allowed in the Scriptures; but yet have not like nature 
of Sacraments with Baptism and the Lord’s Supper, for that they 
have not any visible Sign or Ceremony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or 
to be carried about, but that we should duly use them. And in such 
only as worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome effect or 
operation: but they that receive them unworthily, purchase to them- 
selves damnation, as St. Paul saith. 

ARTICLE 26, Of the unworthiness of the Ministers, which hinders 
not the Effect of the Sacraments. 

Although in the visible Church the evil be ever mingled with the 
good, and sometime the evil have chief authority in the ministra- 
tion of the Word and Sacraments: yet, forasmuch as they do not 
the same in their own name, but in Christ’s, and do minister by 
his commission and authority, we may use their Ministry, both in 
hearing the Word of God, and in receiving the Sacraments. Nei- 
ther is the effect of Christ’s Ordinance taken away by their wicked 
ness, nor the grace of God’s gifts diminished from such, as by faith, 
and rightly, do receive the Sacraments ministered unto them, which 
4e eflectual, because of Chrisv’s institution and promise, although 
they be ministered by evil men. 

_ Nevertheless, it appertaiseth to thy Discipline of the Church, 
fie inquiry be made of evil Ministers} and thal they be accused by

se thar Gave knowledge of their offences and finally being 
found guilty, by just judyinent, he deposed.

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ARTICLE 27. Of Baptism. eh 


. 

Baptism is not only a sign of Profession, and mark uf Difference, 
a#heéreby Christian men are discerned from others that be not 
christened. but it is also a sign of Regeneration, or new Birth, 
whereby, as by an instrument, they that receive Baptism rightly 
are grafted into the Church: the promises of the forgiveness of sin, 
#nd of our adoption to be the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, are 
asibly signed and sealed: faith is confirmed, and grace increased 
by virtue of Prayer unto God. The Baptism of young children is 
tn any wise to be retained in the Church as most agreeable witk 
the institution of Christ. 


ARTICLE 28. Of the Lord’s Supper. 

The supper of the Lord is not only a sign of the Love that Chris 
tans ought to have among themselves one to another; but rather it 
isa Sacrament of our Redemption by Christ’s death: jiasomuch 
that to such as rightly, worthily, and with faith receive the same, 
the Bread which we break is a partaking of the Body of Christ; 
and likewise the Cup of Blessing is a partaking of the Blood of 
Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the change of the Substance of Bread and 
Wine) in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ; 
butit is repugnant to the plain words of Scripture, overthroweth 
the nature ofa Sacrament, and hath given occasion to many Su- 

Fstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten in the Supper, only 
after an heavenly and spiritual manner. And the mean whereby 
the Body of Christ is received and eaten in the Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by Christ’s Ordi- 
nance reserved, carried about, lifted up, or worshipped. 
ARTICEE 23 Of the Wicked, which eat not of the Body.of Christ 

in the Use of the Lord's Supper. 

The wicked, and such as be void of a lively faith, although they 
do carnally and visibly press with their teeth (as St. clugustine saith) 
the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ; yet in nu Wise are 
they partakers of Christ; but rather to their Condemnation do eat 
and drink the Sign or Sacrament of so great a thing. 

ARTICLE 50. Of both Kinds. 

‘The Cup of the Lord is not to be denied to the Lay-People: for 
both the parts of the Lord’s Sacrament by Christs Ordinance and 
Commandment, ought to be ministered to al Christian men alike. 
ARTICLE Si. Of the one Oblation of Christ finished upon tre Cross 

The offering of Christ once made, is that redemption, pro- 
pitiation, and satisfaction for all the sins’o the whole Boch 
original and actual; and there is none other satisfaction for sin, but 
thaialone. Wherefore the Sacrifice of Masses, in which it was com- 
monly said, that the Priest did offer Christ forthe quick and the 
dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, were blasphemous fables, 
and dangerous deceits. es! 

ARTICLE S2. Of the Marriage of Pricsts. ! 

Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, are not commanded by Go 
eil.cr to vow the estate of single life, or to 
tLerefore it is lawful for them, as for all 2 
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marry at their own Uiscretion, as they shall jie the same to serve 
better to godliness. 


ARTICLE 33. Of encommunicate Persons, how chey are to be avoided. 


That person which by open denunciation of the Church ‘s right- 
ly cut off from the Unity of the Church, anc} excommunicated, ought 
to be taken of the whole multitude of the faithful, as an Heathen 
and Publican, until he be openly reconciled by Penance, and re 
ceived into the Church by a Judge that hath authority thereunto, 


ARTICLE 34. Of the Traditions of the Church. 


It it not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in al! places 
one, or utterly like; for at all times they have been divers, and may 
be changed according to the diversity of countries, times, and men’s 
manners, so that nothing be ordained against God’s word. Who- 
soever, through his private judgment, willingly and purposely doth 
openly break the Traditions and Ceremonies of the Church, which 
he not repugnant to the word of God, and be ordained and approved 
by common authority, ought to be rebuked openly (that other may 
fear to do the like) as he that offendeth against the common Order 
of the Church, and hurteth the Authority of the Magistrate, and 
woundeth the Consciences of the weak Brethren. 

Every Particular or National Church hath Authority to ordain, 
change, and abolish Ceremonies, or Rites of the Church, ordained 
only by man’s authority, so that all things be done to edifying. 


ARTICLE 35. Of the Homilies, 

The second Book of Homilies, the several titles whereof we have 
Yoined, under this Article, doth contain a godly and wholesome 
Doctrine, and necessary for these Times, as doth the former Book 
of Ilomilies, wnich weve set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, 
and therefore we judge them to be read in Churches by the Mi- 
nisters diligently and distinctly, that they may be understanded of 
the people.

‘This Article is received in this Church, so far as it declares the 
books of Homiiies to be an explication of Christiau doctrine, and 
instructive in piety and morals. But all references to the consti- 
tution and laws of England are considered as inapplicable to the 
circumstances of this Church, which also suspends the order for 
the reading of said Homilies in Churches until a revision of them 
may be conveniently made, for the clearing of them, as well from 
obsulete words and phrases, as from the local references.] 


ARTICLE 36. Of Consceration of Bishops and Ministers. 


The Book of Consecration of Bishops, and Ordering of Priests 
and Deacons, asset forth by the General Convention of this Church 
in 1792, doth contain all things necessary to such consecration and 
ordering; neither hath it any thing tbat, of itself, is superstitious 
and ungodly: and, therefore, whosoever are consecrated or ordered 
according to said form, we decree all such to be rightly, orderly, 
and lawfully consecrated and ordered. 


ARTICLE 87. Of the Power of the Civil Magistrates. 


The power of the Civil Magistrate extendeth to all men, as wel 
Clergy as Laity, in all things temporal; bat bath no authority in 
things purely spiritual. And we hold it to be the duty of all men 
who are ssors of the Gospel, to pay respectful obedience to 
the civil authority, regularly and legitimately constituted. 


ARTICLE 38. Of Christian Men’s Goods, which are not common. 


The Riches and Goods of Christians are not common, as touching 
the right, title, and possession of the same, as certain Anabaptists 
do falsely, boast. Notwithstanding, every man ought of such things 
as he possesseth, liberally to give alms to the pooraccording tu his 
ability. 


ARTICLE 389. Of a Christian Man’s Oath. 

As we confess that yain and rash swearing is forbidden Chrts- 
tian men by our Lord Jesus Christ, and James his Apostle: so we 
judge that Christian Religion doth not prohibit, but that a man 
may swear when the Magistrate requireth, in a cause of Faith and 
Charity, so it be done according to the Prophets teaching in Jus- 
tice, Judginent, and Truth.

And there- 
fore, 1o the intent that these orders may be coutumed, and reverently used. and 
esteemed in this Church, uo man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful 
Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, in thus Chureh, or suffered to execute any of the said 
Functions, except hie be called, tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, ace 
cording (o the Form hereafter following, or hath had Episcopal Consecration 
or Ordination, 

Aad none shall be admiued a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except he be of the ags 
waich the Canon ii that case provided inay require. 

4nd the Bisnop know ng, either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any Person 
to bea man of virtuous conversation, and without crime; and, after examina 
tion and-trial, finding jim sufficiently inswueted in the holy Seripture, and 
utnerwise learned as the Canons require, may at the times appointed, or else, on 
urgent Occasion, upon some osher day, im the face of the Church, admit hima 
Deacon, in such Manner and Form, as fulloweth.

To him the porter openeth, and the shee 
hear his voice; and he calleth his own sheep by name, and leadet 
them out. And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth be- 
fore them, and the sheep follow him; for they know his voice. And 
a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him; for they 
know not the voice of strangers. This parable spake Jesus unto 
them, but they understood not what things they were which he 
spake untothem. Then said Jesus unto them again, Verily, verily 
Tsay unto you, Iam the door of the sheep. All that ever came be 
fore me are thieves and robbers; but the sheep cid not hear them 
I am the door; by me if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out, and find pasture, The thief cometh not but for ta 
steal,-and to kill, and to destroy: L am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly: 1 am the good 
Shepherd: the good Shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. But 
he that is an hireling, and not the Shepherd, whose own the sheep 
are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth} 
and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the sheep. The hire 
ling fleeth because he is an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 
I am the good Shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of 
mine. As the Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: 
and I lay down my life for the sheep. And other sheep 1 have. 
which are not of this fold; them also 1 must bring, and they shall 
bear my voice: and there shall be one fold, and one Shepherd.

E have heard, brethren, as well in your private examination, 

as in the exhortation which was now made to you, and in the 
holy lessons taken out of the Gospel, and the writings of the Apos 
les, of what dignity, and of how great importance this office is, 
whereunto ye are called.

The Church and Congregation behing, Cre must serve, is his 
Spouse, and his Body. And if it shall happen that the same Church, 
or any member thereof, do take any hurtor hinderance by reason 
of your negligence, ye know the preainesncs the fault, and alsa 
the horrible punishment that will ensue. Wherefore consider 
with yourselves the end of the ministry towards the Children of 
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God, towards the Spouse and Body of Christ; and see that ye never 
cease your labour, your care and diligence, until ye have done ax 
that lieth in you, according to your bounden duty, to bring all such 
as are or shall be committed to your charge, unto that agreement 
in the faith and knowledge of God, and to that ripeness and per- 
fectness of age in Christ, that there be ro place left among you, 
either for error in religion, or for viciousness in life. 

Forasmuch then as your Office is both of so great excellency, and 
of so great difficulty, ye see with how great care and study ye ought 
to apply yourselves, as well to show yourselves dutiful and thankful 
unto that Lord who hath placed you in so high a dignity}; as also to 
beware that neither you yourselves offend, nor be oceasion tnat 
others offend. Howbeit ye cannot have a mind and will thereto ot 
yourselves; for that will and ability is given of God alone: therefore 
ye ought, and have need to pray earnestly for his Holy Spirit. 
And seeing that ye cannot by any other means compass the doing 
of so weighty a work, pertaining to the salvation of man, but with 
doctrine and exhertation taken out of the holy Scriptures, and with 
a life agreeable to the same; consider how studious ye ought to be 
in reading and learning the Scriptures, and in framing the man- 
ners both of yourselves, and of them that specially pertain unto 
you, according to the rule of the same Scriptures; and for this self 
same cause, how ye ought to forsake and set aside, as muchas ye 
may, all worldly cares and studies. 

We have gond hope that ye have well weighed these things with 
yourselves long before this time; and that ye have clearly deter- 
mined, by God’s grace, to give yourselves wholly: to this Office, 
whereunto it hath pleased (iod to call you: so that, as much as lieth 
in you, ye will apply yourselves wholly to this one thing, and draw 
all your cares and studies this way; and that ye will continually 
pray to God the Father, by the mediation of our only Saviour Jesus 
Christ, for the heavenly assistance of the Holy Ghost; that by daily 
reading and weighing the Scriptures, ye may wax riper and strong- 
er in your Ministry; and that ye may so endeavour yourselves 
from time to time, t sanctify the lives of you and yours, and to 
fashion them after tue rule and doctrine of Christ, that ye may be 
wholesome and godly examples and patterns for the people to 
follow. 

And now, that this present Congregation of Christ may also un- 
derstand your minds and wills in these things, and tliat this your 
promise may the more move you to do your duties; ye shall an- 
swer plainly to these things, which we, in the name ot God, and otf 
his Church, shall demand of you touching the same.

for the proposed Rector, Associated Rector, or Assistant Minister, to one of his 
Presbyters, Wnom he may appoint as the Institutor,

may be omitted, where ii \aterferes with the Usages, Laws, or Charters of the 
Church in the same. EN

whose Learning, Diligence, sound Doctrine, and

among the People of the same}; you continuing in communion with

And as the Lord hath ordained, that they who serve at the altar 
should live of the things belonging to the altar; so we authorize you 
to claim and enjoy all the accustomed temporalities appertaining 
to your cure, until some urgent reason or reasons occasion a wish 
in you, or in the congregation committed to your charge, to bring 
about a separation and dissolution of all sacerdotal relation between 
you and them; of all which you will give us due notice: and in 
ease of any difference between you and your congregation, as to a 
separation, and dissolution of all sacerdotal connexion between you 
und them, we, your Bishop, with the advice of our Presbyters, are 
to be the ultimate arbiter and judge.

THE FIRST SUNDAY IN ADVENT. 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah 1. 


(THE vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, 
which he saw concerning Judah and Je- 
rusalem in the days of Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, 
and Hezekiah, kings of Judah. Hear, O hea- 
vens, and give ear, O earth: for the Lorn. 
hath spoken, I have nourished and brought 
up children, and they have rebelled against 
me. The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass 
his master’s crib: du¢ Israel doth not know, 
my people doth not consider. Ah sinful na- 
tion, a people laden with iniquity, a seed of 
‘evil-doets, children that are corrupters: they 
have forsaken the Lorp, they have provoked 
the Holy One of Israel unto anger, they are 
gone away backward. 
_ Why should ye be stricken any more? ve 
will revolt.more — more: the whole head 
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shall be redeemed with judgment, and he 
converts with righteousness, 

And the destruction of the transgressors 
and of the sinners shall be together, and they 
that forsake the Lorp shall be consumed. 
For they shall be ashamed of the oaks which 
ye have desired, and ye shall be confounded 
for the gardens that ye have chosen. For ye 
shall be as an oak whose leaf fadeth, and as 
a garden that hath no water. And the strong 
shall be as tow, and the maker of it asa spark, 
and they shall both burn together, and none 
shall quench them. 


Second Lesson. Luke i. 


FoRASM UCH as many have taken in hand 
to set forth in order a declaration of those 
things which are most surely believed among 
us, even as they delivered them unto us, 
which from the beginning were eyewitnesses, 
and ministers of the word; it seemed good to 
me also, having had perfect understanding of 
all things from the very first, to write unto 
thee in order, most excellent Theophilus, that 
thou mightest know the certainty of those 
things, wherein thou hast been instructed. 
There was in the days of Herod, the king 
of Judea, a certain priest named Zacharias, 
of the course of Abia: and his wife was of 
the daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Elisabeth. And they were both righteous be- 
fore God, walking in all the commandments 
and ordinances of the Lorp blameless. And 
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they had no child, because that Elisabeth wav 
barren, and they both were now well stricker: 
in years. And it came to pass, that while he 
executed the priest’s office before God in the 
order of his course, according to the custom 
of the priest’s office, his lot was to burn in- 
cense when he went into the temple of the 
Lord. And the whole multitude of the peo- 
ple were praying without at the time of in- 
cense. And there appeared unto him an an- 
gel of the Lord standing on the right side of 
the altar of incense. And when Zacharias 
saw Aim, he was troubled, and fear fell upon 
him. But the angel said unto him, Fear not, 
Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and thy 
wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou 
shalt call his name John. And thou shalt 
_ have joy and gladness; and many shall re- 
joice at his birth. For he shall be great in the 
sight of the Lord, and shall drink neither wine 
nor strong drink; and he shall be filled with 
the Holy Ghost, even from his mother’s 
*womb. And many of the children of Israel — 
shall he turn to the Lord their God. And 
he shall go before him in the spirit and power 
of Elias, to turn the hearts of the fathers to 
the children, and the disobedient to the wis- 
dom of the just; to make ready a people pre- 
pared forthe Lord. And Zacharias said unto 
the angel, Whereby shall I know this? for I 
am an old man,and my wife well stricken in 
_ years. And the angel answering said unte 
him, I am Gabriel, that stand in the presence 
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of God; and am sent to speak unto thee, and 
to show tnee these glad tidings. And, be- 
hold, thou shalt be dumb, ‘and not able to 
speak, until the day that these things shall be 
performed, because thou believest not my 
words, which shall be fulfilled in their sea- 
son. And the people waited for Zacharias, 
and marvelled that he tarried so long in the 
temple. And when he came out, he could 
not speak unto them: and they perceived that 
he had seen a vision in the temple: for he 
beckoned unto them, and remained speech- 
less. And it came to pass, that, as soon as 
the days of his ministration were accom- 
plished, he departed to his own house. And 
after those days his wife Elisabeth conceived, 
and hid herself five months, saying, Thus 
hath the Lord dealt with me in the days 
wherein he looked on me, to take away my 
reproach among men. And in the sixth 
month the angel Gabriel was sent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, to a 
virgin espoused to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the house of David; and the vir- 
gin’s name was Mary. And the angel came 
in unto her, and said, Hail, thow that art 
highly favoured, the Lord 7s with thee: 
blessed ar¢ thou among women. And when 
she saw him, she was troubled at his saying, 
and cast in her mind what manner of saluta- 
tion this should be. And the angel said unto 
her, Fear not, Mary: for thou hast found fas 
vour with God: And, behold, thou shalt con- 
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zeive in thy womb, and bring forth a son, and 
shalt callhisname JESUS... He shall be great. 
and shall be called the Son of the Highest. 
and the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And. he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and 
of his kingdom there shall be no end. Then 
said Mary unto the angel, How shall this be, 
seeing I know nota man? And the angel 
answered and said unto her, The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the power of the 
Highest shall overshadow thee: therefore also 
that holy thing which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God. And, behold, 
thy cousin Elisabeth, she hath also conceived 
a son in her old age; and this is the sixth 
month with her, who was called barren. For 
with God nothing shall be impossible. And 
' Mary said, Behold the handmaid of the Lord; 
be it unto me according to thy word. And 
the angel departed from her. : 


Evening Service. 
\ First Lesson. Isaiah ii. 


-"NHE word that Isaiah the son of Amoz saw 
corneerning Judah and Jerusalem. And 
it shall come to pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the Lorp’s house shall be esta- 
blished in the top of the mountains, and shall 
be exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it. And many people shall go 
and say, Come ye, and let us go up to the 
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mountain of the Lorn, to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths: for out 
of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lorp from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge among the nations, and shall rebuke 
many people: and they shall beat their swords 
into ploughshares, and their spears into pru- 
ning-hooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war 
any more. O house of Jacob, come ye, and 
let us walk in the light of the Lorp. 
Therefore thou hast forsaken thy people 
the house of Jacob, because they be replen- 
ished from the east, and are soothsayers like 
the Philistines, and they please themselves in 
the children of strangers. Their land also is 
full of silver and gold, neither és there any 
end of their treasures; their land is also full 
of horses, neither zs there any end of their 
chariots: Their land also is full of idols; they 
worship the work of their own hands, that 
which their own fingers have made: And the 
mean man boweth down, and the great man 
humbleth himself: therefore forgive them not. 
Enter into the rock, and hide thee in the 
dust, for fear of the Lorn, and for the glory 
of his majesty. The lofty looks of man shall 
be humbled, and the haughtiness of men shall 
be bowed down, and the Lory alone shall be 
exalted in that day. For the day of the Lorp 
of hosts shad/ be upon every one that zs prond 
and lofty, and upon every one that is lifted 
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up; and he shall be brought low: And upen 
all the cedars of Lebanon, that are high and ~ 
lifted up, and upon all the oaks of Bashan, 
and upon all the high mountains, and upon 
all the hills that are lifted up, and upon every 
high tower, and upon every fenced wall, and 
upon all the ships of Tarshish, and upon all 
pleasant pictures. And the loftiness of man 
shall be bowed down, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low: and the Lorp alone 
shall be exalted in that day. And the idols 
he shall utterly abolish. And they shall go 
into the holes of the rocks, and into the caves 
of the earth, for fear of the Lorn, and for the 
glory of his majesty, when he ariseth to shake 
terribly the earth. In that day a man shall 
east his idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
which they made each one for himself to wor- 
ship, to the moles and to the bats; to go into 
the clefts of the rocks, and into the tops of the 
ragged rocks, for fear of the Lorn, and for 
the glory of his majesty, when he ariseth to 
shake terribly the earth. Cease ye from man, 
whose breath 7s in his nostrils: for wherein is 
he to be accounted of? 


Second Lesson. Romans x. 
- 


BRETHREN, my heart’s desire and prayer 

to God for Israel is, that they might be 

saved. For I bear them record that they have 

a zeal of God, but not according to know- 

ledge. For they being ignorant of God’s 

righteousness, and going about to establish 
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their own righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness of God. 
For Christ 7s the end of the law for righteous 
ness to every one that believeth. For Moses 
describeth the righteousness which is of the 
law, That the man which doeth those things 
shall live by them. But the righteousness 
which is of faith speaketh on this wise, Say 
not in thine heart, Who shall ascend into hea- 
ven? (that is, to bring Christ down from 
above +) Or, Who shall descend into the deep? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from the 
dead.) But what saith it?) The word is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy-heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which we preach ; 
that if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salvation. 
For the Scripture saith, Whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed. For there is 
no difference between the Jew and the Greek: 
for the same Lord over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him. For whosoever shall eall upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
then shall they call on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? and how 
shall they preach, except they be sent? as it 
is written, How beautiful are the feet of them 
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that preach the gospel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things! But they have 
not all obeyed the gospel. For Esaias saith, 
’ Lord, who hath believed our report? So then 
faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God. But I say, Have they not 
heard? Yes verily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the ends of 
the world. But I say, Did not Israel know? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke you to jea- 
lousy by them that are no people, and by a 
foolish nation I will anger you. \ But Hsaias 
is very bold, and saith, I was found of them 
that sought me not: I was made manifest 
unto them that asked not after me. But to 
Tsrael he saith, All day long I have stretched 
forth my hands unto a disobedient and gain- 
saying people. 


THE SECOND SUNDAY IN ADVENT. | 


Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah v. 


Now will I sing to my well-beloveda song 

of my beloved touching his vineyard. 
My well-beloved hath 2 vineyard in a very 
fruitful hill: and he fenced it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted it with the 
choicest vine, and built a tower in the midst 
of it, and also made a wine-press therein: and 
he looked that it should bring forth grapes, 
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and it brought forth wild grapes. And now, 
O inhabitants of Jerusalem, and men of Ju- 
dah, judge, I pray you, betwixt me and my 
vineyard. What could have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not done in it ? 
wherefore, when I looked that it should bring 
forth grapes, brought it forth wild grapes? 
And now go to; I will tell you what I will 
do to my vineyard: I will take away the 
hedge thereof, and it shall be eaten up; and 
break down the wall thereof, and it shall be 
trodden down: and I will lay it waste: it 
shall not be pruned, nor digged; but there 
shall come up briers and thorns: I will also 
command the clouds that they rain no rain 
upon it. For the vineyard of the Lorp of 
hosts 7s the house of Israel, and the men of ° 
Judah his pleasant plant: and he looked for 
judgment, but behold oppression ; for right- 
eousness, but behold a ery. 

Woe unto them that join house to house, 
that lay field to field, till there be no place, 
that they may be placed alone in the midst 
of the earth! In mine ears said the Lorp 
of hosts, Of a truth many houses shall be 
desolate, even great and fair, without in- 
habitant. Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of an sd shalt 
yield an ephah. 

Woe unto them that rise up early in the 
morning, that they may follow strong drink; 
that continue until night, ¢é/7 wine inflame 
them! And the harp, and the viol, the tabret, 
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and pipe, and wine are in their feasts: bat 
they regard not the work of the Lorp, neither 


_ consider the operation of his hands. 


Therefore my people are gone into captiv- 
ity, because they have no knowledge: and 
their honourable men.are famished, and their 
multitude dried up with thirst. Therefore 
hell hath enlarged herself, and opened her 


- mouth without measure: and their glory, and 


their multitude, and their pomp, and he that 
rejoiceth, shall descend into it. And the 
mean man shall be brought down, and the 
mighty man shall be humbled, and the eyes 
of the lofty shall be humbled: but the Lorp 
of hosts shall be exalted in judgment, and 
God that is holy shall be sanctified in right- 
eousness. Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places of the fat 
ones shall strangers eat. Woe unto them that — 
draw iniquity with cords of vanity, and sin 
as it were with a cart rope: that say, Let 
him make speed, and hasten his work, that 
we may see 7¢: and let the counsel of the 
Holy One of Israel draw nigh and come, that 
we may know 7¢/ 

Woe unto them that call evil good, and 
good evil; that put darkness for light, and 
light for darkness; that put bitter for sweet, 
and sweet for bitter! Woe unto them that 
are wise in their own eyes, and prudent in 
their own sight! Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink; which justify the wicked 
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for reward, and take away the righteousness 
of the righteous from him! Therefore as the 
fire devoureth the stubble, and the flame con 
sumeth the chaff, so their root shall be-as rot 
tenness, and their blossom shall go up as dust: 
because they have cast away the law of the 
Lorp of hosts, and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel... Therefore is the anger 
of the Lory kindled against his people, and 
he hath stretched forth his hand against them, 
and hath smitten them: and the hills did trem- 
ble, and their carcases were torn in the midst 
of the streets. For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand ¢s stretched out 
still. 

And he will lift up an ensign to the nations 
from far, and will hiss unto them from the 
end of the earth: and, behold, they shall come 
with speed swiftly: none shall be weary nor 
stumble among them; none shall slumber nor 
sleep ; neither shall the girdle of their loins be 
loosed, nor the latchet of their shoes be bro- 
ken: whose arrows are sharp, and all their 
bows bent, their horses’ hoofs shall be counted 
like flint, and their wheels like a whirlwind : 
their roaring shadl be like a lion, they shall 
roar like young lions: yea, they shall roar, 
and lay hold of the prey, and shall carry 7 
away safe, and none shall deliver z¢. And in 
that day they shall roar against them like the 
roaring of the sea: and if one look unto the 
land, behold darkness and sorrow, and the 
light is darkened in the heavens thereof. 
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Second Lesson. Luke i. v. 39. 


-ND Mary arose in those days, and went

For he that is mighty hath done to me great 
things; and holy 7s hisname. And his mercy 
is on them that fear him from generation to 
generation. He hath showed strength with 
his arm; he hath scattered the proud in the 
imagination of their hearts. He hath put 
down the mighty from their seats, and ex- 
-alted them of low degree. He hath filled the 
aungry with good things; and the rich he 
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hath sent empty away. He hath holpen his 
servant Israel, in remembrance of Azs mercy ; 
as he spake to our fathers, to Abraham, and 
to his seed for ever. And Mary abode with 
her about three months, and returned to her 
own house. Now Elisabeth’s full time came 
that she should be delivered; and she brought 
forth a son. And her neighbours and her 
cousins heard how the Lord had showed 
great mercy upon her; and they rejoiced with 
her. And it came to pass, that on the eighth 
day they came to circumcise the child; and 
they called him Zacharias, after the name of 
his father. And his mother answered and 
said, Not so; but he shall be called John 
And they said unto her, There is none of thy 
kindred that is called by this name. And they 
made signs to his father, how he would have 
him called. And he asked for a writing-table, 
and wrote, saying, His name is John. And 
they marvelled all. And his mouth was 
opened immediately, and his tongue /oosed, 
and he spake, and praised God. And fear 
came on all that dwelt round about them: 
and all these sayings were noised abroad 
throughout all the hill country of Judea. And 
all they that heard them laid them up in their 
hearts, saying, What manner of child shall 
this be! And the hand of the Lord was with 
him. And his father Zacharias was filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and prophesied, saying, 
Blessed be the Lord God of Israel; for he 
hath visited and redeemed his people, and 
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hath raised up an horn of salvation for us in 
the house of his servant David; as he spake 
by the mouth of his holy prophets, which 
have been since the world began: That 
we should be saved from our enemies, and 
from the hand of all that hate us: To per- 
form the mercy promised to our fathers, and 
to remember his holy covenant; the oath 
which he sware to our father Abraham, that 
he would grant unto us, that we being de- 
livered out of the hand of our enemies might 
serve him without fear, in holiness and right- 
eousness before him, all the days of our life. 
And ‘thou, child, shalt be called the Prophet 
of the Highest: for thou shalt go before the 
face of the Lord to prepare his ways; to give 
knowledge of salvation unto his people by the 
remission of their sins, through the tender 
merey of our God; whereby the day-spring 
from on high hath visited us, to give light to 
them that sit in darkness and in the shadow 
of death, to. guide our feet into the way of 
peace. And the child grew, and waxed strong 
Mm spirit, and was in the deserts till the day 
of his showing unto Israel.

ee . First Lesson. Isaiah xxiv 
DEHOLD, the Lory maketh the earth 
~~ empty,and maketh it waste, and turneth 
it upside down, and scattereth abroad the in 
habitants thereof. And it shall be, as with 
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the people, so with the priest; as with the 
servant, so with his master; as with the maid, 
so with"her mistress; as with the -tuyer, so 
with the seller; as with the lender, so with 
the borrower; as with the taker of usury, so 
with the giver of usury to him. The land 
shall be utterly emptied, and utterly spoiled: 
for the Lorp hath spoken this word. The 
earth mourneth and fadeth away, the world 
languisheth and fadeth away, the haughty 
people of the earth do languish. The earth 
also is defiled under the inhabitants thereof: 
because they have transgressed the laws, 
changed the ordinance, broken the everlast- 
ing covenant. Therefore hath the eurse de- 
voured the earth, and they that dwell there 
in are desolate: therefore the inhabitants of 
the earth are burned, and few men left. The 
new wine mourneth, the vine languisheth, all 
the merry-hearted do sigh. The mirth of ta- 
brets ceaseth, the noise of them that rejoice 
endeth, the joy of the harp ceaseth. They 
shall not drink wine with a song: strong drink 
shall be bitter to them that drink it. The city 
of confusion is broken down: every house is 
shut up, that no man may come in. There zs 
a crying for wine in the streets; all joy is 
darkened, the mirth of the land is gone. In 
the city is left desolation, and the gate is smit- 
ten with destruction. 

When thus it shall be in the midst of the 
land among the people, there shall be as the 
shaking of an olive tree, and as the ——- 
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grapes when the vintage is done. They shall 
lift up their voice, they shall sing for the ma~ 
jesty of the Lorp, they shall cry aloud from 
the sea. Wherefore glorify ye the Lorp in 
the fires, even the name of the Lorp God of 
Israel in the isles of the sea. 
_ From the uttermost part of the earth have 
we heard songs, even glory to the righteous. 
But I said, My leanness, my leanness, woe 
unto me! the treacherous dealers have dealt 
treacherously; yea, the treacherous dealers 
have dealt very treacherously. Fear, and the 
pit, and the snare wre upon thee, O inhabitant 
ofthe earth. And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear shall fall 
into the pit; and he that cometh up out of the 
midst of the pit shall be taken in the snare; 
for the windows from on high are open, and 
the foundations of the earth do shake. The 
earth is utterly broken down, the earth is 
clean dissolved, the earth is moved exceed- 
ingly. The earth shall reel to and fro like a 
drunkard, and shall be removed likea cottage; 
and. the transgression thereof shall be heavy 
upon it; and it shall fall, and not rise again. 
And it shall come to pass in that day, that 
the Lorp shall punish the host of the high 
ones that avz on high, and the kings of the 
earth upon the earth. And they shall be 
gathered together, as prisoners are gathered 
in the pit, and shall be shut up in the prison, 
and after many days shall they be visited. 
Then the moon shall be confounded, and the 
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sun ashamed, when the Lorp of hosts shall 
reign in mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and 
before his ancients gloriously. 


Second Lesson. Romans xii. 


BESEECH you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable service. And 
be not conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what zs that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God. For I say, 
through the grace given unto me, to every 
man that is among you, not to think ef him- 
sedf more highly than he ought to think ; but 
to think soberly, according as God hath dealt 
to every man the measure of faith. For as 
we have many members in one body, and all 
members have not the same office: so we, 
being many, are one body in Christ, and every 
one members one of another, Having then 
gifts differing according to the grace that is 
given to us, whether prophecy, let ws pro- 
phesy according to the proportion of faith; 
or ministry, /e¢ us wait on our ministering: 
or he that teacheth, on teaching; or he that 
exhorteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, e¢ 
him do it with simplicity; he that ruleth, 
with diligence; he that showeth merey, with 
cheerfulness, Let love be without dissimu- 
lation. Abhor that which is evil; cleave 10 
that which is good. Be kindly aflectioned 
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one to'another with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another; not slothful in bust 
ness; fervent in spirit; serving the Lord; re 
_joicing in hope; patient in tribulation; con- 
tinuing instant in prayer; distributing to the 

" necessity of si nts; given to hospitality. Bless 
them which persecute you: bless, and curse 
not: Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and 
weep with them that weep. Be of the same 
mind one toward another. Mind not high 
things, but condescend to men of low estate. 
_Be not wise in your own conceits. Recom- 
pense to no man evil for evil. Provide things 
‘honest in-the sight of all men. If it be pos- 
sible, as much as lieth in you, live peaceably 
witn all men. Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place unto wrath: 
for it is written, Vengeance zs mine; I will 
repay, saith the Lord. Therefore if thine 
enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire on his head. Be not overcome 
ef evil, but overcome evil with good. 
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Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah xxv. 


(Q LORD, thou art my God; I will exalt 

thee, I will praise thy name; for thdu 

hast done wonderful things; thy counsels of 

old are faithfulness and truth. For thow tiast 
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made of a city an heap; ofa defenced city a 
ruin; a palace of strangers to be no city; it 
shall never be built. Therefore shall the 
strong people glorify thee, the city of the ter- 
rible nations shall fear thee. For thou hast 
been a strength to the poor, a strength to the 
needy in his distress, a refuge from the storm, 
a shadow from the heat, when the blast of the 
terrible ones zs as a storm against the wall. 
Thou shalt bring down the noise of strangers, 
as the heat in a dry place; even the heat with 
the shadow of a cloud: the branch of the ter- 
rible ones shall be brought low. 

And in this mountain shall the Lorn of 
hosts make unto all people a feast of fat things, 
‘a feast of wines on the lees, of fat things full 
of marrow, of wines on the lees well refined. 
And he will destroy in this mountain the face 
of the covering cast over al] people, and the 
‘vail that is spread over all nations. He will 
swallow up death in victory; and the Lord 
Gop will wipe away tears from off all faces; 
and the rebuie of his people shall he take 
away from off all the earth: for the Lorp 
hath spoken 7¢. 

And it shall be said in that day, Lo, this zs 
our God; we have waited for him, and he will 
save us: this zs the Lonp; we have waited 
for him, we will be glad and rejoice in his 
salvation. For in this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lorn rest, and Moab shall be 
trodden down under hin even as straw is 
trodden down for the dunghill. And he shall 
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spread forth his hands in the midst of them, 
‘as he that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim: and he shall bring down 
their pride together with the spoils of their 

- hands. And the fortress of the high fort of 
thy walls shall he bring down, lay low, and 
bring to the ground, even to the dust. 


Second Lesson. Luke ii. 


Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Tiberius Cesar, Pontius Pilate being go- 
vernor of Judea, and Herod being tetrarch of 
Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch of Itu- 
rea and of the region of Trachonitis, and Ly- 
sanias the tetrarch of Abilene, Annas and 
‘Caiaphas being the high priests, the word of 
God came unto John the son of Zacharias in 
the wilderness. And he came into all the 
country about Jordan, preaching the baptism 
of repentance for the remission of sins; as it 
is written in the book of the words of Esaias 
the prophet, saying, The voice of one crying 
in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight. Every valley 
shall be filled, and every mountain and hill 
shall be brought low; and the crooked shall 
be made straight, and the rough ways shall 

ée. made smooth}; and all flesh shall see the ~ 
salvation of God. Then said he to the mul 
_titude that came forth to be baptized of him, 
O generatign of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come? Bring forth 
therefore fruits worthy of repentance, and be- 
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gin not to say within yourselves, We have 
Abraham to our father: for Lsay unto you, 
That God is able of these stones to raise up 
children unto Abraham. And now also the 
axe is laid unto the root of the trees: every 
tree therefore, which bringeth not forth good 
fruit is hewn down, and cast.into the. fire. 
And the people asked him, saying, What shall 
we do then? He answereth and-saith unto 
them, He that hath two coats, let him impart 
to him that hath none; and he that hath meat, 
let him do likewise. Then came also publi- 
caus to be baptized, and said unto him, Mas- 
ter, what shall we do? And he said unto 
them, Exact no more than that which is ap- 
pointed you. And the soldiers likewise de- 
manded of him, saying, And what shall we 
do? And he said unto them, Do violence. to 
no man, neither accuse any falsely; and be 
content with your wages. And as.the peo- 
ple were in expectation, and all men mused 
in their hearts of John, whether he were the 
Christ, or not; John answered, saying unto 
them all, I indeed baptize you with water; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose: 

he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
_ with fire: Whose fan zs inehis hand, and he 
will throughly purge his floor, and will 
gather the wheat into his garner; but the 
chaff he will burn with fire unquenchable, 
And many other things in_ his See 
preached he unto the people. iiviostelt scale 
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Evemng Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah xxviii 


WOE to the crown of pride, to the drunkards 
of Ephraim, whose glorious beauty zs a 
fading flower, which are on the head of the 
fat valleys of them that are overcome with 
wine! Behold, the Lorp hath a mighty and 
strong one, which as a tempest of hail and a 
destroying storm, as a flood of mighty waters 
overflowing, shall cast down to the earth with 
the hand. The crown of pride, the drunkards 
of Ephraim, shall be trodden under feet: and 
the glorious beauty, which zs on the head of 
the fat valley, shall be a fading flower, and 
as the hasty fruit before the summer; which 
when he that looketh upon it seeth, while it 
is yet in his hand he eateth it up. 

In that day shall the Lorn of hosts be fora 

crown of glory, and for a diadem of beauty, 
unto the residue of his people, and for a spirit 
of judgment to him that sitteth in judgment, 
and for strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate. 

But they also have erred through wine, and 
through strong drink are out of the way; the 
priest and the prophet have erred through 
strong drink, they are swallowed up of wine, 

+ they are out of the way through strong drink; 
they err in vision, they stumble 7m judgment. 
For all tables are full of vomit and filthiness, 
so that there is no place clean. dai 
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Whom shall he teach knowledge? and 
whom shall he make to understand doctrine ¢ 
them that are weaned from the milk, and 
drawn from the breasts. For precept must 
be upon precept, precept upon precept; line 
upon line, line upon line; here a little, and 
there a little: For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this people. 
To whom he said, This zs the rest wherewith 
ye may cause the weary to rest; and this zs 
the refreshing: yet they would not hear. But 
the word of the Lorp was unto them precept 


upon precept, precept upon precept; line upon 


line, line upon line; here a little, and there a 
little; that they might go, and fall backward, 
and be broken, and snared, and taken. 

Wherefore hear the word of the Lorp, ye. 
scornful men, that rule this people which zs 
in Jerusalem. Because ye have said, We 
have made a covenant with death, and with 
hell are we at agreement; when the over- 
flowing scourge shall pass through, it shall 
not come unto us: for we have made lies our 
refuge, and under falsehood have we hid our- 
selves: 

Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon, Behold, 
I lay in Zion for a foundation a stone, a tried, 
stone, a precious corner stone, a sure founda- 
tion: he that believeth shall not make haste, 
Judgment also will I, lay to the line, an 
righteousness to the plummet: and the hail 
shall sweep away the refuge of lies, and the 
waters shall SHRI EDP hiding-place. 
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And your covenant with death shall be 
disannulled, and your agreement with hell 
shall not stand ; when the overflowing scourge 
shall pass through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it. From the time that it goeth forth 
it shall take you: for morning by morning 
shall it pass over, by day and by night: and 
it shall be a vexation only fo understand the 
report. or the bed is shorter than that a 
man can stretch himself on it: and the cover- 
ing narrower than that he can wrap himself 
init. For the Lorp shall rise up as 7m mount 
Perazim, he shall be wroth as zn the valley 
of Gibeon, that he may do his work, his 
strange work; and bring to pass his act, his 
strange act. Now therefore be yenot mocker S, 
lést your bands be made strong: for I have 
heard from the Lord Gop of hosts a consump- 
tion, even determined upon the whole earth. 


Second Lesson. Romans xiv. 


H™ that is weak in the faith receive ye, 

but not to doubtful disputations. For 
one believeth that he may eat all things: an- 
other, who is weak, eateth herbs. Let not 
him that eateth, despise him that eateth not; 
and let not him which eateth not judge him 
that eateth: for God hath received him. Who 
art thou that judgest another man’s servant? 
to his own master he standeth or falleth. Yea, 
he shall be holden up: for God is able to 
make him stand. One man esteemeth one 
day above another: another esteemetli every 
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day alike. Let every man be fully persuaded 
in hisown mind. He that regardeth the day 
regardeth 7¢ unto the Lord; and he that re 
gardeth not the day, to the Lord he doth not 
regard zt. He that eateth, eateth to the Lord, 
for he giveth God thanks; and he that eateth 
not, to the Lord he eateth not, and giveth 
God thanks. For none of us liveth to him- 
self, and no man dieth to himself. . For 
whether we live, we live unto the Lord; and 
whether we die, we die unto the Lord: 
whether we live therefore, or die, we are the 
Lord’s. For to this end Christ both died, 
and rose, and revived, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. But why dost 
thou judge thy brother? or why dost thou set 
at naught thy brother? for we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ. For it is 
written, 4s I live, saith the Lord; every knee 
shall bow to me, and every tongue shall con- 
fess to God. So then every one of us shall 
give account of himself to God. . Let us not 
-therefore judge one another any more: but 
judge this rather, that no man put a stum- 
bling block or an occasion to fall in Ais bro- 
ther’s way. I know, and am persuaded by 
the Lord Jesus, that there 7s nothing unclean 
of itself: but to him that esteemeth any thing 
to be unclean, to him 7z¢ zs unclean. But if 
thy brother be grieved with ¢hy meat, now 
walkest thou not charitably. Destroy not him 
with thy meat, for whom Christ died. Let 


not then your good ‘si evil a ‘For 
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the ‘kingdom of God is not. meat and drink; 
but righteousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost. . For he that in, these things 
serveth Christ zs acceptable to God, and ap 
proved of men... Let us therefore follow after 

' the things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith one may edify another. For meat 
destroy not the work of. God. All things in- 
deed are pure; but ¢¢ zs evil for that man 
who-eateth with offence. . Jt 7s good neither 
to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, 
or is made weak. Hast thou faith? have, 2 
to thyself before God... Happy, 2s he that 
condemneth not himself in that thing which 
he alloweth. And he that doubteth is damned 
if he eat, because he eateth not of faith: for 
whatsoever ts not of faith is sin. 


FOURTH SUNDAY IN ADVENT. 


Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Tsaiah xxx. 


WOE to the rebellious children, saith the 

Lorp, that take counsel, but not of me; 
and that cover with a covering, but not of my 
spirit, that they may add sin to sin: That 
walk to go down into Egypt, (and have not 
asked at my mouth;) to strengthen themselves 
in the strength of Pharaoh, and to trust in 
the shadow of Egypt! Therefore shall.the 
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strength of Pharaoh be your shame, and the 
trust in the shadow of Egypt your confusion. 
For his princes were at Zoan, and his am- 
bassadors came to Hanes. They were all 
ashamed of a people that could not profit 
them, nor be an help nor profit, but a shame, 
and also a reproach. ‘The burden of the 
beasts of the south: into the land of trou- 
ble and anguish, from whence come the young 
and old lion, the viper and fiery flying ser- 
pent, they will carry their riches upon the 
shoulders of young asses, and their treasures 
upon the bunches of camels, to a people that 
shall not profit them. For the Egyptians 
Shall help in vain, and to no purpose: there- 
fore have I cried concerning this, Their 
strength zs to sit still. 

Now go, write it before them in a’ table, 
and note it in a book, that it may be for 
the time to come for ever and ever: That 
this zs a rebellious people, lying children, 
children ¢hat will not hear the law of the 
Lorp: Which say to the seers, See not; and 
to the prophets, Prophesy not unto us right 
things, speak unto us smooth things, prophesy 
deceits: Get you out of the way, turn aside 
out of the path, cause the Holy One of Israel 
to cease from before us. Wherefore thus 
saith the Holy One of Israel, Because ye de- 
spise this word, and trust in oppression and 
perverseness, and stay thereon: Therefore 
this iniquity shall be to you as a breach ready 
to fall, swelling out in a high wall, whose 
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breaking cometh suddenly at an instant. And 
he shall break it as the breaking of the pot- 
ters’ vessel that is broken in pieces; he shall 
not spare: so that there shall not be found in 
_the bursting of it a sherd to take fire from 
the hearth, or to take water withal out of the 
pit. For thus saith the Lord Gop, the Holy 
One of Israel; In returning and rest shall ye 
be saved; in quietness and in confidence shall 
be your strength: and ye would not. But ye 
said, No; for we will flee upon horses; there- 
fore shall ye flee: and, We will, ride upon 
the swift; therefore shall they that pursue 
you be swift. One thousand shall flee at the 
rebuke offone; at the rebuke of five shall ye 
flee: till ye be left as a beacon upon the top 
of a mountain, and as an ensign ona hill. 
And therefore will the Lorp wait, that. he 
may be gracious unto you, and therefore will 
he be exalted, that he may have mercy upon 
you: for the Lorp is a God of judgment: 
blessed are all they/that wait for him. For 
the people shall dwell in Zion at Jerusale:n: 
thou shalt weep no more: he will, be very 
gracious unto thee at the voice of thy cry; 
when he shall hear it, he will answer thee. 
And though the Lord give you the bread of 
adversity, and the water of affliction, yet shall 
not thy teachers be removed into a corner any 
more, but thine eyes shall see thy teachers; 
and thine ears shall hear a word behind thee, 
saying, This zs the way, walk ye in it, when 
ye turn to the right hand, and when ye turn 
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to the left. Ye shall defile also the cover- 
ing of thy graven images of silver, and the 
ornament of thy molten images of gold: thou 
Shalt cast them away as a menstruous cloth; 
thou shalt say unto it, Get thee hence. Then 
shall he give the rain of thy seed, that thou 
shalt sow the ground withal; and bread of 
the increase of the earth, and it shall be fat 
and plenteous: in that day shall thy cattle 
feed in large pastures. The oxen likewise 
and the young asses that ear the ground shall 
eat clean provender, which hath been win- 
nowed with the shovel and with the fan. And 
there shall be upon every high mountain, and 
upon every high hill, rivers and streams of 
waters in the day of the great slaughter, when 
the towers fall. Moreover the light of the 
moon shall be as the light of the sun, and the 
light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light 
of seven days, in the day that the Lorp bind- 
eth up the breach of his people, and healeth 
the stroke of their wound. 

* Behold, the name of the Lorp cometh from 
far, burning with his anger, and the burden 
thereof is heavy: his lips are full of indigna- 
tion, and his tongue asa devouring fire: And 
his breath, as an overflowing stream, shall 
reach to the midst of the neck, to sift the na- 
tions with the sieve of vanity: and there shall 
be a bridle in the jaws of the people, causing 
them to err. Ye shall have a song, as in the 
night when a holy solemnity is kept; and 
gladness of heart, as when one goeth with a 
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pipe to come into the mountain of the Lorp. 
to the mighty One of Israel.. And the Lorp 
shall cause his glorious voice to be heard, and 
shall show the lighting down of his.arm, with 


the indignation of Azs anger, and vith. the 


flame of a devouring fire, with scattering, 
and tempest, and hail-stones.. For through 
the voice of the Lorp shall.the Assyrian be 
beaten down, which smote with a rod. And 
in every place where the grounded staff shall 
pass, which the Lorp shall lay upon him, z¢ 
shall be with tabrets and harps: and in bat- 
tles of shaking will he fight with it. For To- 
phet zs ordained of old; yea, for the king it 
is prepared; he hath made z¢ deep and large: 
the pile thereof zs fire and much woods; the 
breath of the Lorn, like a stream. of. brim- 
stone, doth kindle it. 


Second Lesson. Matthew iii. 


[x those days came John the Baptist, preach- 
ing in the wilderness of Judea, and say- 
ing, Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand. For this is he that was spoken 
of by the prophet Esaias, saying, The voice | 
of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye 
way of the Lorn, make his paths straight.- 
And the same John had his raiment of camel’s 
hair, and a leathern girdle about his loins; 
and his meat was locusts and wild honey. 
Then went out to him Jerusalem, and all Ju- 
dea, ¢ and all the region round about Jordan, 
and were baptized of him in Jordan, confess- 
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But when he saw many of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees come to his baptism, he said 
unto them, O generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath to come? 
Bring forth therefore fruits mcet for repent- 
ance: and think not to say within yourselves, 
We have Abraham to our father: for I say 
unto you, that God is able of these stones to 
raise up children unto Abraham.

I indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not wor- 
thy to bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire: Whose fan és in 
his hand, and he will throughly purge his 
floor, and gather his wheat into the garner; 
but he will burn up the chaff with unquench- 
able fire. . 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah xxxii. 


EHOLD, a king shall reign in righteous- 
ness, and princes shall rule in judgment. 
And a man shall be as an hiding-place from 
the wind, and a covert from the tempest; as 
rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow 
of a great rock ip a weary land. And the 
eyes of them that see shall not be dim, and 
the ears of them that hear shall hearken. The 
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heart also of the rash shall understand know- 
jJedge, and the tongue of the stammerers shall 
be ready to speak plainly. The vile person 
shall be no more called liberal, nor the churl 
said to be bountiful. For the vile person will 
speak villany, and his heart will work ini- 
quity, to practise hypocrisy, and to utter er- 
ror against the Lorn, to make empty the soul 
of the hungry, and he will cause the drink 
of the thirsty to fail. The instruments also 
of the churl are evil: he deviseth wicked de- 
vices to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. But 
the liberal deviseth liberal things; and by 
liberal things shall he stand. 

Rise up, ye women that are at ease; heai 
my voice, ye careless daughters; give ear 
unto my speech. Many days and years shall 
ye be troubled, ye careless women: for the 
vintage shall fail, the gathering shall not come. 
. Tremble, ye women that are at ease; be trou- 
bled, ye careless onés: strip you, and make 
you bare, and gird sackcloth upon your loins. 
They shall lament for the teats, for the plea- 
sant fields, for the fruitful vine. Upon the 
land of my people shall come up thorns and 
briers; yea, upon all the houses of joy én the 
joyous city: Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken; the multitude of the city shall be left; 
the forts and towers shall be for dens for ever, 
a joy of wild asses, a pasture of flocks; until 
the spirit be poured upon us from on high, 
and the wilderness be a fruitful field, and the 
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fruitful field be counted for a forest. Then 
judgment shall dwell in the wilderness, and 
righteousness remain in the fruitful field, 
And the work of righteousness shall be peace; 
and the effect of righteousness quietness and 
assurance for ever. And my people shall 
dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places; when 
it shall hail, coming down on the forest; and 
the city shall be low in a low place. Blessed 
are ye that sow beside all waters, that send 
forth thzther the feet of the ox and the ass. 


Second Lesson. 1 Cor. i. 


AUL, called to be an apostle of Jesus 

Christ, through the will of God, and Sos- 
thenes our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, to them that are sancti- 
fied in Christ Jesus, called to be saints, with 
all that in every place call upon the name of 
Jesus Christ our Lord, both theirs and ours: 
Grace Je unto you, and peace, from God our 
Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. I 
thank my Ged always on your behalf, for the 
grace of God which is given you by Jesus 
Christ; that in every thing ye are enriched 
by him, in all utterance, and in all knowledge; 
even as the testimony of Christ was confirmed — 
in you: So that ye come behind in no gift; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall also Conta you unto the 
end, that ye may be blameless in the day of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. God és SRR by 
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whom ye were called unto the fellowship of 
his son Jesus Christ our Lord. Now I be 

seech you, brethren, by the name of our Lora 
Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same thing, 
and that there be no divisions among you; 
‘but that ye be perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same judgment. 
For it hath been declared unto me of you, 
my brethren, by them which are of the house 
of Chloe, that there are contentions among 
you. Now this I say, that every one of you 
saith, lam of Paul; and I of Apollos; and J 
of Cephas; and I of Christ. Is Christ divided? 
was Paul crucified for you? or were ye bap- 
tized in the name of Paul? J thank God that 
I baptized none of you, but Crispus and Gai- 
us; lest any should say that I had baptized mn 
mine own name. And I baptized also the 
household of Stephanas: besides, I know not 
whether I baptized any other. For Christ 
sent me -not to baptize, but to preach the 
gospel: not with wisdom of words, lest the 
cross of Christ should be made of none effect. 
For the preaching of the cross is to them that 
perish foolishness; but unto us which: are’ 
saved it is the power of God. For it is writ- 
ten, I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, 

and will bring to nothing the understanding 
of the prudent. Where zs the wise? where 
is the scribe? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish the wis- 
dom of this world? For after that in the wis- 
dom of God the world by wisdom knew not 
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God, it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe. For the 
Jews require a sign, and the Greeks seek af- 
ter wisdom: But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stumbling-block, and unto 
the Greeks foolishness; but unto them which 
are called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of God. Be- 
cause the foolishness of God is wiser than 
men; and the weakness of God is stronger 
than men. For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble, are called: 
But God hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty; and base 
things of the world, and things which are de- 
spised, hath God chosen, yea, and things 
which are not, to bring to naught things that 
are: That no flesh should glory in his pre- 
sence. But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness, and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion: That, according as it is written, He that 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.

First Lesson. Isaiah xxxv. 


TTHE wilderness and the solitary place shat 
be glad for them: and the desert shall re- 
joice, and blossom as the rose. It shall blos- 
som abundantly, and rejoice even with joy 
and singing: the glory of Lebanon shall be 
given unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon, they shall see the glory of the Lorp, 
and the excellency of our God. 
- Strengthen ye the weak hands, and con- 
firm the feeble knees.. Say to them that are 
of a fearful heart, Be strong, fear not: be- 
hold, your God will come with vengeance, 
even God with a recompense; he will come 
and save you. Then the eyes of the blind 
shall be opened, and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. Then shall the lame man leap 
as an hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing: 
for in the wilderness shall waters break out, 
and streams in the desert. And the parched 
ground shall become a pool, and the thirsty 
land springs of water: in the habitation of 
dragons, where each lay, shad/ be grass with 
‘reeds and rushes. And an highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called, The 
way of holiness; the unclean shall not pass 
over it; but it shall be for those: the way- 
faring men, though fools, shall not err there- 
in. No lion shall be there, nor any ravenous 
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beast shall go up thereon, it shall not be found 
there; but the redeemed shall walk there: 
And the ransomed of the Lorp shall return, 
and come to Zion with songs and everlasting 
joy upon their heads: they shall obtain joy 
and gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away. 


Second Lesson. Luke ii. v. 25. 


ND, behold, there was a man in Jerusa- 

* lem, whose name was Simeon; and the 
same man was just and devout, waiting for 
the consolation of Israel: and the Holy Ghost 
was upon him. And it was revealed unto 
him by the Holy Ghost, that he should not 
see death, before he had seen the Lord’s 
Christ. And he came by the Spirit into the 
temple: and when the parents brought in the 
child Jesus, to do for him after the custom of 
the law, then took he him up in his arms, and 
blessed God, and said, Lord, now lettest thou 
thy servant depart in peace, according to thy 
word: For mine eyes have seen thy salva- 
tion, which thou hast prepared before the face 
of all people; a light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel. And Jo- 
seph and his mother marvelled at those thingss ; 
which were spoken of him. And Simeon 
blessed them, and said unto Mary his mother, 
Behold, this ché/d is set for the fall and rising 
again of many in Israel; and for a sign which 
shall be spoken ag ainst; (yea, a oe as 
pierce through thy own soul also,) that 
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thoughts of many hearts may be revealed. 
And there was one Anna, a prophetess, the 
daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aser; she 
was of a great age, and had lived with a 
husband seven years from her virginity; and 
she was a widow of about fourscore and four 
years, which departed not from the temple, 
but served God with fastings and prayers 
night and day. And she coming in that in- 
stant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, 
and spake of him to all them that looked for 
redemption in Jerusalem. And when they 
had performed all things according to the law 
of the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to 
theirown city Nazareth. And the child grew, 
and waxed strong in spirit, filled with wis- 
dom: and the grace of God was upon him. 
Now his parents went to Jerusalem every 
year at the feast of the passover. And when 
he was twelve years old, they went up to Je- 
rusalem after the custom of the feast. And 
when they had fulfilled the days, as they re- 
turned, the child Jesus tarried behind in Je- 
rusalem; and Joseph and his mother knew 
not of it. But they, supposing him to have 
been in the company, went a day’s journey; 
and they sought him among ¢heir kinsfolk 
and acquaintance. And when they found 
kan not, they turned back again to Jerusalem, 

g ‘him. And it came to pass, that after 
three days they found him in the temple, sit- 
ting in the midst of the doctors, both hearing 
them, ppesaing them questions. And all 
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that heard him were astonished at his under- 
standing and answers. And when they saw 
him, they were amazed: and his mother said 
unto him, Son, why hast thou thus dealt with 
us? behold, thy father and I have sought thee 
sorrowing. And he said unto them, How is 
it that ye sought me? wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father’s business? And they 
understood not the saying which he spake 
unto them. And he went down with them, 
and came to Nazareth, and was subject unto 
them: but his mother kept all these sayings 
in her heart. And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God and man. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah xl. 


(SOMFORT ye, comfort ye my people, saith 

your God. Speak ye comfortably to Je- 
rusalem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is 
accomplished, that her iniquity is pardoned: 
for she hath received of the Lorp’s hand dou- 
ble for all her sins, 

The voice of him that crieth in the wilder- 
ness, Prepare ye the way of the Lorp, make 
straight in the desert a highway for our God. 
Every valley shall be exalted, and ee! 
‘mountain and hill shall be made low: 
the crooked shall be made straight, an 
rough places plain: And the glory of, ig 
Lonp shall:be revealed, and all flesh shall see 
it together: for the mouth of the Loxp hath 
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spoken it. The voice said, Cry. And he 
said, What shall I cry? All flesh zs grass, 
and all the goodliness thereof zs as the flowe- 
of the field: The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: because the spirit of the Lorp blow- 
eth upon it: surely the people zs grass. The 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth: ‘but the 
word of our God shall stand for ever. 

O Zion, that bringest good tidings, get thee 
up into the high mountain; O Jerusalem, that 
bringest good tidings, lift up thy voice with 
strength; lift ¢f up, be not afraid; say unto 
the cities of Judah, Behold your God!  Be- 
hold, the Lord Gop will come with strong 
hand, and his arm shall rule for him; behold, 
his reward zs with him, and his work before 
him. He shall feed his flock like a shepherd: 
he shall gather the lambs with his arm, and 
carry them in his bosom, and shall gently 
lead those that are with young. 

Who hath measured the waters in the hol- 
low of his hand, and meted out heaven with 

_the span, and comprehended the dust of the 
earth in a measure; and weighed the moun- 
tains in scales, and the. hills in a balance ? 

Who hath directed the Spirit of the Lorp, or 

being his counsellor hath taught him? With 
whom took he counsel, and who instructed 
him, and taught him in the path of judgment, 
and taught him knowledge, and showed to 
him the way of understanding? Behold, the 
nations @re as a drop’of a bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the balance: be- 
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hold, he taketh up the isles as a very little 
thing. And Lebanon @s not sufficient to burn, 
nor the beasts thereof sufficient for a burnt- 
offering. All nations before him ave as no- 
thing; and they are counted to him less than 
nothing, and vanity. : 

To whom then will ye liken God? or what 
likeness will ye compare unto him? The 
workman melteth a graven image, and the 
goldsmith spreadeth it over with gold, and 
casteth silver chains. He that zs so impover- 
ished that he hath no oblation chooseth a tree 
that will not rot; he seeketh unto him a cun- 

“ning workman to prepare a graven image, 
that shall not be moved. Have ye not known? 
have ye not heard? hath it not been told you 
from the beginning? have ye not understood 
from the foundations of the earth? J¢ zs he 
that sitteth upon the circle of the earth, and 
the inhabitants thereof are as grasshoppers; 
that stretcheth out the heavens as a curtain, 
and spreadeth them out as a tent to dwell in: 
That bringeth the princes to nothing; he 

maketh the judges of the earth as vanity. 
Yea, they shall not be planted; yea, they shall 
not be sown: yea, their stock shall not take 
root in the earth: and he shall also blow upon 
them, and they shall wither, and the whirl- 
wind shall take them away as stubble. To 
whom then will ye liken me, or shall T be 
equal? saith the Holy One. Lift up your 
eyes on high, and behold who hath created 
these things, that bringeth out their erty 
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number: he calleth them all by names by the 
greatness of his might, for that he zs strong in 
power; not one,faileth. Why sayest thou, 
'O Jacob, and speakest, O Israel, My way is 
hid from the Lorn, and my judgment is 
passed over from my God? 
Hast thou not known? hast thou not heard, 
_ that the everlasting God, the Lorp, the Cre- 
, ator of the ends of the earth, fainteth not, nei- 
ther is weary? there ts no- searching of his 
understanding. He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might he increaseth 
strength. Even the youths shall faint and be 
weary, and the young men shall utterly fall: 
But they that wait upon the Lorp shall re- 
new fheir strength; they shall mount up with 
Wings as eagles; they shall run, and not be 
Weary; and they shall walk, and not faint. 


Second Lesson. 1 Cor. il. 


AND I, brethren, when I came to you, came 
not with excellency of speech or of wis- 

dom, declaring unto you the testimony of 
God. For I determined not to know any 
thing among you save Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified. And I was with you in weakness, 
_ and in fear, and in much trembling. And my 
speech and my preaching was not with en- 
ti words of man’s wisdom, but in demon- 
on of the Spirit and of power: That your 

fait should not stand in the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God. Howbeit we speak 
wisdom among them that are perfect: yet not 
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the wisdom of this world, nor of the princes 
of this world, that come to naught: But -we 
speak the wisdom of God ima mystery, even 
the hidden wisdom, which God ordained be- 
fore the world unto our glory. Which none 
of the princes of this world knew: for had 
they known it, they would not have crucified 
the Lord of glory. But as it is written, Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have en- 
tered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him. 
But God hath revealed them, unto us by his 
Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, 
yea, the deep things of God. For what man 
knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit 
of man which is in him? even so the things 
of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of 
God. Now we have received, not the spirit 
of the world, but the spirit which is of God; 
that we might know the things that are freely 
given to us of God, Which things also we 
speak, not in the words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 
comparing spiritual things. with spiritual. 
But the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness 
unto him: neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually discerned. But he 
that is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he him- 
~ self is judged of no man. For who Hath 
known the mind of the Lord, that he may in- 
struct him? But we have the mind of Christ.

First Lesson. Isaiah xli. 


KEP silence before me, O islands; and 
let the people renew ¢heir strength: let 
_ them come near; then let them speak: let us 
come near together to judgment. Who raised 
_ up the righteous man from the east, called 
' him to his foot, gave the nations before him, 
- and made him rule over kings? he gave them 
as the dust to his sword, and as cheibed stub- 
_ ble tohis bow. He pursued them, and passed 
safely; even by the way ¢hat he had not gone 
with his feet.

So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and he that smootheth with the 
emer him that smote the anvil, saying, It 
aie for the sodering: and he “fastened it 
ith nails, ¢haz it should not be moved. But 
" 10u, Israel, art my servant, Jacob whom I 
liave chosen, the seed of Abraham my friend. 
2 ou whom I have taken from the ends of 
the earth, and called thee from the chief men 
thereof, and said unto thee, Thou art my ser- 
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vant; I have chosen thee, and not cast thee 
away. 

Fear thou not; for I am with thee: be not 
dismayed; for lam thy God: I willstrengthen 
thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my righteousness. 
Behold, all they that were incensed against 
thee shall be ashamed and confounded: they 
shall be as nothing; and they that strive with 
thee shall perish. Thou shalt seek them, and 
shalt not find them, even them that contended 
with thee: they that war against thee shall 
be as nothing, and as a thing of naught. For 
I the Lorp thy God will hold thy right hand, 
saying unto thee, Fear not; I will help thee. 
Fear not, thou worm Jacob, and ye men of 
Israel; I will help thee, saith the Lorn, and 
thy redeemer, the Holy One of Israel. Be- 
hold, I will make thee a new sharp threshing 
instrument having teeth: thou shalt thresh 
the mountains, and beat ¢hem small, and shalt 
make the hills as chaff. Thou shalt fan them, 
and the wind shall carry them away, and the 
whirlwind shall scatter them: and thou shalt 


* yejoice in the Lorp, and shalt glory in the 


Holy One of Israel. When the poor and 
needy seek water, and there ts none, and 
their tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lorp will 
hear them, J the God of Israél will not for- 
sake them. I will open rivers in high places, 
and fountains in the midst of the valleys: I 
| will make the wilderness a pool of water, and 
| the dry land springs of water. I will plant 
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in the wilderness the cedar, the shittah tree, 
and the myrtle, and the oil tree; I will setin 
the desert the fir tree, and the pine, and the 
box tree together: That they may see, and 
know, and consider, and understand together, 
that the hand of the Lorn hath done this, and 
the Holy One of Israel hath created it. Pro- 
duce your cause, saith the Lorn; bring forth 
your strong reasons, saith the King of Jacob. 
Let them bring them forth, and show us what 


shall happen: let them show the former _ 


things, what they de, that we may consider 
them, and know the latter end of them; or 
declare us things for to come. Show the 
things that are to come hereafter, that we may 
know that ye are gods: yea, do good, or do 
evil, that we may be dismayed, and behold 
it together. Behold, ye are of nothing, and 
your work of naught: an abomination 7s he 
that chooseth you. I have raised up one 
from the north, and he shall come: from the 
rising of the sun shall he call upon my name: 

- and he shall come upon princes as upon mor- 
tar, and as the potter treadeth clay. Who 
hath declared from the beginning, that we 
may know? and beforetime, that we may 
‘say, He is righteous? yea, there is none that 
cu -showeth, yea, there ts none that declareth, 
yea, there is none that heareth your words. 
‘The first shall say to Zion, Behold, behold 
them: and I will give to Jerusalem one that 
bringeth good tid: ngs. For I beheld, and 
there was no man; even among them, and 
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there was no counsellor, that, when I asked 
of them, could answer a word. Behold, they 
are all vanity; their works are nothing: their 
molten images are wind and confusion. 


Second Lesson. St. Mark i. 


(THE beginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God; as it is written in the 
prophets, Behold, I send my messenger be- 
fore thy face, which shall prepare thy way 
before thee.

He feedeth 
of ashes: a deceived heart hath turned him 
aside, that he cannot deliver his soul, nor say, 
fs there not.a lie in my right hand? 
Remember these, O Jacob and Israel; for 
thou art my servant: I have formed thee; 
thou art my servant: O Israel, thou shalt not 
be forgotten of me.

land of Israel: for they are dead which sought 
the young child’s life. And he arose, and 
took the young child and his mother, and came 
into the land of Israel. But when he heard 
that Archelaus did reign in Judea in the room 
of his father Herod, he was afraid to go thi- 
ther: notwithstanding, being warned of God 
in a dream, he turned aside into the parts of 
Galilee: And he came and dwelt in a city 
called Nazareth: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophets, He shall 
be called a Nazarene. .

rpHus saith the Lorn to his anointed, to 
Cyrus, whose right hand I have holden, 

to subdue nations before him; and I will loose 
the loins of kings, to open before him the two- 
leaved gates; and the gates shall not be shut; 
I will go before thee, and make the crooked 
places straight: I will break in pieces the 
gates of brass, and cut in sunder the bars of 
iron: and I will give thee the treasures of 
darkness, and hidden riches of secret places, 
that thou mayest know that I, the Lorp, 
which call ¢hee by thy name, am the God of 
Israel. For Jacob my servant’s sake, and Is" 
rael mine elect, I have even called thee by 
thy name: I have surnamed o— rae ot 
hast not known me. 4 ats 
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I am the Lorp, and there 7s none else, 
there is no God beside me: | girded thee, 
though thou hast not known me: That they 
may know from the rising of the sun, and 
from the west, that there zs none beside me. 

Lam the Lorp, and there is none else. I form 
the light, and create darkness: I make peace, ~ 
and create evil: I the Lorn do all these things. — 
Drop down, ye heavens, from above, and let 
the skies pour down righteousness: let the 
earth open, and let them bring forth salva- 
tion, and let righteousness spring up together; 
I the Lorp have created it. Woe unto him 
that striveth with his Maker! Jet the pot- 
sherd strive with the potsherds of the earth. 
Shall the clay say to him that fashioneth it, 
What makest thou? or thy work, He hath no 
hands? Woe unto him that saith unto his 
father, What begettest thou? or to the wo- 
man, What hast thou brought forth? Thus 
saith the Lorp, the Holy One of Israel, and 
his Maker, Ask me of things to come -con- 
cerning my sons, and concerning the work of 
my hands command ye me. I have made the 
earth, and created man upon it: I, even my 
hands, have stretched out the heavens, and 
all their host have I commanded. I have 
ed him up in righteousness, and I will 
po all his ways: he shall build my city, 
and he shall let go my captives, not for price 
nor reward, saith the Lorn of hosts. Thus 
saith the Lorn, The labour of Egypt, and 
meoreniee of Ethiopia and of the Sabeans, 
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men of stature, shall come over unto thee, 
and they shall be thine: they shall come after 
thee; in chains they shall come over, and they 
shall fall down unto thee, they shall make 
supplication unto thee, saying, Surely God is 
in thee; and there zs none else, there zs no 
God. Verily thou art a God that hidest thy- 
self, O God of Israel, the Saviour. They shall 
be ‘ashamed, and also confounded, all of 
them: they ‘shall go to confusion together 
that are makers of idols. But Israel shall be 
saved in the Lorp with an everlasting salva- 
tion: ye shall not be ashamed nor confounded 
world without end. For thus saith the Lorp 
that created the heavens; God himself that 
formed the earth and made it; he hath estab- 
lished it, he created it not in vain, he formed 


it to be inhabited: I am the Lorn; and there 


is none else. I have not spoken in secret, ir 
a dark place of the earth: I said not unto the 
seed of Jacob, Seek ye me in vain: I the 
Lorp speak righteousness, I jai things 
that are right. 

Assemble yourselves and come; abih near 
together, ye that are escaped of the nations: 
they have no knowledge that set up the wood 
of their graven image, and pray unto a god 
that cannot save. Tell ye, and bring them 
near; yea, let them take counsel together: 
who hath declared this from ancient time? 
who hath told it from that time? Aave not I 
the Lorn? and there is no God else beside 
me; a just God and a Saviour, there is none 
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beside me. Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth: for I am God, and 
there is none else. I have sworn by myself. 
the word is gone out of my mouth in right- 
eousness, and shall not return, That unto me 
every knee shall bow, every tongue shall 
swear. Surely, shall one say, in the Lorp 
have I righteousness and strength: even to 
him shall men come; and all ‘that are in- 
censed against him shall be ashamed. In the 
Lorp shall all the seed of Israel be justified, 
and shall glory. 


Second Lesson. 1 Cor. i. 


AND I, brethren, could not speak unto you 

as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, even 
as unto babes in Christ. I have fed you with 
milk, and not with meat: for hitherto ye were 
not able fo bear it, neither yet now are ye 
able. For ye are yet carnal: for whereas 
there is among you envying, and strife, and 
divisions, are ye not carnal, and walk as men? 
For while one saith, Iam of Paul; and an- 
other, I am of Apollos; are ye not carnal? 
_ Who then is Paul, and who zs Apollos, but 
_ Mainisters by whom ye believed, even as the 
Lord gave to every man? I have planted, 
Apollos watered; but God gave the increase. 
So then neither is he that planteth any thing, 
neither. he that watereth; but God that giveth 
the inerease. Now he that planteth and he 
that watereth are one: and every man shall 
Teceive his own reward according to his own 
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labour. For we are labourers together with — 
God: ye are God’s husbandry, ye are God’s 
building. According to the grace of God which ~ 
is given unto me, as a wise master-builder, 
I have laid the foundation, and another 
buildeth thereon. But let every man take 
heed how he buildeth thereupon. For other 
foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ. Now if any man build 
upon this foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; every man’s work 
shall be made manifest: for the day shall de- 
clare it, because it shall be revealed by fire; 
and the fire shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereupon, he shall re- 
ceive a reward. If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss: but he himself 
shall be saved; yet so as by fire. Know ye 
not that ye are the temple of God, and that 
the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any 
man defile the temple of God, him shall Go 
destroy; for the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are. Let no man deceive himself. — 
If any man among you seemeth to be wise — 
in this world, let him become a fool, that he — 
may be wise. For the wisdom of this world 
is foolishness with God. For it is written, 
He taketh the wise in their own craftiness, 
And again, The Lord knoweth the thoughts 
of the wise, that they are vain. Therefore 
let no man glory in men. For all things a 
yours; whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
72 
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or the world, or life, or death, or things pre- 
sent, or things to come; all are yours; and ye 
are Christ’s; and Christ zs God’s.

First Lesson. Isaiah un. 


H{EARKEN to me, ye that follow after 
righteousness, ye that seek the Lorp: 
look unto the rock whence ye are hewn, and 
to the hole of the pit whence ye are digged. 
Look unto Abraham your father, and unto 
Sarah fhat bare you: for I called him alone, 
_ and blessed him, and increased him. For the 
Lorp shall comfort Zion; he will comfort all 
her waste places; and he will make her wil- 
derness like Eden, and her desert like the gar- 
den of the Lorn; joy and gladness shall be 
- found therein, thanksgiving, and the voice of 
melody. 
_ Hearken unto me, my people; and give ear 
unto me, O my nation: for a law shall pro- 
eed from me, and I will make my judgment

eousness 7s near; my salvation is gone forth, 

and mine arms shall judge the people; the 

isles shall wait upon me, and on mine arm 

shall they trust. Lift up your eyes to the 

heavens, and look upon the earth beneath: 

for the heavens shall vanish away like smoke, 
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and the earth shall wax old like a garment, 
and they that dwell therein shall die in like 
manner: but my salvation shall be for ever, 
and my righteousness shall not be abolished. 
- Hearken unto me, ye that know righteous- 
ness, the people in whose heart zs my law; 
Z fear ye not the reproach of men, neither be 
ye afraid of their revilings. For the moth 
shall eat them up like a garment, and the 
worm shall eat them like wool: but my 
righteousness shall be for ever, and my sal- 
vation from generation to generation. 
Awake, awake, put on strength, O arm of 
the Lorn; awake, as in the aneient days, in 
the generations of old. rt thou not it that 
hath cut Rahab, and wounded the dragon ? 
Art thou not it which hath dried the sea, the 
waters of the great deep: that hath made the 
depths of the sea a way for the ransomed to 
pass over? Therefore the redeemed of the 
-  Lorp shall return, and come with singing 
unto Zion; and everlasting joy shall be upon 
their head: they shall obtain gladness and 
joy; and sorrow and mourning shall flee 
away. I, even [, am he that comforteth you: 
who art thou, that thou shouldest be afraid 
of a man ¢Aa¢z shall die, and of the son of man 
which shall be made as grass; and forgettest 
the Lorp thy maker, that hath stretched forth 
the heavens, and laid the foundations of the 
earth; and hast feared continually every may 
because of the fury of the oppressor, as 
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of the oppressor? The captive exile hasten- 
eth that he may be loosed, and that he should 
not die in the pit, nor that his bread should 
fail. But Iam the Lorp thy God, that di- | 
vided the sea, whose waves roared: The © 
Lorn of hosts 7s his name. And I have put 
my words in thy mouth, and I have covered — 
thee in the shadow of mine hand, that I may 
plant the heavens, and lay the foundations of 
the earth, and say unto Zion, Thou art my 
people. 
Awake, awake, stand up, O Jerusalem; 
which hast drunk at the hand of the Lorp 
_ the cup of his fury ; thou hast drunk the dregs 
of the cup of trembling, and wrung them out. 
There is none to guide her among all the sons 
whom she hath brought forth; neither is 
there any that taketh her by the hand of all 
the sons that she hath brought up. - These 
two things are come unto thee; who shall be 
sorry for thee? desolation, and destruction, 
‘and the famine, and the sword: by whom 
shall I comfort thee? Thy sons have fainted, 
they lie at the head of all the streets, asa 
wild bull in a net: they are full of the fury 
‘of the Lorn, the rebuke of thy God. 
- Therefore hear now this, thou afflicted, and 
drunken, but not with wine: Thus saith thy 
‘Lord the Lorn, and thy God that pleadeth 
the cause of his people, Behold, I have taken 
out of thine hand the cup of trembling, even 
the dregs of the cup of my fury; thou shalt 
no more drink it again: But I will put it into 
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the hand of them that afflict thee; which have 
said to thy soul, Bow down, that we may go 
over: and thou hast laid thy body as the 
ground, and as the street, to them that went 
over. 


Second Lesson. St. Johni. v. 29. 


THE next day John seeth Jesus coming 

unto him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of the world. 
This is he of whom I said, After me cometh 
a man which is preferred before me: for he 
was before me. And I knew him not: but 
that he should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with water. 
And John bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit 
descending from heaven like a dove, and it 
abode upon him. And I knew him not: but 
he that sent me to baptize with water, the 
same said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt 
see the Spirit descending, and remaining on 
him, the same is he which’baptizeth with the 
Holy Ghost. And I saw, and bare record 
that this is the Son of God. 

Again the next day after John stood, and 
two of his disciples; and looking upon Jesus 
as he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God! And the two disciples heard him speak, 
and they followed Jesus. Then Jesus turned, 
and saw them following, and saith unto them, 
What seek ye? They said unto him, Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being interpreted, Master,) 
where dwellest thou? He saith unto them, 
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Come and see. They came and saw where 
he dwelt, and abode with him that day: for 
it was about the tenth hour. One of the two 
which heard John speak, and followed him, 
was Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother.. He 
first findeth his own brother Simon, and saith 
‘unto him, We have found the Messias, which 
is, being interpreted, the Christ. And he 
brought him to Jesus. And when Jesus be- 
held him, he said, Thou art Simon the son of 
Jona: thou shalt be called Cephas, which is 
by interpretation, A stone. 

The day following Jesus would go forth 
into Galilee, and findeth Philip, and saith 
unto him, Follow me. Now Philip was of 
Bethsaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 
Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, 
We have found him, of whom Moses in the 
law, and the prophets, did write, Jesus of Na- 
zareth, the son of Joseph. And Nathanael 
said unto him, Can there any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? Philip saith unto him, 
Come and see. Jesus saw Nathanael coming 
to him, and saith of him, Behold an Israelite 
indeed, in whom is no guile! Nathanael saith 
unto him, Whence knowest thou me? Jesus 

“answered and said unto him, Before that Phi- 
lip called thee, when thou wast under the fig 
tree, I saw thee. . Nathanael answered and 
saith unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel. Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, Because I said unto 
thee, I saw thee under the fig tree, believest 
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thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. 
And he saith unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Hereafter ye shall see heaven open, 
and the angels of God ascending and deseend- 
ing upon the Son of man. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah dii. 


A WAKE, awake; put on thy strength, O 
Zion; put on thy beautiful garments O 
Jerusalem, the holy city; for henceforth there 
shall no more come into thee the uncircum- 
cised and the unclean. Shake thyself from 
the dust; arise, and sit down, O Jerusalem: 
loose thyself from the bands of thy neck, O 
captive daughter of Zion. For thus saith the 
Lorp, Ye have sold yourselves for naught; 
and ye shall be redeemed without money. 
For thus saith the Lord Gop, My people went 
down aforetime into Egypt to sojourn there; 
and the Assyrian oppressed them without 
cause. Now therefore, what have I here, 
saith the Lorn, that my people is taken away 
for naught? they that rule over them make 
them to howl, saith the Lorp; and my name 
continually every day zs blasphemed. There- 
fore my people shall know my name: there- 
fore they shall know in that day that I am 
he that doth speak; behold, ¢é zs I. shAMs 
How beautiful upon the mountains are the 
feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that 
publisheth peace ; that brings Beod tidings 
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of good, that publisheth salvation; that saith 
- unto Zion, Thy God reigneth! Thy watch- 
_ men shall lift up the voice; with the voice to- 
_ gether shall they sing: for they shall see eye 
to eye, when the Lorp shall bring again Zion. 

Break forth into joy, sing together, ye waste 
places of Jerusalem: for the Lorp hath com- 
forted his people, he hath redeemed Jerusa- 
lem. The Lorp hath made bare his holy arm 
in the eyes of all the nations; and all the ends 
of the earth shall see the salvation of our God. 

Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out from thence, 
touch no unclean thing; go ye out of the midst 
of her; be ye clean, that bear the vessels of 
the Lorp. For ye shall not go out with haste, 
nor go by flight: for the Lorp will go before 
you; and the God of Israel will be your rere- 
ward. 


Second Lesson. 1 Cor. Xili. 


HOUGH I speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, and‘have not charity, Iam 
become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cym- 
bal. And though I have the gi/é of pro- 
phecy, and understand all mysteries, and all 
‘knowledge; and though I have all faith, so 
that I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, lam nothing. And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. Charity suf- 
fereth long, and is kind; charity envieth not: 
charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 
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doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not 
her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh no 
evil; rejoiceth not in miquity, but rejoiceth 
in the truth; beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all things. 
Charity never faileth: but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. For we 
know in part, and we prophesy in part. But 
when that which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done away. When 
I was a child, I spake asa child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child: but when 1 
became a man, I put away childish things. 
For now we see through a glass, darkly; but 
then face to face: now I know in part; but 
then shall I know even as also I am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these 
three; but the greatest of these zs charity. 


THE THIRD SUNDAY AFTER THE EPIPHANY, 


Morning Service. 


First. Lesson. Isaiah liv. 


SING, O barren, thou ¢haé didst not bear; 

break forth into singing, and ery aloud, 
thou that didst not travail with child: for 
more are the children of the desolate than the 
children of the married wife, saith the Lorn. 
Enlarge the place of ps tent, and let them 
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stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations. 
spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen 
thy stakes; for thou shalt break forth on the 
right hand and on the left; and thy seed shall 
inherit the Gentiles, and make the desolate 
cities to be inhabited. Fear not; for thou 


‘shalt not. be ashamed: neither be thou con- 


founded; for thou shalt not be put to shame: 
for thou shalt forget the shame of thy youth, 
and shalt not remember the reproach of thy 
widowhood any more. For thy Maker és 
thine husband; the Lorp of hosts zs hisname; 
and thy Redeemer the Holy One of Israel; 
The God of the whole earth shall he be called. 
For the Lorp hath called thee asa woman 


forsaken and grieved in spirit, and a wife of 


youth, when thou wast refused, saith thy God. 
For a small moment have I forsaken thee; 
but with great mercies will I gather thee. In 
a little wrath I hid my face from thee for a 
moment; but with everlasting kindness will 
I have mercy on thee, saith the Lorp thy Re- 
deemer. For this zs as the waters of Noah 
unto me: for as I have sworn that the waters 
of Noah should no more go over the earth; 


’ so have I sworn that I would not be wroth 


with thee, nor rebuke thee. For the moun- 


tains shall depart, and the hills be removed; 

but my kindness shall not depart. from thee, | 

neither shall the covenant of my peace be re- 

moved, saith the Lorp that hath mercy on 
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not comforted, behold, I will lay thy stones 
with fair colours, and lay thy foundations 
with sapphires. And I will make thy win- 
dows of agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, 
and all thy borders of pleasant stones. And 
all thy children shad be taught of the Lorp; 
and great shall be the peace of thy children. 
In righteousness shalt thou be established: 
thou shalt be far from oppression; for thou 
shalt not fear: and from terror; for it shall 
not come near thee. Behold, they shall surely 
gather together, bu¢ not by me: whosoever 
shall gather together against thee shall fall for 
thy sake. Behold, I have created the smith 
that bloweth the coals in the fire, and. that 
bringeth forth an instrument for his work; and 
I have created the waster to destroy. 

No weapon that is formed against thee 
shall prosper; and every tongue that shall 
rise against thee in judgment tho shalt con- 
denn. This zs the heritage of the servants 
of the Lorn, and their righteousness ¢s of me, 
saith the Lorp. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. iv. v. 12. 


OW when Jesus had heard that John was 

cast into prison, he departed into Galilee; 
and leaving Nazareth, he came and dwelt in 
Capernaum, which is upon the sea-coast, in 
the borders of Zabulon and Nephthalim: that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by 
Esaias the prophet, saying, The land of Za- 
bulon, and the land = Nephthalim, dy the 
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way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the 
Gentiles; the people which sat in darkness 
saw great light; and to them which sat in 
the region and shadow of death light is 
sprung up. 

From that time Jesus began to preach, and 
to say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand. 

And Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee, 
saw two brethren, Simon called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother, casting a net into the sea: 
for they were fishers. And he saith unto them, 

‘Follow me, and I will make you fishers of 
men. And they straightway left their nets, 
and followed him. And going on from thence, 
he saw other two brethren, James the son of 
Zebedee, and John his brother, in a ship with. 
Zebedee their father, mending their nets; and 
he called them. And they immediately left 
the ship, and their father, and followed him. 
And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in 
their synagogues, and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease among the 
people. .And his fame went throughout all 

| Syria: and they brought unto him all sick 

people that were taken with divers diseases 
and torments, and those which were pos- 
sessed with devils, and those which were lu- 
natic, and those that had the palsy; and he 
healed them. And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, and his 
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Decapolis, and from Jerusalem, and from ve us 
dea and from beyond Jordan. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah lv. 


Ho: every one that thirsteth, come ye to the 
waters, and he that hath no money; come 
ye, buy, and eat; yea, come, buy wine and 
milk without money and without price. 
Wherefore do ye spend money for that which 
zs not bread? and your labour for that which 
satisfieth not? hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness. Incline your 
ear, and come unto me: hear, and your soul 
shall live; and I will make an everlasting 
covenant with you, even the sure mercies 
of David. Behold, I have given him fora 
witness to the people, a leadem and com- 
mander to the people. Behold, thou shalt eall 
a nation ¢hat thou knowest not, and nations 
that knew not thee shall run unto thee be- 
cause of the Lorp thy God, and for the Holy 
' One of Israel; for he hath glorified thee. 
Seek ye the Lorp while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near: Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lorp, and he will have merey upon 
and to our God, for he will ba ly 
don. 
For my thoughts are not you rt 
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neither are your ways my ways, saith the 
Lorp. For as the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts. 
For as the rain cometh down, and the snow 
from heaven, and returneth not thither, but 
‘watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth 
and bud, that it may give seed to the sower, 
and bread to the eater: So shall my word be 
that goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall not 
return unto me void, but it shall accomplish 
that which I please, and it shall prosper in 
the thing whereto I sent it. For ye shall go 
out with joy, and be led forth with peace: the 
mountains and the hills shall break forth be- 
fore you into singing, and all the trees of the 
field shall clap their hands. Instead of the 
thorn shall come up the fir tree, and instead 
of the brier shall come up the myrtle tree: and 
it shall be to the Lorp for a name, for an 
everlasting sign that shall not be cut off. 


Second Lesson. 2 Cor. iv. 


HEREFORE seeing we have this minis- 
try, as we have received mercy, we faint 
not; but have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, nor 
handling the word of God deceitfully; but by 
manifestation of the truth commending our- 
selves to every man’s conscience in the sight 
of God. But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost: In whom the ‘cod of this — 
world hath blinded the minds of them which 
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believe not, lest the light of the glorious gos- 
pel of Christ, who is the image of God, should 
shine unto them. For we preach not our- 
selves, but Christ Jesus the Lord; and our- | 
selves your servants for Jesus’ sake. For | 
God, who commanded the light to shine out | 
of darkness, hath shined into our hearts, to | 
give the light of the knowlege of the glory | 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ. But we | 
have this treasure in earthen vessels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God, and 
not of us. We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are perplexed, but not 
in despair; persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; always bearing 
about in the body the dying of the Lord Je- 
sus, that the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our body. For we which live, 
are alway delivered unto death for Jesus’ 
sake, that the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh. So then death 
worketh in us, but life in you. We having — 
the same spirit of faith, according asit is writ- 
ten, I believed, and therefore have Ispoken; 
we also believe, and therefore speak; know- 
ing that he which raised up the Lord Jesus” 
shall raise up us also by Jesus, and shall pre- 
sent ws with you. For all things ave for your 
sakes, that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to the glory. 
of God. For which cause we faint not; but 
‘though our outward man perish, yet the in- 
ward man is renewed day by day, . L 
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light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory; while we look not 
at the things which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which are 
not seen @re eternal. 


THE FOURTH SUNDAY AFTER THE EPIPHANY. 


Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah lvii. 


THE righteous perisheth, and no man layeth 
-- dé to heart: and merciful men are taken 
away, none considering that the righteous is 
taken away from the evil to come. He shall 
enter into peace: they shall rest in their beds, 
each one walking zn his uprightness. 

But draw near hither, ye sons of the sor- 
ceress, the seed of the adulterer and the 
whore. Against whom do ye sport your- 
_ selves? against whom make ye a wide mouth, 
and draw out the tongue? are ye not chil- 
dren of transgression, a seed of falsehood, in- 
flaming yourselves with idols under every 
green tree, slaying the children in the valleys 
under the clifts of the rocks? Among the 
smooth stones of the stream zs thy portion; 
they, they are thy lot: even to them hast thou 


poured a drink-offering, thou hast offered a 


meat-offering. Should I receive comfort in 
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these? Upon a lofty and high mountain hast 
thou set thy bed: even thither wentest thou 
up to offer sacrifice. Behind the doors also and 
the posts hast thou set up thy remembrance: 

for thou hast discovered thyself to another 
than me, and art gone up; thou hast enlarged 
thy bed, and made thee @ covenant with 
them; thou lovedst their bed where thou 
sawest zt. And thou wentest to the king with 
ointment, and didst increase thy perfumes, 
and didst send thy messengers far off, and 
didst debase thyself even unto hell. Thou art 
wearied in the greatness of thy way; yet 
saidst thou not, There is no hope: thou hast 
found the life of thine hand; therefore thou 
wast not grieved. And of whom hast thou 
been afraid or feared, that thou hast lied, and 
hast not remembered me, nor laid 7¢ to thy 


heart? have not I held my peace even of old, 


and thou fearest me not? I will declare thy 
righteousness, and thy works; for they shall 
not profit thee. 

When thou criest, let thy companies de- 
liver thee; but the wind shall carry them all 
away; vanity shall take them: but he that 
putteth his trust in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inherit my holy mountain; and shall 
say, Cast ye up, cast ye up, prepare the way, 
take up the stumbling-block out of the way of 
my people. For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose name is 
Holy; I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him also ¢hat zs of a contrite and hum. 
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ble spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, 
and to revive the heart of the contrite ones. 
For I will not contend for ever, neither will 
I be always wroth: for the spirit should fail 
before me, and the souls which I have made. 
For the iniquity of his covetousness was I 
wroth, and smote him: I hid me, and was 
wroth, and he went on frowardly in the way 
of his heart. I have seen his ways, and will 
heal him: I will lead him also, and restore 
comforts unto him and to his mourners. I cre- 
ate the fruit of the lips; Peace, peace to him 
that is far off, and to him that is near, saith 
the Lorn; and I will heal him. But the 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when it can- 
not rest, whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 
There is no peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked. 


- Second Lesson. St. Luke iv. v.14. 


AND. Jesus returned in the power of the 
Spirit into Galilee: and there went outa 
fame of him through all the region round 
about. And he taught in their synagogues, 
_ being glorified of all. 
And he came to Nazareth, where he had 
been brought up; and, as his custom was, he 
went into the synagogue on the sabbath day, 
and stood up for to read. And there was de- 
livered unto him the book of the prophet 
Wsaias. And when he had opened the book, 


he found the place where it was written, T he 


Spirit of the Lord zs upon me, because he 
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hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; he hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord. And he closed 
the book, and he gave z¢ again to the minis- 
ter, and sat down. And the eyes of all them 
that were in the synagogue were fastened on 
him. And he began to say unto them, This 
day is this scripture fulfilled in your ears. 
And all bare him witness, and wondered at 
the gracious words which proceeded out of 
his mouth. And they said, Is not this Jo- 
seph’s son? And he said unto them, Ye will 
surely say unto me this proverb, Physician 
heal thyself: whatsoever we have heard done 
in Capernaum, do also here in thy country. 
And he said, Verily I say unto you, No pro- 
phet is accepted in his own country. But I 
tell you of a truth, many widows were in Is- 
rael in the days of Elias, when the heaven 
was shut up three years and six months, 
when great famine was throughout all the: 
land; but unto none of them was Elias sent, 
save unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, unto a— 
woman that was a widow. And many lepers 
were in Israel in the time of Eliseus the pro- — 
phet; and none of them was cleansed, saving 
Naaman the Syrian. And all they in the syn- 
agogue, when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, and rose up, and thrust him: 
out of the city, and Jed him unto the brow of 
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the hill whereon their city was built, that 
they might cast him down headlong. But he 
passing through the midst of them went his 
way, and came down to Capernaum, a city 
of Galilee, and taught them on the sabbath 
days. And they were astonished at his doc- 
trine: for his word was with power. 


p Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah lix. 


EHOLD, the Lorp’s hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, 
that it cannot hear: But your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid his face from you, that he 
will not hear. For your hands are defiled 
with blood, and your fingers with iniquity; 
your lips have spoken hes, your tongue hath 
muttered perverseness. None calleth for jus- 
tice, nor any pleadeth for truth: they trust in 
vanity, and speak lies; they conceive mischief, 
and bring forth iniquity. They hatch cocka- 
trice’ eggs, and weave the spider’s web: he 
that eateth of their eggs dieth, and that which 
is crushed breaketh out into a viper. Their 
webs shall not become garments, neither shall 
they cover themselves with their works: their 
works ave works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence 7s in their hands. Their feet run to 
evil, and they make haste to shed innocent 
blood: their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity; wasting and destruction are in their 
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paths. The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in their goings: they 
have made them crooked paths: whosoever 
goeth therein shall not know peace. 
Therefore is judgment far from us, neither 
doth justice overtake us: we wait for light, 
but behold obscurity; for brightness, du¢ we 
walk in darkness. We grope for the wall like 
the blind, and we grope as if we had no eyes: 
we stumble at noon-day as in the night: we 
are in desolate places as dead men. We roar 
all 1ike bears, and mourn sore like doves: we 
look for judgment, but there is none; for sal- 
vation, dwt it is far off from us. For our trans- 
gressions are multiplied before thee, and our 
sins testify against us: for our transgressions 
are with us; and as for our iniquities, we 
know them; in transgressing and lying against 
the Lorp, and departing away from our God, 
speaking oppression and revolt, conceiving 
and uttering from the heart words of false- 
hood. And judgment is turned away back- 
ward, and justice standeth afar off: for truth 
is fallen in the street, and equity cannot enter. 
Yea, truth faileth; and he ¢ha¢ departeth from 
evil maketh himself a prey: and the Lorp 
saw 7f, and it displeased him that there was 
no judgment. 14 pee 
And he saw that there was no man, and 
wondered that there was no intercessor: there 
fore his arm brought salvation unto him; and 
his righteousness, it sustained him. For he 


put on righteousness as a breastplate, and an 
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helmet of salvation upon his head; and he put 
on the garments of vengeance /or clothing, 
and was clad with zeal as a cloak. Accord- 
ing to their deeds, accordingly he will repay, 
fury to his adversaries, recompense to his ene- 
mies; to the islands he ‘will repay recompense. 
So shall they fear the name of the Lorp from 
the west, and his glory from the rising of the 
sun. When the enemy shall come in like a 
flood, the Spirit of the Lorp shall lift up a 
standard against him. 

And the Redeemer shall come to Zion, and 
unto them that turn from transgression in Ja- 
cob, saith the Lorp. As for me, this 7s my 
covenant with them, saith the Lorp; My 
Spirit that zs upon thee, and my words which 
I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out 
of thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of thy 
seed, nor out of the mouth of thy seed’s seed, 
saith the Lorn, from henceforth and for ever. 


Second Lesson. 2 Cor. v. 


FOR we know that if our earthly house of 

this tabernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. For in this we 
‘groan, earnestly desiring to be clothed upon 
with our house which is from heaven: If so 
be that being clothed we shall not be found 
naked. For we that are in ¢his tabernacle do 


groan, being burdened: not for that we would 


be unclothed, but clothed upon, that mortality 
might be swallowed up of life. Now he that 
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hath wrought us for the self-same thing 7s God, 


who also hath given unto usethe earnest of 
the Spirit. Therefore we are always confi- — 
dent, knowing that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the Lord : (For 
we walk by faith, not by sight:) We are con- 
fident, J say, and willing rather to be absent 
from the body, and to be present with the 
Lord. Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted of him. 
For we must all appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ; that every one may receive the 
things done i in Ais body, according to that he 
hath done, whether z¢ be good or bad. Know- 
ing therefore the terror of the Lord, we per- 
suade men; but we are made manifest unto 
God; and I trust also are made manifest in 


your consciences. For we commend not our- 


selves again unto you, but give you occasion 
to glory on our behalf, that ye may have some- 
what to answer them which glory in appear- 
ance, and not in heart. For whether we be 
beside ourselves, 7¢ is to God: or whether we 
be sober, 7¢ is for your cause. For the love 
of Christ constraineth us; because we thus 
judge, that if one died for all, then were all 


‘dead: And that he died for: all, that they 


which live should not henceforth live unto 

themselves, but unto him which died for them, 

and rose again. Wherefore henceforth know 

we no man after the flesh: yea, though ave 

have known Christ after the flesh, yet now 

henceforth know we Aim no more. Therefore 
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if any man be in Christ, he 7s a new creature: 
old things arespassed away; behold, all things 
are become new. And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himself by Jesus 
‘Christ, and hath given to us the ministry of 
reconciliation; to wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, not im- 
puting their trespasses unto them; and hath 
committed unto us the word of reconciliation. 
Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by us: we pray 
you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. 
For he hath made hi to be sin for us, who 
kmew no sin; that we might be made’ the 
righteousness of God in him. 


THE FIFTH SUNDAY AFTER THE EPIPHANY. 


Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah |xi. 


'PHE Spirit of the Lord Gop zs upon me; 
because the Lorp hath anointed me to 
preach good tidings unto the meek; he hath 
] "sent me to bind up the broken-hearted, to 
proclaim liberty to the captives, and the open- 
ing of the prison to zhem that are bound; to 
proclaim the acceptable year of the Lorn, and 
the day of vengeance of our God; to comfort 
all that mourn; to appoint unto them that 
mourn in Zion, to give unto them beauty for 
ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the gar- 
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ment of praise for the spirit of heaviness; that 
they might be called trees of wighteousness, 
the planting of the Lorp, that he — be 
glorified. 

And they shall build the old wastes, they 
shall raise up the former desolations, and they 
shall repair the waste cities, the desolations 
of many generations. And strangers shall 
stand and feed your flocks, and the sons of the 
alien shall be your ploughmen and your vine- 
dressers. But ye shall be named the Priests _ 
of the Lorn: men shall call you the Ministers 
of our God: ye shall eat the riches of the Gen- 
tiles, and in their glory shall ye boast your- 
selves. 

For your shame ye shall have double; and 
for confusion they shall rejoice in their por- 
tion: therefore in their land they shall pos- 
sess the double: everlasting joy shall be unto 
them. For I the Lorp love judgment, I hate 
robbery for burnt-offering; and I will direct — 
their work in truth, and I will make an ever- 
lasting covenant with them. And their seed 
shall be known among the Gentiles, and their ~ 
offspring among the people: all that see them — 
shal! acknowledge them, that they ave the 
seed which the Lorp hath blessed. I will 
greatly rejoice in the Lorp, my soul shall be 
joyful in my God; for he hath clothed me 
with the garments of salvation, he hath 
covered me with the robe of righteousness, 
as a bridegroom decketh himself with orna- 
ments, and as a bride adorneth herself with

her jewels. For as the earth bringeth forth 
her bud, and as the garden causeth the things 
that are sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord 
Gop will cause righteousness and praise to 
Spring forth before all the nations. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. v. 


AND seeing the multitudes, he went up into 
a mountain: and when he was set, his dis- 
ciples came unto him: And he opened his 
mouth, and taught them, saying, Blessed are 
the poor in spirit: for theirs is the kingdom 
of heaven. Blessed are they that mourn: for 
they shall be comforted. Blessed are the 
-meek: for they shall inherit the earth. Blessed 
are they which do hunger and thirst after 
_ righteousness: for they shall be filled. Blessed 
are the merciful: for they shall obtain mercy. 
Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall 
see God. Blessed are the peace-makers: for 
_ they shal] be called the children of God. 
' Blessed are they which are persecuted for 
righteousness’ sake: for theirs is the king- 
dom of heaven. Blessed are ye, when men 
~ shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, for 
my sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: 
_ for great 7s your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the prophets which were be- 
fore you. 

_ Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? itis thenceforth good for nothing, but 
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to be cast out, and to be trodden under foot 
of men. Ye are the light of the world. A city 
that is set on a hill cannot be hid. Neither 
do men light a candle, and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick; and it giveth 
light unto all that are in the house. Let your 
light so shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven. 

Think not that Iam come to destroy the 
law, or the prophets: I am not come to de- 
stroy, but to fulfil. For verily Isay unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tit- 
tle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all 
be fulfilled. Whosoever therefore shall break 
oue of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he shall be called the least in 
the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever shall 
do and teach them, the same shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven. For I say 
unto you, That except your righteousness 
shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye ‘shall i in no case enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Ye have heard that it was said by them O8.3 
old time, Thou shalt not kill; and whosoever 
shall kill shall be in danger of the judgment: 
But I say unto you, That whosoever is angry 
with his brother without a cause shall be in 
danger of the judgment: and whosoever shall 
say ‘to his brother, Raca, shall be in ease 
of the council: but whosoever shall say 
fool, shall be in danger of hell Spe There- 
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fore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, and 
there rememiberest that thy brother hath aught 
against thee; leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and offer thy gift. 
Agree with thine adversary quickly, whiles 
. thou art in the way with him; lest at any 
time the adversary deliver thee to the judge, 
and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and 
thou be cast into prison. Verily I say unto thee, 
Thou shalt by no means come out thence, till 
thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

Ye have heard that it was said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not commit adultery: 
But I say unto you, That whosoever looketh 
on a woman to lust after her, hath committed 
adultery with her already in his heart. And 
if thy right eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast 7¢ from thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should be cast into 
hell. And if thy right hand offend thee, cut 
it off, and cast i¢ from thee: for it is profit- 
able for thee that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy whole body should 
be cast into hell. It hath been said, whoso- 
ever shall put away his wife, let him give her 
&@ writing of divorcement: But I say unto 
you, That whosoever shall put away his wife, 
‘saving for the cause of fornication, causeth 
her to commit adultery: and whosoever shall 
marry her that is divorced, committeth adul- 
tery. 
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Again, ye have heard that it hath been said 
by them of old time, Thou shalt not forswear 
thyself, but shalt perform unto the Lord thine 
oaths: But I say unto you, Swear not at all, 
neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne: 
Nor by the earth; for it is his footstool: nei- 
ther by Jerusalem; for it is the city of the 
great King. Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make one hair 
white or black. But let your communication 
be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever is 
more than these cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, An 
eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth: But 
I say unto you, That ye resist not evil: but 
whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, 
turn to him the other also, And if any man 
will sue thee at the law, and take away thy 
coat, let him have ¢hy cloak also. And who- 
soever shall compel thee to go a mile, go with 
him twain. Give to him that asketh thee, 
and from him that would borrow of thee turn 
not thou away. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thow 
shalt Jove thy neighbour, and hate thine ene- 
my. But I say unto you, Love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute you; ed 
ye may be the children of your Father * 
is in heaven: for he maketh his sun ti 
the evil and on the good, and send: 
the just and on the unjust. 
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them which love you, what reward have ye? 
do not even the publicans the same? And if 
ye salute your brethren only, what do ye more 
than others? do not even the publicans so? 
Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.

First Lesson. Isaiah |xii. 


FOR Zion’s sake will { not hold my peace, 

and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not rest, 
until tne righteousness thereof go forth as 
brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp 
that burneth. And the Gentiles shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy glory: and 
thou shalt be called by a new name, which 
the mouth of the Lorp shall name. Thou 
shalt also be a crown of glory in the hand of 
the Lorn, and.a royal diadem in the hand of 
thy God. Thou shalt no more be termed 
Forsaken; neither shall thy land any more 
be termed Desolate: but thou shalt be called 
Hephzi-bah, and thy land Beulah: for the 
Lorp delighteth in thee, and thy land shall 


ae: 


Be married. 
aa as a young man marrieth a virgin, so 
all thy sons marry thee; and as the “bride- 
pi pm Tejoiceth over the bride, so shall thy 
God rejoice over thee, I have set watchmen 
upon thy walls, O Jerusalem, which shall never 
hold their peace day nor night: ye that make 
mention of the Lorn, keep not silence, and 
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give him no rest, till he establish, and till he 
. make Jerusalem a praise in the earth. The 
Lorp hath sworn by his right hand, and by 
the arm of his strength, Surely I will no more 
give thy corn ¢o de meat for thine enemies; 
and the sons of the stranger shall not drink 
thy wine, for the which thou hast laboured: 
But they that have gathered it shall eat it, 
and praise the Lorp; and they that have 
brought it together shall drink it in the courts 
of my holiness. 

Go through, go through the gates; prepare 
ye the way of the people; cast up, cast up the 
highway; gather out the stones; lift up a 
standard for the people. Behold, the Lorn 
hath proclaimed unto the end of the world, 
Say ye to the daughter of Zion, Behold, thy 
salvation cometh; behold, his reward zs with 
him, and his work before him. And they 
shall call them, The holy people, The re- 
deemed of the Lorn: and thou shalt be called, 
Sought out, A city not forsaken. 


Second Lesson. Gal. il. 


"THEN fourteen years after I went up again 

to Jerusalem with Barnabas, and took 
Titus with me also. And I went up by reve- 
lation, and communicated unto them that gos- 
pel which I preach among the Gentiles, but 
privately to them which were of reputation, 
lest by any means I should run, or or had run, 
in vain. But neither Titus, who* Seda : 
me, being a Greek, was com 
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eumcised: And that because of false brethren. 
unawares brought in, who came in privily to 
spy out our liberty which we have in Christ 
Jesus, that they might bring us into bondage: 
To whom we gave place by subjection, no, 
not for an hour; that the truth of the gospel 
might continue with you. But of those who 
seemed to be somewhat, whatsoever they 
were, it maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
cepteth no man’s person: for they who seemed 
to be somewhat in conference added nothing 
to me: But contrariwise, when they saw that 
the gospel of the uncircumcision was com- 
mitted unto me, as the gospel of the circum- 
cision was unto Peter; (For he that wrought 
effectually in Peter to the apostleship of the 
circumcision, the same was mighty in me to- 
ward the Gentiles:) And when James, Ce- 
phas, and John, who seemed to be pillars, 
perceived the grace that was given unto me, 
they gave to me and Barnabas the right hands 
of fellowship that we shoudd go unto the hea- 
then, and they unto the circumcision. Only 
they would that we should remember the 
poor; the same which I also was forward to 
do. But when Peter was come to Antioch, 
I withstood him to the face, because he was 
to be blamed. For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the Gentiles: but 
when they were come, he withdrew and sepa. 
rated himself, fearing them which were of 
the circumcision. And the other Jews dis: 
sembied likewise with him; insomuch that 
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Barnabas also was carried away with their 


‘dissimulation. But when I saw that they 


walked not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter before them 
all, [f thou, being a Jew, livest after the man- 
ner of Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou the Gentiles to live as do the 
Jews? We who are Jews by nature, and not 
sinners of the Gentiles, knowing that a man 
is not justified by the works of the law, but 
by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ, that we might be jus- 
tified by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. But if, while we 
seek to be justified by Christ, we ourselves 
also are found sinners, zs therefore Christ the 
minister of sin? God forbid. For if I build 
again the things which I destroyed, I make 
myself a transgressar. For I through the law. 
am dead to the law, that I might live unto 
God. Iam crucified with Christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the flesh I 


4 live by the faith of the Son of God, who love 


me, and gave himself for me. I do not frus- 

trate the grace of God: for if righteous: 

came by the law, then Christ is dead in vain,

MMlorning Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah lxv. 


3 I AM sought of them that asked not for me, 
I am found of them that sought me not: 
I said, Behold me, behold me, unto a nation 
that was not called by my name. I have 
spread out my hands all the day unto a rebel- 
lious people, which walketh in a way that 
was not good, after their own thoughts; a 
people that provoketh me to anger continually 
to my face; that sacrificeth in gardens, and 
burneth incense upon altars of brick; which 
remain among the graves, and lodge in the 
monuments, which eat swine’s flesh, and 
broth of abominable things ts in their ves- 
sels; which say, Stand by thyself, come not 
near to me; for I am holier than thou. These 
area smoke in my nose, a fire that burneth 
all the day. Behold, zt 7s written before me: 
I will not keep silence, but will recompense, 
even recompense into their bosom, your ini- 
quities, and the iniquities of your fathers to- 
gether, saith the Lorn, which have burnt in- 
cense upon the mountains, and blasphemed 
- me upon the hills: therefore will I measure 

their former work into their bosom. 
‘Thus saith the Lorn, As the new wine is 
- found in the cluster, and one saith, Destroy it 
not; for a blessing 7s in it: so will I do for 
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my servants’ sakes, that I may not destroy 
them all. And I will bring forth a seed out 
of Jacob, and out of Judah an inheritor of 
my mountains: and mine elect shall inherit 
it, and my servants shall dwell there. And 
Sharon shall be a fold of flocks, and the val- 
ley of Achor a place for the herds to lie down 
in, for my people that have sought me. 

But ye are they that forsake the Lorp, that 
forget my holy mountain, that prepare a table 
for that troop, and that furnish the drink-of- 
fering unto that number. Therefore will I 
number you to the sword, and ye shall all 
bow down to the slaughter: because when I 
called, ye did not answer; when I spake, ye 
did not hear; but did evil before mine eyes, 
and did choose that wherein I delighted not. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop, Behold, 
my servants shall eat, but ye shall be hungry: 
behold, my servants shall drink, but ye shall 
be thirsty: behold, my servants shall rejoice. 
but ye shall be ashamed: Behold, my ser- 
vants shall sing for joy of heart, but ye shall 
cry for sorrow of heart, and shall howl for 
vexation of spirit. And ye shall leave your 
name for a curse unto my chosen; for the 
Lord Gop shall slay thee, and call his ser- 
vants by another name: That he who bless- 
eth himself in the earth shall bless himself in 
ihe God of truth; and he that sweareth in the 
earth shall swear by the God of trath; be- 
cause the former troubles are forgotten, and 
because they are hid from mine eyes. —

AFTER THE EPIPHANY. 


For, behold, I create new heavens and a 
new earth: and the former shall not be re- 
membered, nor come into mind. But be ye 
glad and rejoice for ever in that which I cre- 
ate: for, behold, I create Jerusalem a re- 
joicing, and her people a joy. .And I will re- 
- joice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people: 
and the voice of weeping shall be no more 
heard in her, nor the voice of crying. There 
shall be no more thence an infant of days, nor 
an old man that hath not filled his days: for 
the child shall die an hundred years old; but 
the sinner deing an hundred years old shall 
be accursed. And they shall build houses, 
and inhabit them; and they shall plant vine- — 
yards, and eat the fruit of them. They shall 
not build, and another inhabit; they shall not 
plant, and another eat: for as the days of a 
tree are the days of my people, and mine 
elect shall long enjoy the work of their hands. 
They shall not labour in vain, nor bring forth 
for trouble; for they are the seed of the blessed 
of the Lorp, and their offspring with them. 
And it shall come to pass, that before they 
’ eall, I will answer; and while they are yet 
- speaking, I will hear. The wolf and the lamb 
shall feed together, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock: and dust shall be the ser- 
pent’s meat. They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain, saith the Lorp. 
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Second Lesson. St. Matt. vi. 


TAKE heed that ye do not your alms be- 

fore men, to be seen of them: otherwise 
ye have no reward of your Father which is 
in heaven. Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before thee, as 
the hypocrites do in the synagogues and in 
the streets, that they may have glory of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have their re- 
ward. But when thou doest alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand doeth: 
That thine alms may be in secret: and thy 
Father which seeth in secret himself shall re- 
ward thee openly. 

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as the hypocrites ave: for they love to pray 
standing in the synagogues and in the cor- 
ners of the streets, that they may be seen of 
men. Verily I say unto you, They have their 
reward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in secret; 
and thy Father which seeth in seeret shall 
reward thee openly. But when ye pray, use 
not vain repetitions, as the heathen doe: for 
they think that they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. Be not ye therefore like 
unto them: for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye ask him. 
After this manner therefore pray ye: Our 
Father which art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will he 
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done in earth, as if 7s in heaven. Give us 
this day our da‘ly bread. And forgive us our 
debts, as we forgive our debtors. And lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil: For thine is the kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, forever. Amen. For if ye for- 
‘ give men their trespasses, your heavenly Fa- 
ther will also forgive you: But if ye forgive 
not men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses. 

Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hy- 
pocrites, of a sad countenance: for they dis- 
figure their faces, that they may appear unto 
men to fast. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. But thou, when thou 
fastest, anoint thine head, and wash thy face; 
that thou appear not unto men to fast, but 
unto thy Father which is in secret: and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and steal: But 
lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through nor steal: 
For where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also. The light of the body is the 
eye: if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. But if thine 
eye be evil, thy whole body shall be full of 
darkness. If therefore the light that is in thee 
be darkness, how great zs that darkness! 
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No man can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye 
shall drink; nor yet for your body, what ye 
shall put on. Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment? Behold the fowls 
of the air: for they sow not, neither do they 
reap, nor gather into barns; yet your hea- 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they? Which of you by taking 
thought can add one cubit unto his stature ? 
And why take ye thought for raiment? Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin: And yet 
I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of these’ 
Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast 
into the oven, shad/ he not much more clothe 


you, O ye of little faith? Therefore take no 


thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? (For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all these things. 
But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his — 
righteousness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you. Take therefore no thought 
for the morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself, Suflicient 


unto the day zs the evil thereof. 
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Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah lxvi. 


HUS saith the Lorp, The heaven zs my 
throne, and the earth zs my footstool: 
where zs the house that ye build unto me? 
-and where 7s the place of my rest? For all 
those things hath mine hand made, and all 
those things have been, saith the Lorp: but 
to this man will I look, even to him that is 
poor and of a contrite spirit, and trembleth at 
my word. He that killeth an ox ts as if he 
slew a man; he that sacrificeth a lamb, as if 
he cut off a dog’s neck; he that offereth an 
oblation, as if he offered swine’s blood; he 
that burneth incense, as if he blessed an idol. 
Yea, they have chosen their own ways, and 
their soul delighteth in their abominations. 
I also will choose their delusions, and will 
bring their fears upon them; because when 
I called, none did answer; when I spake, they 
did not hear: but they did evil before mine 
eyes, and chose that in which I delighted not. 
Hear the word of the Lorn, ye that trem- 
ble at his word; Your brethren that hated 
you, that cast you out for my name’s sake, 
said, Let the Lorp be glorified: but he shall 
appear to your joy, and they shall be ashamed. 
_ A voice of noise from the city, a voice from 
the temple, a voice of the Lorp that render- 
eth recompense to his enemies. Before she 
travailed, she brought forth; before her pain 
eame, she was delivered of a man-child. Who 
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hath heard such a thing? who hath seen such 
things? Shall the earth be made to bring forth 
in one day? ov shall a nation be born at once? 
for as soon as Zion travailed, she brought 
forth her children. Shall I bring to the birth, 
and not cause to bring forth? saith the Lorn: 
shall I cause to bring forth, and shut the 
womb? saith thy God. Rejoice ye with Je- 
rusalem, and be glad with her, all ye that love 
her: rejoice for joy with her, all ye that mourn 
for her: That ye may suck, and be satisfied 
with the breasts of her consolations; that ye 
may milk out, and be delighted with the 
abundance of her glory. For thus saith the 
Lorp, Behold, I will extend peace to her like 
a river, and the glory of the Gentiles like a 
flowing stream: then shall ye suck, ye shall 
be borne upon her sides, and be dandled upon 
her knees. As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you; and ye shall 
be comforted in Jerusalem. And when ye 
see ¢his, your heart shall rejoice, and your 
bones shall flourish like an herb; and the hand 
of the Lorp shall be known toward his ser- 
vants, and Azs indignation toward his ene- 
mies.. For, behold, the Lorp will come with 
fire, and with his chariots like a whirlwind, 
to render his anger with fury, and his rebuke 
with flames of fire. For by fire and by his 
sword will the Lorn plead with all flesh: and 
the slain of the Lorp shall be many. They 
that sanctify themselves, and purify them- 
selves in the gardens behind one ¢ree in the 
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midst, eating swine’s flesh, and the abomina- 
tion, and the mouse, shall be consumed to- 
gether, saith the Lorn. For I know ‘their 
works and their thoughts: it shall come, that 
I will gather all nations and tongues; and 
they shall come, and see my glory. And I will 
- set a sign among them, and | will send those 
that escape of them unto the nations, fo Tar- 
shish, Pul, and Lud, that draw the bow, fo 
Tubal, and Javan, fo the isles afar off, that 
have not heard my fame, neither have seen 
my glory; and they shall declare my glory 
among the’ Gentiles. And they shall bring 
all your brethren for an offering unto’ the 
Lorp out of all nations upon horses, and: in 
chariots, and in litters, and upon mules, and 
upon swift beasts, to my holy mountain Je- 
rusalem, saith the Lorp, as the children of 
Israel bring an offering in a clean vessel into 
the house of the Lorp. And | will also take 
of them for priests, and for Levites, saith the 
Lorp. For as the new heavens and the new 
earth, which I will make, shall remain before 
_ me,saith the Lory,so shall your seed and your 
" name remain. And it shall come to pass, that 
' from one new moon to another, and from one 
_ sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to wor- 
_ ship before me, saith the Lorp. And they 
shall go forth, and.look upon the carcases of 
the men that have transgressed against me: 
for their worm shall not die, nbiler shall their 
fire be quenched; and they shall be an ab- 
-horring unto all flesh. ‘ 
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Second Lesson. Galatians iii. 


FOOLISH Galatians, who hath bewitched 
you, that ye should not obey the truth, 
before whose eyes Jesus Christ hath been evi- 
dently set forth, crucified among you? This 
only would I learn of you, Received ye the 
Spirit by the works of the law, or by the hear- 
ing of faith? Are ye so foolish? having be- 
gun in the Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flesh? Have ye suffered so many 
things in vain? if 7¢ de yet in vain. He there- 
fore that ministereth to you the Spirit, and 
worketh miracles among you, doeth he it by 
the works of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith? Hven as Abraham believed God, and 
it was accounted to him for righteousness. 
Know ye therefore that they which are of 
faith, the same are the children of Abraham. 
And the scripture foreseeing that God would 
justify the heathen through faith, preached 
before the gospel unto Abraham, saying, In 
thee shall all nations be blessed. So then they 
which be of faith are blessed with faithful 
Abraham. For as many as are of the works — 
of the law are under the curse: for it is writ- 
ten, Cursed és every one that continueth not 
in all things which are written in the book of 
the law to do them. But that no man is jus- 
tified by the law in the sight of God, 7¢ zs evi- 
dent: for, The just shall live by faith. And 
the law is not of faith: but, The man that — 
doeth them shall live in them, Christ hath 
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redeemed us from the curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that hangeth on a tree: That the 
blessing of Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ; that we might re- 
ceive the promise of the Spirit through faith. 
' Brethren, I speak after the manner of men; 
Though z¢ be but a man’s covenant, yet 7fit 
be confirmed, no man disannulleth, or addeth 
thereto. Now to Abraham and his seed were 
the promises made. He saith not, And to 
seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to thy 
seed, which is Christ. And this I say, that 
the covenant, that was confirmed before of 
God in Christ, the law, which was four hun- 
dred and thirty years after, cannot disannul, 
that it should make the promise of none effect. 
For if the inheritance de of the law, it 7s no 
more of promise: but God gave zt to Abra- 
ham by promise. Wherefore then serveth the 
law? It was added because of transgres- 
sions, till the seed should come to whom the 
promise was made; and it was ordained by 
angels in the hand of a mediator. Nowa 
mediator is not a mediator of one, but God is 
one. Js the law then against the promises of 
God? God forbid; for if there had been a 
law given which could have given life, verily 
righteousness should have been by the law. 
But the scripture hath concluded all under 
sin, that the promise by faith of Jesus Christ 
might be given to them that believe. But be- 
fore faith came, we were kept under the law, 
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shut up. unto the faith which should after- 
wards be revealed. Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster fo bring ws unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. But after 
that faith is come, we are no longer under a 
schoolmaster. For ye are all the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus. For as many 
of you as have been baptized into Christ have 
put on Christ. There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female: for ye are all one 
in Christ Jesus. And if ye de Christ’s, then 
are ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs according 
to the promise. 
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Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Jeremiah v. 


Rey ye to and fro through the streets of 
’ Jerusalem, and see now, and know, and 
seek in the broad places thereof, if ye ean find 
aman, if there be any that executeth ju 
ment, that seeketh the truth; and I will iy 
don it. And though they’ say, The Lorp 
liveth; surely they swear falsely. O Lor 
are not thine eyes upon the truth? thou ha 
stricken them, but they have not grieved; 
thou hast consumed — oye ‘=. y have re 
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fused to return. Therefore I said, Surely 
these are poor; they are foolish: for they 
know not the way of the Lorn, nor the judg- 
ment of their God. I will get me unto the 
great men, and will speak unto them; for 
they have known the way of the Lorn, and 
‘the judgment of their God: but these have 
altogether broken the yoke, and burst the 
bonds. Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the evenings 
shall spoil them, a leopard shall watch over 
their cities: every one that goeth out thence 
shall be torn in pieces: because their trans- 
' gressions are many, and their backslidings 
are increased. 

How shall I pardon thee for this? thy chil- 
dren have forsaken me, and sworn by them 
that are no gods: when I had fed them to the 
full, they then committed adultery, and as- 
sembled themselves by troops in the harlots’ 
houses. They were as fed horses in the morn- 
ing: every one neighed after his neighbour’s 
wife. Shall I not visit for these things ? saith 
_ the Lorn: and shall not my soul be avenged 
on such a nation as this? 

Go ye up upon her walls, and destroy; but 
make nota full end: take away her battle- 
ments; for they are not the Lorn’s. For the 
_ house of Israel and the house of Judah have 
dealt very treacherously against me, saith the 
Lorp. They have belied the Lorp, and said, 
Zé is not he; neither shall evil come upen us; 
neither shall we see sword nor famine: And 
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the prophets shall become wind, and the word 
is not in them: thus shall it be done unto 
them. Wherefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of hosts, Because ye speak this word, behold, 
I will make my words in thy mouth fire, and 
this people wood, and it shall devour them. 
Lo, I will bring a nation upon you from far, 
O house of Israel, saith the Lorn: it zs a 
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mighty nation, it 7s an ancient nation, a na- — 


tion whose language thou knowest not, nei- 
ther understandest what they say. Their 
quiver zs as an open sepulchre, they are all 


mighty men. And they shall eat up thine 
harvest, and thy bread, which thy sons and ‘ 


thy daughters should eat: they shall eat up 
thy flocks and thine herds: they shall eat up 
thy vines and thy fig trees: they shall im- 
poverish thy fenced cities, wherein thou trust- 
edst, with the sword. Nevertheless in those 
days, saith the Lorn, I will not make a full 
end with you. 

And it shall come to pass, when ye shall 


say, Wherefore doth the Lorp our God all — 
these things unto us? then shalt thou answer 4 


them, Like as ye have forsaken me, and served 
strange gods in your land, so shall ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not yours. De- 
clare this in the house of Jacob, and publish 
it in Judah, saying, Hear now this, O foolish — 
people, and without understanding; which 
have eyes, and see not; which have ears, and — 
hear not: Fear ye not me? saith the Lorn: 
will ye not tremble at my pre » which, 
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have placed the sand for the bound of the sea 
by a perpetual decree, that it cannot pass it: 
and though the waves thereof toss them- 

selves, yet can they not prevail; though they 
roar, yet can they not pass over it? But this 
people hath a revolting and a rebellious heart; 

they are revolted and gone. Neither say they 
in their heart, Let us now fear the Lorp our 
God, that giveth rain, both the former and the 
latter, in his season: he reserveth unto us the 
appointed weeks of the harvest. 

Your iniquities have turned away these 

things, and your sins have withholden good 
things from you. For among my people are 
found wicked men: they lay wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they catch 
men. Asa cage is full of birds, so are their 

houses full of deceit: therefore they are be- 

come great, and waxen rich. They are waxen 
fat, they shine: yea, they overpass the deeds 
of the wicked: they judge not the cause, the 
cause of the fatherless, yet they prosper; and 
the right of the needy do they not judge. Shall 
‘I not visit for these things? saith the Lorp: © 
shall not my soul be avenged on such a na- 
tion as this? 

_A wonderful and horrible thing is commit- 
tedd in the land; the prophets prophesy falsely, 
and the priests bear rule by their means; and 
any people love ¢o have it so: and what will 

pis do in the end thereof? ; 
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Second Lesson. St. Matt. vii. 


J UDGE not, that ye be not judged. For 

with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged: and with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again. And why 
beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but considerest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam ¢s in thine own eye? 
Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out 
of thine own eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote out of thy bro- 
ther’s eye: 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, 
neither cast ye your pearls before swine, lest 
they trample them under their feet, and turn 
again and rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you: For every one that asketh receiv- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. Or what 
man is there of you, whom if his son ask 
bread, will he give hima stone? Or if he ask 
a fish, will he give him a serpent? If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give good gifts 


unto your children, how much more shall your 


Father which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? Therefore all things 
whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them: for this is the law 
and the prophets. i x et 
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Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide és 
the gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth 
to destruction, and many there be which go 
in thereat: Because strait 7s the gate, and nar- 
row zs the way, which leadeth unto life, and 
few there be that find it. 

Beware of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they 
are ravening wolves. Ye shall know them 
by their fruits. Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? Even so every good 
tree bringeth forth good fruit; but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither cana 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Every 
‘tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire. Wherefore by 
their fruits ye shall know them. 

Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven. Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name? and in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name done many won- 
derful works? And then will I profess unto 
them, I neverknew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity. 

_ Therefore whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, IJ will liken him 
unto a wise man, which built his house upon 
a rock: And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and beat 
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upon that house; and it fell not: for it was 
founded upon a rock. And every one that 
heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth them 
not, shall be likened unto a foolish man, which 
built his house upon the sand: And the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell: 
and great was the fall of it. And it came to 
pass, when Jesus had ended these sayings, the 
people were astonished at his doctrine: For 
he taught them as one having authority, and 
not as the scribes.

~ First Lesson. Jexemiah xxii. ~ 


HUS saith the Lorp; Go down to the 
house of the king of Judah, and speak 
there this word, and say, Hear the word of_ 
the Lorn, O king of Judah, that sittest upon — 
the throne of David, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by these gates: 
Thus saith the Lorn; Execute ye judgment 
and righteousness, and deliver the spoiled out — 
of the hand of the oppressor: and do no wrong, 
do no violence to the stranger, the fatherless, 
nor the widow, neither shed innocent blood 
in this place. For if ye do this thing indeed, 
- then shall there enter in by the gates of this : 
house kings sitting upon the throne of David, — 
riding in chariots “and on horses, he, and his — 
servants, and his people. But if. ee: 


hear these words, I ee by — 
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Lorp, that this house shall become a desola- 
tion. For thus saith the Lorp unto the king’s, 
house of Judah; Thou art Gilead unto me, 
and the head of Lebanon: yet surely I will 
make thee a wilderness, and cities which are 


-not inhabited. And I will prepare destroyers 


against thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut down thy choice cedars, and 
cast them into the fire. And many nations 
shall pass by this city, and they shall say every 
man to his neighbour, Wherefore hath the 
Lorp done thus unto this great city? Then 
they shall answer, Because they have forsa- 
ken the covenant of the Lorn their God, and 
worshipped other gods, and served them. 
Weep ye not for the dead, neither bemoan 
him: du¢ weep sore for him that goeth away: 
for he shall return no more, nor see his native 


country. For thus saith the Lorp touching 


Shallum the son of Josiah king of Judah, 
which reigned instead of Josiah his father, 
which went forth out of this place; He shall 


- not return thither any more: but he shall die 


in the place whither they have led him cap- 
tive, and shall see this land no more. 

_ Woe unto him that buildeth his house by 
unrighteousness, and his chambers by wrong; 
that useth his neighbour’s service without 
wages, and giveth him not for his work; that 


saith, I will build me a wide house and large 


chambers, and cutteth him out windows; and 
it is ceiled with cedar, and painted with ver- 
milion. Shalt thou reign, because thou closest

thyself in cedar? did not thy father eat and 

»drink, and do judgment and justice, and then 
it was well with him? He judged the cause 
of the poor and needy; then ¢¢ was well with 
him: was not this to know me? saith the 
Lorp. But thine eyes and thine heart are not’ 
but for thy covetousness, and for to shed in- 
nocent blood, and for oppression, and for vio- 

_ lence, to do it. Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
concerning Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah; They shall not Jament for him, say- 
ing, Ah my brother! or, Ah sister! they shall 
not lament for him, saying, Ah lord! or, Ah 
his glory! He shall be buried with the burial — 
of an ass drawn and cast forth beyond the 
gates of Jerusalem, 

Go up to Lebanon, and ery; and lift up thy 
voice in Bashan, and cry from the passages: 
for all thy lovers are destroyed. Ispake unto — 
thee in thy prosperity; du¢ thou saidst, I will 
not hear. This hath been thy manner from — 
thy youth, that thou obeyedst not my voice, 
The wind shall eat up all thy pastors, and thy — 
lovers shall go into captivity: surely then 
shalt thou be ashamed and confounded for all 
thy wickedness. O inhabitant of Lebanon, 
that makest thy nest in the cedars, how gra- 
cious shalt thou be when pangs come upon 
thee, the pain as of a woman in travail! .#s 
I live, saith the Lorn, though Coniah the son 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah —— 
upon my right hand, yet would I 
thence ; and I will give thee inte 
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them that seek thy life, and into the hand of 
them whose face thou fearest, even into the® 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, 
and into the hand of the Chaldeans. And I 
will cast thee out, and thy mother that bare 
thee, into another country, where ye were not 


-born; and there shall ye die. But to the land 


whereunto they desire to return, thither shall 


they not return. Js this man Coniah a de- 
spised broken idol? zs he a vessel wherein zs 
no pleasure? wherefore are they cast out, he 
and his seed, and are cast into a land which 
they know not? O earth, earth, earth, hear 
the word of the Lorn. Thus saith the Lorn, 
Write ye this man childless, a man ¢haé shall 
not prosper in his days: for no man of his 
seed shall prosper, sitting upon the throne of 
David, and ruling any more in Judah. 


Second Lesson. Ephesians i, 


Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the 

will of God, to the saints which are at 
Ephesus, and to the faithful in Christ Jesus: 
Grace be to you, and peace, from God our Fa- 
ther, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. Blessed 
fe the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hath blessed us with all spiritual 


_ blessings in heavenly p/aces in Christ: Ac- 


cording as he hath chosen us in him before 


the foundation of the world, that we should 


_ be holy and without blame He fore him lowes 


Having predestinated us unto the adoption 


_ of children by Jesus Christ to himself, accord: 
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ing to the good pleasure of his will, to the 
wpraise of the glory of his grace, wherein he 
hath made us accepted in the beloved. In 
whom we have redemption through his blood, 
the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches 
of his grace; wherein he hath abounded to- 
ward us in all wisdom and prudence; having 
made known unto us the mystery of his will, 
according to his good pleasure which he hath 
purposed in himself: That in the dispensa- 
tion of the fulness of times he might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, both which 
are in heaven, and which are on earth: even 
in him: In whom also we have obtained an 
inheritance, being predestinated according to 
the purpose of him who worketh all things 
after the counsel of his own will: That we 
should be to the praise of his glory, who first 
trusted in Christ. In whom ye also frusted, 
after that ye heard the word of truth, the gos- 
pel of your salvation: in whom also after that 
ye believed, ye were sealed with that Holy 
Spirit of promise, which is the earnest of our 
inheritance until the redemption of the pur- 
chased possession, unto the praise of his glory. 
Wherefore I also, after I heard of your faith 
in the Lord Jesus, and Jove unto all the saints, 
cease not to give thanks for you, making men- 
tion of you in my prayers; that the God of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, 
may give unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of him: The 
eyes of your understanding being enlight- 
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ened; that ye may know what is the hope of 
his calling, and what the riches of the glory of» 
his inheritance in the saints, and what zs the 
exceeding greatness of his power to us-ward 
who believe, according to the working of his 
mighty power, which he wrought in Christ, 
when he raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in the heavenly places, 
far above all principality, and power, and 
might, and dominion, and every name that is 
named, not only in this world, but also in that 
which is to come: And hath put all things 
under his feet, and gave him fo be the head 
over all things to the church, which is his 
body, the fulness of him that filleth all in all. 
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Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Jeremiah xxxv. 


HE word which came unto Jeremiah from 
; the Lorn in the days of Jehoiakim the 
- son of Josiah king of Judah, saying, Go unto 
the house of the Rechabites, and speak unto 
them, and bring them into the house of the 
Lorp, into one of the chambers, and give 
them wine to drink. Then I took Jaazaniah 
the son of Jeremiah, the son of Habzziniah, 
and his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Rechabites; and I brought 
them into the house of the Lorp, into the 
chamber of the sons of Hanan, the son of Ig- 
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daliah, a man of God, which was by the 
chamber of the princes, which was above the 
chamber of Maaseiah the son of Shallum, the 
keeper of the door. And I set before the sons 
of the house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups, and I said unto them, Drink 
ye wine. But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father commanded us, saying, Ye shall drink 
no wine, neither ye, nor your sons for ever: 
Neither shall ye build house, nor sow seed, 


‘nor plant vineyard, nor have any; but all 


your days ye shall dwell in tents; that ye 
may live many days in the land where ye de 
strangers. Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab our father in 
all that he hath charged us, to drink no wine 
all our days, we, our wives, our sons, nor our 
daughters; nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in: neither have we vineyard, nor field, nor 
seed: But we have dwelt in tents, and have 
obeyed, and done according to all that Jona- 
dab our father commanded us. » But it came 
to pass, when Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon came up into the land, that we said, Come, 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear of the army 
of the Chaldeans, and for fear of the army of 
the Syrians: so we dwell at Jerusalem. 
Then came the word of the Lorp unto Jere 
miah, saying, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts 
the God of Israel; Go and tell the men otf 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, Will 
ye not receive instruction to hearken to 
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words? saith the Lorp. The words of Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab, that he commanded 
his sons not to drink wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drink none, but obey their 
father’s commandment: notwithstanding I 
have spoken unto you, rising early and speak- 
’ ing; but ye hearkened not unto me. I have 
sent also unto you all my servants the pro- 
phets, rising up early and sending them, say- 
ing, Return ye now every man from his evil 
way, and amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and ye shall dwell 
in the land which I have given to you and to 
your fathers: but ye have not inclined your 
ear, nor hearkened unto me. Because the sons 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab have performed > 
the commandment of their father, which he 
commanded them; but this people hath not 
hearkened untome: Therefore thus saith the 
Lorp God of hosts, the God of Israel: Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and upon all 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem all the evil that 
I have pronounced against them: because I 
have spoken unto them, but they have not 
heard; and I have called unto them, but they 
have not answered. 
_ And Jeremiah said unto the house of the 
Rechabites, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Because ye have obeyed the 
commandment of Jonadab your father, and 
kept all his precepts, and done according unto’ 
all'that he hath commanded you: Therefore 
thus saith the Lory of hosts, the God of Is- 
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rael; Jonadab the son of Rechab shall not 
want aman to stand before me for ever. 


Second Lesson. St. Luke vii. v. 19. 


AND John calling unto him two of his dis 

ciples sent them to Jesus, saying, Art 
thou he that should come? or look we for an- 
other? When the men were come unto him, 
they said, John Baptist hath sent us unto thee, 
saying, Art thou he that should come? or look 
we for another? And in the same hour he 
cured many of ¢heir infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil spirits; and unto many that were 
blind he gave sight. Then Jesus answering 
said unto them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have seen and heard; how 
that the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised, to the poor the gospel is preached. 
And blessed is he whosoever shall not be of- 
fended in me. 

And when the messengers of John were 
departed, he began to speak unto the people 
concerning John, What went ye out into the 
wilderness for to see? A reed shaken with 
the wind? But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they 
which are gorgeously apparelled, and live 
delicately, are in kings’ courts. But what 
went ye out for to see? A prophet? Yea, I 
say unto you, and much more thana prophet. 
This is he of whom it is written, Behold, I 


send my gree i thy face, which 
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shall prepare thy way before thee. For I say 
unto you, Among those that are born of wo- 
men there is not a greater prophet than John 
the Baptist: but he that is least in the king- 
dom of God is greater than he. And all the 
people that heard Aim, and the publicans, jus- 

‘tified God, being baptized with the baptism 
of John. But the Pharisees and lawyers 
rejected the counsel of God against them- 
selves, being not baptized of him. 

And the Lord said, Whereunto then shall I 
liken the men of this generation? and to what 
are they like? They are like unto children 
sitting in the market-place and calling one to 
another, and saying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have not danced; we have mourned 
to you, and ye have not wept. For John the 
Baptist came neither eating bread nor drink- 
ing wine; and ye say, He hatha devil. The 
Son of man is come eating and drinking; and 
ye say, Behold a gluttonous man, and a wine- 
bibber, a friend of publicans and sinners! But 
wisdom is justified of all her children. 

_ And one of the Pharisees desired him that 
he would eat with him. And he went into 
the Pharisee’s house, and sat down to meat. 
And, behold, a woman in the city, which was 
a sinner, when she knew that Jesus sat at 
meat in the Pharisee’s house, brought an ala- 
baster box of ointment, and stood at his feet 
behind Aim weeping, and began to wash his 
feet with tears, and did wipe them with the 
hairs of her head, and kissed his feet, and 
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anointed them with the ointment. Now when 
the Pharisee, which had bidden him saw Z¢,. 
he spake within himself, saying, This man, if 
he were a prophet, would have known who 
and what manner of woman ¢his zs that 
toucheth him: for she isa sinner, And Jesus 
answering said unto him, Simon, I have 
somewhat to say unto thee. And he saith, 
Master, say on. There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors: the one owed five 
hundred pence, and the other fifty. And 
when they had nothing to pay, he frankly for- 
gave them both. Tell me therefore, which 
of them will love him most? Simon answered 
and said, I suppose that he, to whom he for- 
gave most. And he said unto him, Thou hast 
rightly judged. And he turned to the woman, 
and said unto Simon, Seest thou this woman ? 
TJ entered into thine house, thou gavest me no 
water for my feet: but she hath washed my 
feet with tears, and wiped them with the 
hairs of her head. Thou gavest me no kiss: 
but this woman since the time I came in hath 
not ceased to kiss my feet. My head with oil 
thou didst not anoint: but this woman hath 
anointed my feet with ointment. Wherefore 
I say unto thee, Her sins, which are many, 
are forgiven; for she loved much: but to 
whom little is forgiven, the same loveth lit- 
tle. And he said unto her, Thy sins are for- 
given. And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, Who is this 
that forgiveth sins also? And he said to 
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the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee: go in 
peace. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Jeremiah xxxvi. 


AND it came to pass in the fourth year of 
; Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of Ju- 
dah, that this word came unto Jeremiah from 
the Lorp, saying, Take thee a roll of a book, 
and write therein all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee against Israel, and against 
Judah, and against all the nations, from the 
day I spake unto thee, from the days of Jo- 
siah, even unto this day. It may be that the 
house of Judah will hear all the evil which I 
purpose to do unto them; that they may re- 
turn every man from his evil way; that I may 
forgive their iniquity and their sin. Then 
Jeremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah: 
and Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jere- 
miah all the words of the Lorn, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book. And 
Jeremiah commanded Baruch, saying, I am 
shut up; I cannot go into the house of the 
Lorn: Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my mouth, 
the words of the Lorp in the ears of the peo- 
ple in the Lorp’s house upon the fasting day: 
and also thou shalt read them in the ears of 
all Judah that come out of their cities. It 
may be they will present their supplication 
before the Lorp, and will return every one 
from his evil way: for great zs the anger and 
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the fury that the Lorp hath pronounced 
against this people. And Baruch the son of 
Neriah did according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, reading in the book 
the words of the Lorp in the Lorp’s house. 
And it came to pass in the fifth year of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of Judah, in 
the ninth month, that they proclaimed a fast 
before the Lorp to all the people in Jerusa- 
lem, and to all the people that came from the 
cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. Then read 
Baruch in the book the words of Jeremiah 
in the house of the Lorn, in the chamber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the scribe, in 
the higher court, at the entry of the new gate 
of the Lorp’s house, in the ears of all the 
people. 

When Michaiah the son of Gemariah, the 
son of Shaphan, had heard out of the book all 
the words of the Lorn, then he went down 
into the king’s house, into the scribe’s cham- 
ber: and, lo, all the princes sat there, even 
Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah the son of 
Shemaiah, and Elnathan the son of Achbor, 
and Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and Zede- 
kiah the son of Hananiah, and all the princes. 
Then Michaiah declared unto them all the 
words that he had heard, when Baruch read 
the book in the ears of the people. There- 
fore all-the princes sent Jehudi the son of Ne- 
thaniah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast read in the 
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ears of the people, and come. So Baruch the 
son of Neriah took the rol! in his hand, and 
came unto them. And they said unto him, 
Sit down now, and read it in our ears.. So 
Baruch read z¢ in their ears. Now it came to 
pass, when they had heard all the words, they 
- were afraid, both one and other, and said unto 
Baruch, We will surely tell the king of all 
these words. And they asked Baruch, say- 
ing, Tell us now, how didst thou write all 
these words at his mouth? Then Baruch an- 
swered them, He pronounced all these words 
unto me with his mouth, and I wrote them 
with ink in the book. Then said the princes 
unto Baruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jere- 
miah; and let no man know where ye be. 
And they went in to the king into the court, 
but they laid up the roll in the chamber of 
Elishama the scribe, and told all the words in 
the ears of the king. So the king sent Jehudi 
to fetch the roll: and he took it out of Eli- 
shama the scribe’s chamber. And Jehudi 
read it in the ears of the king, and in the ears 
of all the princes which stood beside the king. 
Now the king sat in the winterhouse in the 
ninth month: and ¢fhere was a fire on the 
hearth burning before him. And it came to 
pass, hat when Jehudi had read three or four 
leaves, he cut it with the penknife, and cast ¢t 
into the fire that was on the hearth, until all 
the roll was consumed in the fire that was on 
the hearth. Yet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments, neither the king, nor any of 
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his ‘servants that heard all these words. Ne- 
vertheless Elnathan and Delaiah and Gema- 
riah had made intercession to the king that 
he would not burn the roll: but he would not 
hear them. But the king commanded Jerah- 
meel the son of Hammelech, and Seraiah the 
son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the son of Ab- 
deel, to take Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah 
the prophet: but the Lorp hid them. 

Then the word of the Lorp came to Jere- 
miah, (after that the king had burned the roll, 
and the words which Baruch wrote at the 
mouth of Jeremiah,) saying, Take thee again 
another roll, and write in it all the former 
words that were in the first roll, which Je- 
hoiakim the king of Judah hath burned. And 
thou shalt say to Jehoiakim king of Judah, 
Thus saith the Lorp; Thou hast burned this 
roll, saying, Why hast thou written therein, 
saying, The king of Babylon shall certainly 
come and destroy this land, and shall cause 
to cease from thence man and beast? There- 
fore thus saith the Lorp of Jehoiakim king 
of Judah; He shall have none to sit upon the 
throne of David: and his dead body shall be 
cast out in the day to the heat, and in the 
‘night to the frost. And I will punish him 
and his seed and his servants for their ini- 
quity; and I will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem,and uponthe men 
of Judah, all the evil that I have pronounced 
against them; but they hearkened not. 

Then took Jeremiah another roll, and gave 
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it to Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah; 
who wrote therein from the mouth of Jere- 
miah all the words of the book which Jehoia- 
kim king of Judah had burned in the fire: 
and there were added besides unto them many 
like words. 


Second Lesson. Ephesians 11. 


AND you hath he quickened, who were 

dead in trespasses and sins: Wherein in 
time past ye walled according to the course 
of this world, according to the prince of the 
power of the air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience: Among whom 
also we all had our conversation in times past 
in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the de- 
sires of the flesh, and of the mind; and were 
by nature the children of wrath, even as 
others: But God, who is rich in mercy, for 
his great love wherewith he loved us, even 
when we were dead in sins, hath quickened 
us together, with Christ; (by grace ye are 
saved;) and hath raised ws up together, and 
made us sit together in heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus: that in the ages to come he 
might show the exceeding riches of his grace 
in Azs kindness toward us through Christ 
Jesus. For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: z# is the 
gift of God: Not of works, lest any man 


should boast. For we are his workmanship, ~ 


ereated in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that we 
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should walk in them. Wherefore remember, 
that ye being in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncireumcision by that 
which is called the Cireumcision in the flesh 
made by hands; that at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers from the 
covenants of promise, having no hope, and 
without God in the world: But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are 
made nigh by the blood of Christ. | For he is 


ee A 


our peace, who hath made both’ one, and 


hath broken down the middle wall of parti- 
tion between us: having abolished in his flesh 
the enmity, even the law of commandments 
contained in ordinances; for to make in him- 
self of twain one new man, so making peace; 
and that he might reconcile both unto God in 
one body by the cross, having slain the en- 
mity thereby: and came and preached peace 
to you which were afar off, and to them that 
were nigh. For through him we both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Father. Now 
therefore ye are no more strangers and fo- 
reigners, but fellow-citizens with the saints, 
and of the household of God; and are built 
upon the foundation ot the apostles and pro- 
phets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone; in whom all the buildings fitly 
framed together groweth unto a holy temple 
in the Lord: In whom ye also are builded to- 
gether for a habitation of God through the 

Spirit. » Spee 4

First Lesson. Lam. i. 


How doth the city sit solitary, that was full 
of people! how is she become as a wi- 
dow! she that was great among the nations, 
and princess among the provinces, how is she 
become tributary? She weepeth sore in the 
night, and her tears ave on her cheeks: among 
all her lovers she hath none to comfort her: 
all her friends have dealt treacherously with 
her, they are become her enemies. Judah is 
gone into captivity because of affliction, and 
because of great servitude: she dwelleth 
among the heathen, she findeth no rest: all 
her persecutors overtook her between the 
straits. The ways of Zion do mourn, be- 
cause none come to the solemn feasts: all her 
gates are desolate: her priests sigh, her vir- 
gins are afflicted, and she 7s in bitterness. 
_ Her adversaries are the chief, her enemies 
_ prosper; for the Lorp hath afflicted her for 
the multitude of her transgressions: her chil- 

_ dren are gone into captivity before the enemy. 
And from the daughter of Zion all her beauty 
is departed: her princes are become like harts 
that find no pasture, and they are gone with- 
out strength before the pursuer. Jerusalem 
remembered in the days of her affliction and 
of her miseries all her pleasant things that 
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she had in the days of old, when her people 
fell into the hand of the enemy, and none did 
help her: the adversaries saw her, and did 
mock at her sabbaths. Jerusalem hath griev- 
ously sinned; therefore she is removed: all 
that honoured her despise her, because they 
have seen her nakedness: yea, she sigheth, 
and turneth backward. Her filthiness zs in 
her skirts; she remembereth not her Jast end; 
therefore she came down wonderfully: she 
had no comforter. O Lorn, behold my af- 
fliction: for the enemy hath magnified Azm- 
self. The adversary hath spread out his hand 
upon all her pleasant things: for she hath 
seen that the heathen entered into her sane- 
tuary, whom thou didst command ¢ha¢ they 
should not enter into thy congregation. All 
her people sigh, they seek bread; they have 
given their pleasant things for meat, to re- 
lieve the soul: see, O Lown and consider; for 
Iam become vile. 

Zs it nothing to you, all ye that pass by ? 
behold and see if there be any sorrow like 
unto my sorrow, which is done unto me, 
wherewith the Lorp hath afflicted me in the 
day of his fierce anger.. From above hath he 
sent fire into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them: he hath spread a net for my 
feet, he hath turned me back: he hath made 
me desolate and faint all the day. The yoke 
vf my transgressions is bound by his hand: 
they are wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck: he: hath made my strong eiernal tie 
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Lorp hath delivered me into ¢heir hands, 
Srom whom J am not able to rise up. The 
Lorp hath trodden under foot all my mighty 
men in the midst of me: he hath called an as- 
sembly against me to crush my young men: 
_ the Lorp hath trodden the virgin, the daugh- 
ter of Judah, as in a wine-press. For these 
things I weep; mine eye, mine eye runneth 
down with water, because the comforter that 
should relieve my soul is far from me: my 
children are desolate, because the enery pre- 
vailed. Zion spreadeth forth her hands, and 
there is none to comfort her: the Lorp hath 
vommanded concerning Jacob, that his ad- 
versaries should be round about him: Jerusa- 
.em is aS a menstruous Woman among them. 
The Lorpisrighteous; for Lhave rebelled 
against hiscommandment: hear, I pray you, 
all people, and behold my sorrow: my virgins 
and my young men are gone into captivity. 
Tealled for my lovers, buf they deceived me: 
iny priests and mine elders gave up the ghost 
in the city, while they sought their meat to 
relieve their souls. Behold, O Lorn; for I 
am in distress: my bowels are tr oubled; mine 
_ heart is turned within me; for I have griey- 
ously rebelled: abroad the sword bereaveth, 
at home there is as death. They have heard 
that I sigh: there is none to comfort me: all 
mine enemies have heard of my trouble; they _ 
are glad that thou hast done z¢: thou wilt 
bring the day ¢ia¢ thou hast called, and they 
shail be like unto me. Let all their wicked- 
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~ ness come before thee; and do unto them, as 

_ thou hast done unto me for all my transgres- 
sions: for my sighs ave many, and my heart 
is faint. 


Second Lesson. St. Mark vi. 


AND he went out from thence, and came 
into his own country, and his disciples 
follow him. And when the sabbath day was 
come, he began to teach in the synagogue: 
and many hearing Aim were astonished, say- 
ing, From whence hath this man these things? 
and what wisdom zs this which is given unto 
him, that even such mighty works are wrought 
by his hands? Is not this the carpenter, the 
son of Mary, the brother of James, and Joses, 
and of Juda, and Simon? and are not his 
sisters here with us? And they were offended 
_ athim. But Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honour, but in his own coun- 
try, and among his own kin, and in his own 
house. And he could there do no mighty 
work, save that he laid his hands upon a few 
E sick folk, and healed them. And he marvel- 
led because of their unbelief. And he went 
round about the villages, teaching. 
“And he ealled unto him the twelve, and 
began to send them forth by two and two; 
} and gave them power over unclean spirits; 
and commanded them that they should take 
nothing for ¢heir journey, save a staff only; 
no scrip, no bread, no money in ¢ ‘purse: 
But de shod with sandals; and eo 
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coats. And he said unto them, In what place 
soever ye enter into a house, there abide till 
ye depart from that place. And whosoever 
shall not receive you, nor hear you, when ye 
depart thence, shake off the dust under your 
feet for a testimony against them. Verily I 
say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for 
Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judg 
ment, than for that city. And they went out, 
and preached that men should repent. . And 
they cast out many devils, and anointed with 
oil many that were sick, and healed them 
And king Herod heard of him; (for his name 
was spread abroad:) and he said, That John 
the Baptist was risen from the dead, and 
therefore mighty works do show forth them- 
selves in him. Others said, That it is Elias. 
And others said, That it is a prophet, or as 
one of the prophets. But when Herod heard 
thereof, he said, It is John, whom I beheaded: 
he is risen from the dead. For Herod him- 
self had sent forth and laid hold upon John, 
and bound him in prison for Herodias’ sake, 
his brother Philip’s wife: for he had married 
her. For John had said unto Herod, It is not 
Jawful for thee to have thy brother’s wife. 
Therefore Herodias had a quarrel against him, 
and would have killed him; but “she could 
not: For Herod feared John, knowing that he 
was a just man and a holy, and observed him; 
and when he heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. And when a conve- 
nient day was come, that Herod on his birth- 
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day made a supper to his lords, high captains, 
and chief esfutes of Galilee; and when the 
daughter of the said Herodias came in, and 
danced, and pleased Herod and them that sat 
with him, the king said unto the damsel, Ask 
of me whatsoever thou wilt, and I will give 
zé thee. And he sware unto her, Whatsoever 
thou shalt ask of me, I will give 7¢ thee, unto 
the half of my kingdom. And she went forth, 
and said unto her mother, What shall I ask? 
And she said, The head of John the Baptist. 
And she came in straightway with haste unto 
the king, and asked, saying, I will that thou 
give me by and by in a charger the head of 
John the Baptist. And the king was exceed- 


ing sorry: yet for his oath’s sake, and for their’ 


sakes which sat with him, he would not reject 
her. And immediately the king sent an exe- 
cutioner, and commianded his head to be 
brought: and he went and beheaded him in 
the prison, and brought his head in a charger, 
and gave it to the damsel: and the damsel 
gave it to her mother. And when his disei- 
ples heard of zt, they came and took up his 
corpse, and laid it in a tomb. 


Evening Service. be 
First Lesson. am. ii. 


42M the man ¢fhaé hath seen affliction © By 

the rod of his wrath. He hath led me, 

and brought me into darkness, but not into 

light. Surely against me is = he 
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turneth his hand against me all the day. My 

flesh and my'skin hath he made old; he hath 

broken my bones. He hath builded against 
me, and compassed me with gall and travail. 

He hath set me in dark places, as they that 

be dead of old. He hath hedged me about, 
-that I cannot get out: he hath made my chain 

heavy. Also when I cry and shout, he shut- 
teth out my prayer. He hath inclosed my 
ways with hewn stone, he hath made my 
paths crooked. He was unto me asa bear 
lying in wait, and as a lion in secret places. 
He hath turned aside my ways, and pulled 
me im pieces: he hath made me desolate. He 
hath bent his bow, and set me as a mark for 
the arrow. He hath caused the arrows of his 
quiver to enter into my reins. I was a de-. 
rision to all my people; and their song all the 
day. He hath filled me with bitterness, he 
hath made me drunken with wormwood. He 
hath also broken my teeth with gravel stones, 
he hath covered me with ashes. And thou 

hast removed my soul far off from peace: I 

forgat prosperity. And I said, My strength 
/ and my hope is perished from the Lorp: Re- 
/) membering mine aflliction and my misery, the 
wormwood and the gall. My soul hath them 
still in remembrance, and is humbled in me. 
This I recall to my mind, therefore have I 
hope. — 

It ts of the Lorn’s mercies that we are not- 
consumed, because his compassions fail not. 
They are new every morning: great és thy 
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faithfulness. The Lorp és my portion, saith 
my soul; therefore will I hope in him. The 
Lorp zs good unto them that wait for him, to 
the soul fhat seeketh him. J¢ zs good that a 
man should both hope and quietly wait for 
the salvation of the Lorp. J¢ is good fora 
man that he bear the yoke in his youth. He 
sitteth alone and keepeth silence, because 
he hath borne z¢ upon him. He putteth his 
mouth in the dust; if so be there may be hope. 
He giveth Azs cheek to him that smiteth him: 
he is filled full with reproach. For the Lorp 
will not cast off for ever: But though he cause 
grief, yet will he have compassion according 
to the multitude of his mercies. For he doth 
not afilict willingly, nor grieve the children 
of men. To crush under his feet all the pri- 
soners of the earth, to turn aside the right of 
aman before the face of the most High, to 
subvert a man in his cause, the Lorp ap- 
proveth not. 


Second Lesson. Ephesians ili. 


OR this cause I Paul, the prisoner of Tas 
; sus Christ for you Gentiles, if ye have 
_ heard of the dispensation of the grace of God 
which is given me to you-ward: How that by 
revelation he made known unto me the mys- 
tery ; (as I wrote afore in few words; whereby, 
when ye read, ye may understand my know- 
tedge in the mystery of Christ) whieh in other 
ages was not made known unto the sons of 
men, as it is now revealed unto dahon. apos- 
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tles and prophets by the Spirit; that the Gen- 
tiles should be fellow-heirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers of his promise in Christ 
by the Gospel: Whereof I was made a minis- 
ter, according to the gift of the grace of God 


_ given unto me by the effectual working of his 


power. Unto me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that I should 
preach among the Gentiles the unsearchable 
riches of Christ; and to make all men see 
what zs the fellowship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the world hath been 
hid in God, who created all things by Jesus 
Christ: To the intent that now unto the prin- 
cipalities and powers in heavenly places 
might be known by the church the manifold 
wisdom of God, according to the eternal pur- 
pose which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord: in whom we have boldness and access 
with confidence by the faith of him. Where- 
fore I desire that ye faint not at my tribula- 
tions for you, which is your glory. For this 
cause I bow my knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family 
in heaven and earth is named, that he would 
grant you, according to the riches of his glory, 
to be strengthened with might by his Spirit in 
the inner man; that Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love, may be able to comprehend 
with all saints what 7s the breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height; and to know the love 
of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye 
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might be filled with all the fulness of God 
_ Now unto him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think, 
according to the-power that worketh in us, ~ 
unto him de glory in the chureh by Christ Je-— 
sus throughout all ages, world without end, 
Amen. 


THE FIRST SUNDAY IN LENT, 


Morning Gerpice. 
First Lesson. Jeremiah vii. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah from the | 
Lorp, saying, Stand in the gate of the 
Lorp’s house, and proclaim there this word, 
and say, Hear the word of the Lorp, all ye 
of Judah, that enter in at these gates to wor- 
ship the Lorp. Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Amend your ways and your 
doings, and I will cause you to dwell in this 
place. Trust ye nct in lying words, saying, 
‘The temple of the Lorn, The temple of the © 
_ Lorp, The temple of the Lorp, are these: 
For if ye thoroughly amend your ways and 
your doings; if ye thoroughly exeeute judg- 
ment between a man and his neighbour; 7f 
‘ye oppress not the stranger, the fatherless, 
and the widow, and shed not innocent blood 
in this place, neither walk after othe gods to 
your hurt: Then will I cause es 
in this place, in the land that I gave 
fathers for ever and ever. 
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Behold, ye trust in lying words, that cannot 
profit. Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn incense 
unto Baal, and walk after other gods whom 
ye know not; and come and stand before me 
in this house, which is called by my name, 
-and say, We are delivered to do all these 
abominations? Is this house, which is called 
by my name, become a den of robbers in your 
eyes? Behold, even I have seen 7¢, saith the 
Lorp. But go ye now unto my place which 
wus in Shiloh, where I set my name at the 
first, and see what I did to it for the wicked- 
ness of my people Israel. And now, because 
ye have done all these works, saith the Lorp, 
and I spake unto you, rising up early and 
speaking, but ye heard not; and I called you, 
but ye answered not; therefore will I do unto 
this house, which is called by my name, 
wherein ye trust, and unto the place which I 
gave fo you and your fathers, as I have done 
to Shiloh. And I will,cast you out of my 
sight, as I have cast out all your brethren, 
even the whole seed of Ephraim. Therefore 
_ pray not thou for this people, neither lift up 
' ery nor prayer for them, neither make inter- 

cession t6 me: for I will not hear thee. 
Seest thou not what they do in the cities of 
Judah and in the streets of Jerusalem? The 
ehildren gather wood, and the fathers kindle 
the fire, and the women knead their dough, 
to make cakes to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink-offerings unto other gods, that 
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they inay provoke me to anger. Do they pro- 
voke me to anger? saith the Lorn: do they 
not provoke themselves to the confusion of 
their own faces? Therefore thus saith the 
Lord Gop; Behold, mine anger and my fury 
shall be poured out upon this place, upon man, 
and upon beast, and upon the trees of the 
field, and upon the fruit of the ground; and 
it shall burn, and shall not be quenched. 
Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Put your burnt-offerings unto your 
sacrifices, and eat flesh. For I spake not unto 
your fathers, nor commanded them in the day 
that I brought them out of the land of Egypt, 
concerning burnt-offerings or sacrifices: But 
this thing commanded I them, saying, Obey 
my voice, and I will be your God, and ye 
shall be my people: and walk ye in all the 
ways that I have commanded you, that it 
may be well unto you. But they hearkened 
not, nor inclined their ear, but walked in the 
counsels and in the imagination of their evil 
heart, and went backward, and not forward. 
Since the day that your fathers came forth out 
of the land of Egypt unto this day I have even 
sent unto you all my servants the prophets, 
daily rising up early and sending th@m: Yet 
they hearkened not unto me, nor inclined their 
ear, but hardened their neck: they did worse 
than their fathers. Therefore thou shalt speak 
all these words unto them; but they will not 
hearken to thee: thou shalt also call unto 
them; but they will not answer thee. But 
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thou shalt say unto them, This zs a nation that 
ebeyeth not the voice of the Lorp their God, 
nor receiveth correction: truth is perished, 
and is cut off from their mouth. 
Cut off thine hair, O Jerusalem, and cast 
-tt away, and take up a lamentation on high 
places; for the Lorp hath rejected and for- 
saken the generation of his wrath. For the 
children of Judah have done evil in my sight, 
saith the Lorp: they have set their abomina- 
tions in the house which is called by my name, 
to pollute it. And they have built the high 
places of Tophet, which zs in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, to burn their sons and their 
daughters in the fire; which I commanded 
them not, neither came it into my heart. 
Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that it shall no more be called Tophet, 
nor the vailey of the son of Hinnom, but the 
valley of slaughter: for they shall bury in To- 
phet, till there be no place. And the carcases 
of this people shall be meat for the fowls of 
the heaven, and for ‘the beasts of the earth; 
and none shall fray them away. Then will 
I cause to cease from the cities of Judah, and 
from the streets of Jerusalem, the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, the voice of 
the bridegroom, and the voice of the bride: 
for the land shall be desolate. 


Second Lesson. St. Matthew x. 


A ND. when he had called unto Aim his 
45 twelve disciples, he gave them power 
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against unclean spirits, to cast them out, and 

to heal all manner of sickness and all manner 
- of disease. Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these; The first, Simon, who is 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother; James 
the son of Zebedee, and John his brother; 

Philip, and Bartholomew ; Thomas, and Mat- 
thew the publican; James ¢he son of Alpheus, 
and Lebbeus, whose surname was Thaddeus; 
Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iscariot, who 
also betrayed him. These twelve Jesus sent 
forth, and commanded them, saying, Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles, and into any 
_ city of the Samaritans enter ye not: But go 
rather to the lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, cleanse 
the lepers, raise the dead, east out devils: 
freely ye have received, freely give, Provide 
neither gold, nor silver, nor brass in your 
purses, nor scrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves: (for 
the workman is worthy of his meat.) And 
into whatsoever city or town ye shall enter, 
inquire who in it is worthy; and there abide 
till ye go thence. And when ye come into 
~ a house, salute it. And if the house be wor- 
thy, let your peace come upon it: but if it be 
hot worthy, let your peace return to you. 
And whosoever shall not receive you, nor 
hear your words, when ye depart. out of that 
house or city, shake off the dust 0 your feet. 
Verily I as unto you, It shallecainiane tale- 
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rable for the land of Sodom and Gomorrah in 
the day of judgment, than for that city. 
Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves: be ye therefore wise as ser- 
pents,; and harmless as doves. But beware 


_of men: for they will deliver you up to the 


councils, and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues; and ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for a testi- 
mony against them and the Gentiles. But 
when they deliver you up, take no thought 
how or what ye shall speak: for it shall be 
given you in that same hour what ye shall 
speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in you. 
And the brother shall deliver up the brother 
to death, and the father the child: and the 
children shall rise up against their parents, 
and cause them to be put to death. And ye 
shall be hated of all men for my name’s sake: 
but he that endureth to the end shall be saved. 
But when they persecute you in this city, flee 
ye into another: for verily I say unto you, 
Ye shall not have gone over the cities of Is- 
rael, till the Son of man be come. The dis- 
ciple is not above Azs master, nor the servant 
above his lord. It is enough for the disciple 
that he be as his master, and the servant as_ 
his lord. If they have called the master of the 
house Beelzebub, how much more shall they 
call them of his household? Fear them not 
therefore: for there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed; and hid, that shall not 
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- be known. What I tell you in darkness, that’ 
_ speak ye in light: and what ye hear in the 
ear, that preach ye upon the housetops. And 
fear not them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell. Are not two sparrows sold for a far- 
thing? and one of them shall not fall on the 
ground without your Father. But the very 
hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear 
ye not therefore, ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. Whosoever therefore shall 
confess me before men, him will I confess also 
before my Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before men, him 
will Lalso deny before my Father which is in 
heaven. Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send peace, 
but a sword. For I am come to set a man 
at variance against his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the daughter-in- 
law against her mother-in-law. Anda man’s 
foes shall be they of his own household. He 
that loveth father or mother more than me is 
not worthy of me: and he that loveth son or 
daughter more than me is not worthy of me. 
And he that taketh not his cross, and follow- 
eth after me, is not worthy of me. He that 
findeth his life shal] lose it: and he that loseth 
his life for my sake shall find it. 

He that receiveth you receiveth me, aia ies 
that receiveth me, receiveth him that sent me . 
He that receiveth a prophet in the name of a

prophet shalt receive a prophet’s reward; and 
he that receiveth a righteous man in the name 
of a righteous man shall receive a righteous 
man’s reward. And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a cup of 
cold water only in the name of a disciple, 
‘verily I say unto you, He shall in no wise 
lose his reward.

First Lesson. Jeremiah 1x. 


QB that my head were waters, and mine 

eyes a fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain of the daugh- 
ter of my people! Oh that I had in the wil- 
derness a lodging place of wayfaring men; 
that I might leave my people, and go from 
them! for they de all adulterers, an assembly 
of treacherous men. And they bend their 
tongues like their bow for lies: but they are 
not valiant for the truth upon the earth; for 
they proceed from evil to evil, and they know 
not me, saith the Lorp. Take ye heed every 
one of his neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother: for every brother will utterly sup- 
plant, and every neighbour will walk with 
slanders. And they will deceive every one — 
his neighbour, and will not speak the truth: 
they have taught their tongue to speak lies, 
and weary themselves to commit iniquity. 
Thine habitation zs in the midst of deceit; 
through deceit they refuse to know me, saith 
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the Lorp. Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Behold, I will melt them, and try them; 

_for how shall I do for the daughter of my peo- 
ple? Their tongue zs as an arrow shot out; 
it speaketh deceit: one speaketh peaceably to 
his neighbour with his mouth, but in heart he 
layeth his wait. 

Shall I not visit them for these things? 
saith the Lorn: shall not my soul be avenged 
on such a nation as this? For the mountains 
will I take up a weeping and wailing, and for 
the habitations of the wilderness a lamenta- 
tion, because they are burned up, so that none 
can pass through them; neither can men hear 
the voice of the cattle; both the fowl of the 
heavens and the beast are fled; they are gone. 
And I will make Jerusalem heaps, and a den 
of dragons; and I will make the cities of Ju- 

- dah desolate, without an inhabitant. 

Who zs the wise man, that may under- 
stand this? and who zs he to whom the mouth 
of the Lorp hath spoken, that he may de- 
clare it, for what the land perisheth and is 
burned up like a wilderness, that none passeth 
through? And the Lorp saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set before 
them, and have not obeyed my voice, neither 
- walked therein; but have walked after the 
imagination of their own heart, and after 
Baalim, which their fathers taught them: 
Therefore thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
|| Godof Israel; Behold, I will feed them, even 
| this people, with worinwood, and give:them 
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water of gall to drink. J will scatter them 
also among the heathen, whom neither they 
nor their fathers have known: and I will send 
a sword after them, till I have consumed 
them. 

Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Consider ye, 
‘and call for the mourning women, that they 
may come; and send for cunning women, that 
they may come: And let them make haste, 
and take up a wailing for us, that our eyes 
may run down with tears, and our eyelids 
gush out with waters. For a voice of wail- 
ing is heard out of Zion, How are we spoiled! 
we are greatly confounded, because we have 
forsaken the land, because our dwellings have 
cast ws out. Yet hear the word of the Lorn, 
O ye women, and let your ear receive the 
word of his mouth, and teach your daughters 
wailing, and every one her neighbour lamen- 
tation. For death is come up into our win- 
dows, and is entered into our palaces, to cut 
off the children from without, and the young 
men from the streets. Speak, Thus saith the 
Lorp, Even the carcases of men shall fall as 
dung upon the open field, and as the handful 
after the harvestman, and none shall gather 
them. ' 

Thus saith the Lorn, Let not the wise man 
glory in his wisdom, neither let the mighty 
man glory in his might, let not the rich man 
glory in his riches: But let him that glorieth 
glory in this, ‘hat he understandeth and know- 
eth me, that I am the Lorp which exercise

loving-kindness, judgment, and righteous- 
ness, in the earth: for in these things I de- 
light, saith the Lorp. 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lorp, 
that [ will punish all them whieh are circum- 
‘cised with the uncircumcised; Egypt, and 
Judah, and. Edom, and the children of Am- 
mon, and Moab, and all ¢hat are in the ut- 
most corners, that dwell in the wilderness: 
for all these nations are uncircumcised, and 
all the house of Israel are uncircumcised in 
the heart. 


Second Lesson. Ephesians iv. 


Tt THEREFORE, the prisoner of the Lord, 

beseech you that ye walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called, with all 
lowliness and meekness, with long-suffering, 
forbearing one another in love; endeavouring 
to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace. There is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hope of your 
calling; one Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
one God and Father of all, who ¢s above all, 
and through all, and in you all. But unto 
every olle of us is given grace according to 


_ the measure of the gift of Christ. Where- 
fore, he saith, When he ascended up on high, 


he led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto 

men. (Now that he ascended, what is it but 

that he also descended first into ‘the lower 

parts of the earth? He that descended is the 

same also that ascended up far above all 
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_ heavens, that he might fill all things.) And 
he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
' and some evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the 
-hody of Christ; till we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fulness of Christ: That 
we henceforth be no more children, tossed 
to and fro, and carried about with every wind 
of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cun- 
ning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive; but speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things, which is the 
head, even Christ: From whom the whole 
body fitly joined together and compacted by 
that which every joint supplieth, according to 
the effectual working in the measure of every 
part, maketh increase of the body unto the 
edifying of itself in love. This I say, there- 
fore, and testify in the Lord, that ye hence- 
forth walk not as other Gentiles walk, in the 
vanity of their mind, having the understand- 
ing darkened, being alienated from the life 
of God through the ignorance that is in them, 
because of the blindness of their heart: Who _ 
being past feeling have given themselves over” _ 
unto lasciviousness, to work all uncleanness 
with greediness. But ye have not so learned 
Christ; if so be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the truth is in 
Jesus: That ye put off concerning the former 
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conversation the old man, which is corrupt 
according to the deceitful lusts; and be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind; and that 
ye put on the new man, which after God is 
created in righteousness and true holiness. 
Wherefore putting away lying, speak every 
man truth with his neighbour: for we are 
members one of another. Be ye angry, and 
sin not: let not the sun go down upon your 
wrath: Neither give place to the devil. Let 
him that stole steal no more: but rather let 
‘him labour, working with Ads hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. Let no corrupt commu- 
nication proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister grace unto the hearers. And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby 
ye are sealed unto the day of redemption. 
Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and evil speaking, be put away from 
you, with all malice: And be ye kind one to 
another, tender-hearted, forgiving one ano- 
ther, even as God for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given you. 
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THE SECOND SUNDAY IN LENT. 


Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Ezekiel xiv. 
” THEN came certain of the elders of Israe] 
unto me, and sat before me. And the 
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word of the Lorp came unto me, saying, Son 
of man, these men have set up their idols ir 
their heart, and put the stumbling-block of 
their iniquity before their face: should I be 
inquired of at all by them? Therefore speak 
unto them, and say unto them, Thus saith the 
‘Lord Gop; Every man of the house of Israel. 
that setteth up his idols in his heart, and put- 
teth the stumbling-block of his iniquity before 
his face, and cometh to the prophet; I the 
Lorp will answer him that cometh according 
to the multitude of his idols; that I may take 
the house of Israel in their own heart, be- 
cause they are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

Therefore say unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Repent, and turn 
yourselves from your idols; and turn away 
your faces from all your abominations. For 
every one of the house of Israel, or of the 
stranger that sojourneth in Israel, which sepa- 
rateth himself from me, and setteth up his 
idols in his heart, and putteth the stumbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, and 
cometh to a prophet to inquire of him con- 

_ cerning me; I the Lory will answer him by 
myself: and I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a pro~ 
verb, and 1 will cut him off from the midst of 
my people; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. And if the prophet be deceived when 

spoken a thing, I the Lorp have de- 
we prophet, and I will stretch out my 
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hand upon him, and will destroy him from 
the midst of my*people Israel. And they 
shall bear the punishment of their iniquity: 
the punishment of the prophet shall be even 
as the punishment of him that seeketh unto 
him ; that the house of Israel may go no more 
astray from me, neither be polluted any more 
with all their transgressions; but that they 
may be my people, and I may be their God, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

The word of the Lorp came again to me, 
saying, Son of man, when the land sinneth 
against me by trespassing grievously, then 
will I stretch out mine hand upon it, and will 
break the staff of the bread thereof, and will 
send famine upon it, and will cut off man and 
beast from it: Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they should de- 
liver dut their own souls by their righteous- 
ness, saith the Lord Gop. 

If I cause noisome beasts to pass through 
the land, and they spoil it, so that it be deso- 
late, that no man may pass through because 
of the beasts; though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gon, they shall. 
deliver neither sons nor daughters; they only 
— be delivered, but the land shall be deso- 

te 
* Or ¢f I bring a sword upon that land, inh 
say, Sword, go through the land, so that 1 
cut off man and beast from it; though these 
three men were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, they shall deliver neither peed 
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daughters, but they only am be delivered 
themselves. 

Or if I send'a pestilence into that land, and 
pour out my fury upon it in blood, to cut off 
from it man and beast; though Noah, Daniel, 
and Job, were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, they shall deliver neither son nor daugh- 
ter; they shall du¢ deliver their own souls 
by their righteousness. For thus saith the 
Lord Gov; How much more when I send 
my four sore judgments upon Jerusalem, the 
sword, and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it man and 
beast? 

Yet, behold, therein shall be left a remnant 
that shall be brought forth, doth sons and 
daughters: behold, they shall come forth unto 
you, and ye shall see their way and their do- 
ings; and ye shall be comforted concerning 
the evil that I have brought upon Jerusalem, 
even concerning all that I have brought upon 
it. And they shall comfort you, when ye 
see their ways and their doings: and ye shall 
know that I have not done without cause all 
that I have done in it, saith the Lord Gop. 


Second Lesson. St. Luke x. 


AFTER these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and sent them two 
and two before his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would come. There- 
fore said he unto them, The harvest truly zs 
versa ‘but the labourers are form pray ye’ 
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therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
would send forth labourers into his harvest. 
Go your ways: behold, I send you forth as 
Jambs among wolves. Carry neither purse 
nor scrip, nor shoes: and salute no man by 
the way. And into whatsoever house ye en- 
ter, first say, Peace de to this house. And if 
the Son of peace be there, your peace shall 
rest upon it; if not, it shall turn to you again. 
And in the same house remain, eating and — 
drinking such things as they give: for the 
labourer is worthy of his hire. Go not from 
house to house. And into whatsoever city 
ye enter, and they receive you, eat such 
things as are set before you: And heal the 
sick that are therein, and say unto them, 
The kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 
But into whatsoever city ye enter, and they 
receive you not, go your ways out into the 
streets of the same, and say, Even the very 
- dust of your city, which cleaveth on us, we 
do wipe off against you: notwithstanding be 
ye sure of this, that the kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. But I say unto you, 
that it shall be more tolerable in that day for 
Sodom, than for that city. Woe unto thee, 
Chorazin ! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if 
e mighty works had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, which have been done in you, they 
had a great while ago repented, sitting in: 
sackcloth and ashes. But it shall be more 
_ tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the judgment, 
than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which 
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art exalted to heaven, shalt be thrust down ta 
hell. He that heareth you" heareth me; ‘and 
he that despiseth you despiseth me; and he 
* that despiseth me despiseth him that sent me. 

And the seventy returned again with joy, 
saying, Lord, even the devils are subject unto 
us through thy name. And he said unto 
them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven. Behold, I give unto you power to 

~ tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all 
the power of the enemy: and nothing shall 
by any means hurt you. Notwithstanding 
in this rejoice not, that the spirits are subject 
unto you; but rather rejoice, because your 
names are written in heaven. 

In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 
and earth, that thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes: even so, Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. All things are de- 
livered to me of my Father: and no man 

_ knoweth who the Son is, but the Father; and 

who the Father is, but the Son, and he to 
- whom the Son will reveal him. 

‘And he turned him unto his disciples, and 

_ said privately, Blessed are the eyes which sce 

the things that ye see: For I tell yon, that 


many prophets and kings have desired to see” 


those things which ye see, and have not seen 
them ; and to hear those things which ye hear, 
and. have not heard them.

First Lesson. Fizelkiel xviii. 


HE word of the Lorp came unto me again, 
saying, What mean ye, that ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Israel, saying, 
The fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the 
children’s teeth are set on edge? fs I live, 
saith the Lord Gop, ye shall not have occa- 
sion any more to use this proverb in Israel. 
Behold, all souls are mine; as the soul of the 
father, so also the soul of the son is mine: the 
soul than sinneth, it shall die. 

But if a man be just, and do that which is 
lawful and right, and hath not eaten upon 
the mountains, neither hath lifted up his eyes 
to the idols of the house of Israel, neither 
hath defiled his neighbour’s wife, neither hath 
come near to a menstruous woman, and hath 
not oppressed any, dut hath restored to the 
debtor his pledge, hath spoiled none by vio- 
lence, hath given his bread to the hungry, 
and hath covered the naked with a garment; 
he ¢hat hath not given forth upon usury, nei- 
ther hath taken any increase, that hath with- 
drawn his hand from iniquity, hath exeeuted 
true judgment between man and man, hath 

walked in my statutes, and hath kept my 
“judgments, to deal truly; he és just, he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord Gop. 

If he beget a son that is a robber, a shed- 
der of blood, and that doeth the like to any 
one of these ¢hings, and that doeth not any 
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of those duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neighbour’s wife, 
hath oppressed the. poor and needy, hath 
spoiled by violence, hath not restored the 
pledge, and hath lifted up his eyes to the idols, 
hath committed abomination, hath given forth 
upon usury, and hath taken increase: shall 
he then live? he shall not live: he hath done 
all these abominations; he shall surely die; 
his blood shall be upon him. 

Now, lo, if he beget a son, that seeth all 
his father’s sins which he hath done, and con- 
sidereth, and doeth not such like, that Hath 
not eaten upon the mountains, neither hath 
lifted up his eyes to the idols of the house of 
of Israel, hath not defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, neither hath oppressed any, hath not 
withholden the pledge, neither hath spoiled 
by violence, du¢ hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked with a 
garment, that hath taken off his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usury nor 
increase, hath executed my judgments, hath 
walked in my statutes; he shall not die for 
_ the iniquity of his father, he shall surely live. 
| As for his father, because he cruelly op- 

- pressed, spoiled his brother by violence, and 
did that which 7s not good among his people, — 
lo, even he shall die in his iniquity. 2 

Yet say ye, Why? doth not the son bear 
the iniquity of the father? When the son 
hath done that which is lawful and right, and 
hath kept all my statutes, and hath done them, 
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he shall surely live. The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die. The son shall not bear the ini 
quity of the father, neither shall the father 
bear the iniquity of the son: the righteous- 
ness of the righteous shall be upon him, and 
the wickedness of the wicked shall be upon 
him. But if the wicked will turn from all 
his sins that he hath committed, and keep all 
my statutes, and do that which is lawful and 
right, he shall surely live, he shall not die. 
All his transgressions that he hath committed, 
they shall not be mentioned unto him: in his 
righteousness that he hath done he shall live. 
Have I any pleasure at all that the wicked 
should die? saith the Lord Gop: and not that 
he should return from his ways, and live? 

But when the righteous turneth away from 
his righteousness, and committeth iniquity, 
and doeth according to all the abominations 
that the wicked man doeth, shall he live? All 
his righteousness that he hath done shall not 
be mentioned: in his trespass that he hath — 
trespassed, and in his sin that he hath sinned, 
in them shall he die. 

Yet ye say, The way of the Lorp is not 
equal. Hear now, O house of Israel; Is not 
my way equal? are not your ways unequal? 


When a righteous man turneth away from 


his righteousness, and committeth iniquity, 

and dieth in them; for his iniquity that he 

hath done shall he die. Again, when the 

wicked man turneth away from his wicked 

ness that he hath committed, and doeth that 
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which is lawful and right, he shall save his’ 
soul alive. Because he considereth, and turn- 
eth away from all his transgressions that he 
hath committed, he shall surely live, he shall 
not die. Yet saith the house of Israel, The 
way of the Lorn isnot equal. O house of 
‘Israel, are not my ways equal? are not your 
ways unequal? Therefore I will judge you, 
O house of Israel, every one according to his 
ways, saith the Lord Gop. Repent, and turn 
yourselves from all your transgressions; so 
iniquity shall not be your ruin. 

Cast away from you all your transgres- 
sions, whereby ye have transgressed; and 
make you a new heart and a new spirit: for 
why will ye die, O house of Israel? For I 
have no pleasure in the death of him that 
dieth, saith the Lord Gop: wherefore turn 
yourselves, and live ye. 


Second Lesson. Ephesians v. 


BE ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
children; and walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given himself for us 
an offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour. But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let it not be once 
- named among you, as becometh saints; nei- — 
ther filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not convenient: but rather giving 
of thanks. For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor covetous 
man who is an idolater, hath any inheritance 
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in the kingdom of Christ and of God. Let no 
man deceive you with vain words: for be- 
cause of these things cometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience. Be not 
ye therefore partakers with them. For ye 
were sometimes darkness, but now are ye 
light in the Lord: walk as children of light: 
(For the fruit of the. Spirit zs in all goodness 
and righteousnes and truth:) Proving what is 
acceptable unto the Lord. And have no fel- 
lowship with the unfruitful works of dark- 
ness, but rather reprove them. For it isa 
shame even to speak of those things which 
are done of them in secret. But all things 
that are reproved are made manifest by the 
light: for whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light.. Wherefore he saith, Awake thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light. See then that ye walk 
circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise, re- 
__ deeming the time, because the days are evil. 

“Wherefore be ye not un wise, btt understand- — 

ing what the will of the Lord és, And be not 
drunk with wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit; speaking to yourselves 
in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, 
_ singing and making melody in your heart to 
the Lord; giving thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fear of God. Wives, 
_ submit yourselves unto your own husbands, 
as unto the Lord. For the husband is the

to love their wives as their own\bods\ He 
that loveth his wife loveth himself. \dr no 
man ever yet hated his own flesh; binou- 
risheth and cherisheth it, even as the Loi the 
church: For we are members of his bod), of 
his flesh, and of his bones. For this case 
shall a man leave his father and mother, aad 
shall be joined unto his wife, and they tyo — 
shall be one flesh. This isa great mystery: _ 
but I speak concerning Christ and the church: 
Nevertheless let every one of you in particu- 
lar so love his wife even as himself, and the 
wife see that she reverence her husband.

AND it came to pass in the seventh year, in — 


+h the fifth month, the tenth day of the 
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month, ¢hacevtaind the elders of Israel 
came to ingiré of ff Lorp, and sat before 
me. Thencane iV word of the Lorp unto 
me, saying Sn ofAan, speak unto the elders 
of Israel/irt sayanto them, Thus saith the 
Lord G4”. Aree come to inquire of me? 
“As J live, aithzhe Lord Gop, I will not be 
inquired f byvou. Wilt thou judge them, 
son of nd, wil/thou judge them ? cause them 
to kno the ¢bominations of their fathers: 
And sz untoihem, Thus saith the Lord Gon; 
In theday when I chose Israel; and lifted up 
mineiand nto the seed of the house of Ja- 
cob.nd made myself known unto them in 
theiand of Egypt, when I lifted wp mine 
had unto them, saying, I am the Lorp your 
Gd; in the day ¢hat I lifted up mine hand 
wto them, to bring them forth of the land 
oj Egypt into a land that I had espied for 
_ them, flowing with milk and honey, which és 
the glory of all lands: Then said I unto them, 
Cast ye away every man the abominations of _ 
his eyes, and defile not yourselves with the 
idols of Egypt: I am the Lorp your God. 
But they rebeiled against me, and would not 
hearken unto me: they did not every man 
cast away the abominations of their eyes, nei- 
“ther did they forsake the idols of Egypt: then 
I said, I will pour out my fury upon them, 
to accomplish my anger against them in the 
midst of the land of Egypt. But I wrought 
for my name’s sake, that it should not be pol- 
luted before the heathen, among whom they 
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were, in whose sight I made myself known 
unto them, in bringing them forth out of the 
land of Egypt. 

Wherefore I caused them to go forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and brought them into 
the wilderness. And I gave them my statutes, 
and showed them my judgments, which 7fa 
man do, he shall even live in them. More- 
over also I gave them my sabbaths, to be a 
sign between me and them, that they might 
- know that Iam the Lorp that sanctify them. 
But the house of Israel rebelled against me 
in the wilderness: they walked not in, my 
statutes, and they despised my judgments, 
which 7f a man do, he shall even live in them; — 
and my sabbaths they ¢ greatly polluted: then 
I said, I would pour out my fury upon them 
in the. wilderness, to consume them. | But £ 
wrought for my name’s sake, that it should 
not be polluted before the heathen, in whose © 
sight I brought them out. Yet also I lifted 
up my hand unto them in the wilderness, that 
I would not bring them into the land which 
I had given them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which zs the glory of all lands; be- 
cause they despised my judgments, and 
walked not in my statutes, but polluted my 
sabbaths: for their heart went after their idols. 
Nevertheless mine eye spared them from de- 
stroying them, neither did I make an end of 
them in the wilder ness. But I said unto their 
children in the wilderness, Walk ye not in the © 
- statutes of your fathers, neither observe their 
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judgments, nor defile yourselves with their 
idols: Iam the Lorp your God; walk in my 
statutes,and keep my judgments,and dothem: 
And hallow my sabbaths; and they shall be a 
sign between me and you, that ye may know 
that I am the Lorp your God.

I lifted up mine 
hand unto them also in the wilderness, that I 
would scatter them among the heathen, and 
disperse them through the countries; because 
they had not executed my judgments, but had 
despised my statutes, and had polluted my 
sabbaths, and their eyes were after their fa-_ 
thers’ idols. Wherefore I gave them also 
statutes that were not good, and judgments 
whereby they should not live; and I polluted 
them in their own gifts, in that they caused 
to pass through ¢he jive all that openeth the 
womb, that I might make them desolate, to 
the end that they might know that aoe am the 
Lorp.

AN D he said unto them, Verily I say unto

But before all these, they 
shall Jay their hands on you, and persecute 
you, deivering you up to the synagogues, 
and into prisons, being brought before kings 
and rulers for my natne’s wake, \ And itphall 
turn to you fora testimony. Settle i¢ there- 
fore in your hearts, not to meditate before 
what ye shall answer: For I will give you'a 
mouth and wisdom, which all your adversa- 
ries shall not be able to say nor resist. 
And ye shall be betrayed both by parents, 
and brethren, and kinsfolls, and friends; and 
gome of you shall they cause 10 be put to 
death, And ye shall be bated of all men for 
my name’s suke, But there shall not a hair 
of your head perish. In your patience pe 
fess ye your souls. And when 
Jerusalem compaesed with armies, 
that the desoldtion thereof is » 
them which are in Judea 
tains; and Jet them which are 
it depart outs and Jet not th 
countries enter thereinto, 
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days of vengeance, that all things which are 


written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them 
that are with child, and to them that give suck, 


‘in those days! for there shall be great distress 


in the land, and wrath upon this people. And 


they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and 
shall be led away captive into all nations: 
and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled. 

And there shall be signs in the sun, and in 
the moon, and in the stars; and upon the 
earth distress of nations, with perplexity ; the 
sea and the waves roaying; men’s hearts 
failing them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming on the earth: 
for the powers of heaven shall be shaker. 
And then shall they see the Son of man coming 
in a cloud with power and great glory. And 
when these things begin to come to pass, then 


_ look up, and lift up your heads; for your re- 


demption draweth nigh. And he spake to 


them a parable; Behold the fig tree and alt 
the trees; when they now shoot forth, ye see 
and know of your own selves that summer is 
now nigh at hand. So likewise ye, when ye 
see these things come to pass, know ye that 
the kingdom of God is nigh at hand. Verily 
I say unto you, This generation shall not pass © 
away, till all be fulfilled. Heaven and earth 
shall pass away: but my words shall not pass 
awa 
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time your hearts be overcharged with surfeit- 
ing, and drunkenness, and cares of this life, 
and so that day come upon you unawares. 
For as a snare shall it come on all them that 
dwell on the face of the whole earth. Watch 
ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may 
be accounted worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand before 
the Son of man. And in the daytime he was 
teaching in the temple; and at night he went 
out, and abode in the mount that is called the 
mount of Olives. And all the people came 
early in the morning to him in the temple, 
for to hear him. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Zechariah xiii. 


[% that day there shall be a fountain opened 
to the house of David and to the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem for sin and for uncleanness. 

And it shall come to pass in that day, saith 
the Lorp of hosts, ‘hat I will cut off the names 
of the idols out of the land, and they shall no 
more be remembered; and also I will cause 
the prophets and the unclean spirit to pass out 
of the land. And it shall come to pass, that 
when any shall yet prophesy, then his father 
and his mother that begat him shall say unto 
him, Thou shalt not live; for thou speakest 
lies in the name of the Lorp: and his father 
and his mother that begat him shal] thrust 
him through when he prophesieth. And it 
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shall come to pass in that day, that the pro- 
phets shall be ashamed every one of his vision, 
when he hath prophesied; neither shall they 
wear a rough garment to deceive: But he 
shall say, 1 am no prophet, I am a husband- 


man; for man taught me to keep cattle from 


my youth. And one shall say unto him, 


What are these wounds in thine hands? 


Then he shall answer, Zhose with which I 


"was wounded zn the house of my friends. 


Awake, O sword, against my shepherd, and 
against the man that is my fellow, saith the 


_ Lorp of hosts: smite the shepherd, and the 


sheep shall be scattered: and I will turn mine 
hand upon the little ones. And it shall come 
to pass, that in all the land, saith the Lorn, 
two parts therein shall be cut off and die; but 
the third shall be left therein. And I will 
bring the third part through the fire, and will 
refine them as silver is refined, and will try 
them as gold is tried: they shall call on my 


mame, and I will hear them: I will say, It zs 


my people: and they shall say, The Lorp 7s 
my God. 
Second Lesson. Philippians iii. 


JINALLY, my brethren, rejoice in the Lord. 
‘To write the same things to you, to me in- 
deed 7s not grievous, but for you 7¢ zs safe. 


Beware of dogs, beware of evil workers, be- 


ware of the concision. For we are the cir- 
eumeision, which worship God in the spirit, 


and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no con- 
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fidence in the flesh Though I might also 
have confidence in the flesh. If any other 
man thinketh that he hath whereof he might 
trust in the flesh, I more: Cireumcised the 
eighth day, of the stock of Israel, of the tribe 
of Benjamin, a Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law, a Pharisee ; concerning zeal, 
persecuting the church; touching the right- 
eousness which is in the law, blameless., But 
what things were gain to me, those I counted 
Joss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I count 
all things but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for 
whom I have suffered the loss of all things, 
and do count them dw¢ dung, that I may win 
Christ, and be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the law, but 
that which is through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by faith: That 
I may know him and the power of his resur- 
rection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, 
being made conformable unto his death; if 
by any means | might attain unto the resur- 
rection of the dead. Not as though I had 
already attained, either were already perfect: 
but I follow after, if that I may apprehend 
*that for which also I am apprehended of 
Christ Jesus. Brethren, 1 count not myself 
fo have apprehended: but ¢hés one thing Z 
do, forgetting those things which are behind, 
and reaching forth unto those things which 
are before, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God i i Christ Je- 
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sus. Let us therefore, as many as be perfect, 
be thus minded: and if in any thing ‘ye be 
otherwise minded, God shall reveal even this 
unto you. Nevertheless, whereto we have 
already attained, let us walk by the same rule, 

let us mind the same thing. Brethren, be fol- 
lowers together of me, and mark them which 
walk so as ye have us for an ensample. (For 
many walk, of whom I have told you often, _ 
and now tell you even weeping, that they- 
are the enemies of the cross of Christ: Whose 
end zs destruction, whose god 7s their belly, 
and whose glory zs in their shame, who mind 
earthly things.)- For our conversation is in 
heaven; from whence also we look for the 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to the 
working whereby he is able even to subdue 
all things unto himself.

THE SIXTH SUNDAY-IN LENT. 


Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Daniel ix. * 


L the first year of Darius the son of Aha- 

suerus, 6f the seed of the Medes, which ~ 
was made king over the realm of the Chal- 
deans; in the first year of his reign, I Daniel 
understood by books the number of the years, 
whereof the word of the Lorn came to Jere- 
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miah the prophet, that he would accomplish 
seventy years in the desolations of Jerusalem. 

And I set my face unto the Lord Gop, to 
seek by prayer and supplications, with fast- 
ing, and sackcloth, and ashes: And I prayed 
unto the Lorp my God, and made my con- 
fession, and said, O Lord, the great and dread- 
ful God, keeping the covenant and mercy to 
them that love him, and to them that keep his 
commandments; we have sinned, and have 
committed iniquity, and have done wickedly, 
and have rebelled, even by departing from 
thy precepts and from thy judgments: Nei- 
ther have we hearkened unto thy servants 
the prophets, which spake in thy name to our 
kings, our princes, and our fathers, and to all 
the people of the land. O Lord, righteous- 
ness belongeth unto thee, but unto us confu- 
sion of faces, as at this day; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and unto all Israel, that are near, and that 
are far off, through all the countries whither 
thou hast driven them, because of their tres- 
pass that they have trespassed against thee. 
O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of face, 
to our kings, to our princes, and to our fathers, 
because we have sinned against thee. To the 
Lord our God Jelong mercies and forgive- 
ness, though we have rebelled against him: 
Neither have we obeyed the voice of the 
Lorp our God, to walk in his laws, which he 
set before us by his servants the prophets. 
Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy law, 
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even by departing, that they might not obey 
thy voice; therefore the curse is poured upon 
us, and the oath that 7s written in the law of 
Moses the servant of God, because we have 
sinned against him. And he hath confirmed 
his words, which he spake against. us, and 
against our judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the whole 
heaven hath not been done as hath been done 
upon Jerusalem. As z¢ ¢s written in the law 
of Moses, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the Lorp our 
God, that we might turn from our iniquities, 
and understand thy truth. Therefore hath 
the Lorp watched upon the evil, and brought 
it upon us: for the Lorp our God és righteous 
in all his works which he doeth: for we obeyed 
not. his voice. And now, O Lord. our God, 
that hast brought thy people forth out of the 
land of Egypt with a mighty hand, and hast 
gotten thee renown, as at this day; we have 
sinned, we have done wickedly. 
O Lord, according to all thy righteousness, 
I beseech thee, let. thine anger and thy fury 
be turned away from thy city Jerusalem, thy 
holy mountain: because for our sins, and for 
the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem and 
thy people are become a reproach to all that 
are ahout us. Now therefore, O our God, 
hear the prayer of thy servant, and his sup- 
plications, and cause thy face to shine upon 
thy sanctuary that is desolate for the Lord’s 
sake. O my God, incline thine ear, and hear; 
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open thine eyes, and behold our desolations, © 
and the city which is called by thy name: for 
we do not present our supplications before 
thee for our righteousnesses, but for thy great 
mercies. O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; O 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for thine 
own sake, O my God: for thy city and thy 
people are called by thy name. 

And whiles I was speaking, and praying, 
and confessing my sin and the sin of my peo- 
ple Israel, and presenting my supplication 
before the Lorp my God for the holy moun- 
tain of my God; yea, whiles I was speaking 
in prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom I had 
seen in the vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly swiftly, touched me about the 
time of the evening oblation. And he informed 
me, and talked with me, and said, O Daniel, I 
am now come forth to give thee skill and un- 
derstanding. At the beginning of thy suppli- 
cations the commandment came forth, and I 
am come to show thee ; for thou arf greatly be- 
loved: therefore understand the matter, and 
consider the vision. Seventy weeks are de- 
termined upon thy people, and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and to make 
an end of sins, and to make reconciliation for 
iniquity, and to bring in everlasting righteous- 
ness, and to seal up the vision and prophecy, 
and to anoint the most Holy. Know there- 
fore and understand, ¢hat from the going 
forth of the commandment to restore and te 
build Jerusalem unto the Messiah the Prince 
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shall be seven weeks, and threescore and two 
weeks: the street shall be built again, and the 
wall, even in troublous times. And after 
threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be 
eut off, but not for himself: and the people 
of the prince that shall come shall destroy the 
city and the sanctuary; and the end thereof 
shall be with a flood, and unto the end of the 
war desolations are determined. And he shall 
confirm the covenant with many for one week: 
and in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for 
the overspreading of abominations he shall 
rake zf desolate, even until the consumma- 
tion, and that determined shall be poured 
upon the desolate. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. xxvi. 


AND it came to pass, when Jesus had 

finished all these sayings, he said unto 
his disciples, Ye know that after two days is 
the feast of the passover, and the Son of man 
is betrayed to be crucified. Then assembled 
together the chief priests, and the scribes, and 
the elders of the people, unto the palace of 
the high priest, who was called Caiaphas, and 
consulted that they might take Jesus by sub- 
tilty, and kill htm. But they said, Not on 
the feast day, lest there be an uproar among 
the people. 

Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in the 
house of Simon the leper, there came unto 
him a woman having an alabaster box of very 
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precious ointment, and poured it on his head, 
as he sat at meat. But when his disciples 
saw 7/, they had indignation, saying, To what 
purpose zs this waste? For this ointment 
might have been sold for much, and given to 
the poor. When Jesus understood 7¢, he said 
unto them, Why trouble ye the woman? for 
she hath wrought a good work upon me. For 
ye have the poor always with you; but me 
ye have not always. For in that she hath 
poured this ointment on my body, she did 7 
for my burial. Verily I say unto you, Where- 
soever this gospel shall be preached in the 
whole world, there shall also this, that this 
woman hath done, be told for a memorial of 
her. 

Then one of the twelve, called Judas Isca- 
riot, went unto the chief priests, and said unto 
them, What will ye give me, and I will de- 
liver him unto you? And they covenanted 
with him for thirty pieces of silver. And 
from that time he sought opportunity to bes 
tray him. 

Now the first day of the feast of unlea- 
vened bread the disciples came to Jesus, say- 
ing unto him, Where wilt thou that we pre- 
pare for thee to eat the passover? And he 
said, Go into the city to such a man, and say 
unto him, The Master saith, My time is at 
hand; I will keep the passover at thy house 
with my disciples. And the disciples did as 
Jesus had appointed them; and they made 
ready the passover. Now when the even 
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was come, he sat down with the twelve. And 
‘as they did eat, he said, Verily Isay unto you, 
‘That one of you shall betray me. And they 
were exceeding sorrowful, and began every 
one of them to say unto him, Lord, is it I? 
And he answered and said, He that dippeth 
his hand with me in the dish, the same shall 
betray me. The Son of man goeth as it is 
written of him: but woe unto that man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed! it had 
been good for that man if he had not been 
born. Then Judas, which betrayed him, an- 
swered and said, Master, is it I? He said 
unto him, Thou hast said. And as they were 
eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed zt, and 
brake z#, and gave if to the disciples, and said, 
Take, eat; thisis my body. And he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, and gave 7¢ to them, 
saying, Drink yeall of it; For thisis my blood 
of the new testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins, But I say unto you, 
T will not drink henceforth of this fruit of the 
vine, until that day when I drink it new with 
you in my Father’s kingdom. And when 
they had sung a hymn, they went out into 
the mount of Olives. Then saith Jesus unto 
‘them, All ye shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will smite the 
Shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. But after Iam risen again, 
I will go before you into Galilee. Peter an- 
swered and said unto him, Though all men 
shall be offended because of thee, ye¢ will I 
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never be offended. Jesus. said unto him, 
Verily I'say unto thee, That this night, be- 


fore the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. © 


Peter said unto him, Though I should die 


with thee, yet will I not deny thee. Like- — 


wise also said all the disciples. 

Then cometh Jesus with them unto a place 
called Gethsemane, and saith unto the disci- 
ples, Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder. 
And he took with him Peter and the two sons 
of Zebedee, and began to be sorrowful and 
very heavy. Then saith he unto them, My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death: 
tarry ye here, and watch with me. And he 
went a little farther, and fell on his face, and 
prayed, saying, O my Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not 
as I will, but as thou wil¢. And he cometh 
unto the disciples, and findeth them asleep, 
and saith unto Peter, What! could ye not 
watch with me one hour? Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation: the spirit 
indeed zs willing, but the flesh 7s weak. He 
went away again the second time, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me, except I drink it, thy will be 
done. And he came and found them asleep 
again: for their eyes were heavy. And he 
left them, and went away again, and prayed 
the third time, saying the same words. Then 
cometh he to his disciples, and saith unto 


them, Sleep on now, and take your rest: be-— 


hold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of man 
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is betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise, 
let us he going: behold, he is at hand that 
doth betray me. 
. And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one of 
the twelve, came, and with hima great mul- 
titude with swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of the people. Now he that 
betrayed him gave them a sign,’ saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he: 
hold him fast. And forthwith he came to Je- 
sus, and said, Hail, Master; and kissed him. 
And Jesus said unto him, Friend, wherefore 
art thou come? Then came they, and laid 
hands on Jesus, and took him. And, behold, 
one of them which were with Jesus stretched 
out Ais hand, and drew his sword, and struck 
a servant of the high priest, and smote off his 
ear. Then said Jesus unto him, Put up again 
thy sword into his place: for all they that take 
the sword shall perish with the sword. Think- 
est thou that I cannot now pray to my Father, 
and he shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels? But how then shall 
the scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must — 
be? In that same hour said Jesus to the mul- 
titudes, Are ye come out as against a thief, 
with swords and staves for to take me? I sat 
daily with'you teaching in the temple, and ye 
laid no hold on me. But all this was done, 
that the scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then all the disciples forsook flit, 
and fled. 
~ And they that laid hold on Jesus led ha 
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away to Caiaphas the high priest, where the 
scribes and the elders were assembled. But 
Peter followed him afar off unto the high 
priest’s palace, and went in, and sat with the 
servants, to see the end. Now the chief priests, 
and elders, and all the council, sought false 
witness against Jesus, to put him to death; 
but found none: yea, though many false wit- 
nesses came, yet found they none. At the last 
came two false witnesses, and said, This fe/- 
low said, I am able to destroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days. And the 
high priest arose, and said unto him, Answer- 
est thou nothing? what zs it which these wit- 
ness against thee? But Jesus held his peace. 
And the high priest answered and said unto 
him, I adjure thee by the hving God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be the Christ, the 
Son of God. Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said: nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter 
shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken, blasphemy; 
what further need have we of witnesses? be- 
hold, now, ye have heard his blasphemy. 
What think ye? They answered and said, 
He is guilty of death. Then did they spit in 
his face, and buffeted him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands, saying, 
Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, Who is he that 
smote thee? 

Now Peter sat without in the Sl ara and. 
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a damsel came unto him, saying, Thou aiso 
wast with Jesus of Galilee. But he denied 
before them all, saying, I know not what thou 
sayest. And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another mazd saw him, and said unto 
them that were there, This fellow was also 
with Jesus of Nazareth. And again he de- 
nied with an oath, Ido not know the man. 
And after a while came unto him they that 
stood by, and said to Peter, Surely thou also 
art one of them; for thy speech bewrayeth 
thee. Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, 1 know not the man. And imme- 
diately the cock crew. And Peter remem- 
bered the word of Jesus, which said unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Malachi ii. and iv. 


BEHOLD, I will send my messenger, and 

he shall prepare the way before me: and 
the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come 
to his temple, even the messenger of the cove- 
nant, whom ye delight in: behold, he shall 
come, saith the Lorn of hosts. But who may 
abide the day of his coming? and who shall 
stand when he appeareth? for he zs like a 
refiner’s fire, and like fullers’ soap: And he 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver: and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge 
them as gold and silver, that they may offer 
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unto the Lorp an offering in righteousness. 
Then-shall the offering of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem be pleasant unto the Lorp, as in the days 
of old, and as in former years. And I will 
come near to you to judgment; and I will bea 


- swift witness against the sorcerers, and against 


the adulterers, and against false swearers, and 
against those that oppress the hireling in his 
wages, the widow, and the fatherless, and that 
turn aside the stranger from his right, and 
fear not me, saith the Lorp of hosts. For I 
am the Lorp, I change not; therefore ye sons 
of Jacob are not consumed, 

Even from the days of your fathers ye are 
gone away from mine ordinances, and have 
not kept ¢hem. Return unto me, and I will 
return unto you, saith the Lorp of hosts. But 
ye said, Wherein shall we return ? 

Willa man rob God? Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ye say, Wherein have we robbed 
thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed me, even 
this whole nation. Bring ye all the tithes into 
the storehouse, that there may be meat in my 
house, and prove me now herewith, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, if I will not open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you outa blessing, 
that there shall not be room enough fo re- 
ceive it. And I will rebuke the devourer for 
your sakes, and he shall not destroy the fruits 
of your ground; neither shall your vine cast 
her fruit before thé time in the field, saith the 
Lorp of hosts. And all nations shall call you 
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blessed: for ye shall be a delightsome land, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. 

Your words have been stout against me, 
saith the Lorp. Yet ye say, What have we 
spoken so much against thee? Ye have said, 
It zs vain to serve God: and what profit zs 2¢ 
that we have kept his ordinance, and that we 
have walked mournfully before the Lorp of 
hosts? And now we call the proud happy; 
yea, they that work wickedness are set up; 
yea, they that tempt God are even delivered. 

Then they that feared the Lorp spake often 
one to another: and the Lorp hearkened, and 
heard 7f, and a book of remembrance was 
written before him for them that feared the 
Lorp, and that thought upon his name. And 
they shall be mine, saith the Lorp of hosts, in 
that day when I make up my jewels; and I 
will spare them, as a man spareth his own 
son that serveth him. Then shall ye return, 
and discern between the righteous and the 
wicked, between him that serveth God and 
him that serveth him not. 

For, behold, the day cometh that shall burn 
as an oven; and all the proud, yea, and all 
that do wickedly, shall be stubble: and the 
day that cometh shall burn them up, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, that it shall leave them neither » 
root nor branch. 

' But unto you that fear my name shall the 

Sun of righteousness arise with healing in his 

wings; and ye shall go forth, and grow up as 

ealves of the stall. And ye shall tread down 
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the wicked; for they shall be ashes under the 
soles of your feet in the day that I shall do 
this, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

Remember ye the law of Moses my servant, 
which I commanded unto him in Horeb for 
all Israel, with the statutes and judgments. 

Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet 
before the coming of the great and dreadful 
day of the Lorp: And he shall turn the heart 
of the fathers to the children, and the heart 
of the children to their fathers, lest I come 
and smite the earth with a curse. 


Second Lesson. Hebrews v. 


JOR every high priest taken from among 

men is ordained for men in things per- 
taining to God, that he may offer both gifts 
and sacrifices for sins: Who can have com- 
passion on the ignorant, and on them that are 
out of the way; for that he himself also is 
compassed with infirmity. And by reason 
hereof he ought, as for the people, so also for 
himself, to offer for sins. And no man taketh 
this honour unto himself, but he that is called 
of God, as was Aaron. So also Christ glori- 
fied not himself to be made a high priest; 
but he that said unto him, Thou art my Son, 
to-day have 1 begotten thee. Ashe saith also 
in another place, Thou art a priest for ever 
after the order of Melehisedec. Who in the 
days of his flesh, when he had offered up 
prayers and supplications with strong erying 
and tears unto him that was able to save him 
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from death, and was heard in that he feared; 
though he were a Son, yet learned he obe- 
dience by the things which he suffered; and 
being made perfect, he became the author of 
éternal salvation unto all them that obey him; 
called of God a high priest after the order of 
Melchisedec.

And they shall take of the blood, and strike 7 
on the two side-posts and on the upper door- 
post of the houses, wherein they shall eat it. 
And they shall eat the flesh in that night, roast 
with fire, and unleavened bread; and with 
bitter herds they shall eat it. Eatnotof itraw, 
nor sodden at all with water, but roast wth 
fire; his head with his legs, and with the pur- 
tenance thereof. And ye shall let nothing of 
it remain until the morning; and that which 
remaineth of it until the morning ye shall 
burn with fire. 

And thus shall ye eat it; wth your loins 
girded, your shoes on your feet, and your 
staff in your hand: and ye shall eat it in haste: 
it zs the Lorp’s passover. For I will pass 
through the land of Egypt this night, and will 
smite all the first-born in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast; and against all the gods 
of Egypt I will execute judgment: I am the 
Lorp. And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are: and 
when I see the blood, I will pass over you, 
and the plague shall not be upon you to de- 
stroy you, when I smite the land of Egypt. 
And this day shall be unto you for a memo- 
rial; and ye shall keep it a feast to the Lonp 
throughout your generations: ye shall keep 
it a feast by an ordinance for ever. Seven 
days shall ye eat unleavened bread; even the 
first day ye shal] put away leaven out of your 
houses: for whosoever eateth leavened bread 
from the first day until the seventh day, that 
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soul shall be cut off from Israel. And in the 

first day there shall be a holy convocation, 

and in the seventh day there shall be a holy 
convocation to you; no manner of work shall 
be done in them, save that which every man 
must eat, that only may be done of you.. And 
ye shall observe the feast of unleavened 
bread; for in this self-same day have | brought 
your armies out of the land of Egypt: there- 
fore shall ye observe this day m your gene: 
rations by an ordinance for ever. 

In the first month, on the fourteenth day 
of the month at even, ye shall eat unleavened 
bread, until the one and twentieth day of the 
month at even. Seven days shall there be no 
Jeaven found in your houses: for whosoever 
eateth that which is leavened, even that soul 
shall be cut off from the congregation of Is- 
rael, whether he be a stranger, or born in the 
land. Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in all 
your habitations shall ye eat unleavened 
bread. 

‘Then Moses called for all the elders of Is- 
rael, and said unto them, Draw out and take 
you a lamb, according to your families, and 
kill the passover. And ye shall take a bunch 
of hyssop, and dip z¢ in the blood that 7s in 
the basin,'and strike the lintel and the two | 
side-posts with the blood that zs in the basin; ; 
and none of you shall go out at the door of _ 
his house until the morning. For the Lorp 
will pass through to smite the Egyptians; and 
when, he seetb “the blood upon the lintel, and 
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_on the two side-posts, the Lorp will pass over 
the door, and will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite you. And 
ye shall observe this thing for an ordinance to 
thee and to thy sons forever. And it shall 
come to pass, when ye be come to the land 
which the Lorp will give you, according as 
he hath promised, that ye shall keep this ser- 


vice. And it shall come to pass, when your — 


children shall say unto you, What mean ye 
by this service? that ye shall say, It zs the 
sacrifice of the Lorp’s passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of Israel in 
Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, and de- 
livered our houses. And the people bowed 
the head and worshipped. And the children 
of Israel went away, and did as the Lorp had 
commanded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 

And it came to pass, that at midnight the 
Lorp smote all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt, from the first-born of Pharaoh that sat 
on his throne unto the first-born of the eap- 
tive that was in the dungeon; and all the 
first-born of cattle. And Pharaoh rose up in 
the night, he, and all his servants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there was a great ery in 
Egypt; for there was not a house where there 
was not one dead. oe 

And he called for Moses and Aaron by 
night, and said, Rise up, and get you forth 
from among my people, both ye and the chil- 
dren of Israel; and go, serve the Lorp, as ye 
have said. Also take your flocks and your 
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_ herds, as ye have said, and be gone; and bless 
-me also. And the Egyptians were urgent 


upon the people, that they might send them 
out of the land in haste; for they said, We de 


‘all dead men. And the people took their 


dough before it was leavened, their kneading- 


troughs being bound up in their clothes upon 


their shoulders. And the children of Israel 


did according to the word of Moses; and they 
borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of silver, 
and jewe!s of gold, and raiment: And the 
Lorp gave the people favour in the sight of 
the Egyptians, so that they lent unto them 
such things as they required. And they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 


Second Lesson. Romans vi. 


W HAT shall we say then? Shall we con- 
tinue in sin, that grace may abound? 
God forbid. How shall we, that are dead to 


sin, live any longer therein? Know ye not, 


that so many of us as were baptized into Je- 
sus Christ were baptized into his death? 


Therefore we are buried with him by bap- 
tism into death: that like as Christ was raised 


_ up from the dead by the glory of the Father, 


even so we also should walk in newness of 
sife. For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrection: Knowing 
this, that our old man is crucified with him, 
that the body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. For he 
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that is dead is freed from sin. Now if we be 
dead with Christ, we believe that we shall 
also live with him: Knowing that Christ be- 
ing raised from the dead dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. For in that 
he died, he died unto sin once: but in that he 
liveth, he liveth unto God. Likewise reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey it in the 
lusts thereof. Neither yield ye your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness unto sin; 
but yield yourselves unto God, as those that 
are alive from the dead, and your members 
as instruments of righteousness unto God. 
For sin shall not have dominion over you: 
for ye are not under the law, but under grace. 
What then? shall we sin, because we are not 
under the law, but under grace? God forbid. 
Know ye not, that to whom ye yield your- 
selves servants to obey, his servants ye are 
to whom ye obey; whether of sin unto death, 
or of obedience unto righteousness? But God 
be thanked, that ye were the servants of sin, 
but ye have obeyed from the heart that form 
of doctrine which was delivered you. Being 
then made free from sin, ye became the ser- 
vants of righteousness. I speak after the man- 
ner of men because of the infirmity of your 
flesh: for as ye have yielded your members 
servants to uncleanness and to iniquity unto 
iniquity; even so now yield your members 
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servants to righteousness unto holiness. For 
when ye were the servants of sin, ye were free 
from righteousness. What fruit had ye then 
in those things whereof ye are now ashamed? 
‘for the end of those things zs death. But now 
being made free from sin, and become ser- 
vants to God, ye have your fruit unto holi- 
ness, and the end everlasting life. For the 
wages of sin is death; but the gift of God zs 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Exodus xii. v. 37. 


A ND the children of Israel journeyed from 

Rameses to Succoth, about six hundred 
thousand on foot that were men, beside chil- 
dren. And a mixed multitude went up also 
with them; and flocks, and herds, even very 
much cattle. And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they brought forth 
out of Egypt, for it was not leavened; be- 
cause they were thrust out of Egypt, and 
‘could not tarry, neither had they prepared 
for themselves any victual. 

Now the sojourning of the children of Is- 
rael, who dwelt in Egypt, was four hundred 
and thirty years. And it came to pass at the 
end of the four hundred and thirty years, even 
the self-same day it came to pass, that all the 
hosts of the Lorp went out from the land of 
Egypt. It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lorp for bringing them out from the 
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Jand of Egypt: this zs that night of the Lorn 
to be observed of all the children of Israel in 
their generations. 

And the Lory said unto Moses and Aaron, 
This ¢s the ordinance of the passover: There 
shall no stranger eat thereof: But every 
man’s servant that is bought for money, when 
thou hast circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereot. A foreigner and a hired servant 
shall not eat thereof. In one house shall it be 
eaten; thou shalt not carry forth aught of the 
~ flesh abroad out of the house; neither shall 
ye break a bone thereof. All the congre- 
gation of Israel shall keep it. And when a 
stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will keep 
the passover to the Lorp, let all his males be 
circumcised, and then let him come near and 
keep it; and he shall be as one that is born 
in the land: for no uncireumceised person shall 
eat thereof. One law shall be to him that is 
home-born, and unto the stranger that so- 
journeth among you. Thus did all the ehil- 
dren of Israel; as the Lorp commanded Mo- 
ses and Aaron, so did they. And it eame to 
pass the self-same day, that the Lorp did 
bring the children of Israel out of the land of 
Egypt by their armies. 


Second Lesson. Acts il. v. 22, 


YE men of Israel, hear these words; Jesus 

of Nazareth, a man approved of God 

among you by miracles and wonders. pnd 

signs, which God did by him in the midst | of 
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“you, as ye yourselves also know: Him, being 
delivered by the determinate counsel and fore- 
‘knowledge of God, ye have taken, and by 
- wicked hands have crucified and slain: Whom 
~ God hath raised up, having loosed the pains 
- of death: because it was not possible that he 
should be holden of it. For David speaketh 
concerning him, I foresaw the Lord always 
before my face, for he is on my right hand, 
that I should not be moved: Therefore did 
' my heart rejoice, and my tongue was glad; 
_ moreover also my flesh shall rest in hope: Be- 
cause thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, nei- 
ther wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see — 
‘corruption. Thou hast made known to me 
‘the ways of life; thou shalt make me full of 
joy with thy countenance. Men and brethren, 
let me freely speak unto you of the patriarch 
David, that he is both dead and buried, and 
his sepulchre i is with us unto this day. There- 
_ fore being a prophet, and knowing that God 
Riad sworn with an oath to him, that of the 
fruit of his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to'sit on his throne; he 
seeing this before spake of the resurrection of 
Christ, that his soul was not left in hell, nei- 
ther his flesh did see corruption. This Jesus 
hath God raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses. Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the Fa- 
ther the promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath 
shed forth this which ye now see and hear. 
For David is not ascended into the heavens: 
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but he saith himself, the Lorp said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, until I make 
thy foes thy footstool. Therefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, that God 
hath made that same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ. 

Now when they heard this, they were 

_ pricked in their heart, and said unto Peter 

~ and to the rest of the apostles, Men and 
brethren, what shall we do? Then Peter 
said unto them, Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and to all that 
are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call. And with many other words 
did he testify and exhort, saying, Save your- 
selves from this untoward generation. 

Then they that gladly received his word 
were baptized: and the same day there were 
added wnto them about three thousand souls. 

And they continued steadfastly in the apos- 
tles’. doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking 
of bread, and in prayers. And fear came 
upon every soul: and many wonders and 
signs were done by the apostles, And all that 
believed were together, and had all things 
common; and sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, as every 
man had need. And they, continuing daily 
with one accord in the temple, and breaking 

\ bread from house to house, did eat their meat — 
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with gladness and singleness of heart, prais- 
* ing God, and having favour with all the peo- 
ple. And the Lord added to the church daily 
such as should be saved. 


THE FIRST SUNDAY AFTER EASTER. 


Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah xiii. 


UT now thus saith the Lorn that created 
thee, O Jacob, and he that formed thee, 
O Israel, Fear not: for I have redeemed thee, 
I have called thee by thy name; thou art 
mine. When thou passest through the waters, 
I will be with thee; and through the rivers, 
they shall not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be 
burned; neither shall the flame kindle upon 
_ thee. For I am the Lorn thy God, the Holy 
“One of Israel, thy Saviour: I gave Egypt for 
thy ransom, Ethiopia and Seba for thee. 
Since thou wast precious in my sight, thou 
hast been honourable, and I have loved thee: 
therefore will I give men for thee, and people 
for thy life. Fear not: for I am with thee- 
I will bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west; I will say to the north, 
Give up; and to the south, Keep not back: 
bring my sons from far, and my daughters 
from the ends of the earth; even every one 
that is called by my name: for I have created 
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him for my glory, I have formed him; yea, I 
have made him. 
Bring forth the blind people that have eyes, 
and the deaf that have ears. Let all the na- 
tions be gathered together, and let the people 
be assembled: who among them can declare 
this, and show us former things? let them 
bring forth their witnesses, that they may be 
justified: or let them hear, and say, Jt zs 
truth. Ye are my witnesses, saith the Lorp, 
and my servant whom I have chosen: that 
ye may know and believe me, and under- 
stand that I am he: before me there was no 
God formed, neither shall there be after me. 
I, even J, am the Lorn; and beside me ¢here 
zs no saviour. J have declared, and have 
saved, and I have showed, when there was 
no strange god among you: therefore ye are 
my witnesses, saith the Lorp, that lam God. ~ 
Yea, before the day was | am he; and there 
is none that can deliver out of my hand: I 
will work, and who shall let it? 
Thus saith the Lorp, your redeemer, the 
Holy One of Israel; For your sake I have 


~ sent to Babylon, and have brought down all 


oe 


their nobles, and the Chaldeans, whose ery zs 
in the ships. I am the Lorn, your Holy One, 
the Creator of Israel, your King. Thus saith 
the Lory, which maketh a way in the sea, 
and a path in the mighty waters: which bring- 
eth forth the chariot and horse, the army and 
the power; a shall lie down togeiees they 
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shall not rise: they are extinct, they are 
quenched as tow. 

Remember ye not the former things, nei- 
ther consider the things of old. Behold, I 
will do a new thing; now it shall spring forth; 
Shall ye not know it?.. I will even make a 
way in the wilderness, and rivers in the de- 
sert. The beast of the field shall honour me, 
the dragons and the owls: because I give 
waters in the wilderness, and rivers in the 
desert, to give drink to my people, my chosen. 
This people have I formed for myself; they 
shall show forth my praise. 

_ But thou hast not called upon me, O Ja- 
cob; but thou hast been weary of me, O Is- 
rael. Thou hast not brought me the small 
eattle of thy burnt-offerings; neither hast thou 
honoured me with thy sacrifices. I have not 
caused thee to serve with an offering, nor 
wearied thee with incense. Thou hast bought 

“me no sweet cane with money, neither hast 

‘thou filled me with the fat of thy sacrifices: 
but thou hast made me to serve with thy sins, 
thou hast wearied me with thine iniquities. 
I, even 1, am he that blotteth out thy trans- 
gressions for mine own sake, and will not re- 
member thy sins. Put me in remembrance: 
let us plead together: declare thou, that thou 
mayest be justified. Thy first father hath 
sinned, and thy teachers have transgressed 
against me. Therefore I have profaned the 
princes of the sanctuary, and have given Ja- 
cob to the curse, and Israel to reproaches. 
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Second Lesson. Acts i. 


HE former treatise have I made, O Theo- 

philus, of all that Jesus began both to do 
and teach, until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the Holy 
Ghost had given commandments unto the 
apostles whom he had chosen: To whom also 
he showed himself alive after his passion by 
many infallible proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things pertaining 
to the kingdom of God: And, being assem- 
bled together with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from Jerusalem, 
but wait for the promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence. When they therefore were come to- 
gether, they asked of him, saying, Lord, wilt 
thou at this time restore again the kingdom 
to Israel? And he said unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. And when he 
had spoken these things, while they beheld, 
he was taken up; and a cloud received him 
out of their sight. And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he went up, be- 
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_ hold, two men stood by them in white appa- 
_ rel; which also saia, Ye men of Galilee, why 


stand ye gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you into hea- 


. ven, shall so come in like manner as ye have 


seen him go into heaven. Then returned 


they unto Jerusalem from the mount called 


te 


Olivet, which is from Jerusalem a sabbath 
day’s journey. And when they were come 
in, they went up into an upper room, where 
abode both Peter, and James, and John, and 
Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, 
and Matthew, James the son of Alpheus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. These all continued with one accord 
in prayer and supplication, with the women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren. 

And in those days Peter stood up in the 
midst of the disciples, and said, (the number 
of the names together were about a hun- 


' dred and twenty,)/Men and brethren, this 


scripture must needs have been fulfilled, 
which the Holy Ghost by the mouth of Da- 
vid spake before concerning Judas, which 
was guide to them that took Jesus. For he 
was numbered with us, and had obtained 
part of this ministry. Now this man pur- / 
chased a field with the reward of iniquity / 

and falling headlong, he burst asunder in the, 
midst, and all his bowels gushed out. And it\ 
was known unto all the dwellers at Jerusa- 
lem; ‘insomuch as that field is called in their 
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proper tongue, Aceldama, that is to say, The 
field of blood. For it is written in the book 
of Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, and 
let no man dwell therein: and his bishoprick 
let another take. Wherefore of these men 
which have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out among 
_ us, beginning from the baptism of John, unto 
that same day that he was taken up from us, 
must one be ordained to be a witness with us 
of his resurrection. And they appointed two, 
Joseph called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. And they prayed, 
and said, Thou, Lord, which knowest the 
hearts of all men, show whether of these two 
thou hast chosen, that he may take part of 
this ministry and apostleship, from which Ju- 
das by transgression fell, that he might go to 
his own place. And they gave forth their 
lots, and the lot fell upon Matthias; and he 
was numbered with the eleven apostles. 


i pening Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah xlviii. 


LEAR ye this, O house of Jacob, which 

are called by the name of Israel, and are 
come forth out of the waters of Judah, which 
swear by the name of the Lorp, and make 
mention of the God of Israel, dwé not in truth, 
nor in righteousness. For they call them. 
selves of ‘the « -holy city, and stay themselves 
upon the God of Israel; The Lorp of hosts iy 
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his name. [ have declared the former things 
from the beginning; and they went forth out 
of my mouth, and I showed them; I did them 
suddenly, and they came to pass. Because I 

_knew that thou ar¢ obstinate, and thy neck zs 
an iron sinew, and thy brow brass; I have 

even from the beginning declared z¢ to thee; 
before it came to pass I showed z¢ thee: lest 
thou shouldest say, Mine idol hath done them, 
and my graven image, and my molten image, 
hath commanded them. Thou hast heard, see 
all this; and will not ye declare zt? Ihave 
showed thee new things from this time, even 
hidden things, and thou didst not know them. 
They. are created now, and not from the be- 
ginning; even before the day when. thou 
heardest them not; lest thou shouldest say, 
Behold, I knew them. Yea, thou heardest 
not; yea, thou knewest not; yea, from that 
time fhat thine ear was not. opened: for I 
knew that thou wouldest deal very treacher- 
ously, and wast called a transgressor from the 
womb. 

For my name’s sake will I defer mine an- 
ger, and for my praise will I refrain for thee, 
that I cut thee not off. Behold, I have re- 
fined thee, but not with silver; I have chosen 
thee in the farnace of affliction. For mine 
own sake, even for mine own sake, will I do 
it: for how should my name be polluted? 
and I will not give my glory unto another. 

_ Hearken unto me, O Jacob and Israel, my 
called; Iam he; I am the first, Lalso am the 
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last. Mine hand also hath laid the founda- 
tion of the earth, and my right hand hath 
spanned the heavens: when I call unto them, 
they stand up together. All ye, assemble 
yourselves, and hear; which among them hath 
declared these things 2. The Lorp hath loved 
him: he will do his pleasure.on Babylon, and 
his arm shall be on the Chaldeans. I, even I, 
have spoken; yea, I have called him: I have 
brought him, and he shall make his way pros- 
perous. 

Come ye near unto me, hear ye this; I have 
not spoken in secret from the beginning; from 
the time that it was, there am I: and now 
_ the Lord Gop, and his Spirit, hath sent me. 
Thus saith the Lorn, thy Redeemer, the Holy 
One of Israel; I am the Lorp thy God which 
teacheth thee to profit, which leadeth thee by 
the way that thou shouldest go. O that thou 
hadst hearkened to my commandments! then 
had thy peace been as a river, and thy right- 
eousness as the waves of the sea: Thy seed 
also had been as the sand, and the offspring 
of thy bowels like the gravel thereof; his 
name should not have been cut off nor de- 
stroyed from before me. 

Go ye forth of Babylon, flee ye from the 
Chaldeans, with a voice of singing declare ye, 
tell this, utter it even to the end of the earth; 
say ye, The Lorp hath redeemed his servant 
Jacob. And they thirsted not when he led 
them through the deserts: he caused the wa- 
ters to flow out of the rock for them: he clave 
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_ the rock also, and the waters gushed out- 
_ There is no peace, saith the Lorn, unto the 
wicked. 


Second Lesson. 1 Cor. xv. 


MOREOVER, brethren, I declare unto you 

the gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye have received, and wherein ye 
stand; by which also ye are saved, if ye keep 
in memory what I preached unto you, unless 
ye have believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins, according 
to the scriptures; and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day according to 
the scriptures: And that he was seen of Ce- 
phas, then of the twelve: After that, he was 
seen of above five hundred brethren at once; 
of whom the greater part remain unto this 
_ present, but some are fallen asleep. After 
- that, he was seen of James, then of all the 
apostles. And last of all he was seen of me 
also, as of one born out of due time. For I 
am the least of the apostles, that am not meet 
to be called an apostle, because I persecuted 
the Church of God. But by the grace of God 
I am what I am: and his grace which was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; but I la- 
boured more abundantly than they all: yet 
not I, but the grace of God which was with 
me. Therefore whether it were I or they, so 
we preach, and so ye believed. Now if Christ 
be preached that he rose from the dead, how 
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say some among you that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead? But if there be no re- 
surrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen: 
And if Christ be not risen, then zs our preach- 
ing vain, and your faith zs also vain. Yea, 
and we are found false witnesses of God; be- 
cause we have testified of God that he raised 
up Christ: whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead rise not: For if the dead rise 
not, then is not Christ raised: And if Christ 
be not raised, your faith 7s vain; ye are yet 
in your sins. Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. If in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, we are of all 
- men most miserable. But now is Christrisen 
from the dead, and become the first-fruits of 
them that slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead. For asin Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order: Christ the first-fruits 3 
afterward they that are Christ’s at his coming.’ 
Then cometh the end, when he shall have de- 
livered up the kingdom to God, even the Fa- 
ther; when he shall have put down all rule 
and all authority and power. For he must 
reign, till he hath put all enemies under his 
feet. The last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death. For he hath put all things under 
his feet. But when he saith, all things are 
put under Aim, zt is manifest that he is ex- 
cepted, which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdaed unto 
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him, then shall the Son also himself: be sub~ 


~~ 


ject unto him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. Else what shall 
they do which are baptized for the dead, if 


‘the dead rise not at all? why are they then 


baptized for the dead? And why stand we 
in jeopardy every hour? I protest by your 
rejoicing which I have in Christ Jesus our 
Lord, I die daily. If after the manner of men 
I have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? let us 


_ eat and drink; for to-morrow we die: Be 


not deceived: evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to righteousness and 


_ sin not; for some have not the knowledge of — 


God: I speak this to your shame. But some 
man will say, How are the dead raised up? 
and with what body do they come? Thou 
fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, 
except it die: And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain: But God giveth it a body 
as it hath pleased him, and to every seed his 
own body. All flesh zs not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, an- 
other flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. There are also celestial bo- 


dies, and bodies terrestrial: but the glory of 


the celestial 7s one, and the glory of the ter- 
restrial 7s another. There is one glory of the 
sun, and another glory of the moon, and an- 


other glory of the stars: fcr one star differeth 
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from another star in glory. So also zs the 
resurrection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption; it israised in incorruption: Itissown 
in dishonour; it is raised in glory: It issown 
in weakness; it is raised in power: It is sown 
a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and there is a spi- 
ritual body. And so it is written, the first 
man Adam was made a living soul; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. How- 
beit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural; and afterward that 
which is spiritual. The first man zs of the 
earth, earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, such ave they 
also that are earthy: and as zs the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. And 
as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 
Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I show youa mystery; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for 
the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up 
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in victory. O death, where 7s thy sting? O 


- grave, where is thy victory? The sting ef 


death zs sin; and the strength of sin zs the 
law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord. Jesus Christ.

Then Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk. And he took 
him by the right hand, and lifted him up: and 
a Immediately his feet and ankle bones received 
strength. And he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into the tem- 
ple, walking, and leaping, and praising God. 
And all the people saw him walking and 
praising God: And they knew that it was he 
_ which sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder 
and amazement at that which had happened 
unto him. And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the people ran 
together unto them in the porch that is called 
Solomon’ Ss, greatly wondering. - 
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And when Peter saw 7f, he answered unto 
the people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye 
at this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, 
as though by our own power or holiness we 
had made this man to walk? The God of 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob; the God 
of our fathers hath glorified his son Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied him in the 
presence of Pilate, when he was determined 
to let him go. But ye denied the Holy One 
and the Just, and desired a murderer to be 
granted unto you; and killed the Prince of 
life, whom God hath raised from the dead: 
whereof we are witnesses. And his name 
- through faith in his name hath made this man 
strong, whom ye see and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him this per- 
fect soundness in the presence of you all. 
And now, brethren, I wot that through igno- 
rance ye did 7f, as did also your rulers. But 
those things, which God before had showed — 


' by the mouth of all his prophets, that Christ 


should suffer, he hath so fulfilled. . 

Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your sins may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord; and he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: Whom 
the heaven must receive until the times of 
restitution of all things, which God hath spoken 
by the mouth of all his holy prophets since 
the world began. For Moses truly said unto 
the fathers, A prophet shall the Lord your 
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God raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me; him shall ye hear in all things what- 
soever he shall say unto you. And it shall 
come to pass, that every soul, which will not 
hear that prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. Yea, and all the prophets 
from Samuel and those that follow after, as 
many as have spoken, have likewise foretold 
of these: days. Ye are the children of the 
prophets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, saying unto Abraham, 
And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the 
earth be blessed. Unto you first God, having 
raised up his son Jesus, sent him to Bless you, 
in turning away every one of you from his 
iniquities.

grievous. For whatsoever is born of

h. Who is he that overcometh the world’ 
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but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son 
of God? This is he that came by water and 
blood, even Jesus Christ; not by water only, 
but by water and blood. And it is the Spirit 
that beareth witness, becanse the Spirit is 
truth. For there are three that bear record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one. And 
there are three that bear witness in earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the blood: 
and these three agree in one. If we receive 
the witness of men, the witness of God is 
greater: for this is the witness of God which — 
he hath testified of his Son. He that believ- 
eth on the Son of God hath the witness in ~ 
himself: he that believeth not God hath 
made him a liar; because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of his Son. And 
this is the record, that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life isin his Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not life. 
These things have I written unto you that 
believe on the name of the Son of God; that 
ye may know that ye have eternal life, and 
that ye may believe on the name of the Son” 
of God. And this is the confidence that we | 
have in him, that, if we ask any thing accord= 
ing to his will, he heareth us: And if we 
know. that he hear us, whatsoever we ask, 
we know that we have the petitions that we 
desired of him. -If any man see his brothe 
sin a sin which is not unto death, he shall 
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ask, and he shall give him life for them that 
sin not unto death. ‘There is a sin unto 
death: 1 do not say that he shall pray for it. 
All unrighteousness is sin: and there is a sin 
not unto death. We know that whosoever 
“is born of God sinneth not; but he that is 
begotten of God keepeth himself, and that 
wicked’ one toucheth him not. And we 
know that we are of God, and the whole 
world lieth in wickedness. And we know 
that the Son of God is come, and hath given 
us an understanding, that we may know 
him that is true, and we are in him that is 
true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. This is 
the true God, and eternal life. Little chil- 
dren, keep yourselves from idols. Amen. 


THE FIRST SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 
_ Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Genesis ili. 


NOW the serpent was more subtle than 

any beast of the field which the Lorp 
~God had made. And he said unto the wo- 
“man, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall not eat 


bE every tree of the garden? And the wo- _ 


“man said unto the serpent, We may eat of 
e fruit of the trees of the garden: But of 
e fruit of the tree which 7s in the midst of 
e garden, God hath said, Ye shall not eat 
“it, neither shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 
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And the serpent said unto the woman, Ye 
shall not surely die: For God doth know 
that in the day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil. And when the 
woman saw that the tree was good for food, 
and that it was pleasant; to the eyes, and a 
tree to be desired to make one wise, she took 
of the fruit thereof, and did eat, and. gave 
also unto her husband with her; and he did 
eat. And the eyes of them both were opened, 
and they knew that they were naked; and 
they sewed fig-leaves together, and made 
themselves aprons. And they heard. the 
voice of the Lorp God walking in the gar- 
den in the cool of the day: and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the presence of 
the Lorp God amongst. the trees of the gar- 
den. And the Lorp God called unto Adam, 
and said unto him, Where art thou? And | 
he said, I heard thy voice in the garden, and 
I was afraid, because I was naked; and I 
hid myself. And he said, Who told thee 
that thou wast naked? Hast thou eaten of © 
the tree, whereof I commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat? And the man said, 
The woman whom thou gavest fo be with 
me, she gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 
And the Lorp God said unto the woman, 
What zs this ¢ha¢ thou hast done? And t 

woman said, The serpent beguiled me, a 
I did eat. And the Lorp God said unto tl 
seipent, Because thou hast done this, t 
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ari cursed above all cattle, and above every 
beast of the field; upon thy belly shalt thou 
go, and dust shalt thou eat all the days of 
thy life: And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel. Unto the woman he 
said, I-will greatly multiply thy sorrow and 
thy conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring 
forth children; and thy desire shal/ be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule over thee. And 
unto Adam he said, Because thou has heark- 
ened) unto the voice of thy wife, and hast 
eaten of. the tree, of which I) commanded 
; thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed 
4s the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt 
thou eat of it all the days of thy life; Thorns 
also and thistles shall it bring forth’ to thee; 
and thou shalt eat the herb of the field; In 
_the sweat of.thy face shalt thou eat bread, 
“till thou rev unto the ground; for out of 
it wast thou taken: for dust thou arf, and - 
“unto dust shalt thou return. And Adaiek 
called his wife’s name Eve; because she was 
the mother of all living. Unto Adam also 
and to his wife did the Lory God make 
Nl iets of skins, and clothed them. 

_ Andithe Lorp God said, Behold, the man 
has become as one of us, to know good and 
il: and now, lest he put forth his hand, and 
uke also of the tree of life, and eat, and live 
rever: Therefore the Loxp God sent him 
from the garden of Eden, to till the 
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ground from whence he was taken. So he 
drove out the man; and he placed at the east 
of the garden of Eden cherubims, and a 
flaming sword which turned every way, to 
keep the way of the tree of life. 


Second Lesson. Acts ix. 


ND Saul, yet breathing out threatenings 
and slaughter against the disciples of the 
Lord, went unto the high priest, and desired 
of him letters to Damascus to the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this way, whether 
they were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jerusalem. And as he jour- 
neyed, he came near Damascus: and suddenly 
there shined round about him a light from 
heaven: And he fell to the earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why per- 
secutest thou me? And he said, Who art 
thou, Lord? And the Lord said, I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest: z¢ 7s hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. And he trembling 
and astonished said, Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do? And the Lord satd unto 
him, Arise, and go into the city, and it shall 
be told thee what thou must do. And the 
men which journeyed with him stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but seeing no man. And 
Saul arose from the earth; and when his eyes 
were opened, he saw no man: but they led 
him by the hand, and brought Aim into Da- 
mascus. And he was three days se oe sp abe 
and neither did eat nor drink. 4 
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And there was a certain disciple at Damas- 
cus, named Ananias;.and to him said the 
Lord in a vision,.Ananias..And he said, Be- 
hold, I am here, Lord. And the Lord said 
unto him, Arise, and go into the street which 

is called Straight, and inquire in the house of 
Judas for ove called: Saul, of Tarsus: for, be- 
hold, he prayeth, and hath seen in a vision a 
man named Ananias coming in, and putting 
Ais hand on him, that he might receive his 
sight. Then Ananias answered, Lord, I have 
heard by many of this man, how much evil 
he hath done to thy saints at Jerusalem: And 
here he hath authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy name... But. the 
Lord said unto him, Go thy way: for he isa 
chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name be- 
fore the Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israel: For I will show him how great 
things. he must suffer for my name’s sake. 
_ And Ananias went his way, and entered into 
the house; and putting his hands. on him, 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that 
appeared unto thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
And immediately there fell from his eyes as 
_ithad been seales: and he received sight fusth 
with, and arose, and was baptized... And 
when he had received meat, he was. strength- 
ened, Then «vas Saul certain days with the 
_ disciples which were at Damascus. And 
straightway he preached Christ in the syna- 
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gogues, that he is the Son of God. But all 
that heard him were amazed, and said, Is not 
this he that destroyed them which called on 
this name in Jerusalem, and came hither for 
that intent, that he might bring them bound 
unto the chief priests? But Saul increased 
the more in strength, and confounded the 
Jews which dwelt at Damascus, proving that 
this is very Christ. 

And after that many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews took counsel to kill him: But their 
laying await was known of Saul. And they 
watched the gates day and night to kill him. 
Then the disciples took him by night, and let 
him down by the wall in a basket. And 
when Saul was come to Jerusalem, he assayed 
to join himself to the disciples: but they were 
all afraid of him, and believed not that he 
was a disciple. But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and declared 
unto “them how he had seen the Lord in the 
way, and that he had spoken to him, and how 
he had preached boldly at Damascus in the 
name of the Lord Jesus. And he was with 
them coming in and going out at Jerusalem. 
And he spake boldly in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and disputed against the Grecians: but 
they went about to slay him. Whieh when 
the brethren knew, they brought him down 
to Cesarea, and sent him forth to Tarsus. - 
Then had the churches rest throughout all 
Judea and Galilee and Samaria, and were 
edified; and walking in the fear of the Lord, 
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and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Genesis v1. 


AND it came to pass, when men began to 
multiply on the face of the earth, and 
daughters were born unto them, that the sons 
of God. saw the daughters of men that they 
were fair: and they took them wives of all 
which they chose. And the Lorp said, My 
Spirit shall not always strive with man, for 
that he also zs flesh: yet his days shall be a 
hundred and twenty years. There were 
giants in the earth in those days; and also 
after that, when the sons of God came in 
unto the daughters of men, and they bare 
children to them, the same became mighty 
men which were of old, men.of renown. 
And Gop saw that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and that every ima- 
gination of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually. And it repented the Lorp 
that he had made man on the earth, and. it 
grieved him at his heart. And the Lorp 
said, I will destroy man whom I have created. 
from the face of the earth: both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; for it repenteth me that I have _ 
made them. But Noah found grace in the 
eyes of the Lorp. 
_ These are the generations of Noah: Noah 
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was a just man and perfect in his generations, 
and Noah walked with God. And Noah be- 
gat three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 
The earth also was corrupt before God, and 
- the earth was filled with violence. And God 
_ looked upon the earth, and, behold, it was 
- eorrupt; for all flesh had corrupted his way 
upon the earth. And: God said unto Noah, 
The end of all flesh is come before me; for the 
earth is filled with violence through them; and, 
behold, 1 will destroy them with the earth. 
Make thee an ark of gopher wood: rooms 
shalt thou make in the ark, and shalt pitch 
it within and without with pitch. And this 
is the fashion which thou shalt make it of: 
The length of the ark shadl be three hun- 
dred cubits, the breadth of it fifty cubits, 
aud the height of it thirty cubits. A win- 
dow shalt thou make to the ark, and in a 
cubit shalt thou finish it above; and the 
door of the ark shalt thou set in the side 
thereof; with lower, second, and third sto- 
gies shalt thou make it. And, behold, I, 
even I, do bring a flood of waters upon the 
earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein zs the 
breath of life, from under the heaven; and 
every thing that zs in the earth shall die, But 
with thee will I establish my covenant; and 
*thou shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy 
. sons, and thy wife, and thy sons? wives with 
thee. And of every living thing of all flesh, 
two of every sort shalt thou bring into the 
ark, to keep ¢hem alive with thee; caged 
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be male and female. Of fowls after their 
kind, and cf cattle after their kind, of every 
creeping thing of the earth after his kind, two 
of every sort shall come unto thee, to keep 
them alive. And take thou unto thee of all 
. food that is eaten, and thou shalt gather 7¢ to 
thee; and it shall be for food for thee, and for 
them. Thus did Noah; according to all that 
God commanded him, so did he. 


Second Lesson. 1 Timothy vi. 


Tt aS many servants as are under the 

yoke count their own masters worthy 
.of all honour, that the name of God and his 
doctrine be not blasphemed. And they that 
have believing masters, let them not despise 
them, because they are brethren: but rather 
do them service, because they are faithful 
and beloved, partakers of the benefit. These 
things teach and exhort. If any man teach 
otherwise, and consent not to wholesome 
words, even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is according 
to godliness; he is proud, kuowing nothing, 
but doting about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, 
evil surmisings, perverse disputings of men 
of corrupt minds, and destitute of the truth, 
‘supposing that gain is godliness: from such 
withdraw thyself. But godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain. For we brought no- 
thing into ¢his world, and it is certain we 
can carry nothing out. And having food and 
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raiment let us be therewith content. But 
they that will be rich fall into temptation and 
a snare, ani into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in destruction and 
perdition. For the love of money is the root 
of all evil: which while some coveted after, 
they have erred from the faith, and pierced 
themselves through with many sorrows. But 
thou, O man of God, flee these things; and 
follow after righteousness, godliness, faith, 
love, patience, meekness. Fight the good 
fight. of faith, lay hold on eternal life, where- 
unto thou art also called, and hast professed 
a good profession before many witnesses. I 
give thee charge in the sight of God, who 
quickeneth all things, and de/fore Christ Jesus, 
who before Pontius Pilate witnessed a good 
confession; that thou keep ¢Aés command- 
ment without spot, unrebukable, until the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ: Which 
in his times he shall show, who zs the blessed 
and only Potentate, the King of kings, and 
Lord of lords; who only hath immortality, 
dwelling in the light which no man can ap- 
proach unto; whom no man hath seen, nor 
can sec; to whom de honour and power ever- 
lasting. Amen. Charge them that are rich 
in this world, that they be not high-minded, 
nor trust in uncertain riches, but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to en- 
joy; that they do good, that they be rich in 
good works, ready to distribute, willing to 
’ communicate; amin’ up in store for them, 
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selves a good foundation against the time to 
come, that they may lay hold on eternal lite. 
O Timothy, keep that which is committed to 

thy trust, avoiding profane and vain bab- 
blings, and oppositions of science falsely so 

- called: Which some professing have erred 
concerning the faith. Grace be with thee. 
Amen. 


THE SECOND SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 


Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Genesis ix 
ND God blessed Noah and his sons, and 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multiZ 
ply, and replenish the earth. ‘And the fear of 
you and the dread of you shall be upon every 
beast of the earth, and upon every fowl of the 
air, upon all that moveth wpon the earth, and 
upon all the fishes of the sea; into your hand 
are they delivered. Every moving thing 
that liveth shall be meat for you; even as 
the green herb have I given you all things. 
But flesh with the life thereof, which ts the 
blood thereof, shall ye not eat. And surely 
your blood of your lives will I require; at the 
hand of every beast will I require it, and af 
fhe hand of man; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of man. Whoso 
_ sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his blood 
be shed: for in the image of God made he 
man. And you, be ye fruitful, and multiply; _ 
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bring forth abundantly in the earth, and mul 
uply therein. 

And God spake unto. Noah, and to his sons 
with him, saying, And I, behold, I establish 
my covenant with you, and with your seed 
after you; and with every living creature 


that 7s with you, of the fowl, of the cattle, and 


of every beast of the earth with you; from all 
that go out of the ark, to every beast of the 
earth. And I will establish my covenant with 
you; neither shall all flesh be cut off any more 
by the waters of a flood; neither shall there 
any more be a flood to destroy the earth. 
And God said, This zs the token of the cove- 


nant which I make between me and you and 


a 


every living creature that zs with you, for 
perpetual generations: I do set my bow in 
the cloud, and it shall be for a token of a 
covenant between me and the earth, And it 


shall come to pass, when I bring a cloud over ~ 


the earth, that the bow shall be seen in the 
cloud: And I will remember my covenant, 
which zs between me and you and every liv- 
ing creature of all flesh; and the waters shall 
no more become a flood to destroy all flesh. 
And the bow shall be in the cloud; and I will 
look upon it, that I may remember the ever- 
lasting covenant between God and every 
living creature of all flesh that 7s upon the 
earth. And God said unto Noah, This zs the 
token of the covenant, which I have esta- 
hlished between me and all flesh that és ypow 
theearth, sa 
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And the sons of Noah, that went forth of 
the ark, were Shem, and Ham, and Japheth: 
and Ham 7s the father of Canaan. These are 
the three sons of Noah: and of them was the 
whole earth overspread. 


Second Lesson. Acts x. 


HERE wasa certain man in Cesarea called 
Cornelius, a centurion of the band called 
the Italian band, a devout man, and one that 
feared God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed to’ God 
alway. He saw ina vision evidently about 
‘the ninth hour of the day an angel of God 
coming in to him, and saying unto him, Cor- 
nelius. And when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? And he 
said unto him, Thy prayers and thine alms are 
come up for a memorial before God. And 
now send men to Joppa, and call for one Si- 
mon, whose surname is Peter: He lodgeth 
with one Simon a tanner, whose house is by 
the seaside: he shall tell thee what thou 
oughtest todo. And when the angel which 
spake unto Cornelius was departed, he called 
two of his household servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him continu- 
ally; and when he had declared all these 
things unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 
- On the morrow, as they went on their jour- 
ney, and drew nigh unto the city, Peter went 
up upon the house-top to pray about the sixth 
hour: And he became very hungry; and — 
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would have eaten: but while they made 

ready, he fell into a trance, and saw heaven 

opened, and a certain vessel descending unto 
him as it had been a great sheet knit at the 
four corners, and let downto the earth: 

Wherein were all manner of four-footed beasts 

of the earth, and wild beasts, and creeping 

things, and fowls of the air. And there came 
a voice to him, Rise, Peter; kill and eat. 
- But Peier said, Not so, Lord; for I have 
never eaten any thing that is common or un- 
clean, And the voice spake unto him again 
the second time, What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. This was done 
thrice: and the vessel was received up again 
into heaven. Now while Peter doubted in 
himself what this vision which he had seen 
should mean, behold the men which were 
sent from Cornelius had made inquiry for Si- 
mon’s house, and stood before the gate, and 
called, and asked whether Simon, which was 
surnamed Peter, were lodged there: 

While Peter thought on the vision, thee 
Spirit said unto him, Behold, three men seek 
thee. Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing: for I 
have sent them. .,Then Peter went down to 
the men which were sent unto him from Cor- 
nelius; and said, Behold, I am he whom ye 
seek: what is the cause wherefore ye are 
come? And they said, Cornelius the centu- 
rion, a just man, and one that feareth God, — 
% and of good report among all the nation of | 
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the Jews, was warned from God by a holy 
angel to send for thee into his house, and. to 
hear words of thee. Then called he them in, 
and lodged them. And on the morrow eter 
went away with them, and certain brethren 
‘from Joppa accompanied him. And the mor- 
row after they entered into Cesarea. And 
Cornelius waited for them, and had called to- 
gether his kinsmen and near friends. And.as 
Peter was coming in, Cornelius met him, and 
fell down at his feet, and worshipped Aim. 
But Peter took him up, saying, Stand up; I 
myself alsoamaman. And ashe talked with 
‘him, he went'in, and found many that were 
come together: And he said unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that is a Jew to keep company, or come 
unto one of another nation; but.God hath 
showed me that I should not‘call any man 
common or unclean. Therefore came I unto 
' you without gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
- for: I ask therefore for what intent ye have 
sent for me? And Cornelius sai, Four days 
ago I was fasting until this honr; and at the 
\ 

‘ninth hour I prayed in my house, and, be- 
hold, a man stood before me in bright eloth- 
. ing, and said, Cornelius, thy prayer is heard, 
and thine alms are had in remembrance in 
the sight of God. Send therefore to Joppa, 
and call hither Simon, whose surname is Pe- 
; he is lodged in the house of one Simon a 
eek by the seaside; who, when he cometh, 
shall speak unto thee. Immediately therefore 
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I sent to thee; and thou hast well done’that 
thou art come. Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things that are 
commanded thee of God. 

Then Peter opened Azs mouth, and said, 
Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons: But in every nation he that fear- 
eth him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him. The word which God sent 
unto the children of Israel, preaching peace 
by Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) That 
word, J say, ye know, which was published 
throughout all Judea, and began from Gali- 
lee, after the baptism which John preached; 
how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Ghost and with power; who went 
about doing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil; for God was with him. 
And we are witnesses of all things which he 
did both in the land of the Jews, and in Jeru- 
salem; whom they slew and hanged on a 
tree: Him God raised up the third day, and 
showed him openly; not to all the people, but 
~ unto witnesses chosen before of God, even to 
us, who did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead. And he commanded us 
to preach unto the people, and to testify that 
it is he which was ordained of God ¢o be the 
Judge of quick and dead. To him give all 
the prophets witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth i in him shall receive Te- 
mission of sins. 

While Peter yet spake these words, ‘the | 
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Holy Ghost fell ov all them which heard the 
word. And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, because that on the Gentiles also 
was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 


_ For they heard them speak with tongues, and 


magnify God. Then answered Peter, Can 
any man forbid water, that these should not 
be baptized, which have received the Holy 
Ghost as wellas we? And he commanded 
them to be baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry certain days. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Genesis xv. 


AFTER these things the word of the Lorp 

came unto Abram in a vision, saying, 
Fear not, Abram: I am thy shield, and thy 
exceeding great reward. And Abram said, 
Lord Gop, what wilt thou give me, seeing I 
go childless, and the steward of my house 
is this Eliezer of Damascus? And Abram 
said, Behold, to me thou hast given no seed: 
and, lo, one born in my house is mine heir. 
And, behold, the word of the Lorn came unto 
him, saying, This shall not be thine heir; but 
he that shall come forth out of thine own 
bowels shall be thine heir. And he brought 
him forth abroad, and said, Look now toward 


_ heaven, and tell the stars, if thou be able to 
number them: and he said unto him, So 


shall thy seed be. And he believed in the

Lorp; and he counted it to him for righteous- 
ness. And he said unto him, I am the Lorp 
that brought thee out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
to give thee this land to inherit it. And he 
said, Lord Gop, whereby shall I know that I 
shall inherit it?) And he said unto him, Take 
me a heifer of three years old, and a she- 
goat of three years old, and a ram of three 
years old, and a turtle dove, and a young 
pigeon. And he took unto him all these, and 
divided them in the midst, and laid each piece 
one against another: but the birds divided he 


not. “And when the fowls came down upon - 


the carcases, Abram drove them away. And 
when the sun was going down, a deep sleep 
fell upon Abram; and, lo, a horror of great 
darkness fell upon him. And he said unto 
Abram, Know of a surety that thy seed 
shall be a stranger in a land that ts not theirs, 
and shall serve them; and they shall afflict 
them four hundred years; and also that na- 
tion, whom they shall serve, will I judge: and 
afterward shall they come out with great sub- 
stance. And thou shalt go to thy fathers’ in 
peace; thou shalt be buried in a good old age. 
But in the fourth generation they shall come 
hither again: for the iniquity of the Amorites 
is not yet full. And it came to pass, that, 
when the sun went down, and it was dark, be- 
hold a smoking furnace, and a burning lamp 
that passed between those pieces. In the same 
day the Lorp made a covenant with Abram, 
saying, Unto thy seed have I given this land, 
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from the river of Egypt unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates. 


Second Lesson. 2 Timothy ii. 


HOU therefore, my son, be strong in the 
grace that is in Christ Jesus. And the 
things that thou hast heard of me among 
“many witnesses, the same commit thou to 
faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also. Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. No man 
that warreth entangleth himself with ithe 
affairs of this life; that he may please him 
who hath chosen him 'to be a soldier. And 
if a man also strive for masteries, yet is he 
not crowned, except he strive lawfully. The 
husbandman that laboureth must be first par- 
taker of the fruits. Consider what I say; and 
the Lord give thee understanding in all things. 
Remember that Jesus Christ of the seed of 
David was raised from the dead according to 
“my gospel: Wherein I suffer trouble, as an 
evil doer, even unto bonds; but the iba of 
God is not bound. Muereeee I endure all 
\ things for the elect’s sakes, that they may also 
’ obtain the salvation which is in Christ Jesus 
With eternal glory. J¢ isa faithful saying: 
For if we be dead with him, we shall also 
live with Azm: If we suffer, we shall also 
n with him: if we deny him, he also will 
y us; If we believe not, ye¢ he abideth 
hful: he cannot deny himself. Of these 
igs put them in remembrance, charging 
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them before the Lord that they strive not 
about words to no profit, du¢ to the subvert- 
ing of the hearers. Study to show thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth. But shun profane end vain bab- 
blings: for they will increase unto more un- 
godliness. And their word will eat.as doth 
a canker: of whom is Hymeneus and Phile- 
tus; who concerning the truth have erred, 
saying that the resurrection is passed already; 
and overthrow the faith of some, Neverthe- 
less the foundation of God standeth sure, hav- 
ing this seal, the Lord knoweth them that 
are his. And, let every one that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. But in- 
a great house there are not only vessels of gold 
and of silver, but also of wood and of earth; 
and some to honour, and some to dishonour. 
If a man therefore purge himself from these, 
he shall be a vessel unto honour, sanetified, 
and meet for the master’s use, and prepared 
unto every good work. Flee also youthful 
lusts: but follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the Lord out 
of a pure heart. But foolish and unlearned 
questions avoid, knowing that they do gender 
strifes. And the servant of the Lord must 
not strive; but be gentle unto all men, apt to 
teach, patient, in meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves; if God peradventure — 
will give them repentance to the acknowledg- 
ing of the truth; and ¢hat they may recover 
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themselves out of the snare of the devil, who 
are taken captive by him at his will. 
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THE THIRD SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 


Morning Service. ¢ 
First Lesson. Genesis xxxvii. 


ND Jacob dwelt in the land wherein his 
father was a stranger, in the land of Ca- 
naan. These are the generations of Jacob. 
Joseph, being seventeen years old, was feed- 
_ing the flock with his brethren; and the lad 
was with the sons of Bilhah, and with the 
‘sons of Zilpah, his father’s wives: and Joseph 
_ brought unto his father their evil report. Now 
Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, 
_ because he was the son of his old age: and he 
made hima coat of many colours. And when 
_his brethren saw that their father loved him 
more than all his brethren, they hated him, 
and could not speak peaceably unto him. 
And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told 
it his brethren: and they hated him yet the 
more. And he said unto them, Hear, I pray 
you, this dream which I have dreamed: For, 
| behold, we were binding sheaves in the field, 
| and, lo,my sheaf arose,and also stood upright; 
} and, behold, your sheaves stood round about, 
id made obeisance to my sheaf. And his 
ethren said to him, Shalt thou indeed reign 
rer us? orshalt thou indeed have dominion 
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over us? and they hated him yet the more 
for his dreams, and for his words. 

And he dreamed yet another dream, and 
told it his brethren, and said, Behold, I have 
dreamed a dream more; and, behold, the sun 
and the moon aud the eleven stars made obei- 
sanee to me. And he told 7é to his father, 
and to his brethren: and his father rebuked 
him, and said unto him, What zs this dream 
that thou hast dreamed? Shall I and thy mo- 
ther and thy brethren indeed come to‘bow 
down ourselves to thee to the earth? And his 
brethren envied him; but his father observed 
the saying. 

And his brethren went to feed their father’s - 
flock in Shechem. And Israel said unto Jo- 
seph, Do not thy brethren feed the flock in 
Shechem? come, anu I will send thee unto 
them. And he said to him, Here am I. And 
he said to him, Go, I pray thee, see whether 
it be well with thy brethren, and well with 
the tiocks; and bring me word again. So he 
sent him out of the vale of Hebron, and he 
came to Shechem. , 

_ And a certain man found him, and, behold, 
he wus wandering in the field: and the man 
asked him, saying, What seekest thou? And 
he said, I seek my brethren: tell me, I pray 
thee, where they feed their flocks. And the 
man said, They are departed hence; for I 
heard them say, Let us go to Dothan. And 
Joseph went after his brethren, and foun 
them in Dothan. And when they saw hi 
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afar off, even before he came near unto them, 
they conspired against him to slay him, And 
they said one to another, Behold, this dreamer 
cometh. Come now therefore, and let us slay 
him, and cast him into some pit, and we will 
Say, Some evil beast hath devoured him: and 
we shall see what will become of his dreams. 
And Reuben heard z¢, and he delivered him 
out of their hands; and said, Let us not kill 
him. And Reuben said unto them, Shed no 
blood, du¢ cast him into this pit that zs in the 
wilderness, and lay no hand upon him; that 
he might rid him out of their hands, to deliver 
him to his father again. 

And it came to pass, when Joseph was 
come unto his brethren, that they stript Jo- 
seph out of his coat, his coat of many colours 
that was on him; and they took him, and cast 
him into a pit: and the pit was empty, there 
was no water in it. And they sat down to 

eat bread: and they lifted up their eyes and 
looked, and, behold, a company of Ishmaelites 
came from Gilead with their camels bearing 
spicery and balm and myrrh, going to carry 
at down to Egypt. And Judah said unto his 
‘brethren, What profit zs i¢ if we slay our 
brother, and conceal his blood? Come, and 
‘let us sell him to the Ishmaelites, and let not 
our hand be upon him; for be zs our brother 
and our flesh. And his brethren were con- 
tent. Then there passed by Midianites mer- 
-chantmen; and they drew and lifted up Jo- 
“seph out of the pit, and sold joe tc the 
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Ishmaelites for twenty pieces of silver: and 
they brought. Joseph into Egypt. 

And Reuben returned unto the pit; and, 
behold, Joseph was not in the pit; and he 
rent his clothes... And he returned unto his 
brethren, and said, The child zs not: and I, 
whither. shall I go? And they took Joseph’s 
coat, and killed a kid of the goats, and dipped 
the coat in the blood; and they sent the coat 
of many colours, and they brought zf to their 
father; and said, This have we found: know 
now whether it de thy son’s coat or no, And 
he knew it, and said, Zt 7s my son’s coat; an 
evil beast hath devoured him; Joseph is with- 
out doubt rent in pieces. And Jacob rent his_ 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his loins, and 
mourned for his son many days. And all his 
sons and all his daughters rose up to comfort 
him; but he refused to be comforted; and he 
said, For I will go down into the grave unto 
my son mourning. Thus his father wept for 
hime And the Midianites sold him into Egypt 
unto Potiphar, an oflicer of Pharaoh’s, and 
captain of the guard. 


Second Lesson. Acts xi. 


AND the apostles and brethren that were 
in Judea heard that the Gentiles had also 
received the word of God. And when Peter 
was come up to Jerusalem, they that were of 
the circumcision contended with him, saying, 
Thou wentest in to men uncircumcised, and 
didst eat with them. But Peter rehearsed the 
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matter from the beginning, ai d expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, I was in the 
city of Joppa praying: and in a trance I saw 
a vision, A certain vessel descend, as it had 
been a great sheet, let down from heaven by 
four corners; and it came even to me: Upon 

_ the which when I had fastened mine eyes, J 
considered, and saw fourfooted beasts of the 
earth, and wild beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. And I heard a voice 
saying unto me, Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 
But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing common 
or unclean hath at any time entered into my 
mouth. But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath cleansed, that 
eall not thou common. And this was done 
three times; and all were drawn up again into 
heaven. And, behold, immediately there were 
three men already come unto the house where 

I was, sent from Cesarea unto me. And the 

_ Spirit bade me go with them, nothing doubt- 
ing. Moreover these six brethren accompa- 
nied me,and we entered into the man’s house: 

_ And he showed us how he had seen an angel 
in his house, which stood and said unto him, 
Send men to Joppa, and call for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; who shall tell thee words, 
‘whereby thou and all thy house shall be saved. 
And as I began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell 
_on them, as on us at the beginning. Then re- 
membered I the word of the Lord, how that 
ne said, John indeed baptized with water; ; but 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
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Forasmuch then as God gave them the like | 
gift as he did unto us, who believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ; what was I, that I could 
withstand God? When they heard these 
things, they held their peace, and glorified 
God, saying, Then hath God also to the Gen- 
tiles granted repentance unto life. 

Now they which were scattered abroad 
upon the persecution that arose about Stephen 
travelled as far as Phenice, and Cyprus, and 
Antioch, preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. And some of them were men 
of Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they were 
come to Antioch, spake unto the Grecians, ~ 
preaching the Lord Jesus. And the hand of 
the Lord was with them: and a great num- 
ber believed, and turned unto the Lord. 

Then tidings of these things came unto the 
ears of the church which was in Jerusalem: 
and they sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as Antioch. Who, when he came, | 
and had seen the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted them all, that with purpose of heart 
they would cleave unto the Lord. For he 
was a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith: and much people was added 
unto the Lord. Then departed Barnabas to 
Tarsus, for to seek Saul: And when he had 
found him, he brought him unto Antioch. 
And it came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the church, and 
taught much people. And the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch, = 
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» And in these days came prophets from Je- 
rusalem unto Antioch. And there stood up 
one of them named Agabus, and signified by 
the Spirit that there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world: which came to pass 
in the days of Claudius Cesar. Then the dis- 
ciples, every man according to his ability, de- 
termined tosend relief unto the brethren which 
dweltin Judea: Which also they did, and sent 
it to the elders by the hands of Barnabas and 
Saul. 


Evening Service. 
First. Lesson. Gene:is xlii. 


N] OW when Jacob saw that there was corn 
in Egypt, Jacob said unto his sons, Why 
do ye look one upon another? And he said, 


- Behold, I have heard that there is corn in 


Egypt: get you down thither, and buy for us 
from thence: that we may live, and not die. 
And Joseph’s ten brethren went down to 
buy corn in Egypt. But Benjamin, Joseph’s 
brother, Jacob sent not with his brethren; for 
he said, Lest peradventure mischief befall 
‘him. And the sons of Israel came to buy 
corn among those that came: for the famine 
was in the land of Canaan. And Joseph was 
the governor over the land, and he it was — 
that sold to all the people of the land: and | 
_Joseph’s brethren came, and bowed down 
themselves before him with their faces to the 
vt And Joseph saw his brethren, and he 
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knew them, but made himself strange unte 
them, and spake roughly unto them; and 
he said unto them, Whence come ye? And 
they said, From the land of Canaan to buy 
food. And Joseph knew his brethren, but they 
knew not him. And Joseph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of them, and said 
unto them, Ye are spies; to. see the nakedness 
of the land ye are come. And. they said 
unto him, Nay, my iord, but to buy food are 
thy servants come. We are all one man’s 
sons; we are true men, thy servants are 
no spies. And he said unto them, Nay, but 
to see the nakedness of the land ye are come. 
And they said, Thy servants are twelve 
brethren, the sons of one man in the land of 
Canaan; and, behold, the youngest zs this 
day with our father, and one zs not. And Jo- 
seph said unto them, That zs 7é that I spake 
unto you, saying, Ye wre spies: Hereby ye 
shall be proved: By the life of Pharaoh ye 
shall-not go forth hence, except your young- 
est brother come hither. Send one ef you, 
and jet him fetch your brother, and ye shall 
be kept in prison, that your words may be 
proved, whether there be any truth in you: 
or else by the life of Pharaoh surely ye are 
spies. And he put them all together into ward 
three days. And Joseph said unto them the 
third day, This do, and live; for I fear God: 
If ye de true men, let one of your brethren be 
bound in the house of your prison; go ye, 
carry corn for the famine of your houses: But 
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bring your youngest brother unto me; so shalt 
your words be verified, and ye shall not die. 
And they did so. 

And they said one to another, We ave verily 
guilty concerning our brother, in that we saw 
the anguish of his soul, when he besought us, 
and we would not hear; therefore is this dis- 
tress come upon us. And Reuben answered 
them, saying, Spake I not unto you, saying, 
Do not sin against the child; and ye would 
not hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is 
required. And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them; for he spake unto them by 
an interpreter. And he turned himself about 
from them, and wept; and returned to them 
again, and communed with them, and took 
from them Simeon, and bound him before 
their eyes. 

_ Then Joseph commanded to fill their sacks 
with corn, and to restore every man’s money 
into his sack, and to give them provision for 
the way; and thus did he unto them. And 
they laded their asses with the corn, and de- 
parted thence. And as one of them opened 
his sack, to give his ass provender, in the inn, 
he espied his money; for, behold, it was in 
his sack’s mouth. And he said unto his 
brethren, My money is restored; and, lo, ¢¢ 
7s even in my sack: and their heart failed 
_ them, and they were afraid, saying one to 
another, What zs this that God hath done 
unto us? ; 

_ And they came unto Jacob their father unto 
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the land of Canaan, and told him all that be- 
fell unto them; saying, The man who is the — 
lord of the Jand, spake roughly to us, and took 
us for spies of the country. And we said 
unto him, We ave true men ; we are no spies: 
We be twelve brethren, sons of our father; 
one is not, and the youngest 7s this day with 
our father in the Jand of Canaan. And the 
man, the lord of the country, said unto us, 
Hereby shall I know that ye are true men; 
leave one of your brethren here with me, and 
take food for the famine of your households, 
and be gone: And bring your youngest bro- 
ther unto me: then shall I know that ye are 
no spies, but that ye are true men: so will 
I deliver you your brother, and ye shall traf 
fic in the land. . 
And it came to pass as they emptied their 
sacks, that, behold, every man’s bundle of 
money was in his sack: and when doth they 
and their father saw the bundles of money, 
they were afraid. And Jacob their father 
said unto them, Me have ye bereaved of my 
childen: Joseph zs not, and Simeon zs not, 
and ye will take Benjamin away: all these 
things are against me. And Reuben spake 
unto his father, saying, Slay my two sons, if 
I bring him not-to thee: deliver him into my 
hand, and I will bring him to thee again. 
And he said, My son shall not go down with 
you; for his brother is dead, and he is left 
wlone : if mischief befall him ‘by, the way in 
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which ye go, then shall ye bring down my 
gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. 


Second Lesson. 2 Timothy iii. and iv. 


HIS know also, that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. For men shall be lovers 
of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
_blasphemers, disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy, without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, traitors, 
heady, high-minded, lovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God; having a form of godli- 
ness, but denying the power thereof: from 
such turn away. For of. this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women laden with sins, led away with 
divers lusts; ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. Now as 
Jannes and Jambres withstood Moses, so do 
Bhese also resist the truth: men of corrupt 
"minds, reprobate concerning the faith. But 
_ they shall proceed no further: for their folly 
shall be manifest unto all 7en, as theirs also 
was. But thou hast fully known my doc- 
trine, manner of life, purpose, faith, long-suf- 
fering, charity, patience, persecutions, afflic- 
tions, which came unto me at Antioch, at 
Iconium, at Lystra; what persecutions I en- 
-dured: but out of them all the Lord delivered 
Yea, and all that will live godly in 
ist Jesus shall suffer persecution. But 
-men and seducers shall Wax worse and 
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worse, deceiving, and being deceived. But 
continue thou in the things which thou hast 
learned and hast been assured of, knowing 
of whom thou hast learned them; and that 
from a child thou hast known the holy serip- 
tures, which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation, through faith which is in Christ Je- 
sus. All scripture zs given by inspiration of 
God, and zs profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: That the man of God may be perfect, 
thoroughly furnished unto all good works. 

I charge thee therefore before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick 
and the dead at his appearing and his king- 
dom; preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
all long-suffering and doctrine. For the time 
will come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears; And they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turned unto fa- 
bles. But watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, make 
full proof of thy ministry. For I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand. I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have kept. 
the faith: Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
ihe righteous Judge, shall give me at that ie, 
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and not to me only, but unto all them als 
that love his appearing. 


THE FOURTH SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Genesis xliii. 


ND the famine ewas sore in the land. And 

it came to pass, when they had eaten up 

the corn which they had brought out of Egypt, 
their father said unto them, Go again, buy us 

-a little food. And Judah spake unto him, 
saying, The man did solemnly protest unto 
us, saying, Ye shall not see my face, except 
your brother de with you. If thou wilt send 
our brother with us, we will go down and 
"Buy thee food: But if thou wilt not send him, 
we will not go down: for the man said unto 
us, Ye shall not see my face except your bro- 
ther de with you. And Israel said, Where- 
fore dealt ye so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother? And they 

' said, The man asked us straitly of our state, _ 
and of our kindred, saying, Zs your father yet 
alive? have ye another brother? and we told 
him according to the tenor of these words: 
could we certainly know that he would say, 

_ Bring your brother down? And Judah said 
unto Israel his father, Send the lad with me, 
_ and we will arise and go; that we may live, 
_ and not die, both we, and thou, and also our 
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little ones. I will be surety for him; of my 
hand shalt thou require him: if I bring him 
not unto thee, and set him before thee, then 
let me bear the blame for ever: For except 
we had lingered, surely now we had returned 
this second time. And their father Israel said 
unto them, If z¢ must be so now, do this; take 
of the best fruits in the land in your vessels, 
| and carry down the man a present, a little 
balm, and a little honey, spices, and. myrrh, 
nuts and almonds: And. take double money 
in your hand; and the money that was brought 
again in the mouth of your sacks, carry it 
again in your hand; peradventure it was an 
oversight: Take also your brother, and arise, 
go again unto the man: And God Almighty 
give you mercy before the man, that he may 
send away your other brother, and Benja- 
min. If I be bereaved of my children, | amp 
bereaved. 
_ And the men took that present, and they 
took double money in their hand, and Benja- 
min; and rose up, and went down to Egypt, 
and stood before Joseph. And when Joseph 
saw Benjamin with them, he said to the ruler 
of his house, Bring ¢hese men home, and slay, 
and make ready; for ¢hese men shall dine 
with me at noon. And the man did as Jo- 
seph bade; and the man brought the men into 
Joseph’s house. And. the men were afraid, 
because they were brought into Joseph’s 
house; and they said, Because of the money 
that was returned in our sacks at the first 
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time are we brought in; that he may see oc. 
casion against us, and fall upon us, and take 
us for bondmen, and our asses. And they 
came near to the steward of Joseph’s house, 
and they communed with him at the door of 
‘the house, and said, O sir, we came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food: And it” 
came to pass, when we came to the inn, that 
we opened our sacks, and, behold, every man’s 
money was in the mouth of his sack, our mo- 
ney in full weight: and we have brought it 
again in our hand. And other money have 
we brought down in our hands to buy food: 
‘we cannot tell who put our money in our 
sacks. And he said, Peace be to vou, fear 
not: your God, and the God of your father, 
hath given you treasure in your sacks: I had 
your money. And he brought Simeon out 
unto them. And the man brought the men 
into Joseph’s house, and gave them water, 
and they washed their feet; and he gave their 
asses provender. And they made ready the 
present against Joseph came at noon: for they 
heard that they should eat bread there. 

And when Joseph came home, they brought 
him the present which zoas in their hand into 
the house, and bowed themselves to him to 
the earth. And he asked them of their wel- 
fare, and said, 7s your father well, the old 
man of whom ye spake? Js he yet alive? 

_ And they answered, Thy servant our father és 

in good health, he 7s yet alive. And they 

ae down their heads, and made obei- 
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sance. And he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
his brother Benjamin, his mother’s son, and 
said, Zs this your younger brother, of whom 
ye spake unto me? And he said, God be 
gracious unto thee, my son. And Joseph 
made haste; for his bowels did yearn upon 
his brother:-and he sought where to weep; 
and he entered into his chamber, and wept 
there. And he washed his face, and went 
out, and refrained himself, and said, Set on 
bread.. And they set on for him by himself, 
and for them by themselves, and for the 
Egyptians, which did eat with him, by them- 
selves: because the Egyptians might not eat 
bread with the Hebrews; for that zs an abo- 
mination unto the Egyptians. And they sat 
before him, the first-born according to his 
birthright, and the youngest according to his 
youth: and the men marvelled one at an- 
other. And he took and sent messes unto 
them from before him: but Benjamin’s mess 
was five times so much asany of theirs. And 
they drank, and were merry with him. 


Second Lesson. Acts Xiv. 


ANP it came to pass in Iconium, that they 

went both together into the synagogue 
of the Jews, and so spake, that a great multi- 
tude both of the Jews and also of the Greeks 
believed. But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their minds evil 
affected against the brethren. Long time 
therefore abode they speaking boldly im the 
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Lord, which gave testimony unto the word 
of his grace, and granted signs and wonders: 

' to be done by their hands. But the multi- 
tude of the city was divided: and. part held 
with the Jews, and part with the apostles. 
And when there was an assault made both of 
the Gentiles, and also of the Jews with their 
rulers, to use them despitefully, and to stone 
them, they were ware of zt, and fled unto 
Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and 
unto the region that eth round about: And 
there they preached the gospel. 

And there sat a certain man at Lystra, 
impotent in his feet, being a cripple from 
his mother’s womb, who never had walked: 

"The same heard Paul speak: who steadfastly 
 beholding him, and perceiving that he had 
faith to be healed, said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. And when the people saw what 
' Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, 
_ Saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods 
"are come down to us in the likeness of men. 
_ And they called Barnabas, Jupiter; and Paul, 
| Mereurius, because he was the chief speaker. _ 
’ Then the priest of Jupiter, which was before — 
_ their city, brought oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done sacrifice with the 
people. Which when the apostles, Barnabas — 
and Paul, heard of, they rent their clothes, and 
_ ran in among the people, crying out, and say- 
Sirs, why do ye these things? We also. 
e men of like passions with you, and preach 
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unto you that ye should turn frora these vani 
ties unto the living God, which made heaven 
and earth, and the sea, and all things that are 
‘therein: Who in times past suffered all na- 
tions to walk in their own ways. Neverthe- 
less he left not himself without witness, in 
that he did good, and gave us rain from hea- 
ven, and fruitful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness, And with these say 
ings scarce restrained they the people, that 
they had not done sacrifice unto them. 

And there came thither certain Jews from 
Antioch and Iconium, who persuaded the 
people, and, having stoned Paul, drew him 
out of the city, supposing he had been dead. 
Howbeit, as the disciples stood round about 
him, he rose up, and came into the city: and 
the next day he departed with Barnabas to 
Derbe. And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught many, they 
returned again to Lystra, and ¢o Iconium, and 
Antioch, confirming the souls of the disciples, 
and exhorting them to continue in the faith, 
| and that we must through much tribulation 
| enter into the kingdom of God. And when they 
had ordained them elders in every church, 
and had prayed with fasting, they com- 
mended them tothe Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. And after they had passed throughout 
Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. And when 
they had preached the word in Perga, they 
went down into Attalia: And thence sailed to’ 
Antioch, from whence they had been recom: 
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mended to the grace of God for the work 
| which they fulfilled. And when they were 
| come, and had gathered the church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done with 
them, and how he had opened the door of 
faith unto the Gentiles. And there they abode 
long time with the disciples.

First Lesson. Genesis xlv. 


(THEN Joseph could not refrain himself be 
fore all them that stood by him; and he 
‘eried, Cause every man to go out from me. 
And there stood no man with him, while Jo- 
seph made himself known unto his brethren. 
And he wept aloud: and the Egyptians and 
the house of Pharaoh heard. And Joseph 
said unto his brethren, I wm Joseph; doth my’ 
father yet live? And his brethren could not 
answer him; for they were troubled at his 
Bipresence. And Joseph said unto his brethren, 
Come near to me, I pray you. And they 
‘came near. And he said, I am Joseph your 
, brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. Now” 
’ therefore be not grieved nor angry with your- — 
selves, that ye sold me hither: for God did 
‘send me before you to preserve life. For 
these two years hath the famine deen in the 
land: and yet there are five years, in the 
which there shall neither be earing nor har- 
rest. And God sent me before you to pre- 
‘vé\you a posterity in the earth, and to save. 
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your lives by a great deliverance.: So now zé 
was not you that sent me hither, but Goa: 
and he hath: made me a father to Pharaoh, 
and lord of all his house, anda ruler through- 
out all the land of Egypt. Haste ye, and go 
up to my father, and say unto him, Thus saith 
thy son Joseph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt: come down unto me, tarry not: And 
thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and 
thou shalt be near unto me, thou, and thy 
children, and thy children’s children, and thy 
flocks, and thy herds, and all that thou hast: 
And there will I nourish thee; for yet there 
are five years of famine; lest thou, and thy 
household, and all that thou hast, come to 
poverty. And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the eyes of my brother Benjamin, that zt is 
my mouth that speaketh unto you. And ye 
shall tell my father of all my glory in Egypt, 
and of all that ye have seen; and ye shall 
haste and bring down my father hither. And 
he fell upon his brother Benjamin’s neck, and 
wept; and Benjamin wept upon his neck, 
Moreover he kissed all his brethren,and wept 
upon them: and after that his brethren oyna 
with him. 

And the fame thereof was heard i in ‘ands 
raoh’s house, saying, Joseph’s brethren are 
come: and it pleased Pharaoh well, and his 
servants. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; lade your 
beasts, and go, get you unto the land of Ca- 
naan; and take your father and as 
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holds, and come unto me: and I will give yoa 
the good of the land of Egypt, and ye shall 
eat the fat of the land. Now thou art com- 
manded, this do ye; take you wagons out of 
the land of Egypt for your little ones, and for 
your wives, and bring your father, and come. 
Also regard not your stuff; for the good of all 
the land of Egypt 7s yours. And the children 
_of israel did so: and Joseph gave them wa- 
gons, according to the commandment of Pha- 
raoh, and gave them provision for the way. 
To all of them he gave each man changes of 
raiment; but to Benjamin he gave three hun- 
dred pieces of silver, and five-changes of rai- 
ment. And to his father he sent after this 
manner ; ten asses laden with the good things 
of Egypt, and ten she-asses laden with corn 
and bread and meat for his father by the way. 
So he sent his brethren away, and they de- 
parted: and he said unto them, See that ye 
fall not out by the way. 

And they went up out of Egypt, and came 
"into the land of Canaan unto Jacob their fa- 
_ ther, and told him, saying, Joseph is yet alive, 

\ and he is governor over all the land of Egypt 
+ And Jacob’s heart fainted, for he believed — 
~ them not. And they told him all the words 
’ of Joseph, which he had said unto them: and 
when he saw the wagons which Joseph had 
sent to carry him, the spirit of Jacob their fa- 
ther revived: And Israel said, /¢ is enough; 
J ie my son zs yet alive: I will go and see 
nim before I die. j 
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Second Lesson. Titus ii. and iii. 


per speak thou the things which become 
sound doctrine: That the aged men be 
sober, grave, temperate, sound in faith, in 
charity, in patience. The aged women like- 
wise, that they be in behaviour as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers, not given to much 
wine, teachers of good things; that they may 
teach the young women to be sober, to love 
their husbands, to love their children, ¢o de 
discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, obe- 
dient to their own husbands, that the word 
of God be not blasphemed. Young men like- 
wise exhort to be sober-minded. In all things 
showing thyself a pattern of good works: in 
doctrine showing uncorruptness, gravity, sin- 
cerity, sound speech, that cannot be con- 
demned; that he that is of the contrary part 
may be ashamed, having no evil thing to say 
of you. Hevhort servants to be obedient unto 
their own masters, and to please them well 
in all things; not answering again; not pur- 
joining, but showing all good fidelity; that 
they may adorn the doctrine of God our Sa- 
viour in all things. For the grace of God 
that bringeth salvation hath appeared to all 
men, teaching us that, denying ungodliness 
and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present world; 
looking for that blessed hope, and the glo- 
rious appearing of the great God and our Sa 
viour Jesus Christ; who gave himself for us, 
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that he might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works. These things speak, 
and exhort, and rebuke with all authority. 
__ Let no man despise thee. 
- Put them in mind to be subject to princi- 
palities and powers, to obey magistrates, to 
_ be ready to every good work, to speak evil 
' of no man, to be no brawlers, dut gentle, 
showing all meekness unto all men. For we 
ourselves also were sometimes foolish, diso- 
bedient, deceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and envy, hateful, 
' and hating one another. But after that the 
kindness and love of God our Saviour toward 
man appeared, not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the washing of rege- 
_ heration, aud renewing of the Holy Ghost; 
which he shed on us abundantly through Je- 
‘sus Christ our Saviour; that being justified 
_ by his grace, we should be made heirs ac- 
_ cording to the hope of eternal life. This is 
_ a faithful saying, and these things I will that 
_ thou affirm constantly. that they which have — 
believed in God might be careful to maintain | 
good works. These things are good and pro- 
fitable unto men. But avoid foolish ques- 
_ tions, and genealogies, and contentions, and 
trivings about the law; for they are unpro- 
ble and vain.

Binding his foul unto the vine, 
and his ass’s colt unto the choice vine; he 
washed his garments in wine, and his clothes 
in the blood of grapes: His eyes shall be red 
with wine, and his teeth white with milk. 

Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the sea; 
and he shall be for a haven of ships; and his 
border shall be unto Zidon. 

Issachar 7s a strong ass couching down be- 
tween two burdens: And he saw that rest 
was good, and the land that 7¢ was pleasant;

him, and shot at him, and hated him: But 
his bow abode in strength, and the arms of his 
hands were made strong by the hands of the 
mighty God of Jacob; (from thence zs the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel:) Even by the 
God of thy father, who shall help thee; and 
by the Almighty who shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, blessings of the 
deep that lieth under, blessings of the breasts, 
and of the womb: The blessings of thy father 
have prevailed above the blessings of my pro- 
genitors unto the utmost bound of the ever- 
lasting hills: they shall be on the head of Jo- 
seph, and on the crown of the head of him 
that was separate from his brethren. 

Benjamin shall*raven as a wolf: in the 
morning he shall devour the prey, and at 
night he shall divide the spoil. 

All these are the twelve tribes of Israel: 
and this is 7¢ that their father spake unto 
them, and blessed them; every one according 
to his blessing he blessed them. And he 
charged them, and said unto them, I am to 
be gathered unto my people: bury me with 
my fathers in the cave that ¢s in the field of 
Ephron the Hittite, in the cave that és in the 
field of Machpelah, which zs before Mamre, 
in the land of Canaan, which Abraham bought 
with the field of Ephron the Hittite for a pos- 
session of a burying-place.

of the cave that zs therein was from the chil- 
dren of Heth. And when Jacob had made an 
end of commanding his sons, he gathered up 
his feet into the bed, and yielded up the Ghost, 
and was gathered unto his people. 


Second Lesson. Acts xv. 


ND certain men which came down from 
Judea taught the brethren, and said, 
- Except ye be circumcised after the manner 
of Moses, ye cannot be saved. When there- 
fore Paul and Barnabas had no small dissen- 
sion and disputation with them, they deter- 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
- other of them, should go up to Jerusalem un- 
to the apostles and elders about this question. 
And being brought on their way by the 
church, they passed through Phenice and Sa- 
maria, declaring the conversion of the Gen- 
tiles: and they caused great joy unto all the 
brethren. And when they were come to Je- 
rusalem, they were received of the church,and 
of the apostles and elders, and they declared 
all things that God had done with them. But 
there rose up certain of the sect of the Phari- 
sees which believed, saying, That it was need- 
ful to cireumcise them, and to command them 
to keep the law of Moses. 

And the apostles and elders came together 
for to consider of this matter. And when there 
had been much disputing, Peter rose up, and 
said unto them, Men and brethren, ye know 
how that a good while ago God made choice 
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among us, that the Gentiles by my mouth 
should hear the word of the gospel, and be- 
lieve. And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us; and put no 
difference between us and them, purifying 
their hearts by faith. Now therefore why 
tempt ye God, to put a yoke upon the neck 
of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear? But we believe that 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
we shall be saved, even as they. 

Then all the multitude kept silence, and 
gave audience to Barnabasand Paul,declaring 
what miracles and wonders God had wrought 
among the Gentiles by them. 

And after they had held their peace, James 
answered, saying, Men and brethren, hear- 
ken unto me: Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out 
of them a people for his name. And to this 
agree the words of the prophets; as it is 
written, After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, which is 
fallen down; and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will set it up: That the residue 
of men might seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, upon Whom my name is called, saith 
the Lord, who doeth all these things. Known 
unto God are all his works from the begin- 
ning of the world. Wherefore my sentence is, 
that we trouble not them, whien from among 
the Gentiles are turned to God: But that we 
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write unto them, that they abstain from pol- 
lutions of idols, and from fornication, and 
from things strangled, and from blood. For 
Moses of old time hath in every city them 
that preach him, beingread in the synagogues 
every sabbath day. Then pleased it the apos- 
tles and elders, with the whole church, to 
send chosen men of their own company to An 
tioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Ju- 
das surnamed Barsabas, and Silas, chief men 
among the brethren: And they wrote letters 
by them after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting unto the 


. brethren which are of the Gentiles in Antioch 


and Syria and Cilicia: Forasmuch as we have 
heard, that certain which went out from us 
have troubled you with words, subverting 
your souls, saying, Ye must be circumcised, 
and keep the law: to whom we gave no such 
commandment: It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send chosen 
men unto you with our beloved Barnabas and 
Paul, men that have hazarded their lives for ’ 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. We have 
sent therefore Judas and Silas, who shall also 
tell you the same things by mouth. For it 
seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, 
to lay upon you no greater burden than these 
necessary things; that ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication: from 
which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do well. 
are ye well. So when they were dismissed, 
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they came to Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they delivered 
the epistle: which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. And Judas and 
Silas, being prophets also themselves, exhort- 
ed the brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed thes. And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace from the 
brethren unto the apostles. Notwithstanding 
it pleased Silas to abide there still. Paul also 
and Barnabas continued in Antioch, teaching 
and preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. 

And some days after Paul said unto Bar- 
nabas, Let us go again and visit our bre- 
thren in every city where we have preached 
the word of the Lord, and see how they do. 
And Barnabas determined to take with them 
John, whose surname was Mark. But Paul 
thought not good to take him with them, who 
departed from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with them to the work. And the 
contention was so sharp between them, that 
they departed asunder one from the other: 
and so Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; and Saul chose Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren unto the 
grace of God. And he went through Syria 
and Cilicia, confirming the churches. ti 
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Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Genesis 1. 


ND Joseph fell upon his father’s face, and 
wept upon him, and kissed him. And 
Josepheommanded hisservants the physicians 
to embalm his father: and the physicians 
embalmed Israel. And forty days were ful- 
filled for him: (for so are fulfilled the days of 
those which are embalmed:) and the Egypt- 
jans mourned for him threescore and ten 
days. And when the days of his mourning 
-were past, Joseph spake unto the house of 
Pharaoh, saying, If now I have found grace 
in your eyes, speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
Pharaoh, saying, My father made me swear, 
saying, Lo, I die: in my grave which I have 
digged for me in the land of Canaan, there 

_ shalt thou bury me. Now therefore let me 

' go up, I pray thee, and bury my father, and 

} I will come again. And Pharaoh said, Go 

up, and bury thy father, according as he made 

_ thee swear. 

_ And Joseph went up to bury his father: 
and with him went up all the servants of Pha- 
raoh, the elders of his house, and all the elders 

_ of the land of Egypt, and all the house of Jo- 
‘Seph, and his brethren, and his father’s house: 

only their little ones, and their flocks, and 

their herds, they left in the land of Goshen. 

And there went up with him both chariots 

and horsemen: and it wasa very great com- 
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_ pany. ded they came to the threshing floor 
of Atad, which ’s beyond Jordan, and there 
they mourned with a great and very sore la- 
mentation: and he made a mourning for his 
father seven days. And when the inhabit- 
ants of the land, the Canaanites, saw the 
mourning in the floor of Atad, they said, This 
is a grievous mourning to*the Egyptians: 
wherefore the name of it was called Abel- 
mizraim, which 7s beyond Jordan. And his 
sons did unto him according as he commanded 
them: For his sons carried him into the land 
of Canaan, and buried him in the cave of the 
field of Machpelah, which Abraham bought 
with the field for a possession of a burying- 
place of Ephron the Hittite, before Mamre. 

And Joseph returned into Egypt, he, and 
his brethren, and all that went up with him 
to bury his father, after he had buried his 
father. 

And when Joseph’s brethren saw that their 
father was dead, they said, Joseph will per- 

- adventure hate us, and will certainly requite 
us all the evil which we did unto him. And 
they sent a messenger unto Joseph, saying, 
Thy father did command before he died, say 
ing, So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, I 
pray thee now, the trespass of thy brethren, 
and their sin; for they did unto thee evil: and 
now, we pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
the servants of the God of thy father. And 
Joseph wept when they spake unto him. 
And his brethren also went and fell down be- 
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fore his face; and they said, Behold, we be 
thy servants. And Joseph said unto them, 
Fear not: for am lin the place of God? But 
as for you, ye thought evil against me; dwt 
God. meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as 

_ tt is this day, to save much people: alive. 
Now therefore fear ye not: I will nourish 
you, and your little ones. And he comforted 
them, and spake kindly unto them. 

And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, and his 
father’s house: and Joseph lived a hundred 
and ten years. And Joseph saw Ephraim’s 
children of the third generation: the children 

_also of Machir the son of Manasseh were 
brought up upon Joseph’s knees. And Jo- 
seph said unto his brethren, I die: and God - 
will surely visit you, and bring you out of 
this land, unto the land which he sware to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. And Jo- 

-seph took an oath of the children of Israel, 

_ saying, God will surely visit you, and ye shall 

: carry up my bones from hence. So Joseph 

_ died, deing a hundred and ten years old:and 
they embalmed him, and he was put in a cof- 
fin in Egypt. 


ee _ Second Lesson. Hebrews x. 


AOR the law having a shadow of good things 

=>- to come, and not the very image of the 

_ things, can never with those sacrifices which 

they offered year by year continually. make 

the comers thereunto perfect. For then 
-—" they not have ceased to be offered? 
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because that the worshippers’ once purged 
should have had no more conscience of sins. 
But in those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins every year. For 
it is not possible that the blood of bulls and 
of goats should take away sin. Wherefore 
when he cometh into the world, he saith, Sa- 
crifice and offering thou wotldest not, but a 
body hast thou prepared me: In burnt offer- 
ings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no 
pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of me) to do 
thy will, O God. Above when he said, Sa- 
erifice and offering and burnt-offerings and 
offering for sin thou wouldest not, neither 


‘ hadst pleasure therein ; which are offered by 


the law; then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. By the which 
will we are sanctified through the offering of 
the body of Jesus Christ once for all. And 
every priest standeth daily ministering and 
offering oftentimes the same sacrifices, which 
can never take away sins: But this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for sins, for ever 
sat down on the right hand of God; from 
henceforth expecting till his enemies be made 
his’ footstool. ‘For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are sanctified. 
Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to 
us: for after that he had said before, This zs 


the covenant that I will make with them after — 


those days, saith the Lord, I will put my Jaws 
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into their hearts, and in their minds will 1 
write them; and their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. Now where re- 
mission of these zs, there is no more offer- 
ing for sin. Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
_ ness to enter into the holiest by the blood of 
Jesus, by a new and living way, which he 
_hath consecrated for us, through the veil, that 
is to say, his flesh; and having a high priest 
over the house of God; let us draw near with 
a true heart in full assurance of faith, having 
our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. Let 
us hold fast the profession of owr faith with- 
out wavering; (for he zs faithful that. pro- 
mised;) and let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works: Not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves  to- 
gether as the manner of some 7s; but exhort- 
ing one another ; and so much ‘the more, as 
_ ye see the day approaching. For if we sin 
wilfully after that we have received the know- 
ledge of the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, but a certain fearful look- 
ing for of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries.. He that 
despised Moses’ law died without mercy un- 
der two or three witnesses: Of how much 
| sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
_ thought worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted the blood 
f the covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
un unholy thing, and hath done despite unto. 
SAT 
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_ the Spirit of grace? Sor we know him that 
hath said, Vengeance delongeth unto me, I 
will recompense, saith the Lord. And again, 
The Lord shall judge his people. Zt zs a fear- 
ful thing to fall into the hands of the living 
God. But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illuminated, ye 
endured a great fight of afflictions; partly, 
whilst ye were made a gazing-stock both by 
reproaches and afflictions; and partly, whilst 
ye became companions of them that were so 
used. For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods, knowing in yourselves that ye have in 
heaven a better and an enduring substance. 
Cast not away therefore your confidence, 
which hath great recompense of reward. For 
ye have need of patience, that, after ye have 
done the will of God, ye might receive the 
promise. For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not tarry. 
Now the just shall live by faith: but if any 
man draw back, my soul shall have no plea- 
sure in him. But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the soul. ;

Now 
therefore, behold, the cry of the children of 
Israel is come unto me: and I have also seen 
the oppression wherewith the Egyptians op- 
press them. Come now therefore, and I will 
send thee unto Pharaoh, that thou mayest 
bring forth my people the children of Israel 
out of Egypt. 
And Moses said unto God, Who am I, that 
I should go unto Pharaoh, and that I should 
bring forth the children of Israel out of Egypt? 
And he said, Certainly I will be with thee; 
and this shall be a token unto thee, that I 
have sent thee: When thou hast brought forth 
the people out of Egypt, ye shall serve God 
upon this mountain. And Moses. said unto 
God, Behold, when I come unto the children 
of Israel, and shall say unto them, The God 
of your fathers hath sent me unto you; and 
they shall say tome, What zs his name? what 
shall I say unto them? And God said unto 
Moses, 1 AM THAT I AM: and he said, 
Thus shalt thou say unto the children of Is- 
rael, 1 AM hath sent me unto you. And God 
said moreover unto Moses, Thus shalt thou 
say unto the children of Israel, The Lorp 
God of your fathers, the God of Abraham, the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob, hath sent 
me unto you: this 7s my name for ever, and 
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this 7s my memorial unto all generations. Go, 
’ and gather the elders of Israel together, and 
' say unto them, The Lorp God of your fathers, 
the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, 
appeared unto me, saying, I have surely 
visited you, and seen that which is done to 
you in Egypt: And I have said, I will bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt unto the 
land of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and 
the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hi- 
vites, and the Jebusites, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey. And they shall hearken 
_ to thy voice: and thou shalt come, thou and 
- the elders of Israel, unto the king of Egypt, 
and ye shall say unto him, The Lorp God of 
the Hebrews hath met with us: and now let 
us go, we beseech thee, three days’ journey 
into’ the wilderness, that we may sacrifice to 
the Lorp our God. 
And I am sure that the king of Egypt will 
' not let you go, no, not by a mighty hand. 
_ And TI will stretch out my hand, and smite 
_ Egypt with all my wonders which I will do 
_ in the midst thereof: and after that he will 
) let you go. And I will give this people fa- 
your in the sight of the Egyptians: and it 
wu shall come to pass, that, when ye go, ye shall 
not go empty. But every woman shall bor- 
row of her neighbour, and of her that so- 
_ journeth in her house, jewels of silver, and 
_ jewels of gold, and raiment: and ye shall put 
_ them upon your sons, and upon your Shontes° 
s; and ye shall ars the Egyptians. © 
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Second Lesson. Acts Xvii. 


Now when they had passed through An 
phipolis and Apollonia, they came to 

Thessalonica, where was a synagogue of the 
Jews: And Paul, as his manner was, went in 
unto them, and three sabbath days reasoned 
with them out of the scriptures, opening and 
alleging, that Christ must needs have suffered, 
and risen again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 
And some of them believed, and consorted 
with Paul and Silas; and of the devout Greeks 
a great multitude, and of the chief women not 
a few. 
» But the Jews which believed not, moved 
with envy, took unto them certain lewd fel- 
lows of the baser sort, and gathered a com-— 
pany, and set all the city on an uproar, and 
assaulted the house of Jason, and sought to — 
bring, them out to the people. And when 
they found them not, they drew Jason and 
certain brethren unto the rulers of the city, 
 erying, These that have turned the world up- 
side down are come hither also; whom Ja- 
son hath received: and these all do contrary 
to the decrees of Cesar, saying that there is 
another king, one Jesus. And they troubled 
the people and the rulers of the city, when 
they heard these things. And when they had 
taken security of Jason, and of the caliat, oe 
let them go. 

And the brethren immediately: sent away 
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Paul and Silas by night unto Berea: whe 
coming thither went into the synagogue of 
‘the Jews. These were more noble than those 

in Thessalonica, in that they received the 

word with all readiness of mind, and searched 
the scriptures daily, whether those things were 
so. Therefore many of them believed; also 
of honourable women which were Grecks, 
and of men, nota few. But when the Jews 
of Thessalonica had knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Berea, they 
came thither also, and stirred up the peo- 
ple. And then immediately the brethren sent 
‘away Paul to go as it were to the sea: but 

Silas and Timotheus abode there still. ~And 

they that conducted Paul brought him unto 

Athens: and receiving a commandment unto 
Silas and Timotheus for to come to him with 

all speed, they departed. 

_ Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, 
oo spirit was stirred in him, when hesaw 
the city wholly given to idolatry. Therefore 
"disputed he in the synagogue with the Jews, 

and with the devout persons, and in the mar- 
ket daily with them that met with him. Then 

certain philosophers of the Epicureans, and 
‘of the Stoics, encountered him. And some 
“sid, What will this babbler say? other some, 
He seemeth to be asetter forth of strange 
gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, 
and the resurrection. And they took hin, 
and’ brought him unto Arcopagus, saying, 
jay we know what = new doctrine, where-

of thou speakest, 7s? For thou bringest cer- 
tain strange things to our ears: we would” 
know therefore what these things meam (For * 
all the Athenians and strangers which were 
there spent their time in nothing else, by 
either to tell, or to hear some new thing.) 
Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars’ hill; 
and said, Ye men of Athens, I perceive that 
in all things ye are too superstitious. For as 
I passed by, and beheld your devotions, I 
found an altar with this inseription, TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye ig- 
norantly worship, him declare I unto. God 
that made the world and all things therein, 
seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not in temples made with hands; 
neither is worshipped with men’s hands, as 
though he needed any thing, seeing he giveth 
to all life, and breath, and all things; and hath 
made of one blood all nations of men for to 
dwelkon all the face of the earth, and hath 
determined the times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their habitation; that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might 
feel after him, and find him, though he be 
not far from every one of us: For im him 
live, and move,.and have our being; as cer= 
tain also of your own poets have said, For 
we are also his offspring. Forasmuch then — 
as we are the offspring of God, we ought not 
to think that the Godhead is like unto gold, 
or silver,or stone, graven by artand man’s de- — 
vice.. And the times of this ignorance God | 
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winked: at; but now commandeth all men 
- every where to repent: Because he hath ap- 
pointed a day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by hat man whom 
he hath ordained; whereof he hath given as- 
tance unto all men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead. 

And when they heard of the resurrection — 
of the dead, some mocked: and others said, 
We will hear thee again of this matter. So 
Paul departed from among them. Howbeit 
‘certain men clave unto him, and believed: 

_ among the which was Dionysius the Areopa- 
gite, and a woman named Damaris, and others 
with them.

First Lesson. ‘Yixodus v. 


AND afterward Moses and Aaron went in, 

-and told Pharaoh, Thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel, Let my people go, that they 
may hold a feast unto me in the wilderness. 
And Pharaoh said, Who is the Lor», that I 
muld obey his voice to let Israel go? I know 
t the Lorn, neither will I let Israel go. And 
_ they said, The God of the Hebrews hath met 
ith us: let us go, we pray thee, three days’ 
rney into the desert, and sacrifice unto the 
Lorp our God; lest he fall upon us with pes- 
tilence, or with the sword. And the king of 
Egypt said unto them, Wherefore do ye, 
ses and Aaron, let the people from their 
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works? get you unto your burdens. And 
Pharaoh said, Behold, the people of the land 
now are many, and ye make them rest from 
their burdens. And Pharaoh commanded the — 
same day the taskmasters of the people, and 
their officers, saying, Ye shall no more give 
the people straw to make brick, as heretofore: 
let them go and gather straw for themselves. 
And the tale of the bricks, which they did 
make heretofore, ye shall lay upon them; ye 
shall not diminish aught thereof: for they de 
idle; therefore they cry, saying, Let us go 
and sacrifice to our God. | Let there more 
work be laid upon the men, that they may 
Jabour therein; and let them not regard vain 
words. 

And the taskmasters of the people went 
out, and their officers, and they spake to the 
people, saying, Thus saith Pharaoh, I will not 
give you straw. Go ye, get you straw where 
ye can find it: yet not aught of your work 
shall be diminished. So the people were scat- 
tered abroad throughout all the land of Egypt 
to gather stubble instead of straw. -And the 
taskmasters hasted them, saying, Fulfil . 
works, your daily tasks, as when there 
straw. And the officers of the children of I 
rael, which Pharaoh’s taskmasters had se 
over them, were beaten, and demanded, 
Wherefore have ye not fulfilled your task in 
making brick both yesterday and to-day, as 
heretofore? 

hen the. officers of the children of ae 
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came and cried unto Pharaoh, saying, Where- 
fore dealest thou thus with thy servants? 
There is no straw given unto thy servants, 
and they say to us, Make brick: and behold, 
thy servants are beaten; but the fault ds in 
thine own people. But he said, Ye are idle, 
ye are idle: therefore ye say, Let us go and. 
do sacrifice to the Lorp. Go: therefore now, — 
and work; for there shall no straw be given 
you, yet shall ye deliver the tale of, bricks: 
And the officers of the children of Israel did 
see that they were in evil case, after it: was 
_ said, Ye shall not minish aught from your 
* bricks of your daily task. 
_. And they met Moses and Aaron, who stood 
' ir the way, as they came forth from Pharaoh: 
_ And they said unto them, the Lorp look upon 
_ you, and judge: because ye have made our 
' Savour to be abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
‘and in the eyes of his servants, to put a sword 
in their hand to slay us. And Moses returned 
unto the Lorn, and, said, Lord, wherefore 
hast thon so evil- entreated this people? why 
§ it Zhaz thou hast sent me? For since I came 
Pharaoh to speak in thy name, he hath 
done evil to this people; neither hast thau 
elivered thy people at all.

NJ OW faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen. For 
by it the elders obtained a good report. 
I hrough faith we understand that the worlds 
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were framed by the word of God, so that 
things which are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. By faith Abel offered unto 
God a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he was right- 
eous, God testifying of his gifts: and by it he 
being dead yet speaketh. By faith Enoch 
was translated that he should not see death; 
and was not found, because God had transla- 
ted him: for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. But withou 
faith z¢ zs impossible to a him: for 
that cometh to God must\believe that he i

age, because she judged him faithful who had 
promised, “Therefore sprang there even of 
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one, and him as good as dead, so many as 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and as 
the sand which is by the sea shore innumer- 
able. _ These all died in faith, not having re- 
ceived the promises, but having seen them 
-afar off, and were pursuaded of them, and 
embraced them, and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. For they ~ 
that say such things declare plainly that they 
_ seek a country. And truly, if they had been 
»mindful of that country from whence they 
‘came out, they might have had opportunity 
‘\to have returned, But now they desire a 
etter country, that is, a heavenly: where- 
re God is not ashamed to be called their 
1: for he hath prepared for them a city. 
ith Abraham, when he was tried, offered 
id he that had received the pro- 
- only pesctien sang of 


vi ‘ap, even from ‘the dead; from 
also he received him in a figure, By 
hyisaac blessed Jacob and Esau. concern- 
hings to come. By faith Jacob, when he 
is a dying, blessed both the sons of Joseph; 
nd worshipped, /eaning upon the top of his 
ff. By faith Joseph, “when he died, made 
ion of the departing of the children of — 
ael; and gave commandment concerning 
1s. bones. By faith Moses, when he was 
orn, was hid three months of his parents, 
ause they saw he was a proper child; and 
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they were not afraid of the king’s command- 
ment. By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of Pha- 
raoh’s daughter; choosing rather to suffer af- 
fliction with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; esteeming 
the reproach of Christ greater riches than the 
“treasures in Egypt: for/he had respect unto 
the recompense of the reward. By faith he 
forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the 
king: for he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. Through faith: he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, lest he that 
destroyed the first-born should touch them. 
By faith they passed through the Red sea as 
by dry Zand: which the Egyptians assaying 
to do were drowned. By faith the walls of 
Jericho fell down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. By faith the harlot Ra- 
hab perished not with them that believed not, 
when she had received the spies with peace. 
And what shall I more say? for the time 
would fail me to tellof Gedeon, and of Barak, 
and of Samson, and of Jephthaés of David 
also, and Samuel, and of the prophets: wh 
through faith subdued kingdoms, wrough 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out of weak- 
ness were made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies of the aliens, 
Women received their dead-raised to life 
again: and others were re 
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ing deliverance; that they might obtain a bet- 
ter resurrection: And others had trial of 
erwel mockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment: They were 
stoned, they were sawn asunder, were tempt- 
-ed, were siain with the sword: they wan- 
dered about in sheepskins and goatskins; be- 
ing destitute, afflicted, tormented; (of whom 
the world was not worthy:) they wandered 
in deserts, and 7m mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth. And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through faith, received 
not the promise: God having provided some 
better thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 


THE SEVENTH SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Exxodus ix. 


HEN the Lorp said unto Moses, Go in 
‘> unto Pharaoh, and tell him, Thus: saith - 
e Lorp God of the Hebrews, Let my peo- 
le go, that they may-serve me. For if thou 


_ grievous murrain. Mind the Lorp shall sever 
between the cattle of Israel and the cattle of 
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Egypt: and there shall nothing die of all that 
is the children’s of Israel. And the Lorp ap- 
pointed a set time, saying, To-morrow the 
Lorp shall do this thing in the land. And the 
Lorp did that thing on the morrow, and all 
the cattle of Egypt died: but of the cattle of 
the children of Israel died not one. And Pha- 
raoh sent, and, behold, there was not one of 
the cattle of the Israelites dead, And the 
heart of Pharaoh was hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. 

And. the Lorp said unto Moses and unto 
Aaron, Take to you handfuls of ashes of the 
furnace, and let Moses sprinkle it toward the 
heaven in the sight of Pharaoh. And it shall 
become small dust in all the land of Egypt, 
and shall be a boil breaking forth 27th blains 
upon man, and upon beast, throughout all the 
land of Egypt. And they took ashes of the 
furnace, and stood before Pharaoh; and Mo- 
ses sprinkled it-up toward heaven; ‘and it be- 
came a boil breaking forth with blains upon 
man, and upon beast, And. the magicians 

-could not stand before Moses because of the — 
boils; for the boil was upon the magician 
and upon all the Egyptians. And the Lorp 
hardened the heart of Pharaoh, and he heark- 
ened not unto them; as the Lorp had anoken 
unto Moses. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses, a 

early in the morning, and stand before uP 

raoh, and say unto him, Thus saith the Lorp 

God of the Hebrews, Let my people go, that 
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they may serve me. For J will at this time 
send all my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy people; that 
thou mayest know that there is none like me 
in all the earth. For now I will stretch out 
_ my hand, that I may smite thee and thy peo- 
ple with pestilence; and thou shalt be cut off 
from the earth. And in very deed for this 
cause have I raised thee up, for to show in 
thee my power; and that my name may be 
declared throughout all the earth. As yet 
exaltest thou thyself against my people, that 
thou wilt not let them go? Behold, to-mor- 
row about this time I will cause it to raina 
‘very grievous hail such as hath not been in 
Eeypt since the foundation thereof even until 
now. Send therefore now, and gather thy 
cattle, and all that thou hast in the field; for 
upon every man and beast which shall be. 
found in the field, and shall not be brought 
home, the hail shall come down upon them, 
and they shall die. He that feared the word 
of the Lorp among the servants of Pharaoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee into the 
houses: And he that regarded not the word 
the Lorp left his servants and his cattle in 
_ the field. 
' And the Lorp said unto Moses, Stretch 
forth thine hand toward heaven, that there 
may be hail in all the land of Egypt, upon 
_ man,and upon beast, and upon every herb 
of the field, throughout the land of Egypt. 
And Moses stretched forth his rod toward 
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heaven: and the Lorp sent thunder and hail, 
and the fire ran along upon the ground; and 
the Lorp rained hail upon the land of Egypt. 
So there was hail, and fire mingled with the 
hail, very grievous, such as there was none 
like it in all the land of Egypt since it became 
a nation. And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of Egypt all that was in the field, 
both man and beast; and the hail smote every 
herb of the field, and brake every tree of the 
field. Only in the land of Goshen, where the 
children of Israel zwere, was there no hail. 

And Pharaoh sent, and called for Moses 
and Aaron, and said unto them, I have sin- 
ned this time: the Lorp ¢s righteous, and I 
and my people are wicked. Entreat the Lorp 
(for 7¢ is enough) that there be no more 
mighty thunderings and hail; and I will let 
you go, and ye shall stay no longer. And 
Moses said unto him, As soon as I am gone 
out of the city, I will spread abroad my hands 
unto the Lorp; and the thunder shall cease, 
neither shall there be any more hail; that thou 
mayest know how that the earth 7s the Lorp’s. 
But as for thee and thy servants, I know that 
ye will not yet fear the Lorp God. And the 
flax and the barley was smitten: for the bar- 
_ Jey was in the ear, and the flax was bolled. 
But the wheat and the rye were not smitten: 
for they were not grown up. And Moses 
went out of the city from Pharaoh, and spread 
abroad his hands unto the Lor: and the 
thunders and hail ceased, and the rain was 
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not poured upon the earth. And when Pha- 
raoh saw that the rain-and the hail and the 
thunders were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and his servants. 
And the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, 
neither would he let the children of Israel 
-go; as the Lorp had spoken by Moses. 


Second Lesson. . Acts xx. 


AND after the uproar was ceased, Paul 
called unto him the disciples, and em- 
braced ¢hem, and departed for to go into Ma- 
eedonia. And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much exhortation, 
he came into Greece, and there abode three 
months. And when the Jews laid wait for 
him, as he was about to sail into Syria, he 
purposed to return through Macedonia. And 
there accompanied him into Asia, Sopater of 
Berea; and of the Thessalonians, Aristar- 
ehus and Secundus; and Gaius of Derbe, 
and Timotheus; and of Asia, Tychicus and 
Trophimus. These going before tarried for 
us at Troas. And we sailed away from Phi- 
lippi after the days of unleavened bread, and 
‘came unto them to Troas in five days; where 
“we abode seven days. And upon the first 
day of the week, when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul preached unto 
them, ready to depart on the morrow; and 
continued his speech until midnight. “And 
there were many lights in the upper cham- 
ber, where they were gathered together. And 
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there satin a window a certain young man 
named Eutychus, being fallen into a deep 
sleep: and as Paul was long preaching, he 
‘sunk down with sleep, and fell down from the 
third loft, and was taken up dead. And Paul 
went down, and fell on him, and embracing 
him, said, Trouble not yourselves; for his life 
isin him. When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eaten, and 
talked a long while, even till break of day, so 
he departed. And they brought the young 
man alive, and were nota little comforted. 

And we went before to ship, and sailed 
unto Assos, there intending to take in Paul: 
for so had he appointed, minding himself to 
go afoot. And when he met with us at As- 
sos, we took him in, and came to Mitylene. 
And we sailed thence, and came the next day 
over against Chios; and the next day we ar- 
rived at Samos, and tarried at Trogyllium; 
and the next day we came to Miletus. For 
Paul had determined to sail by Ephesus, be- 
cause he would not spend the time in Asia: 
for he hasted, if it were possible for him, to be 
at Jerusalem the day of pentecost. 

And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, ak 
called the elders of the church. And when. 
they were come to him, he said unto them, 
Ye know, from the first day that I came into 
Asia, after what manner I have been with 
you at all seasons, serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind, and with many tears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the lying in 
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wait of the Jews: nd how I kept back no- 
thing that was profitable unto you, but have 
showed you, and have taught you publicly, 
and from house to house, testifying both to 
the Jews, and also to the Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
- Christ. And now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there: Save that the Holy 
Ghost witnesseth in every city, saying that 
bonds and afflictions abide me. But none of 
these things move me, neither count I my life 
dear unto myself, so that I might finish my 
course with joy, and the ministry, which I 
have received of the Lord Jesus, to testify the 
gospel of the grace of God. And now, be- 
hold, I know that ye all, among whom I have 
gone preaching the kingdom of God, shall see 
my face no more. Wherefore I take you to 
record this day, that I am pure from the blood 
of all men. For I have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of God. 

Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and 
to all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the church 

_ of God, which he hath purchased with his 
own blood. For I know this, that after my 
eparting shall grievous w olves enter. in 
“among you. not sparing the flock. Also of 
your own selves shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away disciples after 
‘them. Therefore watch, and remember, that 
_by the space of three years I ceased not to 
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warn every one night and day with tears. 
And now, brethren, I commend you to God, 
and to the word of his grace, which is able te 
build you up, and to give you an inheritance 
‘among all them which are sanctified. I have 
coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or apparel. 
Yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands 
have ministered unto my necessities, and to 


them that were with me. JI have showed — 


you all things, how that so labouring ye ought 
to support the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 


And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled — 


down, and prayed with them all. And they 


allwwept sore, and fell on Paul’s neck, and 
kissed him, sorrowing most of all for the 
words which he spake, that they should see 
his face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the ship.

First Lesson. Exxodus x. 


ANP the Lorn said unto Moses, Go in unto 

Pharaoh: for i have hardened his heart, 
and the heart of his servants, that I might 
show these my signs before him: And that 
thou mayest tell in the ears of thy son, and 
of thy son’s son, what.things I have wrought 
in Egypt, and my signs whieh I have done 
among them; that ye may know how that T 
am fine Mono) And Moses and Aaron came 
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in unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of the Hebrews, How 
long wilt thou refuse to humble thyself be- 
\ fore me? Jet my people go, that they may 
serve me. Else, if thou refuse to let my peo 
ple go, behold, to-morrow will I bring the lo- 
custs into thy coast: And they shall, cover 
the face of the earth, that one cannot be able 
to see the earth: and they shall eat the resi- 
due of that which is escaped, which remain- 
eth unto you from the hail, and shall eat 
every tree which groweth for you out of the 
field: And they shall fill thy houses, and the 
houses of all thy servants, and the houses of 
all the Egyptians; which neither thy fathers, 
‘nor thy fathers’ fathers have seen, since. the 
day that they were upon the earth unto. this 
day. And he turned himself, and went out 
from Pharaoh. And Pharaoh’s servants said 
unto him, How long shall this man bea snare 
unto us? let the men go that they may serve 
_the Lorp their God: knowest thou not yet 
that Egypt is destroyed? And Moses and 
Aaron were brought again unto Pharaoh: 
and he said unto them, Go, serve the Lorp 
your God: but who are they that shall go? 
| _ And Moses said, We will go with our young 
_nd with our old, with our sons and with our 
aughters, with our flocks and with our herds 
will we go; for we must hold a feast unto 
the Lorp. Aud he said unto them, Let the 
- Lorp be so with you, as I will let you go, 
and your little ones: look fo if; for evil is 
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before you. Not so: go now ye that are 
men, and serve the Lorp; for that ye did de- 


sire. And they were driven out from Pha- ° 


taoh’s presence. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses, Stretch out 
thine hand over the land of Egypt for the lo- 
custs, that they may come up upon the land 
of Egypt, and eat every herb of the land, even 
all that the hail hath left. And Moses stretched 
forth his rod over the land of Egypt, and th» 
Lorp brought an east wind upon the land 
all that day, and all that night: and when it 
was morning, the east wind brought the locusts. 
And the locusts went up over all the land of 
Egypt, and rested in all the coasts of Egypt: 
very grievous were they; before them there 
were no such locusts as they, neither after 
them shall be such. For they covered the 
face of the whole earth, so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every herb of the 
land, and all the fruit of the trees which the 
hail had left: and there remained not any 


green thing in the trees, or in the herbs of the 


field, through all the land of Egypt. 

Then Pharaoh called for Moses and Adlon 
in haste; and he said, I have sinned against 
the Lorp your God, and against you. Now 
therefore forgive} I pray thee, my sin only this 
once, and entreat the Lorn your God, that he 
may take away from me this death only. And 


he went out from Pharaoh, and entreated the — 


Lorp. And the Lorp turned a mighty strong 
west wind, which took away the locusts, and 
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cast them into the Red sea; there remained; 
not one locust in all the coasts of Egypt. But 


‘the Lorp hardened Pharaoh’s heart, so that 


he would not let the children of Israel go. 
And the Lorn said unto Moses, Stretch out 


_ thine hand toward heaven, that there may be 


darkness over the land of Egypt, even dark- 
ness which may be felt. And Moses stretched 
forth his hand toward heaven; and there was 
a thick darkness in all the land of Egypt three 
days: They saw not one another, neither rose 
any from his place for three days: -but all the 
children of Israel had light in their dwellings. 


_ And Pharaoh called unto Moses, and ‘said,

Go ye, serve the Lorp; only let your flocks 
and your herds be stayed: let your little ones 
also go with you. And Moses said, Thou 
must give us also sacrificesand burnt-offerings, 
that we may sacrifice unto the Lorp our God, 
Our cattle also shall go with us; there shall 
not a hoof be left behind: for thereof. must 
we take to serve the Lorp our God; and we 
know not with what we must serve the Lorn, 


until we come thither.

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Second Lesson. Hebrews xii. 


W HEREFORE seeing we also are com. — 
passed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset ws, and let 
us run with patience the race that is set before 
us, looking unto Jesus the author and finisher 
of our faith; who for the joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of 
the throne of God. For consider him that en- 
dured such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving against sin. And ye have forgotten 
the exhortation which speaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of him: For whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. If ye endure chast- 
ening, God dealeth with you as with sons; 
for what son is he whom the father chasten- 
eth not? But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons. Furthermore we have had fa- 
thers of our flesh which corrected us, and we 
gave them reverence: shall we not much 
rather ‘be in subjection unto the Father of. 
spirits, and live? For they verily for a few 
-days chastened ws after their own pleasure ; 
but he for ow profit, that we might be par-

takers of his holiness. Now no chastening | 
for the present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it yieldeth 


the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them 
which are exercised thereby. Wherefore lift

- ble knees; and make straight paths for your

feet, lest that which is lame be turned out of 
the way; but let it rather be healed. Follow 
peace with all men, and holiness, without 
which no man shall see the Lord: Looking 
diligently lest any man fail of the grace of 
God; lest any root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby many be defiled; 


.lest there be any fornicator, or profane person, 


as Esau, who for one morsel of meat sold his 
birthright. For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would have inherited the blessing, 
he was rejected: for he found no place of re- 
pentance, though he sought it carefully with 
tears. For ye are not come unto the mount 


: that might be touched, and that burned with 


fire, nor unto: blackness, and darkness, and 
tempest, and the sound of a trumpet, and the 
voice of words; which voice they that heard 
entreated that the word should not be spoken 
to them any-more: (For they could not endure 


_ that which was commanded, And if so much 


as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be 

stoned, or thrust through with a dart: And 

so terrible was the sight, that Moses said, I 

exceedingly fear and quake:) But ye are come 

unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the 
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living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, to the 
general assembly and church of the first-born, 
which are written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, and to Jesus the mediator of 
the new covenant, and to the blood of sprink- 
ling, that speaketh better things than that of 
Abel. See that ye refuse not him that speak- 
eth. For if they escaped not who refused him 
that spake on earth, much more shall not we 
escape, if we turn away from him that speak- 
eth from heaven: Whose voice: then shook 
the earth: but now he hath promised, saying, 
Yet, once more I shake not the earth only, 
but also heaven. And this: werd, Yet once 
more, signifieth the removing of those things 
that are shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be shaken may 
remain. Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have grace, 
whereby we may serve God acceptably with 
reverence and godly fear: For our God zs a 
consuming fire. 


THE EIGHTH SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 
Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Exodus xiv. 


AN D. the Lorn spake unto Moses, saying, 
Speak unto the children of Asrael, ‘that 
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they turn and encamp before Pi-hahiroth, 
between Migdol and the sea, over against 

_ Baal-zephon: before it shall ye encamp by 
the sea. For Pharaoh will say of the children 
of Israel, They are entangled in the land, the 
wilderness hath shut them in. And I will 

’ harden Pharaoh’s heart, that he shall follow 
after them; and I will be honoured upon 
Pharaoh, and upon all his host; that the 
Egyptians may know that I am the Lorp. 
And they did so. 

And it was told the king of Egypt that the 
people fled: and the heart of Pharaoh and 
of his servants was turned against the people, 

~ and they said, Why have we done this, that 
we have let Israel go from serving us? And 
he made ready his chariot, and took his peo- 
ple with him: And he took six hundred 
chosen chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
_ and captains over every one of them. And 
- the Lorp hardened the heart of Pharaoh king ~ 
of Egypt, and he pursued after the children 
of Israel: and the children of Israel went 
out with a high hand. But the Egyptians 
_ pursued after them, all the horses and cha- 
_ riots of Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his 
_ army, and overtook them encamping by the 
sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal-zephon. 
And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children 
of Israel lifted up their eyes, and, behold, the 
Egyptians marched after them; and they 
were sore afraid: and the children of Israel 
ied out unto the Lorp. And they said unto 
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Moses, Because there were nv graves in 
Egypt, hast thou taken us away to die in the 
wilderness? Wherefore hast thou dealt thus 
with us, to carry us forth out of Egypt? Js 
not this the word that we did tell thee in 
' Egypt, saying, Let us alone; that we may 
serve the Egyptians? For it had been better 
for us to serve, the Egyptians, than that we 
should die in the wilderness. 

And Moses said unto the people, Fear ye 
not, stand still, and see the salvation of the 
Lorp, which he will show to;you to-day: 
for the Egyptians whom ye have seen to-day, 
ye shall see them again no more for ever. 
The Lorp. shall fight for you, and ye shall 
hold your peace. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses, Wherefore 
eriest thou unto me? speak unto the children 
of Israel, that they go forward: But lift thou 
up thy rod, and stretch out thine hand over 
the sea, and divide it: and the children of 
Israel shall go on dry grownd through the 
midst of the sea. And I, behold, I will harden 
the hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me honour upon 
Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon his cha- 
riots, and upon his horsemen. And the 
Egyptians shall know that I am the Lorn, 
when I have gotten me honour upon Pha- 
raoh, upon his chariots, and upon his horse- — 
men. 

And the angel of God, which went before 
the camp of Israel, removed and went behind

them; and vhe pillar of the cloud went from 
before their face, and stood behind them: And 
it came between the camp of the Egyptians 
and the camp of Israel; and it was a cloud and 
darkness to them, but it gave light by night ¢o _ 
these: so that the one came not near the other 
. all the night... And Moses stretched out his 
hand over'the sea; and the Lorp caused the 
sea to go back by a strong east wind all that 
night, and made the sea dry dand, and the 
waters were divided. And the children of 
Israel went into the midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground: and the waters were a.wall un- 
to them on their right hand, and on their left. 
And the Egyptians pursued, and went in 
after them to the midst of the sea, even all 
Pharaoh’s horses, his chariots, and his horse- 
men. And it came to pass, that in the morn- 
ing watch the Lorp looked unto the host of 
the Egyptians through the pillar of fire and 
of the cloud, and troubled the host of the 
_ Egyptians, and took off their chariot wheels, 
“that they drave them heavily: so that the 
Egyptians said, Let us flee from the face of 
Israel; forthe Lorn fighteth for them against 
| the Egyptians. 
-. And the Lorp said unto: Moses; Stretch 
out thine hand over the sea, that the waters 
may come again upon the Egyptians, upon 
their chariots, and upon their horsemen. And 
_ Moses stretched forth his hand over the sea, 
_and the sea returned to his strength when the 
morning appeared; and the Egyptians: fled 
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against it; and the Lorp overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the sea. And the 
waters returned, and covered the chariots,and 
the horsemen, and all the host of Pharaoh 
that came unto the sea after them: there re- 
mained not so much as one of them. - But the 
children of Israel walked upon dry /and in 
the midst of the sea; and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right hand, and on 
their left. Thus the Lorp saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyptians; and 
Israel saw the Egyptians dead upon the sea 
‘shore. And Israel saw that great work which 
the Lorn did upon the Egyptians: and the 
people feared the Lorp, and believed the 
Lorp, and his servant Moses. 


Second Lesson. Acts xxiv. 


AN D after five days Ananias the high priest 
descended with the elders, and with a 
certain orator named Tertullus, who informed 
the governor against Paul. And when he — 
was called forth, Tertullus began to accuse 
him, saying, Seeing that by thee we enjoy 
great quietness, and that very worthy deeds 
are done unto this nation by thy providence, 
we accept z7¢ always, and in all places, most 
noble Felix, with all thankfulness. Notwith- 
standing, that I:'be not further tedious unto 
thee, I pray thee that thou wouldest hear us — 
of thy clemency a few words. Forwe have 
found this man a pestilent fellow and. 
mover of sedition among all the Jews ane 
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‘out the world, and a ringleader of the sect of 
the Nazarenes: Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our law. 
But the chief captain Lysias came upon 
ws, and with great violence took him away 
out of our hands, commanding his accusers 
to come unto thee: by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of all these 
things, whereof we accuse him. And the Jews 
also assented, saying that these things were 
so. Then Paul, after that the governor had 
beckoned unto him to speak, answered, For- 
asmuch as I know that thou hast been of 
“many years a judge unto this nation, I do the 
more cheerfully answer for myself: Because 
that thou mayest understand, that there are 
yet but twelve days since I went up to Jeru- 
salem for to worship. And they neither found 
me in the temple disputing with any man, 
vieither raismg up the people, neither in the 
synagogues, nor in the city: Neither can they 
‘prove the things whereof they now accuse 
‘me. But this I confess unto thee, that after 

the way which they call heresy, so worship I 
ithe God of my fathers, believing all things 
which are written in the law and in the pro- 
nets: And have hope toward God, which 
ei themselves also allow, that there shall 


and unjust: And herein do I. exercise my- 

f, to have always a conscience void of of- 

ce toward God, and toward men. Now 
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after many years I came to bring alms to my | 
nation, and offerings. Whereupon certain — 
Jews from Asia found me purified in the | 
temple, neither with multitude, nor with 
tumult. Who ought to have been here be-— 
fore thee, and object, if they had aught against | 
me. Or else let these same here say, if they 
have found any evil doing in me, while I 
stood before the council, except it be for this 
one voice, that I cried standing among them, 
Touching the resurrection of the dead I am 
called in question by you this day. And 
when Felix heard these things, having more 
perfect knowledge of that way, he deferred 
them, and said, When Lysias the chief cap- 
tain shall come down, I will know the utter- 
most of your matter. And he commanded a 
centurion to keep Paul, and to let Aim have 
liberty, and that he should forbid none of his 
acquaintances to minister or come unto him. 
And after certain days, when Felix came with 
his wife Drusilla, which was a Jewess, he sent — 
for Paul, and heard him concerning the faith — 
in Christ. And as he reasoned of righteous- — 
ness, temperance, and judgment to come, — 
Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy way — 
for this time; when I have a convenient sea- 
son, I will call for thee. He hoped also that 
money should have been given him of Paul, 
that he might loose him: wherefore he sen 
for him the oftener, and communed with hit 
But after two years Porcius Festus came i 
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to Felix’ room: and Felix, willing to show 
_the Jews a pleasure, left Paul bound.

First Lesson. Yixodus xv. 


THEN sang Moses and the children of Is- 
~~ rael this song unto the Lorp, and spake, 
saying, I will sing unto the Lorp, for he hath 
triumphed glorionsly: the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. .The Lorn 7s 
my strength and song, and he is become my~ 
salvation: he 7s my God, and I will prepare 
‘him a habitation; my father’s God, and ‘I 
will exalt him. The Lorp zs.a man of war: 
the Lorp?shisname. Pharaoh’s chariots and 
his host hath he cast into the sea: his chosen 
captains also are drowned in the Red sea. 
The depths have covered them: they sank 
into the bottom asa stone. Thy right hand, 
-O Lorp, is become glorious in power: thy 
right hand, O Lorp, hath dashed in pieces the 
enemy. And in the greatness of thine excel- 
_lency thou hast overthrown them that rose up 
,against thee: thou sentest forth thy wrath, 
whieh consumed them as stubble. And with 
the blast of thy nostrils the waters were ga- 
ered together, the floods stood upright as 
a heap, and the depths were congealed in 
the heart of the sea. The enemy said, I will 
rsue, I will overtake, I will divide the spoil: 
lust shall be satisfied upon them; I will 
w my sword, my hand shall destroy them, 
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Thou ‘didst blow with thy wind, the sea 
covered them: they sank as lead in the 
mighty waters. Who zs like unto thee, O 
Lorp, among the gods? who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful 7m praises, doing 
wonders? Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, 
the earth swallowed them. Thou in thy 
mercy hast led forth the people which thou 
hast redeemed: thou hast guided them in thy 
strength unto thy holy habitation. The peo- 
ple shall hear, and be afraid: sorrow shal] 
take hold on the inhabitants of Palestina. 
Then the dukes of Edom shall be amazed; 
the mighty men of Moab, trembling ‘shall 
take hold upon them; all the inhabitants of 
Canaan ‘shall melt away. Fear and dread 
shall fall upon them; by the greatness of thine 
arm they shall be as still asa stone; till thy 
people pass over, O Lorp, till the people pass 
over, which thou hast purchased. Thou shalt 
bring them in, and plant them in the moun- 


tain of thine inheritance, én the place, O Lorn, — 


which thou hast made for thee to dwell in, 
in the Sanctuary, O Lorn, which thy hands 
have established. The Lorp shall reign for 
ever and ever. For the horse of Pharaoh 
went in with his chariots and with his horse-

men into the sea, and the Lorp brought again ~ 


the waters of the sea upon them; but the 


children of Israel went on dry land in the i 


midst of the sea, 
And Miriam the prophetess, the sister of 
Aaron, took a timbrel in her hand; and all 
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the women went out after her with timbrels 
and with dances. And Miriam answered 
them, Sing ye to the Lorp, for he hath tri- 
umphed gloriously; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

So Moses brought Israel from the Red sea, 
and they went out into the wilderness of Shur; 
and they went three days in the wilderness, 
and found no water. And when they came to 
Marah, they could not drink of the waters of 
Marah, for they were bitter: therefore the 
name of it was called Marah. And the peo- 
ple murmured against Moses, saying, What 
shall we drink? And he cried unto the Lorn; 
and the Lorp showed him a tree, which when 
he had cast into the waters, the waters were 
made sweet: there he made for them a sta- 
tute and an ordinance, and there he proved 
them, and said, If thou wilt diligently hearken 
to the voice of the Loxrp thy God, and wilt 
do that which is right in his sight, and wilt 

give ear to his commandments, and keep all 
his statutes, I will put none of these diseases 
upon thee, which I have brought upon the 
Egyptians: for I am the Lorp that healeth 

_ thee. And they came to Elim, where were 

_ twelve wells of water, and threescore and ten 
palm trees: and they encamped there by the 
waters. 
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q Second Lesson. Hebrews xii. 


ET brotherly love continue. Be not for- 
‘getful to entertain strangers: for thereby 
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some nave entertained angels unawares, Re- 
member them that are in bonds, as bound 
with them; and them which suffer adversity, 
as being yourselves also in the body, , Mar- 
riage 7s honourable in all, and the bed unde- 
filed: but whoremongers and adulterers God 
will judge. Let your conversation be with- 
out covetousness; and be content with such 
things as ye have: for he hath said, I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake thee. So that 
we may boldly say, The Lord 7s my helper, 
and I will not fear what man shall do unto 
me. Remember them which have the rule 
over you, who have spoken unto you the 
word of God: whose faith follow, consider- 
ing the end of ¢hetr coversation: Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, and to-day, and for ever. 
Be not carried about with divers and strange 
doctrines. For zt zs a good thing that the 
heart be established with grace; not with 
meats, which have not profited them that have 
been occupied therein. We have an altar, 
whereof they have no right to eat which serve — 
the tabernacle. For the bodies of those beasts, 
whose blood is brought into the sanctuary by 
the high priest for sin, are burned without the 
camp. Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, suf- 
fered without the gate. Let us go forth there- 
fore unto him without the camp, bearing his 
reproach. For here have we no continuing 
city, but we seek one to come. By him there- 
fore let us offer the sacrifice of praise to God 
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continually, that is, the fruit of owr lips giving 
thanks to his name. But to do good and ta 
communicate forget not: for with such sacri- 


fices God is well pleased. Obey them that 


have the rule over you, and submit your 
selves: for they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may do it 


‘with joy, and not with grief: for that zs un- 


profitable for you. Pray for us: for we trust 
we have a good conscience, in all things wil- 
ling to live honestly. But I beseech you the 
rather to do this, that I may be restored to 
you the sooner. Now the God of peace, that 


- brought again from the dead our Lord Jesus, 


that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the 


‘blood of the everlasting covenant, make you 


perfect in every good work to do his will, 
working in you that which is well-pleasing 
in his sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom 
be glory for ever and ever.

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of - 
Kohath, the son of Levi, and Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab, and On, the son 
of Peleth, sons of Reuben, took men: And 
_ they rose up before Moses, with certain of 
the children of Israel, two hundred and fifty 
princes of the assembly, famous in the con- 
gregation,men of renown: And they gathered 
themselves together against Moses, and 
against Aaron, and said unto them, Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the congrega- 
tion are holy, every one of them, and the 
Lorp 7s among them: wherefore then lift ye 
up yourselves above the congregation of the 
Lorp? And when Moses heard 7, he fell” 
upon his face: And he spake unto Korah and 
unto all his company, saying, Even to-mor- 
row the Lorp will show who are his, and 
who is holy; and will cause Aim to come near 
unto him: even him whom he hath chosen 
will he cause to come near unto him, This 
do; Take you censers, Korah, and all his 
company; and put fire therein, and put in- 
cense in them before the Lorp to-morrow: 
and it shall be haf the man whom the Lory 
doth choose, he shall be holy: ye take too. 
much upon you, ye sons of Levi. And Mo- 
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ses said unto Korah, Hear, I pray you, ye 
sons of Levi: Seemeth it but a small thing 
unto you, that the God of Israel hath sepa- 
rated you from the congregation of Israel, to 
bring you near to himself to do the service of 
the tabernacle of the Lorp, and to stand be- 
fore the congregation to minister unto them? 
And he hath brought thee near tohim, and — 
all thy brethren the sons of Levi with thee: — 
aud seek ye the priesthood also?. For which 
cause both thou and all thy company are 
gathered together against the Lorp: and 
what ¢s Aaron, that ye murmur against him? 
And Moses sent to call Dathan and Abi- 
ram, the sons of Eliab: which said, We will 
not come up: Js 7¢ a small thing that thou 
‘hast brought us up out of a land that floweth | 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the wilder- 
ness, except thou make thyself altogether a 
srince over us? Moreover thou hast not 
ought us into a land that floweth with milk 
ae honey, or given us inheritance of fields 
‘and Vineyards: wilt thou put out the eyes of 
these men? we will not come up. And Mo- 
ses was very wroth, and said unto the Lorn, 
Respect not thou their offering: I have not 
taken one-ass from them, neither have [ hurt 
one of them. And Moses said unto Korah, 
Be thou and all thy company before the Lorn, 
thou, and they, and Aaron, to-morrow: And 
take every man his censer, and put incense in 
them, and bring ye before the Lorp every 
man his censer, two hundred and fifty cen- 
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sers; thou also, and Aaron, each of you his 
censer. And they took every man his censer, 
and put fire in them, and laid incense there- 
on, and stood in the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation with Moses and Aaron, — 
And Korah gathered all the congregation 
against them unto the door of the tabern: 
of the congregation: and the glory of. 
Lorp appeared unto all the congregation 
And the Lorp spake unto Moses and unt 
Aaron, saying, Separate yourselves from — 
among this congregation, that I may con- ~ 
sume them inamoment.

And he ‘spake unto tl 
congregation, saying, Depart, | pray you, from 
the tents of these wicked men, and touch no-— 
thing of theirs, lest ye be consumed in all their 
sins. So they gat up from the tabernacle of 
Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on every side: 
and Dathan and Abiram came out, and stood 
in the door of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. And Mo- 
ses said, Hereby ye shall know that the Lorp 
hath sent me to do all these works; for J have 
not dene them of my own mind. If these 
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men<die the common death of all men, or if 
they be visited after the visitation of all men 
then the Lory hath not sent me. But if the 
Lorp make a new thing, and the earth open 
her mouth, and swallow them up, with all 
that apper tain unto them, and they go down 

" quick into the pit; then ye shall understand 

t these men have provoked the Lorp. 
And it came to pass, as he had made an 
end of speaking all these words, that the 
ground clave asunder that was under them: 

id the earth opened her mouth, and swal- 

Jowed them up, and their houses, ‘and all the 

men. that appertained unto Korah, and all 

thetr goods. They, and all that uppertained 

‘to them, went down alive into the pit, and the 
earth closed upon them: and they perished 
from among the congregation. And all Israel 
that were round about them fled at the ery 

ay m: for they_said, Lest the earth swallow 
U also. ‘And there came out a fire from 

So, and consumed the two hundred 

and fifty men that offered incense. 

And the Lorp spake unto Moses, saying, 
Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest, that he take up the censers out of the. 

) burning, and scatter thou the fire yonder; for 
they are hallowed. The censers of these sin- 

_hers against their own souls, let them make 

- them broad plates for a covering of the altar: 

_ for they offered them before the Lorp, there- 
fore they are hailowed; and they shall be a 
nem unto the children of Israel. And Eleazar 
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the priest took the brazen censers, wherewith 
they that were burnt had offered; and they 
were made broad plates for a covering of the 
altar: Zo be a memorial unto the children of 
Israel, that no stranger which zs not of the — 
seed of Aaron, come near to offer incense be-— 
fore the Lorp; that he be not as Korah, and 
as his company: as the Lorp said to him by 
the hand of Moses. 

But on the morrow all the congregation of 
the children of Israel murmured against Mo- 
ses and against Aaron, saying, Ye have killed 
the people of the Lory: And it came to pass, 
when the congregation was gathered against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they looked ~ 
toward the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and, behold, the cloud covered it, and the 
glory of the Lorp appeared. And Moses and 
Aaron came before the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. > 

And the Lorp spake unto Moses, aying, 
Get you up from among this congregation, ~ 
that I may consume them as in a moment. — 
And they fell upon their faces. 

And Moses said unto Aaron, Take a censer, 
and put fire therein from off the altar, and put 
on incense, and go quickly unto the congrega- 
tion, and make an atonement for them: for 
there is wrath gone out from the Lorn; the 
plague is begun. And Aaron took as Moses 
commanded, and ran into the midst of the con- 
gregation; and, behold, the plague was begun 
among the people: and he put on incense, and 
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made ap atonement for the people. And he 

stood between the dead and the living; and 

the plague was stayed. Now they that died in 

the plague were fourteen thousand and seven 

hundred, beside them that died about the mat- 

ter of Korah. And Aaron returned unto Mo- 
~ ses unto the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
_ gregation: and the plague was stayed. 


Second Lesson. Acts xxvi. 


THEN Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art 
permitted to speak for thyself. Then Paul 
stretched forth the hand, and answered for 
himself: I think myself happy, king Agrippa, 

_ because I shall answer for myself this day be- 
‘fore thee touching all the things whereof I am 
accused of the Jews: Especially because I 
know thee to be expert in all customs and 
questions which are among the Jews: where- 
fore I beseech thee to hear me patiently. My 
anner of life from my youth, which was at 
the “first among mine own nation at Jerusa- 
em, know all the Jews; which knew me from 
the beginning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion I lived a 
Pharisee. And now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made of God unto 
_ our fathers: Unto which promise our twelve 
, tribes, instantly serving God day and night, 
_ hope to come. For which hope’s sake, king 
_ Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. Why 
should it be thought a thing incredible with 
ig you, that God should raise the dead? I verily 
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chought with myself, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus of Na- 
zareth.. Which thing I also did in Jerusalem: 
and many of the saints did I shut up in prison, 
having received authority from, the chief 
priests; and when they were put to death, I 
gave my voice against them, And I punished 
them oft in every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted them even 
unto strange cities. Whereupon.as I went to 
Damascus with authority and commission 
from the chief-priests, at mid-day, O king, I 
saw in. the way a light from heaven, above 
the brightness of the sun, shining round about 
me and them which journeyed with me. And - 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard 
a voice speaking unto me, and saying in the 
Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? é zs hard for thee to kick against 
the pricks. And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
and he said, I am Jesus whom thow perse- 
cutest. But rise, and stand upon thy feet: 
for [have appeared unto. thee for this pur-— 
pose, to make thee a minister and a witness 
both of these things which thou hast seen, 
and of those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee; delivering thee from the peo-. 
ple, and from the Gentiles, unto whom now 
I send. thee, to open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and /rem the 
power of Satan unto God, that they may re- 
ceive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance 
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among them which are sanctified by faith 
that is in me. Whereupon, O king Agrippa, 
I was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision: Bat showed first unto them of Da- 
mascus, and at Jerusalem, and throughout all 
_ the coasts of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, 
_that they should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. For these 
causes the Jews caught me in the temple, and 
went about to kill me. Having therefore ob- 
tained help of God, I continue unto this day, 
Witnessing both to small and great, saying 
none other things than those which the pro- 
phets and Moses did say should come: That 
Christ should suffer, and that he should be 
the first that should rise from the dead, and 
should show light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. And as he thus spake for himself, 
Festus said with a loud voice, Paul, thou art 
beside thyself; much learning doth make thee 
, mad. But he said, l am not mad, most noble 
| Festus; but speak forth the words of truth — 
_ and soberness. For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak freely: for 
I am persuaded that none of these things are 
, hidden from him; for this thing was not done 
’ in a corner. King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? I know that thou believest. 
' Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Almost thou 
_ persuadest me to be a Christian. And Paul 
_ said, IT would to God, that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, were both al- 
- most, and altogether such as I am, except 
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these bonds. And when he had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, and Ber 
nice, and they that sat with them: And when 
they were gone aside, they talked between 
themselves, saying, This man doeth nothing 
worthy of death or of bonds. Then said 
Agrippa unto Festus, This. man might have 
been set at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Cesar. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Numbers xxii. 


ND the children of Israel set forward, and 
pitched in the plains of Moab on this 
side Jordan by Jericho. 

And Balak the son of Zippor saw all that 
Israel had done to the Amorites, And Moab 
was sore afraid of the people, because they 
were many: and Moab was distressed because 
of the children of Israel. And Moab said 
unto the elders of Midian, Now shall this 
company lick up all that are round about 
us, as the ox licketh up the grass of the field, 
And Balak the son of Zippor was king of the 
Moabites at that time. He sent messengers 

therefore unto Balaam the son of Beor to Pe- 
thor, which zs by the river of the land of the 
children of his people, to call him, saying, 
Behold, there is a people come out from 
Egypt: behold, they cover the face of the 
earth, and they abide over against me; come 
now therefore, I pray thee, curse ie this 
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people; for they are too mighty for me. per 
adventure I shall prevail, that we may smite 
them, and ¢hat I may drive them out of the 
land: for I wot that he whom thou blessest 
as blessed, and he whom thou cursest is cursed. 
And the elders of Moab ‘and the elders of 
Midian departed with the rewards of divina- 
tion in their hand; and they came unto Ba- 
laam, and spake unto him the words of Balak. 
And he said unto them, Lodge here this night, 
and I will bring you word again, as the Lorp 
shall speak unto me: and the princes of Moab 
abode with Balaam. And God came unto 
Balaam, and said, What men are these with 
thee? And Balaam said unto God, Balak the 
son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath sent unto 
me, saying, Behold, there is a people come 
out of Egypt, which covereth the face of the 
earth: come now, curse me them; peradven- 
ture I shall be able to overcome them, and 
drive them out. And God said unto Balaam, 
| Thou shalt not go with them; thou shalt not 
curse the people: for they are blessed. And 
Balaam rose up in the morning, and said unto 
the princes of Balak, Get you into your land: 
, for the Lorn refuseth to give me leave to go 
/ with you. And the princes of Moab rose up, 
and they went unto Balak, and said, Balaam 
 refuseth to come with us. 
~ And Balak sent yet again princes, more, 
and more honourable than they. And they 
came to Balaam, and said to him, Thus saith’ 
Balak the son of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray’ 
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thee, hinder thee from coming unto me: For 
I-will promote thee unto very great honour, 
and I will do whatsoever thou sayest unto 
me: come therefore, I pray thee, curse me 
this people. And Balaam answered and said 
unto the servants of Balak, If Balak would 
give me his house full of silver and gold, I 
cannot go beyond the word of the Lorp my 
God, to do less or more. Now therefore, I 
pray you, tarry ye also here this night, that 
I may know what the Lorp will say unto me 
more. And God came unto Balaam at night, 
and said unto him, If the men come to call 
thee, rise up, and go with them; but yet the 
word which I shall say unto thee, that shalt 
thou do. And Balaam rose up in the morn- 
ing, and saddled his ass, and went with the 
__ princes of Moab. 
: And God’s anger was kindled because he 
went: and the angel of the Lorp stood in the 
way for an adversary against him. Now he 
was riding upon his ass, and his two servants 
were with him. And the ass-saw the angel 
of the Lorp standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand: and the ass turned 
aside out of the way, and went into the ‘field: 
and Balaam smote the ass, to turn her into 
the way. But the angel of the Lorp stood 
in a path of the vineyards, a wall deing on 
this side, and a wall on that side. And when 
the ass saw the angel of the Lorn, she thrust 
herself unto the wall, and crushed Balaam’s 
foot against the wall: and he smote heragain: 
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And the angel of the Lord went further, and 
stood in a narrow place, where was no way 
to turn either to the right hand or to the left. 
And when the ass saw the angel of the Lorn, 
she fell down under Balaam: and Balaam’s 
anger was kindled, and he smote the ass with 
a staff. And the Lorp opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said unto Balaam, What 
have I done unto thee, that thou hast smitten 
me these three times? And Balaam said unto 
the ass, Because thou hast mocked me: I 
would there were a sword in my hand, for 
now would I kill thee. And the ass said unto 
Balaam, 4m not I thine ass, upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since J was thine unto this 
day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee? 
And he said, Nay.. Then the Lorp opened 
the eyes of Balaam, and he saw the angel of 
the Lory standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his‘hand: and he bowed down his 
head, and fell flat on his face. And the angel 
of the Lory said unto him, Wherefore hast 
thou smitten thine ass these three times? be- 
hold, I went out to withstand thee, because 
thy way is perverse before me: And the ass 
saw me, and turned from me these three 
times: unless she had turned from me, surely 
now also I had slain thee, and saved her alive. 
And Balaam said unto the angel of the Lorn, 
I have sinned; for I knew not that thou 
stoodest in the way against me: now there- 
fore, if it displease thee, I will get me back 
again. And the angel of the Lorp said unte 
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Balaam, Go with the men: but only the word 
that I shall speak unto thee, that thou shalt 
speak. So Balaam went with the princes of 
Balak. 

- And when Balak heard that Balaam was 
come, he went out to meet him unto a city 
of Moab, which zs in the border of Arnon, 
which zs in the utmost coast. And Balak 
said unto Balaam, Did I not earnestly send 
unto thee to call thee ? wherefore camest thou 
not unto me? am I not able indeed to pro- 
mote thee to honour? And Balaam said unto 
Balak, Lo, lam come unto thee: have I now 
any power at all to say any thing? the word 
that God putteth in my mouth, that shall 1 
speak. And Balaam went with Balak, and 
they came unto Kirjath-huzoth. And Balak 
offered oxen and sheep, and sent to Balaam, 
and to the princes that were with him. . And 
it came to pass on the morrow, that Balak 
took Balaam, and brought him up into the 
high places of Baal, that thence he might see 
the utmost part of the people. 


Second Lesson. James i. 


J AMES, a servant of God and of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, to the twelve tribes which 
are scattered abroad, greeting. My brethren, 
count it all joy’ when ye fall into divers 
temptations; knowing ¢his, that the trying 
of your faith worketh patience. But let pa- 
tience have her perfect work, that ye may be 

perfect and entire, wanting nothing. _ If any 
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of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth 
not; and it shall be given him. But let him 
ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with 
the wind and tossed. For let not that man 


think that he shall receive any thing of the 


Lord. A double-minded man is unstable in 
all his ways. Let the brother of low degree 
rejoice in that he is exalted: But the rich, in 
that he is made low: because as the flower 
of the grass he shall pass away. For the sun 
is nO sooner risen with a burning heat, but it 
withereth the grass, and the flower thereof 
falleth, and the grace of the fashion of it 
perisheth: so also shall the rich ‘man ‘fade 
away in his ways. Blessed 7s the man that 
endureth temptation: for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which the Lord 
hath promised to them that love him. Let no 
man say when he is tempted, I'am tempted 
of God: for God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man: But every 
man is tempted, when he is drawn away of 
his own lust, and enticed. Then when lust 
hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth death. Do 
not err, my beloved brethren. Every good 
gift and every perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither shadow of 


turning, Of his own will begat he us with 


the word of truth, that we should be a kind 
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of first-fruits of his creatures. Wherefore, my 
beloved brethren, let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath: For the 
wrath of man worketh not the righteousness 
of God. Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and receive 
with meekness the engrafted word, which is 
able to save your souls. But be ye doers of 
the word, and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves. For if any be a hearer of 
the word, and not a doer, he is like unto a 
man beholding his natural face in a glass: 

For he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, 
and straightway forgetteth what manner of 
man he was. But whoso looketh into the 
perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, 
he being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed. If any man among you seem to be re- 
ligious, and bridleth not his tongue, but de- 
ceiveth his own heart, this man’s religion zs 
vain. Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, To visit the fa- 

_therless and widows in their affliction, and 
to keep himself unspotted from the world. 


THE TENTH SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Numbers xxiii. 


ND Balaam said unto Balak, Build m2 
here seven altars, and prepare me bere 
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seven oxen and seven rams. And Balak Jid 
as Balaam had spoken; and. Balak and: Ba- 
laam offered on every altar a, bullock end-a ” 
ram, And Balaam said unto Balak, Stand 
by thy burnt-offering, and I will go: perad- 
venture the Lorn will come to meet me: and 
whatsoever he showeth me. I will. tell thee. 
And he went to a high place.. And God met 
Balaam: and hesaid unto him, I have prepared 
seyen altars, and I have offered upon every 
altar a bullock andaram. And the Lorp 
put a word in Balaam’s mouth, and said, Re- 
turn unto Balak, and thus thou shalt speak. 
And he returned unto him, and, lo, he stood 
by his burnt sacrifice, he, and all the princes 
of Moab. And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balak the king of Moab hath brougkt7 
_me from Aram, out of the mountains of the 
east, saying, Come, curse me Jacob, and 
come, defy Israel. How shall I curse, whom 
God hath not cursed? or how shall I defy, 
whom the Lorp hath not defied? . For from 
the top of the rocks I see him, and from the 
hills I behold him: lo, the people shall dwell 
alone, and shall not be reckoned among. the 
nations. Who can count the dust of Jacob, 
“and the number of the fourth part of Israel? 
_ Let me die the death of the righteous, and let 
‘my last end be like his! And Balak said 
unto Balaam, What hast thou done unto me? 
I took thee to curse mine enemies, and, be- 
hold, thou hast blessed them altogether... And 
be answered and said, Must I not take heed 
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to speak that which the Lorp hath put in my 
mouth? And Balak said unto him, Come, I 
pray thee, with me unto another place, from 
whence thou mayest see them: thou shalt see 
but the utmost part of them, and shalt not see 
them all: and curse me them from thence. 
And he brought him into the field of Zo- 
phim, to the top of Pisgah, and built seven 
altars, and offered a bullock and aram on 
every altar. And he said unto Balak, Stand 
here by thy burnt-offering, while I meet the 
LORD yonder. And the Lorp met Balaam, 
and put a word in his mouth, and said, Go 
again unto Balak, and say thus. And when 
he came to him, behold, he stood by his burnt- 
offering, and the princes of Moab with him. 
And Balak said unto him, What hath the 
Lorp spoken? And he took up his parable, 
and said, Rise up, Balak, and hear; hearken 
unto me, thou son of Zippor: God zs not a 
man, that he should lie; neither the son of 
man, that he should repent: hath he said, and 
shall he not do 7¢? or hath he spoken, and 
shall he not make it good? Behold, I have 
received commandment to bless: and he hath 
blessed; and I cannot reverse it. He hath 
not beheld iniquity in Jacob, neither hath he 
seen perverseness in Israel: the Lorp his 
God is with him, and the shout of a king és 
among them. God brought them out of 
Iegypt; he hath as it were the strength of a 
unicorn. Surely there is no enchantment 
against Jacob, neither és there any divination 
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against Israel: according to this time it shall 
be said of Jacob and of Israel, What hath 


“God wrought! Behold, the people shall 


rise up as a great lion, and lift up himself as 
a young lion: he shall not lie down until he 
eat of the prey, and drink the blood of the 
slain. 

And Balak said unto Balaam, Neither curse 
them at all, nor bless them at all. But Ba- 
Jaam answered and said unto Balak, Told not 
I thee, saying, All that the Lorp speaketh, 
that I must do? 

And Balak said unto Balaam, Come, I pray 
thee, I will bring thee unto another place; 
peradventure it will please God that thou 
mayest curse me them from thence. And 
Balak brought Baalam unto the top of Peor, 
that looketh toward Jeshimon. And Balaam 
said unto Balak, Build me here seven altars, 
and prepare me here seven bullocks and seven 
rams. And Balak did as Balaam had said, 


‘aud offered a bullock and a ram on every altar. 


Second Lesson. Acts XXvill. 


AND when they were escaped, then they 
‘knew that the island was called Melita. 
And the barbarous people showed us no little 
kindness: for they kindled a fire, and received 
us every one, because of the present rain, and 
because of the cold. And when Paul had 


gathered a bundle of sticks, and laid them on 


the fire, there came a viper out of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. .And when the 
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barbarians saw the venomous beast hang on 
his hand, they said among themselves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, though 
he hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suf- 


~ fereth not to live. And he shook off the beast 


into the fire, and felt no harm. Howbeit they 
looked when he should have swollen, or fallen 
down dead -suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no harm come 
to. him, they changed their minds, and said 
that he was a god. In the same quarters 
were possessions of the chief man of the 
island, whose name was Publius; who re- 
ceived us,and lodged us three days courte- 
ously, And it came to pass, that the father 
of Publius lay sick of a fever and of a bloody 
flux: to whom Paul entered in, and prayed, 
and laid his hands on him, and healed him. 
So when this was done, others also, which 
had diseases in the island, came, and were 
healed: who also honoured us with many 
honours; and when we departed, they laded 
ws with such things as were necessary. And 
after three months we departed in a ship of 
Alexandria, which had wintered in the isle, 
whose sign was Castor and Pollux. And 
landing at Syracuse, we tarried there three 
days. And from thence we fetched a com- 
pass, and came to Rhegium: and after one 
day the south wind blew; and we came the 
next day to, Puteoli: Where we found bre- 
thren, and were desired to tarry with them — 
seven days: and so we went toward Rome. 
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And from thence, when the brethren heard 
of us, they came to meet us as far as Appii- 
Forum, and The Three Taverns: whom when 
Paul saw, he thanked God, and took courage. 
And when we came to Rome, the centurion 
delivered the prisoners to the captain of the 
guard: But Paul was suffered to dwell by 
himself with a soldier that kept him. And it 
came to pass, that after three days Paul called 
the chief of the Jews together: and when 
they were come together, he said unto them, 
Men and brethren, though I have committed 
nothing against the people, or customs of our 
fathers, yet was I delivered prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans. 
Who, when they had examined me, would 
have let me go, because there was no cause 
of death in me. But when the Jews spake 
against 7¢, 1 was constrained to appeal unto 
Cesar; not that I had aught to accuse my 
nation of. For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you and to speak with 
you: because that for the hope of Israel Tam 
bound with this chain. And they said unto 
him, We neither received letters out of Ju- 
dea concerning thee, neither any of the bre- 
thren that:came showed or spake any harm 
of thee. But we desire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkest: for as concerning this sect, we 
know that every where it is spoken against. 
And when they had appointed him a day, 
there came many to him into his lodging; to 
whom he expounded and testified the king- 
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dom of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, and out 
of the prophets, from morning till evening. 
And some believed the things which were 
spoken, and some believed not... And when 
they agreed not among themselves, they de- 
parted, after that Paul had spoken one word, 
Well spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the pro- 
phet unto our fathers, saying, Go unto this 
people, and say, Hearing ye shall hear, .and 
shall not understand; and seeing ye shall see, 
and not perceive: For the heart of this people 
is waxed gross, and their ears are dull of 
hearing, and their eyes have they closed; lest 
they should see with their eyes, and hear 
with their ears, and understand with their 
heart, and should be converted, and I should 
heal them. Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God-is sent unto the 
Gentiles, and ¢hat they will hear it. And 
when he had said these words, the Jews de- 
parted, and had great reasoning among them- 
selves. And Paul dwelt two whole years in 
his own hired house, and received all that 
came in unto him, preaching the kingdom of 
God, and teaching those things which concern 
the Lord Jesus Christ, with all confidence, no 
man forbidding him. 
Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Numbers xxiv. 


ND when Balaam saw that it pleased the 
Lorp to bless Israel, he went not, as at 
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dther times, to seek for enchantments, but he 
set his face toward the wilderness. And Ba- 
laam lifted up his eyes,and he saw Israel 
abiding tm his tents according to their tribes; 
‘and the spirit of God came upon him. And 
he took up his parable, and said, Balaam the 
son of Beor hath said, and the man whose 
eyes are open hath said: He hath said, which 
‘heard the words of God, which saw the vision 
of the Almighty, falling into a trance, but 
having his eyes open:. How goodly are thy 
tents, O Jacob, and thy tabernacles, O Israel! 
As the valleys are they spread forth, as gar- 
dens by the river’s side, as the trees of lign 
aloes which the Lorp hath planted, and as — 
cedar trees beside the waters. He shall pour 
the water out of his buckets, and his seed 
shall be in many waters, and his king shall be 
higher than Agag, and his kingdom shall be 
exalted. God brought him forth out of 
Egypt; he hath as it were the strength of a 
unicorn: he shall eat up the nations his ene- 
mies, and shall break their bones, and pierce 
them through with his arrows. He couched, 
he lay down as a lion, and as a great lion: 
ee shall stir him up? Blessed 7s he. that 
)dlesseth thee, and cursed zs he that curseth 
“thee. 
. And Balak’s anger was kindled against 
-Balaam, and he smote his hands together : 
and Balak said unto Balaam, I called thee to 
eurse mine enemies, and, behold, thou hast 
‘altogether blessed them these three. times, 
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Therefore now flee thou to thy place: I 
thought to promote thee unto great honour; 
but, lo, the Lorp hath kept thee back from 
honour. And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messengers which thou 
sentest unto me, saying, If Balak would give 
me his house full of silver and gold, I canno 
go beyond the commandment of the Lorp, 
to do either good or bad of mine own mind; 
but what the Lorp saith, that will I speak? 
And now, behold, I go unto my people ; come 
therefore, and J will advertise thee what this 
people shall do to thy people in the latter 
days. 

And he took up his parable, and said, Ba- 
Jaam the son of Beor hath said, and the man 
“whose eyes are open hath said: He hath said, 
which heard the words of God, and knew 
the knowledge of the most High, which saw 
the vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance, but having his eyes open: I shall see 
him, but not now: I shall behold him, but 
not nigh: there shall come a Star out of 
Jacob, and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, 
and shall smite the corners of Moab, and de- 
stroy all the children of Sheth. And Edom 
shall be a possession, Seir also shall be a pos- 
session for his, enemies; and Israel shall do 

valiantly. Out of Jacob shall come he that 

shall have dominion, and shall destroy him 
that remaineth of the city. 

And when he looked on Amalek, he took | 
up his parable, and said, Amalek berate first | 
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of the nations; but ‘his latter end shall be 
that he perish for ever. And he looked on the 
‘Kenites, and took up his parable, and said, 
Strong is thy dwelling-place, and thou puttest 
thy nest ina rock. Nevertheless the Kenite 
shall be wasted, until Asshur sball carry thee 
‘away captive. ‘And he took up:his parable, 

_ and said, Alas, who shall live when God 
doeth this! And ships shall come from the 
coast of Chittim,and shall afflict Asshur, and 
shall afiliet Eber, and he also shall perish 
for ever. And Balaam rose up, and went 
and returned to his place: and Balak also 
went his way. 


Second Lesson. James ii. 


: MY brethren, have not the faith of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Lord of glory, with 
respect of persons. For if there come unto 
your assembly a man with a gold ring, in 
goodly apparel, and there come in also a poor 
man in vile raiment; and ye have respect to 
him that weareth the gay clothing, and say 
unto him, Sit thou here in a good place; and 
Say to the poor, Stand thou there, or sit here 
} under my footstool: Are ye not then partial 
in yourselves, and are become judges of evil 
thoughts? Hearken, my beloved. brethren, 
Hath not God chosen the poor of this world 
ich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which 
he hath promised to them that love him? but 
“ye have despised the poor. Do not. rich 
men oppress you, and draw you before: the 
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judgment-scats? Do not they blaspheme that 
worthy name by the which ye are called? If 
ye fulfil the royal law according to the serip- 
ture, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self, ye do well: But if ye have respect to 
persons, ye commit sin, and are convinced of 
the law as transgressors. For whosoever shall 
keep the whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all. For he that said, 
Do not commit adultery, said also, Do not 
kill. Now if thou commit.no adultery, yet 
if thou kill, thou art become a transgressor of 
the law. So speak ye, and so do, as they 
that shall be judged by the law of liberty. 
For he shall have judgment without mercy, | 
that hath showed no mercy; and mercy re- 
‘joicéth against judgment. What doth it profit, 
my brethren, though a man say he hath faith, © 
and have not works? can faith save him? If © 
a brother or a sister be naked, and destitute © 
of daily food, and one of you say unto them, @ 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and filled; 
notwithstanding ye give them not those hinged 
which are fieedfal to the body; what doth tt 
profit? Even so faith, if it hath not works, is 
dead, being alone. Yea, a’ man may ‘he 
Thou hast faith, and I have works: show me — 
thy faith without thy works, and I will show © 
thee my faith by my works. Thou believest _ 
that there is one God; thou doest well: the 
devils also believe, and tremble. But wilt 
thou know, O vain man, that faith withot 
works isdead? Was not a | 
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justified by works, when he had offered Isaae 
his son upon the altar? Seest thou how faith 
; Wrought with his works, and by works was 
faith made perfect? and .the scripture was 
fulfilled which saith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for righteous: 
hess: and he was called the Friend of God 
Ye see then how that by works a man is jus 
tified, and not by faith only. Likewise also 
was not Rahab the harlot justified by works, 
when she had received the messengers, and 
had sent them out another way? For as the 
body without the spirit is dead, so faith with- 
_ out works is dead also

First Lesson. Deuteronomy iv. 


Now therefore hearken, O Israel, unto the. 
statutes and unto the judgments, which 
_ I teach you, for to do them, that ye may live, 
| and go in and possess the land which the 
-\Lorp God of your fathers giveth you. Ye 
| shall not add unto the word which Icommand 
you, neither shall ye diminish aught from it, 
that ye may keep the commandments of the 
Lory your God which I command you. 
Your eyes have seen what the Lorp did be- 
_ cause of Baal-peor: for all the men that fol- 
lowed Baal-peor, the Lorp thy God hath 
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destroyed them from among you. But ye 
that did cleave unto the Lorp your God, are 
alive every one of you this day. Behold, I 
have taught you statutes and judgments, even 
as the Lorp my God commanded me, that ye 
should co so in the land whither ye go to 
possess it. Keep therefore and do them; for 
this zs your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations, which shall hear 
all these statutes, and say, Surely this great 
nation zs a wise and understanding people. 
For what nation zs there so great, who hath 
God so nigh unto them, as the Lorp our God 
is in all things that we call upon him for? 
And what nation is there so great, that hath 
statutes and judgments so righteous as all 
this law, which I set before you this day? 
Only take heed to thyself, and keep thy soul 
diligently, lest. thou forget the things which 
thine eyes have seen, and lest they depart | 
from thy heart all the days of thy life: but | 

. teach them thy sons, and thy sons’ sons; spe- 
cially the day that thou stoodest before the | 
Lorp thy God in Horeb when the Lorp said | 
unto me, Gather me the people together, and © 
I will make them hear my words, that they — 
may learn to fear me all the days that they 
shall live upon the earth, and that they may 
teach their children. And ye came near and 
stood under the mountain; and the mountain — 
burned with fire unto the midst of heaven, 
with darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. 
And the sacl spake unto you~ seni of the — 
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midst of the fire: ye heard the voice of the 
words, but saw no similitude, only ye heard 
a voice. And he declared unto you his cove- 
nant, which he commanded you to perform, 
even ten commandments; and he wrote them 
upon two tables of stone. And the Lorp 
commanded meat that time to teach you sta- 
tutes and judgments, that ye might do them 
in the land whither ye go over to possess it. 
Take ye therefore good heed unto yourselves; 
for ye saw no manner of similitude on the 
day that the Lorn spake unto you in Horeb 
out of the midst of the fire: Lest ye cortupt 
yourselves, and make you a graven image, 
the similitude of any figure, the likeness of 
male or female, the likeness of any beast that 
2s on the earth, the likeness of any winged 
fowl that flieth in the air, the likeness of any 
thing that creepeth on the ground, the like- 
ness of any fish that zs in the waters beneath 
the earth: And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest the sun, 
and the moon, and the stars, even all the host 
of heaven, shouldest be driven to worship 
them, and serve them, which the Lorp thy 
; God hath divided unto all nations under 
the whole heaven. But the Lorn hath taken 
‘you, and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, even out of Egypt, to be unto 
him a people of inheritance, as ye are this 
day. Furthermore the Lorp was angry with 
me for your sakes, and sware that I should 
_ hot go over Jordan, and that I should not go 
agate A13

in unto that good land, which the Lorp thy. 
God giveth thee for an inheritance: But I 
must die in this land, I must not go over Jor- 
dan: but ye shall go over, and possess that 
good land. Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the Lory your God, 
which he made with you, and make you a 
graven image, or the likeness of any thing, 
which the Lorp thy God hath forbidden thee. 
For the Lorp thy God zs a consuming fire, 
even a jealous God. 

When thou shalt beget children, and chil- 
dren’s children, and ye shall have remained 
long in the land, and shall corrupt yourselves, 
and make a graven image, or the likeness of 
any thing, and shall do evil in the sight of the 
Lorp thy God, to provoke him to anger: I 
eall heaven and earth to witness against you 
this day, that ye shall soon utterly perish 
from off the land whereunto ye go over Jor- 
dan to possess it; ye shall not prolong your 
days upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 
And the Lorp shall scatter you among the 
nations, and ye shall be left few in number — 
among the heathen, whither the Lorp shall — 
lead you. And there ye shall serve gods, the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone, which — 
neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. But — 
if from thence thou shalt seek the Lorp thy — 
God, thou shalt find him, if thou seek him 
with all thy heart and with all thy soul. 
When thou art in tribulation, and all these 
things are come upon thee, even in the latter 
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days, if thou turn to the Lorp thy God, and 
shalt be obedient unto his voice; (for the Lorn 
thy God zs a merciful God;) he will not for- 

_ Sake thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
covenant of thy fathers which he sware unto 
them. For ask now of the days that are past, 
which were before thee, since the day that 
‘God created man upon the earth, and ask 
from the one side of heaven unto the other, 
whether there hath been any such thing as 
this great thing zs, or hath been heard like it? 
Did ever people hear the voice of God speak- 
ing out of the midst of the fire: as thou hast 
heard, and live? or hath God assayed to, go 
and take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by signs, and 
by wonders, and by war, and by a mighty 
hand, and by a stretched-out arm, and by 
great terrors, according to all that the Lorp 
your God did for you in Egypt before your 
eyes? Unto thee it was showed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp he is God; 
there is none else beside him. Out of heaven 
he made thee to hear his voice, that he might 
instruct thee: and upon earth he showed thee 
his great fire; and thou heardest his words 
out of the midst of the fire. And because he 
loved thy fathers, therefore he. chose their 
seed after them, and brought thee out in his 
sight with his mighty power out of Keypt; 
to drive out nations from before thee greater 
and mightier than thou ar¢, to bring thee in, 
to give thee their land for an inheritance, ag 
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itis thisday. Know therefore this day, and 
consider 7¢ in thy-heart, that the Lorn he is 
God in heaven above, and upon the earth be- 
neath: there zs none else. ‘Thou shalt keep 
therefore his statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy children after 
thee, and that thou mayest prolong thy days 
upon the earth, which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee, for ever. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. xviii. 


AT the same time came the disciples unto 
Jesus, saying, Who is the greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven? And Jesus called a lit- 
tle child unto him, and set him in the midst 
of them, and said, Verily I say unto you, Ex- 
cept ye be converted, and become as little 
children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall hum- 
ble himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. And 
whoso shall receive one such little child in — 
my name receiveth me. But whoso shall of- 
fend one of these little ones which believe in 
me, it were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and ¢haé he 
were drowned in the depth of the sea, _ 
Woe unto the world because of offences! 
for it must needs be that offences come; but 
woe to that man by whom the offence cometh! 
Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, 
cut them off, aud cast them from thee: it is 
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better for thee to enter into life halt‘or maim ed, - 


rather than having two hands or two feet to 
be cast: into everlasting fire. And if thine 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast i¢ from 
thee: it is better for thee to enter into’ life 
with one eye, rather than having two eyes to 


_be cast into hell fire. Take heed that ye de- 


spise not one of these little ones; for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their angels do al- 
ways behold the face of my Father which is 
in heaven. For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. How think ye? if 
aman have a hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety 
and nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray? And ifso 
be that he; find it, verily I say unto you, he 
rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the ninety 
and nine which went not astray. Even so it 
is not the will of your Father which is in hea- 
ven, that one of these little ones should perish. 

Moreover if thy brother shall trespass 
against thee, go and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother. But if he will not 


hear thee, then take with thee one or two 


more, that in the mouth of two or three 
Witnesses every word may be established, 
And if he shall neglect to hear them, tell z¢ 
unto the church: but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as a heathen 
man and a publican. Verily I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth shall be 
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bound in heaven: and whatsoever ye shal) 
loose on earth, shall be loosed in heaven. 
Again I say unto you, That if two of you 
shall agree on earth as touching any thing 
that they shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of them. 
Then came Peter to him, and said, Lord, 
how oft shall my brother sin against me, and 
I forgive,him? till seven times? Jesus saith 
unto him, I say not unto thee, Until seven 
times: but, Until seventy times seven. 
Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened 
unto a certain king, which would take ac- 
count of his servants. And when he had be- 
gun to reckon, one was brought unto him, 
which owed him ten thousand talents. But 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord com- 
manded him to be sold, and his w fe, and 
children, and all that he had, and payment to 
be made. The servant therefore fell down, 
and worshipped him, saying, Lord, have pa- 
tience with me, and I will pay thee all. Then 


passion, and loosed him, and forgave him the 
debt. But the same servant went out, and 
found one of his fellow-servants, which owed 
him a hundred.pence: and he laid hands on 
him, and took him by the throat, saying, Pay 
me that thou owest. And his fellow-servant 
fell down at his feet, and besought him, say- 
ing, Have patience with me, and I will pay

~ the lord of that servant was moved with com- —

thee all: And he would not: but went and 
east him into prison, till he should pay the 
debt. So when his fellow-servants saw what 
was done, they were very sorry, and came 
and told unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord, after that he had called him, 
‘aid unto him, O thou wicked servant, I for- 
gave thee all that debt, because thou desiredst 
me: Shouldest not thou also have had com- 
passion on thy fellow-servant, even as I had 
pity on thee? And his lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the tormentors, till he should 
pay all that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, 
if ye from your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Deuteronomy v. 


ANP Moses called all Israel, and said unto 

them, Hear, O Israel, the statutes and 
judgments which I speak in your ears this 
day, that ye may learn them, and keep, and 
do them. The Lorp our God made a cove- 
hant with us in Horeb. The Lorp made not 
this covenant with our fathers, but with us, 
even us, who are allof us here alive this day. 
The Lorp talked with you face to face in the 
mount out of the midst of the fire, (I stood 
between the Lorn and you at that time, to 
show you the word of the Lorn: for ye were 
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nfraid by reason of the fire, and went not up 
into the mount;) saying, 

I am the Lorp thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage. Thou shalt have none other’ gods 


before me. Thou shalt not:make thee any 


graven image, or any likeness of any thing 
that 7s im heaven above, or that 7s in the earth 
beneath, or that zs in the waters beneath the 
earth: Thou shalt not bow.down thyself unto 
them, nor serve them: for I the Lorp thy 
God ama jealous God, visiting the imiquity 
of the fathers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them that hate me, 
and showing mercy unto thousands of them 
that love me and keep my commandments. 
Thou shalt not take the name of the Lorp 
thy God in vain: for the Lorp will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 
Keep the sabbath day to sanctify it, as the 
Loxrp thy God hath commanded thee. Six 
days thou shalt labour, and do all thy work: 
But the seventh day is the sabbath of the 
Lorpv thy God: in i¢ thou shalt not do any 
avork, thou, nor thy son, nor thy. daughter, 
nor thy man-servant, nor thy maid-servant, 
nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cat- 
tle, nor thy stranger that 7s within thy gates; 
that thy man-servant and thy maid-servant 
may rest as well as thou. And remember 
that thou wast a servant in the land of Egypt, 
and ¢hat the Lorn thy God brought thee out 
thence through a migeey hand ia by a

stretched-out arm: therefore the Lorp thy 
God commanded thee to keep the sabbath 
day. 

Honour thy father and thy mother, as the 
Lorp thy God ‘hath commanded thee; that 
thy days may be prolonged, and that it may 
go well with thee, in the land: which the Lorp 
‘thy God giveth thee. Thou. shalt not. kill. 
Neither shalt thou commit adultery. Neither 
shalt thou steal.. Neither shalt thou bear 
false witness against thy neighbour. . Neither 
shalt thou desire thy neighbour’s wife, nei+ 
ther shalt thou covet thy neighbour’s ‘house, 
his field, or his man-servant, or his maid-ser- 
vant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing ithat ds 
thy neighbour’s. 

These words the Lorp spake unto all-your 
assembly in the mount outof the midst of the 
fire, of the cloud, and of the thick darkuess, 
with a great voice: and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of stone, 
and idelivered them unto me. And it came to 
pass, when yé heard the voice out of the midst 
of the darkness, (for the mountain did burn 
with fire,) that ye came near unto mie, ever 
all the heads of your tribes, and: your elders; 
and ye said, Behold, the Lorp our God hath 
showed us his glory and his greatness, and we 
have heard his voice out:of the midst of :the 
fire: we have seen ‘this day that God doth 
talk with man, and-he:liveth.. Now therefore 
why should we die? for this great fire will 
consume us: if we hear the voice of the Lorn 
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oar God any more, then we shal] die. For 
who is there of all flesh, that hath heard the 
voice of the living God speaking out of the 
midst of the fire, as we have, and lived? Go 
thou near, and hear all that the Lorp our 
God shall say: and speak thou unto us all 
that the Lorp our God shall speak unto thee; 
and we will hear i¢, and do z#. And the 
Lorp heard-the voice of your words, when 
ye spake unto me; and the Lorn said unto 
me, I have heard the voice of the words of 
this people, which they have spoken unto 
thee: they have well said all that they have 
spoken. O that there were:such a heart in 
them, that they would fear me, and keep all 
my commandments always, that it might be 
well with them, and with their children for 
ever! Go say to them, Get you into your 
tents again. But as for thee, stand thou here by 
me, and I will speak unto thee all the com- 
mandments, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments, which thou shalt teach them, that they 
may do ¢hem in the land which I give them to 
possess it. Ye shall observe to do therefore 
as the Lorp your God hath commanded you: 
ye shall not turn aside to the right hand or to 
the left. Ye shall walk in all the Ways which ~ 
the Lorp your God hath commanded you, — 
that ye may live, and that it may be well 
with you, and’ that ye may prolong your 
days in the land which ye shalj possess. — 
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Second Lesson. James iii. 


M* brethren, be not many masters, know- 

ing that we shall receive the greater con- 
demnation. For in many things we offend 
all. If any man offend not in word, the same 
is a perfect man, and able also to bridle the 


‘whole-body. Behold, we put bits in the 


horses’ mouths, that they may obey us; and 
we turn about their whole body. Behold also 
the ships, which though they be so great, and 
are driven of fierce winds, yet are they turned 
about with a very small helm, whithersoever 
the governor listeth. Even so the tongue is 
a little member, and boasteth great things. 


Behold, how great a matter a little fire kin- 


dleth! And the tongue 7s a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our mem- 
bers, that it defileth the whole body, and set- 
teth on fire the course of nature; and it is set 
on fire of hell. For every kind of beasts, and 
of birds, and of serpents, and of things in the 
Sea, is tamed, and hath been tamed of man- 
kind: But the tongue can no man tame; 7% 
7s an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 
Therewith bless we God, even the Father; 


‘and therewith curse we men, which are made 


after the similitude of God. Out of the same 


| mouth proceedeth blessing and cursing. My 


brethren, these things ought not so to be 
Doth a fountain send forth at the same place 
sweet water and bitter? Can the fig tree, my 


brethren, bear ees? either a vine, 
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figs? so can no fountain both yield salt water 
and fresh. Who zs a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you? let him show 
out of a good conversation his works with | 
meekness of wisdom. But if ye have bitter 
envying and strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. This wisdom 
descendeth not from above, but is earthly, 
sensual, devilish. For where envying and | 
strife zs, there 7s confusion, and every evil 
work. But the wisdom that is from above is 
first pure, then peaceable, gentle and easy to 
be: entreated, full of mercy and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without hypocrisy. 
And the fruit of righteousness is sown in peace 
of them that make peace.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy vi. 


Now these are the commandments, the sta- 
tutes, and the judgments, which the Lorp ~ 
your God commanded to teach you, that ye — 
might do them in the land whither ye go to 
possess it: That thou mighest fear the Lorp ~ 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and his com- 
mandments, which I command thee, thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son, all the days” 
of thy life; and that thy days ae be i 


longed. — 
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Hear therefore, O Israel, and observe to do 
it; that it may be well with thee, and that 
ye may increase mightily, as. the Lorn God 
of thy fathers hath promised thee,.in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey... Hear,.O 
Israel: The Lorp our God. is one Lorp: 
And thou shalt love the Lorn thy God with 

all thine heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might. And these words, which 
I command thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart: And thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when thou liest 
' down, and when thou risest up. And. thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, 
» and they shall be as frontlets between thine 
eyes. And thou shalt write them upon the 
posts of thy house, and on thy gates. And it 
shall be, when the Lorp thy God shall have 
brought thee into the land which ne sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob, to give thee great and goodly cities, 
which thou buildedst not, and houses full of 
all good things, which thou filledst not, and 
, wells digged, which thou diggedst uot, vine- 
_ yards and olive trees, which thou plantedst. 
_ hot; when thou shalt have eaten and be full; 
’ then beware lest thou forget the Lorp, which 
: brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage. Thou shalt fear 
the Lorp thy God, and serve him, and shalt 
swear by hismame. Ye shall not go after 
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other gods, of the gods of the people which 
are round about you; (for the Lorp thy God 
7s a jealous God among you;) lest the anger 
of the Lorp thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee from off the face of the earth. 
~ Ye shall not tempt the Lorp your God, as 
ye tempted him in Massah. Ye shall dili- 
gently keep the commandments of the Lorr 
your God, and his testimonies, and his sta- 
tutes, which he hath commanded thee. And 
thou shalt do that which is right and good in 
the sight of the Lorp: that it may be well 
with thee, and that thou mayest go in and 
possess the good land which the Lorp sware 
unto thy fathers, to cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the Lorp hath spoken. 
4nd when thy son asketh thee in time to 
come, saying, What mean the testimonies, 
and the statutes, and the judgments, which 
the Lorp our God hath commanded you? 
Then thou shalt say unto thy son, We were 
Pharaoh’s bondmen in Egypt; and the Lorp 
brought us out of Egypt with a mighty hand: 
And the Lorp showed signs and wonders, 
great and sore, upon Egypt, upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his household, before our eyes: 
And he brought us out from thence, that he 
might bring us in, to give us the land which 
he sware unto our fathers. And the Lor 
commanded us todo all these statutes, to f 
the Lorp our God, for our good always, th 
he might preserve us alive, as z# 7s at thi 
day. And it shall be our righteousness, if 
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observe to do all these commandments before 
the Lorp our God, as he hath commanded us. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. xx. 


| FOR the kingdom of heaven is like unto. a 
~ man thatisa householder, which went out 
early in the morning to hire Jabourers into his 
vineyard. And when he had agreed with the 
labourers for a penny a day, he sent them into 
his vineyard. And he went out about the 
third hour, and saw others standing idle in 
the market-place, and said unto them; Go ye 
also into the vineyard, and whatsoever is right 
I will give you. And they went their way. 
Again he went out about the sixth and ninth 
hour, and did likewise. And about the ele- 
venth hour he went out, and found others 
standing idle, and saith unto them, Why 
stand ye here all the day idle? They say unto _ 
him, Because no man hath hired us. He saith 
unto them; Go ye also into the vineyard; 
and whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive. 
So when even was come, the lord of the vine- 
yard saith unto his steward, Call the labour- 
ers, and give them their hire, beginning from 

the last unto the first. And when they came 

\that were hired about the eleventh hour, they 

Teceived every man a penny. But when the 

first came, they supposed that they should 

have received more; and they likewise re- 
ceived every man a penny. And when they 
had received it, they murmured against the 

‘good man of the house, saying, These last 
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have wrought du¢ one hour, and thou hast 
made them equal unto us, which have borne 
the burden and heat of the day. But he an- 
swered one of them, and said, Friend, I do 


thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with me 


for a penny? Take ‘hat thine zs, and go thy 
way: I will give unto this last, even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what 1 
will with mine own? Is thine eye evil, be- 
cause I am good? So the last shall be first, 
and the first last: for many be called, but few 
chosen. 

And Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the 
twelve disciples apart in the way, and said 
unto them, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; 
and the Son of man shall be betrayed unto the 
chief priests and unto the scribes, and they 
shall condemn him to death, and shall deliver 
him to the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, 
and to crucify Atém: and the third day he 
shall rise again. 

Then came to him the mother of Zebedee’s 
children with her sons, worshipping Ai, 
and desiring a certain thing of him. And he 
said unto her, What wilt thou? She saith unto 
him, Grant that these my two sons may sit, 
the one on thy right hand, and the other on the 
left,in thy kingdom. But Jesus answered and 
said, Ye know) not what ye ask, Are ye able 
to drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and 
to be baptized with the baptism that. La 
baptized with? They say unto him, We a 
able. And he saith Pe Ye shall dri 
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indeed of iny cup, and be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with: but to sit. 
on my right hand, and on my left, is not mine 

tg give, but zt shall be given to them for 

whom it is prepared of my Father. And 
when the ten heard zt, they were moved with 
indignation against the two brethren. But 
Jesus called them wnto him, and said, Ye 

_ know that the princes of the Gentiles exercise 
dominion over them, and they that are great 
exercise authority upon them. But it shall 
not be so among you: but whosoever will 
be great among you, let him be your minister; 
and whosoever will be chief among you, let 
him be your servant: Even as the Son of man 
‘ame not to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to give his life a ransom for many. 
And as they departed from Jericho, a great 
multitude followed him. 

And, behold, two blind men sitting by the 
way side, when they heard that Jesus passed 
by, cried out, saying, Have mercy on us, O 
Liord, thou Son of David. And the multitude 
rebuked them, because they should hold their 
peace: but they cried the more, saying, Have 

“mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son of David. 
And Jesus stood still, and called them, and 
said, What will ye that I shall do unto you? 


. They say unto him, Lord, that our eyesmay | 


be opened. So Jesus had compassion on 
them, and touched their eyes: and imme- 
diately their eyes received sight, and they 
followed him.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy vii. 


« 
W HEN the Lory thy God shall bring thee 
into the land whither thou goest to pos- 
sess it, and hath cast out many nations before 
thee, the Hittites, and the Girgashites, and 
the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, 
seven nations greater and mightier than thou; 
and when the Lorp thy God shall deliver 
them before thee; thou shalt smite them, and 
utterly destroy them; thou shalt make no 
covenant with them, nor show mercy unto 
them: Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shalt not give 
unto his son, nor his daughter shalt thou take 
unto thy son. For they will turn away thy 
son from following me, that they may serve 
other gods: so will the anger of the Lorp be 
kindled against you, and destroy thee sud- 
denly. But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break down 
their images, and cut down their groves, and 
burn their graven images with fire, For ‘thou “i 
art a holy, people unto the Lorn thy God: — 
the Lorp thy God hath chosen thee to be a — 
special people unto himself, above all people — 
that are upon the face of the earth. The Lorp 
did not set his love upon you, nor choose you, 
because ye were more in number than any 
- people; (for ye were fewest of all peopl 
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. but because the Lorn loved you, and because 
he would keep the oath which he had sworn 
' unto your fathers, hath the Lorp brought you 
_ out with a mighty hand, and redeemed you 
' out of the house of bondmen, from the hand 
_ of Pharaoh king of Egypt. Know therefore 
_ that the Lorp thy God, he zs God, the faith- 
ful God, which keepeth covenant and mercy 
_ with them that love him and keep his com- 
_mandments to a thousand generations; and 
 repayeth them that hate him to their face, to 
destroy them: he will not be slack to: him 
that hateth him, he will repay him to his face, 
Thou shalt therefore keep the commandments, 
and the statutes, and the judgments, which I 
command thee this day, to do them. 
Wherefore it shall come to pass, if ye hear- 
_ ken to these judgments, and keep, and do 
them, that the Lorp thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy which he 
sware unto thy fathers: And he will love thee, 
and bless thee, and multiply thee: he will 
_ also bless the fruit of thy womb, and the fruit 
of thy land, thy corn, and thy wine, and thine 
oil, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks 
' of thy sheep, in the land which he sware unto 
hy fathers to give thee. Thou shalt be 
Ddlessed above ail people: there shall not be 
male or female barren among you, or among 
. cattle. And the Lorp will take away 
from thee all sickness, and will put none of 
e evil diseases of Egpyt, which thou kiuw- 
st, upon thee; but will lay them upon all - 
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them that hate thee. And thou shalt consume 
all the people which the Lorp thy God shall ” 
deliver thee; thine eye shall have no pity 
upon them: neither shalt thou serve their 
gods; for that wil/ be a snare unto thee. If 
thou shalt say in thy heart, These nations 
are more than I; how can I dispossess them? 
Thou shalt not be afraid of them: du¢ shalt 
well remember what the Lorp thy God did 
unto Pharaoh, and unto all Egypt; the great 
temptations which thine eyes saw, and the 
signs, and the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched-out arm, whereby the Lor 
thy God brought thee out: so shall the Lorp 
thy God do unto all the people of whom thou 
art afraid. Moreover the Lorp thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until they that 
are left, and hide themselves from thee, be 
destroyed. Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lorp thy God ts among you, 
a mighty God and terrible. And the Lorp 
thy God will put out those nations before thee 
by little and little: thou mayest not consume 
them at once, lest the beasts of the field in- 
crease upon thee. But the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver them unto thee, and shall destroy 
them with a mighty destruction, until they 
be destroyed. And he shall deliver theit 
kings into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
their name from under heaven: there shail 
no man be able to stand before thee, until 
thou have destroyed: them. The- graven 
- images of their gods gan ye burn with | fire. 
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thou shalt not desire the silver or gold ¢hat 
és on them, nor take 7¢ unto thee, lest thou 
be snared therein: for it 7s an abomination 
to the Lorp thy God. Neither shalt thou 
bring an abomination into thine house, lest 
thou bea cursed thing like it: dué thou shalt 
utterly detest it, and thou shalt utterly abhor 
it; for it zs a cursed thing. 


Second Lesson. James iv. 


ROM whence come wars and fightings 
among you? come they not hence, even 
of your lusts that war in your members? Ye 
lust, and have not: ye kill, and desire to have, 
and cannot obtain: ye fight and war, yet ye 
have not, because ye ask not. Ye ask, and 
receive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye 
may consume i¢ upon your lusts. Ye adul- 
terers and adulteresses, know ye not that the 
friendship of the world is enmity, with God? 
whosoever therefore will be a friend of the 
‘world is the enemy of God. Do ye think 
that the scripture saith in vain, The spirit that 
dwelleth in us lusteth toenvy? But he giveth 
more grace. Wherefore he saith, God resist- 
eth the proud, but giveth grace unto the 
humble. Submit yourselves therefore to God. 
‘Resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 
Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to 
you. Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; and 
purify your hearts, ye double-minded. Be 
‘afflicted, and mourn, and weep: Jet your 
laughter be turned to mourning, and your joy 
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to heaviness. Humble yourselves in the sight 
ef the Lord, and he shall lift you up. Speak 
not evil one of another, brethren. He that 
speaketh evil of Azs brother, and judgeth his - 
brother, speaketh eyil of the law, and judgeth 
the law:-.but.if thou judge the law, thou art 
not a doer of the law, but a judge. There is 
one lawgiver, who is able to save and to de- 
stroy: who art thou that judgest another? Go 
to now, ye that say, To-day or to-morrow 
we will go into such a city, and continue 
there a year, and buy and sell, and get gain: 
Whereas ye know not what shall 6e on the | 
morrow. For what zs your life? It is evena 
vapour, that appeareth for a little time, and 
then vanisheth away. For that ye ought to 
say, If the Lord will, we shall live, and do 
this, or that. But now ye rejoice in your 
boastings: all such rejoicing is evil. There- 
fore to him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth z¢ not, to him it is sin.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy viii. 


ALL the commandments which I command 
thee this day shall ye observe to do, that 
ye may live, and multiply, and go in and pos- { 
sess the land which the Lorp sware unto your — 
fathers, And thou shalt ema Al the 
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way which the Lorp thy God led thee these 
forty years in the wilderness, to humble thee, 
and to prove thee, to know what was in thine 
heart, whether thou wouldest keep his com- 
mandments, or no. And he humbled thee, 
and suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thou knewest not, neither did 
thy fathers know; that he might make thee 
know that man doth not live by bread only, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of the Lorp doth man live. .Thy rai- 
ment waxed not old upon thee, neither did 
thy foot swell, these forty years. Thou shalt 
also consider in thine heart, that, as a man 
chasteneth his son, so the Lory thy God 
chasteneth thee, Therefore thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lory thy God, to 
walk in his ways, and to fear him. For the 
Lorp thy God bringeth thee into a good land, 
a land of brooks of water, of fountains and 
depths that spring out of valleys and hills; 
a land of wheat, and barley, and vines, and 
tig trees, and pomegranates; a land of oil 
olive, and honey; a land wherein thou shalt 


eat bread without scarceness, thou shalt not. 


Jack any thing in it; a land whose stones ave 
iron, and out of whose hills thou mayest dig 
brass. When thou hast eaten and art full, 
then thou shalt bless the Lorp thy God for 
the good land which he hath given thee. 
Beware that thou forget not the Lorp thy 
God, in not keeping his commandments, 
and his judgments, and his statutes, whieh I 
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command thee. this day: Lest when thou 
hast eaten and art full, and hast built goodly 
houses, and dwelt therein; and when thy 
herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy silver 
and thy gold is multiplied, and all that thou 
hast is multiplied; then thine heart be. lifted 
up, and thou. forget the Lorp thy God, which 
brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house. of bondage; who led, thee 
through that great and terrible wilderness, 
wherein. were fiery serpents, and scorpions, 
and drought, where there was no water; who 
brought thee forth water out of the rock of 
flint; who fed thee in the wilderness with ~ 
manna, which thy fathers knew not, that he 
might humble thee, and that he might prove 
thee, to do thee good at thy latter end; and 
thou say in thine heart, My power and the 
might of mine hand hath gotten. me this 
wealth. But thou shalt remember the Lorp 
thy God: for 7¢ is he that giveth thee power 
to get wealth, that he may establish his cove- 
nant which he sware unto thy fathers, as 7¢ 
zs this day. ' And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the Lorp thy God, and walk after other 
gods, and serve them, and worship them, I 
testify against you this day that ye shall 
surely perish. AS the nations which the Lorp 
destroyeth before your face, so'shall ye perish; 
because ye would not be ‘obedient unto the 
voice of the Lorp your God. mere vig 
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Second Lesson. St. Matt. xxiii, 


PHEN spake Jesus to the multitude, and to — 


his disciples, saying, The scribes and the 
Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat: All therefore 
whatsoever they bid you observe, that ob- 
serve and do; but do not ye after their works: 
for they say; and do not. For they bind heavy 
burdens and grievous to be borne, and lay 
them on men’s shoulders; but they them- 
selves will not move them with one of their 
fingers. But all their works they do for to 
be seen of men: they make broad their phy- 
lacteries, and enlarge the borders of their gar- 
ments, and love the uppermost roomsat feasts, 
andthe chief seats in the synagogues, and 
greetings in the markets, and to be called of 
men, Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not ye called 
Rabbi: for one is your Master, even Christ; 
and all ye are brethren.. And call no man 
your father upon the earth: for one is your 
Father, which is in heaven. Neither be ye 
called’ masters: for one is your Master, even 
Christ. But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. And whosoever shall 
_pxalt himself shall be abased; and_he: that 
‘shall humble himself shall be exalted. ; 
_— + But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye shut up the kingdom of 
heaven’ against men: for ye neither go in 
- yourselves, neither suffer ye them that are en- 
peacranpsto go in. Woe unto you, scribes and 
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Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ _ 
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-houses, and fora pretence make long prayer: 
therefore ye shall receive the greater damna- 
tion. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye compass sea and land to 
make one proselyte, and when he is made, ye 
make him twofold more the child of hell than 
yourselves. Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
which say, Whosoever shall swear by the 
temple, it is nothing; but whosoever shall) 
swear by the gold of the temple, he is a 
debtor! Ye fools and blind: for whether is 
greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifi- 
eth the gold? And, Whosoever shall swear 
by the altar, it is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gift that it is upon it, he is 
guilty. Ye fools and blind: for whether zs 
greater, the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth 
the gift? Whoso therefore shall swear by the 
altar, sweareth by it, and by all things thereon. 
And whoso shall swear by the temple, swear- 
eth by it, and by him that dwelleth therein. 
And he that shall swear by heaven, sweareth 
by the throne of God, and by him that sitteth 
thereon. Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint and 
anise and cummin, and have omitted the 
weighticr matzers of the law, judgment, mer- 
cy, and faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. Ye blind 
guides, which strain at a gnat, and swallow 
acamel. Woe unto you, seribes and Phari-— 
sees, hypocrites! for ye make clean the out- 

— side of the cup and aM he ie but within 
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they are full of extortion and excess. Thow 
blind Pharisee, cleanse first that which is 
iwithin the cup and platter, that the outside 
of them may be clean also. Woe wnto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye are 
like unto whited sepulchres, which indeed ap- 
pear beautiful outward, but are within full 
of dead men’s bones, and of all uncleanness. 
Even so ye also outwardly appear righteous 
unto men, but within ye are full of hypocrisy 
‘and iniquity. Woe unto you, scribes and 
| Pharisees, hypocrites! because ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garnish the sepul- 
'chres of the righteous, and say, If we had 
been in the days of our fathers, we would not 
“have been partakers with them in the blood 
of the prophets. Wherefore ye be witnesses 
unto yourselves, that ye are the children of 
therm which killed the prophets. Fill ye up 
then the measure of your fathers. Ye ser- 
_ pents, ye generation of vipers, how can ye 
escape the damnation of hell? 
Wherefore, behold, J send unto you pro- 
phets, and wise men, and scribes: and some 


of them ye shall kill and crucify; and some 
_ of them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, 
and persecute ¢hem from city to city: That 

‘upon you may come all the righteous blood 

shed upon the earth, from the blood of right- 

- eous Abel unto the blood of Zacharias the son 


7 ple and the altar. Verily I say unto you, All 


these things shall come uponthis generation, 
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O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thow that killest the 
prophets, and stonest them which are sent 
unto thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye would 
not! Behold; your house is left unto you 
desolate. For I say unto you, Ye shall not 
see me henceforth, till ye shall say, Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy ix. 


EAR, O Israel: Thou art to pass over 
Jordan this day, to go m to possess na- 
tions greater and mightier than thyself, cities 
great and fenced up to heaven, a people great 
and tall, the children of the Anakims, whom 
thou knowest, and of whom thou hast heard 
say, Who can stand before the children of 
Anak! Understand therefore this day, that 
the Lorp thy God 7s he which goeth over be- 
fore thee; asa consuming fire heshall destroy 
them, and he shall bring them down before 
thy face: so shalt thou drive them out, and 
destroy them quickly, as the Lorp hath said 


unto thee. Speak not thou in thine heart, af 


ter that the Lorp thy God hath east them out 
from before thee, saying, For my righteous- 
ness the Lorn hath brought me in to possess 
this land; but for the wickedness of these na- 
“tions the Lorp doth drive them out from ey ; 

fore thee. ‘Not for thy righteousness, or for 
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the uprightness of thine heart, dost thou go 
to possess their land: but for the wickedness 
of these nations the Lorp thy God doth drive 


“them out from before thee, and that he may 


perform the word which the Lorp sware unto 


‘thy fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Un- 


derstand therefore, that the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee not this good land to possess it 
for thy righteousness; for thou arta stiff- 
necked people. 

Remember, and forget not, how thou pro- 
vokedst the Lorp thy God to wrath in the 
wilderness: from the day that thou didst de- 


part out of the land of Egypt, until ye came 


unto this place, ye have been rebellious 
against the Lory. Also in Horeb ye pro- 
yoked the Lorp to wrath,.so that the Lorp 
was angry with you to have destroyed you. 
When I was gone up into the mount to re- 
ceive the tables of stone, even the tables of 
the covenant which the Lorp made with you, 
then I abode in the mount. forty days and 
forty nights, I neither did eat bread nor drink 
water: And the Lorp delivered unto me two 
tables of stone written with the finger of God; 
and on them was writien according to all the 
words, which the Lorp spake with you in 
the mount out of the midst of the fire in the 


day of the assembly. And it came to passat 


the end of forty days and forty nights, that 


the Lorp gave me the two tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant. And the 
Lorp said unto me, Arise, get thee down 
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quickly from hence; for thy people which 
thou hast brought forth out of Egypt have 
corrupted themselves ; they are quickly turned 
aside out of the way which I commanded 
them; they have made them a molten image. 
Furthermore the Lorp spake unto me, say- 
ing, I have seen this people, and, behold, it %s 
a stiffnecked people: Let me alone, that I 
may destroy them, and blot out their name 
from under heaven: and I will make of thee 
a nation mightier and greater than'they. So 
I turned and came down from the mount, and 
the mount burned with fire: and the two ta- 
bles of the covenant were in my two hands. 
And I looked, and, behold, ye had sinned 
against the Lorp your God, and had made 
youa molten calf: ye had turned aside quickly 
out of the way which the Lorp had com- 
manded you. And I took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and brake 
them before your eyes. And I fell down be- 
fore the Lorn, as at the first, forty days and 
forty nights: I did neither eat bread, nor drink 
water. because of all your sins which ye sin- 
ned, in doing wickedly in the sight of the 
Lorp, to provoke him to anger. For I was 
afraid of the anger and ‘hot displeasure, 
wherewith the Lorp was wroth against you 
to destroy you. But the Lorp hearkened 
unfo me at that time also. “ And the Lorp 
was very angry with Aaron to have destroyed 
him: and | prayed for Aaron also the same 
time. And I took your sin, the ealf whieh 
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ye had made, and burnt it with fire, and 
stamped it, and ground it very small, even 
until it was as small as dust: and I cast the 
dust thereof into the brook that descended. 
out of the mount.. And at Taberah, and at 


‘Massah, and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye pro- 


voked the Lorp to wrath. Likewise when 
the Lorp sent you from Kadesh-barnea, say- 
ing, Go up and possess the land which I have 
given you; then ye rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lorp your God, and ye be- 
lieved him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 
Ye have been rebellious against the Lorp 
from the day that I knew you. Thus I fell 
down before the Lorn forty days and forty 


- nights, as L fell down at the first; because 


the Lorn had said he would destroy you. I 
prayed therefore unto the Lorp, and said, O 
Lord Gop, destroy not thy people and thine in- 
heritance, which thou hast redeemed through 
thy greatness, which thou hast brought forth 
out of Egypt with a mighty hand.. Remem- 
ber thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; 
look not unto the stubbornness of this people, 
nor to their wickedness, nor to their sin: Lest 
the land whence thou broughtest us out say, 
Because the Lorp was not able to bring them 
into the land which he promised them, and 
because he hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilderness. Yet they 
are thy people and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtest out by thy mighty power hows 
by thy stretched-ont arm.

And he was king 
in Jeshurun, when the heads of the people 
and the tribes of Israel were gathered to- 
gether.

~ And this zs the blessing of Judah: and he 
said, Hear, Lorp, the voice of Judah, and 
bring him unto his people: let his hands be 
sufficient for him: and be thowa help to him 
from his enemies. 
~ And of Levi he said, Le¢ thy Thuramin 
and thy Urim de with thy holy one, whom 
thou didst prove at Massah, and with whom 
thou: didst strive at the waters of Meribah; 
who said unto his father and to hig mother, I 
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have not seen him; neither did he acknow- 
ledge his brethren, nor knew his own: chil- 
dren: for they have observed thy word, and 
kept thy covenant... They shall teach Jacob 
| thy judgments, and Israel thy law: they shall 
put incense before thee, and whole burnt sac- 
rifice upon thine altar. Bless, Lorn, his sub- 
stance, and accept the work of his hands: 
smite through the loins of. them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate him, that 
they rise not again. 

_ “nd of Benjamin he said, The beloved of 
the Lorp shall dwell in safety by hin; end 
the LORD shall cover him all the. day long, 
and he shall dwell between his shoulders. 

And of Joseph he said, Blessed of the Lorn 

be his land, for the precious things of hea- 

ven, for the dew, and for the deep that 

coucheth beneath, and for the precious fruits 

brought forth by the sun, and for the pre- 

cious things put forth) by the moon, and. for 

the chief things of the ancient mountains, and 

for the precious things of the lasting hills, and 

for the precious things of the earth and ful- 
ness thereof, and for the good will of him that 

‘dwelt in the bush: let the blessing come upon 
the head of Joseph, and upon the top of the 
head of him that was separated from his bre- 
thren. His glory zs dike the firstling of his 
bullock, and his horns are like the horns of 
unicorns: with them he shall push the peo- 
ple together to the ends of the earth: and 
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they are the ten thousands of Ephraim, and 
they are the thousands of Manasseh. — 

And of Zebulun he said, Rejoice, Zebulun, 
in thy going out; and, Issachar, in thy tents. 
They shall call the people unto the. moun- 
tain; there they,shall offer sacrifices of right- 
eousness: for they shall suck of the, abun- 
dance of the seas, and @f treasures hid in the 
sand. 

And of Gad he said, Blessed de he that en- 
largeth Gad: he dwelleth as a lion, and tear- 
eth the arm with the crown of the head. And 
he provided the first part for himself, because 
there, zm a portion of the lawgiver, was he 
seated; and he came with the heads of the 
people, he executed the justice of the Lorp, 
and his judgments with Israel. 

And of Dan he said, Dan zs a lion’s whelp: 
he shall leap from Bashan. 

And of Naphtali he said, O Naphtali, satis- 
fied with favour, and full with the blessing of 
the Lorp: possess thou the west and the 
south, 

And of Asher he said, Let Asher de blessed 
with children; let him be acceptable to his 
brethren, and let him dip his foot in oil.. Thy 
shoes shai/ be iron and brass; and as thy days, 
so shall thy strength de. 

There is none like unto the God of Jeshu- 
run, who rideth upon the heaven in thy help, 
and in his excellency on the sky. The eter- 
nal God is thy refuge, and underneath are 
the everlasting arms: and he shall thrust ou!

- Israel then shall dwell in 
safety alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of) corn and wine; also” his 
heavens shall drop down dew. Happy art 
thou, O Israel: who zs like nto thee, O peo- 
ple saved by the Lorp, the shield of thy help, 
and who zs the sword of thy exceilency! and 
thine enemies shall be found liars unto thee; 
and thou shalt tread upon their high places.

Watch therefore, for ye 
know neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of man cometh. 

For the kingdom of heaven is as a man 
travelling into a far country, who called his 
own servants, and delivered unto them his 
goods. And unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; to every 
man according to his several ability; and 
straightway took his journey. Then he that 
had received the five talents went and traded 
with the same, and made ¢hem other five 
talents. And likewise he that had received 
two, he also gained other two. But he that 
had received one went and digged in the 
earth, and hid his lord’s money. After a long 
time the lord of those servants cometh, and 
reckoneth with them. And so he that had 
received five talents came and brought other 
five talents, saying, Lord, thou deliveredst 
unto me five talents: behold, I have gained 
besides them five talents more.

* before him shall be gathered all nations: and 
he shall separate them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth Ais sheep from the goats: 
_ And he shall set the sheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. Then shall “the King 
says unto them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
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prepared for you from the foundation of the 
‘world: For I was a hungered, and ye gave 
me meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me 
drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me in: 
naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, and ye 
visited me: I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me. Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee a 
hungered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave 
thee dink? When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took ¢hee in? or naked, and clothed thee 2 
Or when saw we thee sick; or-in prison, and 
came unto thee? And the King shall answer 
and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done 7z¢ unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done 7¢ 
unto me. Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left haud, Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels: For I was a hungered, and 
ye gave ine no meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no drink: I was a'stranger, and ye 
took me not in: naked, and ye clothed me 
-not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited me 
not. Then shall they also answer him, say- 
ing, Lord, when saw we thee a hungered, 
or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or 
in. prison, and did not minister unto thee?

First Lesson. Deuteronomy xxxiv.

With fire, might be found unto praise and 
honour and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ: Whom having not seen, ye love; in 
Whom, though now ye see Aim not, yet be- 
heving, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and 
full of glory: Receiving the end of your faith, 
wen the salvation of your souls. Of which 
lvation the prophets have inquired and 
searched diligently, who prophesied of the 
race that should come unto you: Searching 
vhat, or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did signify, when 
it testified beforehand the sufferings of Christ, 
eid the glory that should follow. Unto whom 
it was revealed, that not unto themselves, but 
unto us they did minister the things, which 
are how reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the Holy 
Ghost sent down from heaven; which things 
the angels desire to look into. Wherefore 
gird up the loins of your mind, be sober, and 
hope to the end for the grace that. is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ; as obedient children, not fashioning 
yourselves according to the former lusts in 
your ignorance: but as he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
onversatiou; because it is written, Be ye 
1oly; for Lam holy. And if ye call on the 
Father, who without respect of persons 
juc geth according to every man’s work, pass 
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the time of your sojourning Aere in fear: For- 
asmuch as ye know that ye were hot -re- 
deemed with corruptible. things, as silver and 
-gold, from your vain. conversation received 
by. tradition from. your fathers;, but with 
the precious blood of (Christ, as ofa lamb 
without blemish and./without spot: Who 
verily was foreordained before the foundation 
of the: world, but. was manifest in these last 
times for you, who; by him.do believe in God, 
that raised him up from the dead, and gave 
him glory; that your faith and hope might 
be in God. . Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in.obeying the truth through the Spirit 
unto unfeigned love of the brethren, see that 
ye love one another with a. pure heart fer- 
vently:. Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, 
which liveth and abideth for ever. . For all 
flesh 7s as grass, and all the glory of man as 
the flower of grass. The grass withereth, and 
the flower thereof falleth away: but the word 
of the Lord endureth for ever. And this is 
the word which by the gospel is preached 
unto you.

‘what I havedone in Egypt: and ye dwelt in 
the wilderness a long season. And I, brought 
you into the land of the Amorites, which 
‘dwelt on the other side Jordan; and they 
‘fought with you: and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their land; and 
I destroyed them from before you. Then 
Balak the son of Zippor, king of Moab, arose 
-and wartred against Israel, and sent and called 
Balaam the son of Beor to curse you: But I 
would not hearken unto Balaam; therefore 
he blessed you still: so I delivered you out 
of his hand. And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho: and the men of Jericho 
fought against you, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the Hit- 
tites, and the Girgashites, the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites; and I delivered them into your 
hand. And Isent the hornet before you, 
which drave them out from before you, even 
the two kings of the Amorites; du¢ not with 
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‘thy sword, nor with thy bow. And.I havel 
‘given you a land for which ye, did not labour, 
and cities which ye built not, and ye dwell 
in them; of the vineyards, and olueraudd | 
which ye planted not do ye. eat 
Now therefore fear the Lorp, and serve 
-him in sincerity and in truth: and put away 
the. gods which your fathers served,on the 
other .side of the flood, and in Egypt; and 
serve ye the Lorp. And: if it seem evil unto 
you to serve the Lorn, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that 2vene,on. the other | 
side of the flood, or the gods of.the. Amorites, 
in whose land ye. dwell: but as for me and) 
my house we will serve the Lorn. . And the 
people answered and said, God, forbid that 
we should forsake the Lorn, to serve other 
gods; for the Lorp our God, he. z¢-zs. that, 
brought us up and our fathers.out.of the land 
of Egypt, from the house of bondage, and) 
which did those great signs in.our sight, and’ 
preserved us in all the way wherein we went, 
and among all the people through whom we 
passed: And the Lorp drave out from before 
us all. the people, even the Amorites which 
dwelt in the land: ¢herefore will we also serve 
the Lorp; for he zs our God. And Joshua 
said unto the people, Ye cannot-serve the 
Lorn: for he 7s a holy God; he 7s a jealous 
God; he will not forgive your transgression, 
nor. your sins... If ye forsake the Lorp, a 
serve, strange gods, then, he will turn and de 
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‘you hurt,and consume you, after that he hath — 
done you good. Aind the people said unto 
Joshua, Nay; hut we will’ serve the Lorp. 
And Joshua said unto the people, Ye are wit- 
nesses against yourselves that ye have chosen 
you the Lorp, to serve'him. And they said, 
We are witnesses. Now therefore put away, 
said he, the strange gods which ‘are among 
you, and incline your heart unto the Lorp 
God of Israel. And the people said unto 
Joshua, The Lorp our God will we’ serve, 
and his voice will we obey. So Joshua’ made 
“a covenant with the people that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance in Shechem. 
- And Joshua wrote these words in the book 
of the law of God, and took a great stone, 
and set it up there under an oak, that was by 
the sanctuary of the Lorp. And Joshua said 
unto all the people, Behold, this stone shall 
| be a witness unto us; for it hath heard all 
| the words of the Lorp which ‘he spake unto 
us: it shall be therefore a witness unto you, 
Jest ye deny your God. So’ Joshua let the 
people depart, every man unto his inherit- 
vance. 
» And it came to pass after these things, that 
Joshua the son of Nun, the servant of the 
‘Lorp, died, deing'a hundred and ten years 
‘old. And they buried him in the border of 
his inheritance in Timnath-serah, which 7s in 
mount Ephraim, on the north side of the hill © 
of Gaash. And Israel served the Lorp all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of the 
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elders that overlived Joshua, and which had 
known all the works of the Lor», that he 
had done for Israel. 

And the bones of Joseph, which the chil- 
dren of Israel brought up out of Egypt, buried 
they in Shechem, ina parcel of ground which 
Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor the father 
of Shechem for a hundred pieces of silver: 
and it became the inheritance of the children 
of Joseph. And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
died; and they buried him in a hill that per- 
tained to Phinehas his son, which was given 
him in mount Ephraim 


Second Lesson. 1 Peter ii. 


WHEREFORE laying aside all malice, 
and all guile, and hypocrisies, and en- 

vies, and all evil speakings, as new-born 
babes, desire the sincere milk of the word; 
that ye may grow thereby: If so be ye have 
tasted that the Lord is gracious. To whom 
coming, as unto a living stone, disallowed in- 
deed of men, but chosen of God, and precious, 
ye also,as lively stones, are built up a spiritual 
house, a holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus Christ. 
Wherefore also it is contained in the serip= 
ture, Behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner stoney 
elect, precious; and he that believeth on hing 
shall-not be confounded. Unto you therefore 
which believe he is precious: but unto the! ma 
- which be disobedient, the stone which the 
builders disallowed, the sate is made the 
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, head of the corner, and a stone of stumbling, 
“and a rock of offence, even to them which 
stumble at the word, being disobedient: 
_whereunto also they were appointed. But 
Ye are a chosen generation, a royal priest- 
hood, a holy nation, a peculiar people; that 
_ye should show forth the praises of him who 
hath called you out of darkness into his mar- 
vellous light: Which in time past were not a 
people, but ave now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have ob- 
tained mercy. Dearly beloved, I beseech you 
as Strangers and pilgrims, abstain from flesh- 
ly lusts, which war against the soul; having 
your conversation honest among the Gentiles: 
that, whereas they speak against you as evil- 
doers, they may by your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the day of 
Visitation. Submit yourselves to every ordi- 
hance of man for the Lord’s sake: whether 
‘it be to the king, as supreme; or unto govern- 
ors, as unto them that are sent by him for the 
punishment of evil-doers, and for the praise 
of them that do well... For so is the will of 
‘God, that with well doing ye may put to si- 
lence the ignorance of foolish men: As free, 
and not using your liberty for a cloak of ma- 
liciousness, but as the servants of God. Ho- } 
nour all men. Love the brotherhood. Fear 
God. Honour the king. Servants, de subject 
to your masters with all fear; not only to 
the good and genile, but also to the froward. 
Por this és thank-worthy, if a man for con- 
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science toward God endure grief, suffering | 
wrongfully... For what glory és ¢, if, when, 
ye be buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it | 
patiently? but if, when ye do well, and suf- 
fer for it, ye take it patiently, this 2s accept- 
able with God. For even hereunto: were ye 
called: because Christ. also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example, that ye should follow 
his steps: Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found:in his mouth; Who, when he was re- 
viled, reviled not again; when he suflered, 
he threatened not; but committed Aimsed/ to 
him that judgeth righteously: Who his:own, 
self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, | 
that we, being dead to sins, should live, unto 
righteousness: by- whose. stripes. ye. were, | 
healed. For ye were as sheep going astray 5 
but are now returned unto the Shephert ae 
hess of your souls.

dwelt in Harosheth of the Gentiles. And t h 
children of Israel cried UnlegtaRal- ORD, fe 
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"he had nine hundred cliariots of iron; and 
twenty years he mightily’ oppressed. the chil; 
‘dren of Israel. 

. And Deborah,'a prophetess, the wife a 
Lapidot, she judged Israel at that time... And 
she dwelt under the palm tree of Deborah be- 
tween Ramah and Beth-el in mount Ephraim: 
and the children of Israel came up to her for 
“judgment. And she sent and called Barak 
the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh-naphtali, 
and said unto him, Hath not the Lorp God 
of Israel commanded, saying, Go and draw 
toward mount Tabor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children of Naphtali and 
of the children of Zebulun? And I willidraw: 
| unto thee to the river Kishon Sisera, the cap= 
} tain of Jabin’s army, with his chariots and 
| his multitude; and I will deliver him, into 
thine hand. And Barak said unto her, If thou ~ 
}.wilt go with me, then I will-go: but if thou 
} wilt not go with me, then I will not go. And 
{she said, I will surely go with thee: notwith- 
} standing the journey that thou takest shall not 
} be for thine honour; for the Lorp shall sell 
} Sisera into the hand of a woman. And Debo- _ 
} rah arose, and went with Barak to, Kedesh. 
* And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali 

> Kedesh; and he went up with, ten’ thou- 

} sand men at his feet: and Deborah: went up 

with him. Now Heber the Kenite, which 

‘was of the children of Hobab the father-in- 

aw of Moses, had severed himself from the. 

a pitched his tent unto the plain 
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of Zaanaim, which is by Kedesh. And they 
showed Sisera that Barak the son of Abinoam 
_was gone up to mount Tabor. And Sisera 
gathered together ail his chariots, even nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and all the people 
that were with him, from Harosheth of the 
Gentiles unto the river of Kishon. And De- 
borah said unto Barak, Up, for this zs the day 
‘in which the Lorp hath delivered Sisera into 
thine hand: is not the Lorp gone out before 
thee? So Barak went down from mount Ta- 
bor and ten thousand men after him. And 
the Lorp discomfited Sisera, and all Ais cha- 
riots, and aJ]l Azs host, with the edge of the 
sword before Barak; so that Sisera lighted 
down off his chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. But Barak pursued after the chariots, 
and after the host, unto Harosheth of the 
Gentiles: and all the host of Sisera fell upon 
the edge of the sword; and there was not a. 
man left. Howbeit Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of Heber the 
Kenite: for ‘here was peace between Jabin 
the king of Hazor and the house of Heber the 
Kenite. 

- And Jael went out to meet Sisera, and said 
unto him, Turn in, my lord, turn in to me; fear” 
not. And when he had turned in unto her into” 
the tent, she covered him with a mantle. And 
he said unto her, Give me, I pray thee, a little 
water to drink; for I am thirsty. And she 
opened a bottle of milk, and gave him drink, 
and covered ‘him. Again he —" nem 
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, Stand in the door of the tent, and it shall be, 
when any man doth come and inquire of thee, 
and say, Is there any man here? that thou 
shalt say, No. Then Jael Heber’s wife took 
/a nail of the tent, and took a hammer in her 
‘hand, and went softly unto him, and smote the 
nail into his temples, and fastened it into. the 
ground: (for he was fast asleep and weary.) 
So he died. And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, and said 
unto him, Come, and I will show thee the 
| man whom thou seekest. And when he came 
into her fent, behold, Sisera lay dead, and 
the nail was in his temples. So God subdued 
on that day Jabin the king of Canaan before 
the children of Israel. And the hand of the 
children of Israel prospered, and prevailed 
against Jabin the king of Canaan, until they 
had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 


Second Lesson. St. Mark xiii. 


A ND as he went out of the temple, one of 
‘ his disciples saith unto him, Master, see 
'what manner of stones and what buildings 
} are here! And Jesus answering said unto 
| him, Seest thou these great buildings? there 

shall not be left one stone, upon another, that 

‘shall not be thrown down. And as he sat 
| upon the mount of Olives over against the 
| temple, Peter and James and Jobn and. An- 
| drew asked him privately, Tell us, when shall 
| these things be? and what shad be the sign 
‘when all these things shall be fulfilled? And 
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Jesus answering them began to say, Take | 
heed lest any man deceive you: For many 
shall come in my name, saying, lam Christ; 
and shall deceive many. And when ye shall 
hear of wars and rumours of wars, be ye not 
troubled: for sweh things must needs be: but 
the end shall not be yet. For nation shal) 
rise against nation, and kingdom against king- 
dom: ‘and there’ shall be earthquakes in di- 
vers places, and there shall be famines and 
troubles: these are the beginnings of sorrows. 
But take heed to yourselves: for they shall 
deliver you up to councils; and in the syna- 
gogues ye shall be beaten: and ye shall be 
brought before rulers and kings for my sake, 
for a testimony against them. And the gos- 
pel must first be published among all’ nations, 
But when they shall lead you, and deliver 
you up, take no thought*beforehand what ye 
shall speak, neither do ye premeditate: but 
whatsoever shall be given you in that hour, 
that speak ye; for itis not ye that speak, but 
the Holy Ghost. Now the brother shall be= 
“tray the brother to death, and the father the 
son; and children shall rise up against ¢hei# 
parents, and shall cause them to be put to 
death. And ye shall be hated of all men for 
my name’s sake: but he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall be saved. 
But when ye shall see the abomination of 
desolation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, 
standing where it ought not, (let him that 
readeth understand,) then let'them that be in 
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Judea, flee to the mountains: And Jet him | 
‘that is on the housetop not go down into the _ 
house, neither enter ¢herein, to take any thing 
‘out of his house: And let him that is in the 
field not turn back again for to take up-his 
garment. But woe to.them that are with child, 
‘and to them that give suck in those days!, And 
pray ye that your flight be not in the winter. 
For in those days shall be affliction, such, as 
‘was not from the beginning of the creation 
which God created unto this time, neither 
shall be. . And.except. that. the Lorp had 
‘shortened those days, no flesh. should be 
‘saved: but for.the elect’s sake, whom he hath 
chosen, he hath shortened the days., And then 
if any man shall say to you, Lo, here zs Christ; 
or, lo, he is there; believe Azim not: For false 
Christs and false prophets shall rise, and shall 
show signs and wonders, to seduce, if 7¢ were 
possible, even the elect.. But take ye heed: 
behold, I have foretold, you all things. . 
But in those days, after that tribulation, 

the sun shall be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, and the stars of hea- 
ven shall fall, and the powers*that are in 
heaven shall be shaken. And then shall they 
see the Son of man coming in the clouds with 

teat power and glory. And then shall.he 
send his angels, and shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from the uttermost 
part of the earth to the uttermost part of hea- 
ven. _ Now learn a parable of the fig trees 
When her branch is yet tender, and putteth 
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forth leaves, ye know that summer is near: 
So ye in like manner, when ye shall see these. 
things come to pass, know that it is nigh, 
even at the doors. Verily I say unto you, that 
this generation shall not pass, till all these 
things be done. Heaven and earth shall pass. 
away: but my words shall not pass away. 
But of that day and tha¢ hour knoweth no 
man, no, not the angels which are in heaven, 
neither the Son, but the Father. Take ye heed, 
watch and pray: for ye know not when the 
time is. For the Son of man is as a man 
taking a far journey, who left his house, and — 
gave authority to his servants, and to every 
man his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. Watch ye therefore: for ye know 
not when the master of the house cometh, at 
even, or at midnight, or at the cock-crowing, — 
or in the morning: lest coming suddenly he— 
find you sleeping. And what I say unto you 
I say unto all, Watch.

First Lesson. Judges v. 


HEN sang Deborah and Barak the son of 
Abinoam on that day, saying, Praise ye 

the Lorp for the avenging of Israel, when the 
people willingly offered themselves. Hear, 
O ye kings; give ear, O ye princes; I, even 
I, will sing unto the Lorn; I will sing praise 
to the Lorp God of Israel. Lorp, when thou 
wentest out of Seir, when thou marchedst out 
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of the field of Edom, the earth trembled, and’ 
the heavens dropped, the clouds also dropped 
water. The mountains melted from before 
the Lorp, even that Sinai from before the 
Lorp God of Israel. In the days of Sham- 
gar the son of Anath, in the days of Jael, the 
highways were unoccupied, and the travellers 
walked through by-ways. The inhabitants 
of the villages ceased, they ceased in Israel, 
until that I Deborah arose, that I arose: a 
mother in Israel. They chose new gods;

My heart is toward the governors of 
Israel, that offered themselves willingly among 
the people. Bless ye the Lorp. Speak, ye 
that ride on white asses, ye that sit in judg- 
ment, and walk by the way.

Gilead abode 
beyond Jordan: and why did: Dan remain ine 
ships? Asher continued on the-sea shore, and 
abode in his breaches. Zebulun and Naph- 
tall were a people that jeoparded their lives 
anto the death in the high places of the field, 
The kings came and fought, then fought the 
kings of Canaan in Taanach by the waters of 
Megiddo ; they took no gain of money. The 
fought from heaven; the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera. The river of Kishon 
swept them away, that ancient river, the) 
river Kishon. O my soul, thou hast trodden 
down. strength. Then were the horse-hoofs 
broken by the means of the prancings, the 
prancings of their mighty ones, Curse ye 
Meroz, (said the angel of the Lorp,) curse ye 
bitterly the inhabitants thereof; because the 
came not to the help of the Lorp, to the help 
of the Lorp against the mighty. - Blessed 
above women ‘shall Jael the wife of Heber 
the Kenite be, blessed shall she be above woe 
men in the tent. He asked, water, and she 
gave him milk; she brought forth butter ir ; 
wv lordly dish. She put herhand, to the. nai 
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and her right hand tothe workman’shaminer; 
and with the hammer she smote Sisera, she 
smote off his'head, when she had pierced and 
stricken through his temples.» At her feet:he 
bowed, he fell, he lay down: oat her feet he 
bowed, he fell: «where he bowed, there he fell 
down dead. The mother of Sisera looked out 
at a window, and cried:through the. lattice, 
Why is his chariot so long in coming? why 
tarry the wheels of his chariots? Her: wise 
ladies answered her, yea, she returned answer 
to herself, Have they not sped? Have they 
not divided the prey; to every mana damsel 
or two; to Sisera a:prey of divers colours,:a 
prey of divers: colours of needlework, of dis 
vers colours of needlework on :both sides, 
meet for the necks of them that take the 
spoil? So let all thine enemies perish, O Lorn: 
but vet them that love him Je as the sun when 
he goeth forth in his might. » And the land 
had rest forty years. 


Second Lesson.._1 Peter iii. 


IKEWISE, ye wives, de in subjection: to 
your own husbands; that, if-any obey 
not the word, they also may without the word 
be won by the‘ conversation: of the wives; 
while they behold your chaste conversation 
coupled with fear. Whose adorning let it 
not be that outward adorning of plaiting the 
hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on 
of apparel; but Jet 7¢ be the hidden man of 
the: heart, in that which is not corruptible, 
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even the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, 


which is in the sight of God of great price. 


For after this manner in the old time the holy 
women also, who trusted in God, adorned 
themselves, being in subjection unto thei 
own husbands: Even as Sara obeyed Abra- 
ham, calling him lord: whose daughters ye

are, as long as ye do well, and are not afraid 


with any amazement. Likewise, ye hus- 
bands, dwell with them according to know- 
ledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto 


the weaker vessel, and as being heirs together 


of the grace of life; that your prayers be 


not hindered. Finally, be ye all of one mind, 
having compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, de pitiful, de courteous: Not render- 


ing evil for evil, or railing for railing: but 
contrariwise blessing; knowing that ye are 


thereunto called, that ye should inherit a 


blessing. For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue from 
evil, and his lips that they speak no guile: 
Let him eschew evil, and do good; let him 
seek peace, and ensue it. For the eyes of the 
Lord are over the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their prayers: but the face of the 
Lord is against them that do evil. And who 
is he that will harm you, if ye be followers 
of that which'is good? But and if ye suffer 
for righteousness’ sake, happy are ye: and 
be not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled; but sanctify the Lord God in your 
hearts: and be ready always: aout: an an- 
—

swer to every man that asketh you a reason 
of the hope that is in you with meekness and 
fear: Having a good conscience; that, whereas 
they speak evil of you, as of evil-doers, they 
may be ashamed that falsely accuse your 
good conversation in Christ. For it is better, 
if the will of God be so, that ye suffer for 
/well-doing, than for evil-doing. For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, but quickened 
by the Spirit: By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison; which 
sometime were disobedient, when once the 
long-suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, where- 
in few, that is, eight souls were saved by 
‘water. The like figure whereunto even bap- 

tism doth also now save us (not the putting 
away of the filth of the flesh, but the answer 
of a good conscience toward God) by the 
Tesurrection of Jesus Christ: who is gone 
“into heaven, and is on the right hand of God; 
“angels and authorities and powers being made | 
“subject unto him.

And when ye saw that Na- 
hash the king of the children of Ammon came 
against you, ye said unto me, Nay; but a 
Ksing shall reign over us: when the Lorp 
your God was your king. Now therefore be- 
hold the king whom ye have chosen, and 
whom ye have desired! and, behold, the 
Lorp hath set a king over you. If ye will 
fear the Lorn, and serve him, and obey his 
Voice, and not rebel against the command- 
‘ment of the Lorp, then shall both ye and 
Iso the king that reigneth over you continue 
ollowing the Lorp your God: But if ye will 
mot obey the voice of the Lorn, but rebel 
against the commandment of the Loxp, then 
jshall the hand of the Lorn be against you, as 
af was against your fathers. 
Now therefore stand and see this great 
thing, which the Lory willdo before youreyes. 
ds it not wheat-harvest to-day? I will call 
unto the Lorp, and he shall send thunder and 
rain; that ye may perceive and see that your 
wi kedness is great, which ye have done in

the sight of the Lorp, in asking you a king. 
So Samuel called unto the Lorp; and the 
Lorp sent thunder and rain that day: and all 
the people greatly feared the Lory and Sam 
uel. And all the people said unto Samuel 
Pray for thy servants unto the Lorp thy 
God, that we die not: for we have added 
unto all our. sins ¢hzs evil, to ask us a king, 
And Samuel said unto the people, Feay 
not: (ye have done all this wickedness: ye 
turn not aside from following the Lorn, bu 
serve the Lorp with all your heart; and 
turn ye not aside: for then should ye go after 
vain things, which cannot profit nor deliver 
for they ave vain.) For the Lorp will no’ 
forsake his people for his great name’s sake; 
because it hath pleased the Lorp to make 
_ you his people. Moreover as for me, God 
forbid that I should sin against the Lorp in 
ceasing to pray for you: but I will teach you 
the good and the right way: Only fear the 
Lorp, and serve him in truth with all your 
heart: for consider how great things he hath 
done for you. But if ye shall still do wicked- 


ly, ye shall be consumed, both ye and yous

4 elareci were present at that season some 


that told him of the Galileans, whose 
blood Pilate had mingled with their sacrifices, 


And Jesus answering said unto them, Sup- ff 
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above all the Galileans, because they suffered 
such things? I tell you, Nay: but except ye 
‘repent, ye shall all likewise perish. Or those 
eighteen, upon whom the tower in Siloam 
fell, and slew them, think ye that they were 


sinners above all men that dwelt in: Jerusa- 


lem? I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish. 

He spake also this parable: A certain man 
had a fig tree planted in his vineyard; and 
he came and sought fruit thereon, and found 
none. Then said he unto the dresser of his 
vineyard, Behold, these three years I come 
seeking fruit on this fig tree, and find none: 

-eut it down; why cumbereth it the ground? 
And he answering said unto him, Lord, let it 
alone this year also, till I shall dig about it, 
and dung z#: And if it bear fruit, wed/> and 
if not, then after that thou shalt cut:it down. 
And he was teaching in one of the synagogues 

on the sabbath. 

_ And behold, there was a woman which 

had a spirit of infirmity eighteen years, and 
as bowed together, and could in no wise 
ift up herse/f. And when Jesus saw her, he 
called her.to him, and said unto her, Wo- 
man, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 

And he laid Ais hands on her: and imme- 
‘diately she was made straight, and glorified 
‘God. And the ruler of the synagogue an- 
swered with indignation, because that Jesus 

had healed on the sabbath day, and said unto 
the people, There are six days in which men 
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ought to work: in them therefore come and 
be healed, and not on the sabbath day. The 
Lord then auswered him, and said, Thow hy- 
pocrite, doth not each one of you on the sab- 
bath loose his ox or Avs ass from the stall, 
and lead him away to watering? And ought 
not this woman, being a daughter of Abra- 
ham, whom Satan hath bound, lo, these 
eighteen years, be loosed from this bond oa 
the sabbath day? And when he had said 
these things, all his adversaries were ashamed: 
and all the people rejoiced forall the glorious 
things that were done by him. 

Then said he, Unto what is the kingdom 
of God like? and whereunto shall: I resemble 
it? It is like a grain of mustard seed, which 
a man took, and cast into his garden; and it — 
grew, and waxed a great tree; and the fowls 
of the air lodged in the branches of it. And 
again he said, Whereunto: shall I liken the 
kingdom of God? It is like leaven, which a 
woman took and hid in three measures of | 
meal, till the whole was leavened: And he | 
went through the cities and villages, teach- 
ing, and journeying toward Jerusalem. Then — 
said one unto him, Lord, are there few that 
be saved? And he said unto them, if 

Strive to enter in at the strait gate: for 
many, 1 say unto you, will seek to enter in, 
and shall not be able. When once the mas- 
ter of the house is risen up, and hath shut to 
the door, and ye begin to stand without, and 
to knock at the door, saying, cay pms cpen 
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unto us; and he shall answer and say unto 
you, I know you not whence ye are: Then 
shall ye begin to say, We have eaten and 
drunk in thy presence, and thou hast taught 
in our streets. But he shall say, I tell you, 
I know you not whence ye are: depart from 
me, all ye workers of iniquity. There ‘shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye 
shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and 
all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and 
you yourselves thrust out. And they shall 
come from the east, and /rom the west, and 
from the north, and from the south, and shall 
sit down in the kingdom of God. And, be- 
hold, there are last which shall be first, and 
there are first which shall be last. 

The same day there came certain of the 
Pharisees, saying unto him, Get thee out, and 
depart hence: for Herod will kill thee. And 
he said unto them, Go ye, and tell that fox, 
Behold, I cast out devils, and I do cures to- 
day and to-morrow, aud the third day I shall 
be perfected.. Nevertheless, I must walk to- 
day, and to-morrow, and the day following: 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish out of 
Jerusalem. O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which 
killest the prophets, and stonest them that are 
Sent unto thee; how often would I have ga- 
thered thy children together, as a hen doth 
gather her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye 
Shall not see me, until the time come when 
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ye shall say, Blessed és he that cometh in the | 
name of tne Lord.

First Lesson. 1 Samuel xvii. 


Now the Philistines gathered together their 

armies to battle, and were gathered to- 
gether.at Shochoh, which delongeth to Judah, 
and pitched between Shochoh and Azekah, 
in Ephes-dammim. And Saul and the men 


of Israel were gathered together, and pitched. 


by the valley of Elah, and set the battle in 
array against the Philistines. And the Philis- 
tines stood on a mountain on the one side, 
and Israel stood on a mountain on the other 
side: and there was a valley between them. 

And there went out a champion out of the 
camp of the Philistines, named Goliath, of 
Gath, whose height was six cubits and a span. 
And he had a helmet of brass upon his head, 
and he was armed with a coat of mail; and 


the weight of the coat was five thousand she- | 


kels of brass. And he had greaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a target of brass between. 
his shoulders. And the staff of his apeanseas 


like a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head | 


weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and one 
bearing a shield went before him. And he 


stood and cried unto the armies of Israel, and 
said unto them, Why are ye come out to set 


your battle in lid ? am not I a spe 
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for you, and let him come down to me. — It’ 
he be able to fight with me, and to kill me, 
then will we be your servants: but if I pre- 
vail against him, and kill him, then shall ye 
be our servants, and serve us. And the Phi- 
listine said, I defy the armies of Israel this 
day; give me aman that we may fight to’ 
/gether.’ When Saul and all Israel heard those 
words of the Philistine, they were dismayed, 
and greatly afraid. 

Now David was the son of that Ephrathite 
of Beth-lehem-judah, whose name was Jesse; 
and he had eight sons, and the man went 
among men for an old man in the days of 
Saul. And the three eldest sons of Jesse went 
and followed Saul to the battle: and the — 
names of his three sons that went to the bat- 
tle were Eliab the first-born, and next unto 
him Abinadab, and the third Shammah. And 
David was the youngest: and the three eldest 
followed Saul. But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep at Beth- 
lehem. And the Philistine drew near morn- 
ing and evening, and presented himself forty 
days. And Jesse said unto David his son, 
‘fake now for thy brethren an ephah of this 
arched corn, and these ten loaves, and run 
to the camp to thy brethren; and carry these 
ten cheeses unto the captain of their thou- 
sand, and look how thy brethren fare, and 
take their pledge. Now Saul, and they, and 
all the men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. -- ie 
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And David rose up early in the morning, 
and left the sheep with a keeper, and took, 
and went, as Jesse had commanded him; and 
he came to the trench, as the host was going | 

forth to the fight, and shouted for the battle. 
For Israel and the Philistines had put the battle | 
in array, army against army. And David left 
his carriage in the hand of the keeper of the 
carriage, and ran into the army, and came 
and saluted his brethren. And as he talked 
with them, behold, there came up the cham- 
pion, (the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by name,) 
out of the armies of the Philistines, and spake 
according to the same words: and David heard 
them. And all the men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fled from him, and were ‘sore 
afraid. And the men of Israel said, Have ye 
seen this man that is come up? surely to defy 
Israel is he come up: and it shall be, that 
the man who killeth him, the king will en- 
vich him with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s house 
free in Israel. And David spake to the men 
that stodd by him, saying, What shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Philistine, and 
taketh away the reproach from Israel? for) 
who zs this uncircumcised Philistine, that he | 
should defy the armies of the living God? 
And the peoplé answered him after this man-_ 
ner, saying, So shall it be done to the man 
that killeth him. 

And Eliab his eldest brother heard when 
he spake unto the men; and Hliab’s anger

_ was kindled against David, and he said, Why 
camest thou down hither? and with whom 
hast thou left those few sheep in the wilder- 
ness? I. know thy pride and the naughtiness 
of thine heart; for thou art come down that 
thou mightest see the battle... And David 
said, What have I now done? Js there not 
)a cause? 
And he turned from him toward another, 
and spake after the same manner: and the 
people answered him again after the former 
manner. And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed them be- 
fore Saul: and he sent for him. 

‘And David said to Saul, Let no man’s 
heart fail because of him; thy servant will 
go and fight with this Philistine. And Saul 
said to David, Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him: for thou art 
but a youth, and he a man of war from his 
youth. And David said unto Saul, Thy ser- 
vant kept his father’s sheep, and. there came 
a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb out of the 
flock: And I went out after him, and smote 
him, and delivered z¢ out of. his mouth: and 

\when he arose against me, I caught Aim. by 

vhis beard, and smote him, and slew him. Thy 

“servant slew both the lion and the bear: and 
‘this uncircumcised Philistine shall be as one 
of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of 
the living God. David said moreover, The 
Lorp that delivered me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he will. 
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deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine, 
And Saul said unto David, Go, and me aris 
be with thee. 

And Saul armed David with his armour, and 


he put a helmet of brass upon his head; also he | 


armed him with a coat of mail. vind David | 


girded his sword upon his armour, and he as- 
sayed to go; for he had not proved 7#. ‘And 
David said unto Saul, I cannot go with these; 
for I have not proved them. And David put 
them off him. And he took his staff in his 
hand, and chose him five smooth stones out 
of the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s 


bag which he had, even ina scrip; and his: | 


sling was in his hand: and he drew near’ to 


the Philistine. And the Philistine came on | 


and drew near unto David; and the man that 
bare the shield went before him. And when 


the Philistine looked about, and saw David, | 


he disdained him: for he was but a youth, 
and ruddy, and of a fair countenance. | And 
the Philistine said unto David, 4m Ia dog, 
that thou comest to me with staves?’ And the 
Philistine cursed David by his gods. And the 
Philistine said to David, Come to me, and I 
will give thy flesh unto the’ fowls of the air, 


and to the beasts of the field. Then. said Da- 


vid to the Philistine, Thou comest to me with 
a sword, and with a spear, and with a shield: 


but I come to thee in the name of the Lorp 


of hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, whom 
. thou hast defied. This day will the Worv: de- 


liver thee into mine hand; and I will-smite 
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thee, and take thine head from thee; and.1 
will give the carcases of the host of the Phi. 
listines this day unto the fowls of the air, and 
to. the wild beasts of the earth; that all the 
earth may know that there is a God in Israel. 
And all this assembly shall. know that the 
_ Lory saveth not with sword and spear: for 
the battle zs the Lorp’s, and he will give you 
into our hands. And it came to pass, when 
the Philistine arose, and came. and. drew 
nigh to meet David, that. David hasted, and 
ran toward the army to meet the Philistine. 
And David put his hand in his bag, and took 
' thence a stone, and slang if, and smote .the 
Philistine in his forehead, that the stone sunk 
into his forehead; and he fell upon his face 
to the earth.. So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with a stone, and 
smote the Philistine, and slew him; but-there 
was no sword inthe hand of David.. .There- 
fore David ran, and stood upon the Philistine, 
and took his sword, and drew it. out of the 
sheath thereof, and slew him, and cut off his 
head therewith. And when. the Philistines 
, saw their champion was dead, they fled. And 
the men of Israel and of Judab arose, and 
shouted, and pursued. the Philistines, ‘until 
' thou come to the valley, and.to the gates of 
-Ekron. And the wounded of the Philistines 
fell down by the way to Shaaraim, even unto 
Gath, and unto Ekron. And, the children of 
Israel returned from chasing after the Phi- 
distines, and they spoiled their tents. And. 
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David took the head of the Philistine; and 
brought it to Jerusalem: but he put his ar- 
mour in his tent. 

And when Saul saw David go forth against 
the Philistine, he said unto Abner, the cap- 
tain of the host, Abner, whose son 7s this 
youth? And Abner said, s thy soul liveth, 
O king, I cannot tell. And the king said, In- 
quire thou whose son the stripling 7s. And 
as David returned from the slaughter of the 
Philistine, Abner took him, and brought him 
before Saul with the head of the Philistine in 
his hand. And Saul said to him, Whose son 
art thou, thow young man? And David an- 
swered, J. am the son of thy servant: eee the 
Beth- lehemite. 


Second Lesson. 1 Peter iv. 


ORASMUCH then as Christ hath suffered 

for us in the flesh, arm yourselves like- 
wise with the same mind: forhe that hath 
suffered in the flesh hath ceased from sin; 
that he no longer should live the rest of hés 
time in the fiesh to the lusts of men, but to 
the will of God. For the time past of our 
life may suffice us to have wrought the will 
of the Gentiles, when we walked in lascivi- 
ousness, lusts, excess of wine, revellings, ban- 
quetings, and abominable idolatries:: Where- 
in they think it strange that ye run not with 
them to the same excess of riot, speaking evil 
of you: Who shall give account to him that 
‘is ready to judge the quick and the dead. 
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For for this cause was the - ospel preached 
also to them that are dead, that they might 
be judged according to men in the flesh, but 
live according to God in the spirit. But the 
end of all things is at hand: be ye therefore 
sober, and watch unto prayer... And above 
all things have fervent charity among your- 
selves: for charity shall cover the multitude 
of sins. Use hospitality one to another with- 
out grudging. As every man hath received 
the gift, even so minister the same one to an- 
other, as-good stewards of the manifold grace 
of God. If any man speak, let him speak. as 
the oracles of God; if any man minister, Jet 
him do it as of the ability which God giveth: 
that God in all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ, to whom be praise and dominion 
for ever atid ever. Amen. Beloved, think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial which is 
to'try you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: But rejoice, inasmuch as ye 
are partakers of Christ’s sufferings; that, 
whew his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. If ye be re- 
proached for the name of Christ, happy are 
ye; for the spirit of glory and of God resteth 
upon you: on their part he is evil spoken of, 
but on your part he is glorified.. But let none 
of you suffer as a murderer, or as a thief, or 
as an evil-doer, or as a busybody in other 
men’s matters. Yet if any man suffer asa 
Christian, let him not be ashamed; but let 
him’ glorify God on this behalf. For the time~ 
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_ »ts come that judgment must begin at the house 

of God: and if ¢¢ first begin at us, what shall 
the end be of them that-obey not the gospel 
of God? And .if the righteous scarcely be! 
saved, where shall the ungodly and the sin- 
ner appear? Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God commit the keep- 
ing of their souls: to Aim in. well-doing, as 
unto a faithful Creator,

First Lesson. .2 Samuel xii, > | 
AND the Lorp;sent Nathan unto Davidi| 

And he came unto him, and said unto, 
him, There were two men in one city; the 
one rich, and the other poor. »The rich man 
had: exceeding many flocks and herds: but 
the poor man had nothing, save one little ewe 
Jamb, which he had bought and nourished 
up: and it grew up together with him, and 
“with his children 3 it did eat:of his own meat, 
and drank of his own cup, and lay in his bo- 
som, and was unto him asa daughter. And 
there came a traveller unto the rich man, an 
he spared to take of his own flock and of his 
‘own herd, to dress for the» wayfaring | 
that was come unto him; but took the po 
man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man. tha 
was come to him And Wein ia 
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greatly kindled against the man; and he said’ 
to Nathan, .#s the Lorp liveth, the man that 
hath done this thing shall surely die: And he 
shall restore the lamb fourfold, because he did 
this thing, and because he had no pity. 

And Nathan said to: David, Thou art the 
man. Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, I 
janointed thee king over Israel, and I delivered 
thee out of the hand of Saul; and'I gave thee 
thy master’s house, and thy master’s wives 
into thy bosom, and gave thee the house of 
Israel and of Judah; and if that had been 
too little, I would moreover have given unto 
thee such and’ such things. Wherefore hast 
thou despised the commandment of the Lorn, 
to do evil in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword, and hast taken 
his wife to de thy wife, and hast slain him 
with the sword of the children of Ammon. 
Now therefore the sword shall never depart 
from thine house; because thou hast despised 
me, and hast taken the wife of Uriah the 
Hittite to be thy wife. Thus saith the Lorp, 
Behold, I will raise up evil against thee out 
of thine own house, and I will take thy wives 
before thine eyes, and give them unto thy 
heighbour, and he shall lie with thy wives in 
the sight of this sun: For thou didst ¢¢ secret: 
ly: but I will do this thing: before all Israel, 
and before the sun. And David said unto 
Nathan, I have sinned against the Lorpb. 
And Nathan said unto David, The Loxrp 
elso hath» put away thy sin; thou shalt not 
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-. die. Howbeit, because by this deed thou hast 


given great occasion to the enemies of the 
Lorp to blaspheme, the child also that is 
born unto thee shall surely die. 

And Nathan departed unto his house. And 
the Lorp struck the child that Uriah’s wife 
bare unto David, and it was very sick. Da- 
vid therefore besought God for the child; and 
David fasted, and went in, and lay all night 
upon the earth. And the elders of his house 
arose, and went to him, to raise him up from 
the earth: but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. And it came to pass 
on the seventh day, that the child died. And 
the servants of David feared to tell him that 
the child was dead: for they said, Behold, 
while the child was yet alive, we spake urito 
him, and he would not hearken unto our 
voice: how wil] he then vex himself, if we 
tell him that the child is dead? But when 
David saw that his servants whispered, Da- 


vid perceived that the child was dead : there- 


fore David said unto his servants, Is the child 
dead? And they said, He is dead. Then 
David arose from the earth, and washed, and 
anointed himself, and changed his apparel, 
and came into the house of the Lorp, and 
worshipped: then he came to his own house; 
and when he required, they set bread before 
him, and he did eat. Then said his servants 
unto him, What thing zs this that thou hast 
done? thou didst fast and weep for the chi: 
while it was alive; but when the poiee 
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dead, thou didst rise: and eat bread. And ne 
said, While the child was yet alive, I fasted 
and wept: for I said, Who~can_ tell whether 
God will be gracious to me, that the child 
may live? But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back again? T 
shall go to him, but he shall not return to me. 

And David comforted Bathsheba his wife, 


and, went in unto her, and lay with her: © 


and she bare a. son, and he called his name 
Solomon: and the Lorn loved him... And he 
sent by the hand of Nathan the prophet; and 
he called his name Jedidiah, because of the 
Lorp.. 

And Joab fought against Rabbah of the 
children of Ammon, and took the royal city. 
And Joab sent messengers to David, and said, 
I_ have fought against Rabbah, and have 
taken the city of waters. Now therefore 
gather the rest of the people together, and en- 
camp against the city, and take it: lest I take 
the city, and it be called after my name. And 
David gathered all the people. together, and 
went to Rabbah, and fought against it, and 
took it... And he took their king’s crown 
from off his head, (the weight. whereof was a 
talent, of gold with the precious stones:) and 
it, was se¢ on David’s head. And he brought 
fonth the spoil of the city in great abundance. 
And he brought forth the people that were 
therein, and put them. under saws, and under 
harrows of iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them-pass through the brick-kiln:. and

Likewise, I say unto you, there is joy in 
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presence of the angels of God over one sin- 
‘ner that repenteth. 

_ And he said, A certain man had two sons: 
And the younger of them said to As father, 
‘Father, give me the portion of goods that fall- 
eth to me. And he divided unto them his 
jiving. And not many days after the younger 
‘son gathered all together, and took his jour- 
hey into a far country, and there wasted his 
Substance with riotous living. And when he 
had spent all, there arose a mighty famine in 
that land; and he began to be in want. And 
he went and joined himself to a citizen of that 
country; and he sent him into his fields 
to feed swine. And he would fain have filled 
his belly with the husks that the swine did 
eat: and no man gave unto him. And when 
he came to himself, he said, How many hired 
servants of my father’s have bread enough 
and to spare, and I perish with hunger!

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| women? wherefore then should thy servant 
be yet a burden unto my lord the king? Thy: 
Servant will go a little way over Jordan with 
the king: and why should, the king recom 
| pense it me with such a reward? Jet thy 
“Servant, I pray thee, turn back again, that J 
May die in mine own city, and be buried by 
the grave of my father and of my mother. 
But behold thy. servant. Chimham; let him 
go over with my lord the king; and do to him 
what shall seem good unto thee. And-the 
king answered, Chimham shall go over with 
me, and I will do to him that which shall 
seem good unto thee: and whatsoever thou 
shalt require of me, ¢hat will I do for thee.

HEN Solomon assembled the elders of Is- 
oI rael, and all the heads of the’ tribes, the 
“chief of the fathers of the children of Israel, 
k ‘unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, that they 
| might bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
“Loxp out of the city of David, which zs Zion. 
And all the men of Israel assembled ‘them: 
‘selves unto king Solomon at the feast in the 
Mnonth Ethanim, which zs the seventh month. 
ae all the eiders of Israel came, and the 
iests ‘took up the ark. And they brought 
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-up the ark of the Lorp, and the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and all'the holy vessels 
that were in the saberhackds even those did 
the priests and the Levites bring up. And 
king Solomon, and all the congregation of 
Israel, that were assembled unto him, were 
with him before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen, that could not be told nor numbered 
for multitude. And the priests. brought in 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp unto his 
place, into the oracle of the house, to the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the cheru- 
bims. | For the cherubims spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubims covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves were seen out in 
the holy place before the oracle, and they © 
were not seen without: and there they are 
anto this day. There was nothing in the — 
ark save the two tables of stone, which | 
Moses put there at Horeb; when the Lorp — 
made a covenant with the children of Israel, — 
when they came out of the land of Egypt.— 
And it came to pass, when the priests were — 
come out of the holy place, that the cloud 
filled the house of the Lorn, so that the priests 
could not stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the Lorp had 
the house of the Lorp. 

Then spake Solomon, The Lorp said t at 
he would dwell in the thick darkness, Ihav 
surely built thee a house to dwell in, a settled 
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' place for thee to abide in for ever. And the 
| king turned his face about, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel; (and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel stood;) and he said, Blessed de 
_ the Lorp God of Israel, which spake with his 
' mouth unto David my father, and hath with 
his hand fulfilled it, saying, Since the day 
that I brought forth my people Israel out of 
_ Egypt, I chose no city out of all the tribes ot 
Israel to build’a house, that my name might 
be therein; but I chose David to be over my 
people Israel.

by what authority doest thou these things? | 
or who is he that gave thee this authority? 
And he answered and said unto them, I will 
also ask you one thing; and. answer me: The 
baptism of John, was it from heaven, or of 
men?

And at the season he sent a ser- 
vant to the husbandmen, that they should give ° 
him of the fruit of the vineyard: but the hus- 
bandmen beat him, and sent Aim away empty. 
And again he sent another servant: and they ~ 
beat him also, and entreated him shamefully, | 
and sent him away empty. And again he- 
sent a third:-and they wounded him also, and © 
cast him out. Then said the lord of the vine- 
yard, What shall I do? I will send my be- 
loved son: it may be they will reverence him 
when they see him. But when the husband- 
men saw him, they reasoned among them 
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selves, saying, This is the heir: come, let us 
‘all him, that the inheritance may be ours. 
So; they cast him out of the vineyard, and 
killed Atm. What therefore shall the lord of 
the vineyard do unto:them? He shall come 
and destroy these husbandmen, and shall give 
‘the Vineyard to others, And when they heard 
tt, they said, God forbid: And he beheld 
them, and said, What is this then that 7s writs 
ten, The stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the corner? 
Whosoever shall fall upon that stone shall be 
broken; but on whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will grind him to powder. 

And the chief priests and the scribes the 
same hour sought to lay hands on him; and 
they feared the people: for they perceived 
that-he had spoken this parable against them. 
And they watched Aim, and sent. forth spies, 
which should feign themselves just men, that 
they might take hold of his words, that so 
they might deliver him unto the power and. 
authority of the governor. And they asked 
him, saying, Master, we know that thou say- 
est and teachest rightly, neither acceptest thou 
the person of any, but teachest the way of 
God truly: Is it lawful for us to. give tribute 
unto Cesar, or no? But he perceived their 
eraftiness, and said unto them, Why tempt 
ye mez, Show me a penny. Whose image 
and superscription hath it? They answered 
and said, Cesar’s. And he said unto them, 
Render therefore unto Cesar the things which 
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be Cesar’s, and unto God the things whick | 
be God’s. And they could’ not take hold of 
his words before the people: and they mar | 
‘velled at his answer, and held their peace. — | 
Then came to Aim certain of the Sadducees, 
which deny that there is any resurrection; 
and they asked him, saying, Master, Moses 

wrote unto us, If any man’s brother die, | 
having a wife, and he die without children, 
that his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brothers’ There were) 
therefore seven brethren: and? the ‘first took 
a wife, and died without children.’ And the 
second took her to wife, and he died ‘child- 
Yess. And the third took herjsand in like! 
‘manner the seven also: and they left no chil- 
‘dren, and died. Last of all the woman died 
also. Therefore in the resurrection whose | 
wife of them is she? for seven had her to 

wife. And Jesus answering said unto them, 
The children of this world marry, and are 
given in marriage: But they which shall be ac- 
‘counted worthy to obtain that:world, and the 

resurrection from the dead, neither marry, nor 
are given in marriage: Neither can they die

and are the children of God, being the chil-. 

Now that the dead) 
are raised, even Moses showed ‘at the bush, 
when he called the Lord the God of Abraham,

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oo Then certain of the scribes answering said; 
“Master, thou hast well said., And after that 
they durst not ask him-any question at all. 
And he said unto them, How say they. that 
Christ. is David’s son? And David himself

unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right) hand, 
till make thine enemies thy footstool. David 
therefore calleth him Lord, how is he. then 
his son?

afflictest them: Then hear: thow in heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance, 

If there be in the land famine, if there be 
pestilence, blasting, mildew, locust, or if there 
be caterpillar; if their enemy besiege them in 
the land of their cities: whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; what prayer 
and supplication soever be made by any man, 

or by all thy people Israel, which shall know 

every man the plague of his own heart, and 

spread forth his hands toward this house: 

Then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling-place, 

and forgive, and do, and give to every man 

Pecording to his ways, whose heart thow 
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knowest; (for thou, even thou only, knowest: 
the hearts of all the children of men;) that, 
they may fear thee all the days that they live 
in the land) which thou gavest unto our 
fathers.. . Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that'7s not of thy people Israel, but cometh 
out of a far country for thy name’s sake; (for 
they shall hear of thy great name, and of thy 
strong hand, and of thy stretched-out arm;) 
when he shall come and pray toward. this 
house; hear thou in heaven thy dwelling; 
place, and do according to all that the stranger 
ealleth to thee for: that all people of the earth 
“may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel; and that they may know that 
this house, which I have builded, is called by 
thy name. 

If thy people go out to battle against their 
enemy, whithersoever thou shalt'send them, 
and shall pray unto the Lorp toward the 
city which thou hast chosen, and toward the 
house that I have built for thy name: Then 
hear thou m heaven their prayer and their 
supplication, and maintain their cause.

they sin against thee, (for there 7s no man 
that ‘sinneth not,) and. thou be angry with 
them, and deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they carry them away captives unto the lan 
of the enemy, far or near; yeé if they shal 
betbink themselves in the land whither they 
were carried captives, and repent, and mak 
supplication unto thee in the land of them® 
that carried them captives, saying, We have: 
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sinned, and have done: perversely, we have 


committed wickedness; and so return unto 
thee with all their heart, and with all their 
soul, in the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee to: 


ward. their land, which thow gavest unto their 


fathers, the city which thou hast chosen; and 
the house which I have built for thy name: 
Then hear thou their prayer and their suppli- 
eation in heaven thy dwelling-place, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive thy people 
that have sinned against thee, and all their 
transgressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them compassion be 
fore them who carried them captive, that they 
may have compassion on them: for they: de 
thy people, and thine inheritance, which thou 
broughtest forth out of Egypt, from the midst 
of the furnace of iron: that thine eyes may 
be open unto the supplication of thy servant; 
and unto the supplication of thy people Israel; 
to hearken unto them in all that they call for 
unto thee. For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to de thine 
inheritance, as thou spakest by the hand of 
Moses thy servant, when thou broughtest our 
fathers out of Egypt, O Lord Gop. And it 
was so, that when Solomon had made an end 
of praying all this prayer and supplication 
unto the Lorp, he arose from before the altar 
of the Lorn, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. And he stood,. 
and blessed all the congregation of Israel with 
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avloud voice; saying, Blessed de the Lorp, ' 
that: hath given rest. unto-his) people Israel, 
according to all that he promised: there hath 
not failed one word of all his:good promise, 
which he promised by the hand.of Moses his 
servant. » The Lorp our God be with us, as 
he was with our fathers: Jet him not leave 
us, nor forsake us: that he may incline our 
hearts unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he commanded our 
fathers. And let these my: words, wherewith 
I‘have made supplication before the Lorp, 
be nigh unto the Lorp our God day and night, 
that he maintain the cause of his servant, and 
the:catuse of his people Israel at all times, as 
the matter shall require: That all the people 
of the earth may know that the Lorp is God, 
and that there is none else. Let your heart 
therefore be perfect: with the Lorp our God, 
to walk in his statutes, and:to: keep his com- 
mandments, as at this day.

“virtue knowledge; and to Imowledge tempe- 
‘Yanee; and’ to temperance patience; and/to 
patience godliness; and to godliness brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness charity. 
For if these ‘things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither be bar- 
ren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. But he that lacketh these 
things is blind, and cannot: see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. ‘Wherefore the rather, brethren, give 
diligence ‘to’ make -your calling and election 
suze: for if ye do these things, ye shall never 
fall: For so an entrance shall be ministered. 
unto you abundantly into the everlasting king- 
dom of our Lord and saviour Jesus Christ. 
Wherefore I will not be negligent to. put 
you always in‘ remembrance of these things, 
though ye know them, and be established in 
the present truth. Yea, I think it meet, as 
Jong as Lam in this tabernacle, to stir you up 
by putting you in remembrance ; knowing - 
that shortly I must put off this my taber nacle, 
even as’ our Lord Jesus Christ hath showed 
me. Moreover I will endeavour that ye may 
beable after my decease to have these things 
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abways in remembrance. For we have not 


followed cunningly devised fables, when we 


made known unto you the power and coming 


of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were. eye-wit-

nesses of his majesty. For he received from 
God the Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from the excellent 
glory, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased.

more sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed; as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day-dawn, 
and the day-star arise in your hearts: Know- 
ing this first, that no prophecy of the scrip- 
ture is of any private interpretation.

Second Lesson. 2 Peter ii. 


Ber there were false prophets also among 

' the people, even as there shall be false 
teachers among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies. even denying the Lord 
that bought them, and bring upon themselves 
swift destruction. And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways; by reason of whom 
‘the way of truth shall be evil spoken of. And 
through covetousness shall they with feigned 
‘words make merchandise of you; whose 
— now of a long time lingereth not, 
Yand their damnation slumbereth not... For if 
‘God spared not the angels that sinned, but 
east them down to hell, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
udgment; and spared not the old world, but 
wed Noah the eighth person, a preacher of 
ighteousness, bringing in the flood upon the 
world of the ungodly; and turning the cities 
“of Sodom and Gomorrah into ashes, con- 
‘demned them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensample unto those that after should 
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live ungodly; and delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the wicked. 
(For that righteous man dwelling among 
them, in seeing and hearing, vexed Azs right- 
eous soul from day to day with fhei unlaw- 
ful deeds;) the Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment to be 
punished: But chiefly them that wall after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and de- 
spise government. Presumptuous are they, 
self-willed, they are not afraid to speak evil 
of dignities. Whereas angels, which “are 
greater in power and might, bring not rail- 
ing accusation against them beforetthe Lord. 
But these, as natural brute beasts, made to” 
be taken and destroyed, speak eyil of the 
things that they understand not; and shall 
utterly perish in their own corruption: and 
shall receive the reward of unrighteousness; 
as they that count it pleasure to riot im th 
day-time. Spots they areand blemishes, sport 
ing themselves with their own deceivings 
while they feast with you; having eyes ful 
of adultery, and that cannot cease from sin 
beguiling unstable souls: a heart they hay 
exercised with covetous practices; curse 
children: which have forsaken the right wa 
and are gone astray, following the way © 
Balaam the son of Bosor, who loved the wa 
ges of unrighteousness; but was tebuked for 
his iniquity: the dumb ass speaking with 
man’s voice forbade the madness of the pro- 
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phet. These are wells without water, clouds 
‘that are carried with a tempest; to whom the 
imist of darkness is reserved for ever. For 
when they speak great swelling words of 
ol they allure “through the lusts of the 
flesh, through much wantonness, those that 
were clean escaped from them who live in 
‘error. While they promise them liberty, they 
“themselves are the servants of corruption: for 
‘of whom a man is overcome, of the same is 
‘he brought in bondage. For if after they have 
escaped the pollutions of the world through 
‘the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, they are again entangled therein, and 
“overcome, the latter end is worse with them 
than the beginning. For it had been better 
for them not to have known the way of right- 
“eousness, than, after they have known 21/, to 
turn from the “holy commandment delivered 
‘unto them. But it is happened unto them 
waccording to the true proverb, The dog és 
‘turned to his own vomit again; and the sow 
\that was washed to her wallowing in the mire.

4 
And it came to pass, when the king of Israel 
had read the letter, that he rent his clothes 
and said, 4m I God, to kill and to make alive, 
that this man doth send unto me to recover a 
man of his leprosy? wherefore consider, I 
pray you, and ‘sce how he seeketh a quenes 
against me. & 
And it was so when Elisha the man of Go 
had heard that the king of Israel had rent hi: 
clothes, that he sent to the king, sayin: 
Wherefore hast thou rent thy clothes? let 
him come now to me, and he shall know tha 
there is a prophet in Israel. So Nae 
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iwith his horses and with his chariot, and stood 
at the door of the house of Elisha. And Eli- 
sha sent a messenger unto him, saying, Go 
land wash in Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
‘shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be 
clean. But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, I thought, He will 
surely come out to me, and stand, and call 
on the name of the Lorp his God, and strike 
his hand over the place, and recover the leper. 
Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of Da- 
mascus, better than all the waters of Israel? 
‘may I not wash in them, and be clean? So 
he turned and went away inarage. And 
his servants came near, and spake unto him, 
and said, My father, if the prophet had bid 
‘thee do some great thing, wouldest thou not 
have done i#? how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee, Wash, and be clean? Then 
‘went he down, and dipped seven times in Jor- 
‘dan, according to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like unto the 
‘flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 
_ And he returned to the man of God, he and 
his company, and came, and stood before him:

Js if a time to receive money, 
and to receive garments, and oliveyards, and 
vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and men- 
servants, and maid-servants?

Second Lesson. St. John vii. 


AFTER these things Jesus walked in Gali- 
lee: for he wvuld not walk in Jewry, 
because the Jews sought to kill him. Now 
the Jews’ feast of tabernacles was at hand. 
His brethren therefore said unto him, Depart 
hence, and go into Judea, that thy disciples 
also may see the works that thou doest. For 
‘there is no man that doeth any thing in se- 
cret, and he himself seeketh to be known 
openly. If thou do these things, show thy- 
self to the world. For neither did his brethren 
‘believe in him. Then Jesus said unto them, 
My time is not yet come: but your time is 
alway ready. The world cannot hate you; 
put me it hateth, because I testify of it, that 
the works thereof are evil. Go ye up unto 
this feast: I go not up yet unto this feast; for 
| my time is not yet full come. When he had

But when his brethren were gone up, then 
went he also up unto the feast, not openly, 
but as it were in secret. Then the Jews sought | 
him at the feast, and said, Where is he?

First Lesson. 2 Kings xix. 


ND it came to pass when king Hezekiah 
heard i¢, that he-rent his clothes, and 
covered himself with sackcloth, and went into 
| the house of the Lorp. And he sent Eliakim, 
' which was over the household, and Shebna 
the scribe, and the elders of the priests, co- 
'vered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet 
the son of ‘Amoz. And they said unto him, 
Thus saith Hezekiah, This day zs a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and blasphemy: for 
| the children are come to the birth, and there 
_ is not strength to bring forth. It may be the 
\Lorp thy God will hear all the words of 
/ Rab-shakeh, whom the king of Assyria his 
' master hath sent to reproach the living God; 
_ and will reprove the words which the Lorp 
thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up ¢hy 
prayer for the remnant that are left. So the 
“servants of king Hezekiah came to Isaiah. 
_ | And Isaiah said unto them, Thus shall ye 
say to your master, Thus saith the Lorn, Be 
not afraid of the words which thou hast heard, 
_ with which the servants of the king of As- 
syria have blasphemed me. Behold, I will 
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send a blast upon him, and he shall hear a 
rumour, and shall return to hisown land; and 
I will cause him to fall by the sword in his 
own land. 
- So Rab-shakeh returned, and found the king 
of Assyria warring against Libnah; for he 
had heard that he was departed from Lachish, 
And when he heard say of Tirhakah king 
of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come out to fight 
against thee, he sent messengers again unto 
Hezekiah, saying, Thus shall ye speak: to 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive thee, say- 
ing, Jerusalem shall not be delivered into the 
hand of the king of Assyria. Behold, thou 
hast heard what the kings of Assyria have 
done to all lands, by destroying them utterly: 
and shalt thou be delivered?. Have the gods 
of the nations delivered, them which my fa- 
thers have destroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, 
and Rezeph, and the children of Eden which 
were in Thelasar? Where és the king of Ha- 
-math, and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah?2 
And Hezekiah received the letter of the 
hand of the messengers, and read it: and 
Hezekiah went up into the house of the Lorp, 
and spread it before the Lorp. And Heze- 
kiah prayed before the Lorp, and said, O 
Lorp God of Israel, which dwellest between 
the cherubims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hast made heaven and earth. Haghty bow 
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‘down thine ear, and hear: open, Lorp, thine 
‘eyes, and see: and hear the words of Sen- 
“nacherib, which hath sent him to reproach 
‘the living God. Ofa truth, Lorp, the kings 
of Assyria have destroyed the nations and 
their lands, and have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the work of 
men’s hands, wood and stone: therefore they 
have destroyed them. Now therefore, 0 Lorp 
| our God, I beseech thee, save thou us out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms of the earth 
| may know that thou art the Lorp God, even 
thou only. Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
‘to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel, That which thou hast prayed 
to me against Sennacherib king of Assyria I 
have heard. This zs the word that the Lorp 
hath spoken concerning him; The virgin the 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee, and 
: laughed thee to scorn; the daughter of Jeru- 
| salem hath shaken her head at thee. Whom 
hast thou reproached and blasphemed? and 
against whom hast thou exalted thy voice, 
‘and lifted up thine eyes on high? even against 
the Holy One of Israel. By thy messengers 
\ thou hast reproached the Lorp, and hast said, 
¥ With the multitude of my chariots Tam come 
up to the height of the mountains, to the sides 
of Lebanon, and will cut down the tall cedar 
trees thereof, and the choice fir trees thereof: 
and I will enter into the lodgings of his bor 
‘ders, and into the forest of his Carmel. I 
Jj wave: digged and drunk strange waters, and 
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with the sole of my feet have I dried up all 
the rivers of besieged places. Hast thou not 
heard long ago how I have done it, and of 
ancient times that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou shouldedt 
be to lay waste fenced cities into ruinous 
heaps. Therefore their inhabitants were of 
small power, they were dismayed and con- 
founded; they were as the grass of the field, 
and as the green herb, as the grass on the 
house-tops, and as corn blasted before it be 
grownup. But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy rage 
against me. Because thy rage against me 
and thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore I will put my hook in thy nose, and 
my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn thee 
back by the way by which thou camest. And 
this shall be a sign unto thee, Ye shall eat 
this year such things as grow of themselves, 
and in the second year that which springeth 
of the same; and in the third year sow ye, 
and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the 
fruits thereof. And the remnant that is 
escaped of the house of Judah shall yet agair 
take root downward, and bear fruit upward. 
For out of Jerusalem shall go forth a rem 
nant, and they that escape out of mount Zion: 
the zeal of the Lorp of hosts shall do this. 
Therefore thus saith the Lorp concerning tk he 
king of Assyria, He shall not come into this 
city, nor shoot an arrow there, nor come be- 
fore it with shield, nor cast a bank nst it. 
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By the way that he came, by the same shall 
he return, and shall not come into this city, 
saith the Lorp. For I will defend this city 
to save it, for mine own sake, and for my ser- 
vant David’s sake. 

And it came to pass that night, that the 
angel of the Lorp went out and smote in the 
‘camp of the Assyrians a hundred fourscore 
‘and five thousand: and when they arose early 
in the morning, behold, they were all dead 
corpses. So Sennacherib king of Assyria de- 
parted, and went and returned, and dwelt at 
Nineveh. And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch his god, 
‘that Adrammelech and Sharezer his sons 
smote him with the sword: and they escaped 
into the land of Armenia. And Esarhaddon 

his son reigned in his stead.

The fear of the Lorp zs the beginning o 
knowledge: dut¢ fools despise wisdom and in- 
struction. My son, hear the instruction of thy 
father, and forsake not the law.of thy moth 
r they shai/ be an ornament of grace unto 
‘thy head, and chains about thy neck. git 
«My son, if: sinners entice thee, ¢ consent 
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iliou not. If they say,,.Come with .us, let 
us lay wait for blood, let us lurk privily — 
for the innocent without cause: let us swal- 
low them up alive as the grave; and whole, 
as those that go down into the pit: we shal 
find all precious substance, we shall fill our 
houses with spoil: cast in thy lot among us; 
Jet us all have one purse: My son, walk not 
‘thou in the way with them; refrain thy foot 
from their path: for their fect run to evil, and 
‘make haste to shed blood. Surely in vain 
‘the net is spread in the sight of any bird. 
And they lay wait for their own blood; they 
lurk privily for their own lives. So are the 
ways of every one that is greedy of gain; 
which taketh away the life of the owners 
thereof. 

Wisdom crieth without; she uttereth het 
voice in the streets: she crieth inthe chief place 
of concourse, in the openings of the gates: in 
the city she uttereth her words, saying, How 
long, ye’ simple ones, will ye love simplicity? 
and scorners delight in their scorning, and 
fools hate knowledge? ‘Turn you at my Te- 
proof: behold, I will pour out my spirit unto 
you, I willmake known my words unto you. 

- Because I have called, and ye refused; I 
have stretched out my hand, and no man re- 
garded; but ye have set at naught all my 
“counsel, and would none of my reproof: [also 
will laugh at your calamity; I will mock — 
when your fear cometh: when your fear — 
cometh as desolation, and your destruction 
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cometh as a whirlwind; when distress and. 
anguish cometh upon you. Then shall they 
‘call upon me, but I will not answer; they 
shall seek me early, but they shall not find } 
me. For that they hated knowledge, and did | 
not choose the fear of the Lorp: they would 
none of my counsel: they despised all my re- | 
proof. Therefore shall they eat of the fruit | 
of their own way, and be filled with their 
own devices.

These words spake his 
parents, because they feared the Jews: forthe 
Jews had agreed already, that if any man did 
confess that he was Christ, he should be put 
out of the synagogue.

7 joTH not wisdom cry? and understanding 
4 put forth her voice? She standeth in the 
top of high places, by the way in the places 
of the paths. She crieth at the gates, at the 
entry of the city, at the coming in at the doors. 
Unto you, 0 men, I call; and my voice ¢s to 
the sons of man. O ye simple, understand 
‘wisdom: and, ye fools, be ye of an under- 
standing heart. Hear; for I will speak, of 
excellent things; and the opening of my lips 
shall be right things. For my mouth shall 
Speak truth; and wickedness zs an abominas 
tion tomy lips. All the words of my mouth 
are in righteousness; there is nothing, fro- 
ward or perverse in them. They are all plain 
‘to him that understandeth, and right to them 
that find knowledge. Receive my instruc- 
‘tion, and not silver; and knowledge rather 
‘than choice gold. For wisdom zs better than 
‘yubies; and all the things that may be desired 
‘are not to be compared to it. I wisdom dwell 
with prudence, and find out knowledge of 
‘witty inventions. The fear of the Lorp is to, 
hate evil: pride, and arrogancy, and the evil 
way, and the froward mouth, do I hate. 
Counsel is mine, and sound wisdom: I am - 
understanding ; I have strength. Byme kings 
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reign, and princes. decree justice. By me 
princes rule, and nobles, even all the judges 
of the earth. I love them that love me; and 
those that seek me early shall find me. Riches 
and honour ave with me; yea, durable riches 
and righteousness. My fruit» zs better than 
gold, yea, than fine. gold; and) my revenue 
than choice silver. I lead-in the way of 
righteousness, in the midst of the paths of 
judgment: That I may cause those that love 
me to inherit substance; and I will fill their 
treasures. The Lorp possessed me in the be- 
ginning of his way, before his works of old. I 
wasset up from everlasting, from the begin- 
ning, or ever the earth was.’ When there 
were no depths, I was brought forth; when 
there were no fountains abounding with 
water. Before the mountains were settled, 
before the hills was I brought forth: While 
as yet he had not made the earth, nor the 
fields, nor the highest part of the dust of the 
world. When he prepared the heavens, [ 
was there: when he set a compass upon the 
face of the depth: when he established the 
clouds above: when he strengthened the foun- 
tains of the deep: when he gave to the sea 
his decree, that the waters should not pass 
his commandment: when he appointed the 
foundations of .the earth: then I was by him, 
as one brought up with him: and I was daily 
his delight, rejoicing always before him; re-— 
joicing in the habitable part of his earth; and 
my delights were with the sons of men. Now 
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therefore hearken unto me, O ye children: 
for blessed are they that keep my ways. Hear 
instruction, and be wise, and refuse it not. 
Blessed zs the man that heareth me, watching 
daily at my gates, waiting at the posts of my 
doors.. For whoso findeth me findeth life, 
and shall obtain favour of the Lorp. But he 
‘that sinneth against me wrongeth his own 
soul; all they that hate me love death. 


Second Lesson. 1 John iii. 


BEHOLD, what manner of love the Father 
hath bestowed upon us, that we should 
be called the sons of God: therefore the world 
knoweth us not, because it knew him not. 
Belevez, 1.0w are we the sons of God, and it 
doth not yet appear what we shall be: but 
we know that, when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see him as he 
is. And every man that hath this hope in 
him purifieth himself, even as he is pure. 
Whosoever committeth sin transgresseth also 
the law: for sin is the transgression of the 
law. And ye know that he was manifested 
to take away our sins; and in him is no sin. 
_ Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not: who- 
_ soever sinneth hath not ‘seen him, neither 
known him. Little children, let no man de- 
eeive you: he that doeth righteousness is 
righteous, even as he is righteous. He that 
committeth sin is of the devil; for the devil 
sinneth from the beginning. For this pur- 
pose the Son of God was manifested, that he 
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might destroy the works of the devil. \'Who- 
soever is born of God doth net commit sin; 
for his seed remaineth in him: and he can- 
not sin, because he is born of God. In this 
the children of God are manifest, and the 
children of the devil: whosoever doeth not 
righteousness is not of God, neither he that 
loveth not his brother. For this is the mes- 
sage that ye heard from the beginning, that 
we should love one another. Not as Cain, 
who was of that wicked one, and slew his 
‘brother... And wherefore’ stew*he ‘him?’ Be- 
cause his own works were evil, and his bro- 
ther’s righteous. Marvel not, my brethren, 
if the world hate you. We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, beeause we love 
the brethren. He that loveth not Azs brother 
abideth in death. Whosoever hateth his bro- 
ther is a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life: abiding in: him. 
Hereby perceive we the love of God, because 
he laid down his life for us: and we ought to 
lay down our lives for the brethren. But 
whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth his 
brother have need, and shutteth up his bow- 
els of compassion from him, how dwelleth 
the love of God in him? My little children, 
Jet us not love in word, neither in tongue; but 
din deed and in truth. And hereby'we know 
that we are of the truth; and shall assure our 
hearts before him. For if our hearts condemn 
us, God is greater than our heart. and know- 
eth all things. Beloved, if our heart condemn 
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us not, fhen have we confidence toward 
God. 

And whatsoever we ask, we receive of him, 
because we keep his commandments, and do 
those things that are pleasing in his sight. 
And thisis hiscommandment, That we should 
believe on the name of his son Jesus Christ, 
‘and love one ‘another, as. he gave us com+ 
mandment. And he that keepeth his com- 
mandments dwelleth in him, and ‘he in him. 
And hereby we know that he abideth in us, 
by the Spirit which he hath given us.

First Lesson. Proverbs xi. 


FALSE balance zs abomination to the 
~~ Lorn: but a just weight zs his delight. 
| When pride cometh, then cometh shame: but 
with the lowly is wisdom. ‘The integrity of 
the upright shall guide them: but the per- 
verseness of transgressors shall destroy them. 
Riches profit not in the day of wrath: but 
righteousness delivereth from death. The 
righteousness of the perfect shall direct his 
way: but the wicked shall fall by his own 
wickedness. The righteousness of the up- 
right shall deliver them: but transgressors 
shall be taken in their own naughtiness, 
Vhen a wicked man dieth, Ais expectation 
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shall. perish: and the hope of unjust men 
perisheth. The righteous is delivered out of 
trouble, and the wicked cometh in his stead. 
A hypocrite with Ais mouth, destroyeth his 
neighbour: but through knowledge shall the 
just be delivered. When it goeth well with 
the. righteous, the city rejoiceth: and when 
the wicked perish, there zs shouting. By the 
blessing of the upright the city is exalted; 
but it is overthrown by the mouth of the 
wicked. He that is void of wisdom despiseth 
his neighbour: but a man of understanding 
holdeth his peace. A tale-bearer revealeth 
secrets: but he that is of a faithful spirit con- 
cealeth the matter. Where no. counsel zs, the 
people fall: but in the multitude of counsel- 
lors there is safety. He that is surety fora 
stranger shall smart for it: and he that hateth 
suretiship is sure. A gracious woman re- 
taineth honour: and strong men retain riches. 
The merciful man doeth good to his.own soul: 
but Ae that is cruel troubleth his own flesh. 
The wicked worketh a deceitful work: but 
to him that soweth righteousness shall bea 
sure reward, As righteousness tendeth to 
jife: so he that pursueth evil pursweth it to 
his own death. They that are of a froward 
heart ave abomination to the Lorn: but such 
as are wpright in their way are his delight. 
Though hand join in hand, the wicked shall 
not be unpunished: but the seed of the right- 
eous shall be delivered. sa jewel of gold 
in a swine’s snout, so zs a fair woman which 
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is without discretion. ‘The desire of the right- 
eous 7s only good: but the expectation of the 
wicked 7s’ wrath: There js that scattereth, 
and yet increaseth; and there is that with- 
holdeth more than is meet, but ¢¢ fendeth to 
poverty. The liberal soul shall be made fat: 
and he that watereth shall be watered also 
himself. He that withholdeth corn, the peo- 
ple shall curse him; but blessing shall be 
upon the head of him that selleth 7¢. He that 
diligently seeketh good procureth favour: but 
he that seeketh mischief, it shall come unto 
him. ‘He that trusteth in his riches shall fall: 
but the righteous shall flourish as a branch, 
He that troubleth his own house shall inherit 
the wind: and the fool shall be servant to the 
wise of heart. The fruit of the righteous zs 
a tree of life; and he that winneth souls Zs 
wise. Behold, the righteous shall be recom- 
pensed in the earth: much more the wicked 


and the sinner, 


Second Lesson. St. John xi. 


“NJ OW @ certain man was sick, named La- 
~ Zarus, of Bethany, the town of Mary and 
her sister Martha. (It was that Mary which 
anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped 


his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus 
was sick.) Therefore his sisters sent unto 


him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 

lovest is sick. “When Jesus heard that, he 

said, This sickness is not unto death, but for 

the glory of God, that the Son of God might

be glorified thereby. Now Jesus loved Mar” 
tha, and her sister, and Lazarus. When he 
had heard therefore that he was sick, he 
abode two days still in the same place where 
he was. Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us go into Judea again. His dis- 
ciples say unto him, Master, the Jews of late 
sought to stone thee; and goest thou thither 
again? Jesus answered, Are’'there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any'man walk in the 
day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth the 
light of this world. But ifa man walk in the 
night, he stumbleth, because there is no light 
in him. These things said he: and after that 
he saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus sleep- 
eth; but I go, that I may awake him out of 
sleep. Then said his disciples, Lord, if he 
sleep, he shall do well. Howbeit Jesus spake 
of his death: but they thought that he had 
spoken of taking of rest in'sleep. Then said _ 
Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 
And J am glad for your sakes that I was not 
there, to the intent ye may believe; never- 
theless let us go unto him. Then said Tho- 
mas, which is called Didymus, unto his fel- 
low disciples, Let us also go, that we may die 
with him. Then when Jesus came, he found 
that he had dain in the grave four days al-— 
ready. Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusa- 
lem, about fifteen furlongs off: And many of 
the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to com- 
fort them concerning their brother... Then 
Martha, as soon as she heard that Jesus was 
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“coming, went and met him: but) Mary sat 


_ still in the house. Then said Martha unto 
! Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
' brother had not died. But I know, that even 
now, whatsoever thou wiltiask of God, God 
will give zf thee. Jesus saith unto her, Thy 
brother shall rise again. Martha saith unto 
him, I: know that he shall rise again in the 
resurrection at the last day. Jesus saith unto 
her, I-am the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall. never die. Believest 
thou this? She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I 
believe that thou art the Christ, the Son. of 
God, which should come into the world., And 
when she had: so said, she went her way, and. 
ealled Mary her sister secretly; saying, The 
Master is come, and calleth for thee. As soon 
as she heard that, she arose quickly, and 
came unto him. Now Jesus was not yet 
eome into the town, but was in that place 
where Martha met him. The Jews then 
which were with herjin the house, and com- 
forted her, when they saw Mary, that she 
rose up hastily and went out, followed her, 
_ saying, She goeth unto the grave to weep 
there. Then when Mary was come where 
- Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down at his 
feet, saying’ unto, him, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. When 
Jesus therefore saw -her, weeping, and the 
Jews also weeping which came with her, he 
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groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, and 
said, Where have ye laid him? They said 
unto him, Lord, come and see. Jesus wept. 
Then said the Jews, Behold, how he loved 
him! And some of them said, Could not this 
man, which opened the eyes of) the blind, 
have caused that even this man should not 
have died? Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself cometh to the grave. It was a cave, 
and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said, Take ye 
away the stone. Martha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by this 
time he stinketh: for he had been dead four 
days. Jesus said unto her, Said I net unto 
thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory of God? Then they 
took. away the stone from the place where 
the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up Ais 
eyes, and said, Father, I thank thee that thou 
hast heard me. And I knew that thou hear- 
est me always: but because of the ‘people 
which stand by I said 7¢, that they may be- 
lieve that thou hast sent me. And when he 
thus had spoken, he cried with a loud voice, 
Lazarus, come forth. And he that was dead 
came forth, bound hand and foot with grave- 
clothes: and his face was bound about with 
a napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, 
and let him go. Then many of the Jews 
which came to Mary, and had seen the things 
which Jesus did, believed on him, But some 
of them went their ways to the Pharisees, aud 
told them what things Jesus had done. > 
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Then gathered the chief priests and the 
Pharisees a council, and said, What do we? 
for this man doeth many miracles. If we let 
him thus alone, all men will believe on him: 


and the Romans shall come and take away 


both our place and nation. And one of them, 
named Caiaphas, being the high priest that 


"same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing 


at all,nor consider that it is expedient for us, 
that one man should die for the people, and 
that the whole nation perish not. And) this 
spake he not of himself: but being high priest 
that year, he prophesied that Jesus should 
die for that nation; and not for that nation 
only, but that also he should gather together 
in one the children of God that were scattered 
abroad. Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to death. Je- 
sus therefore walked no more openly among 
the Jews; but went thence unto a country 
near to the wilderness, into a city called 
Ephraim, and there continued with his: dis- 
ciples. 

And the Jews’ passover was nigh at hand: 
and many went out of the country up to Je- 
rusalem before the passover, to purify them- 
selves. Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they stood in the 
temple. What think ye, that he will not come 
to the feast? Now both the chief priests and 
the Pharisees had given acommandment, that, 
if any man. knew where he were, he should 
show Z¢, that they might take him,

WV HOSO loveth instruction loveth know- 

ledge: but he that hateth reproof is 
brutish. A good man obtaineth favour of 
the Lorp: but a man of wicked devices will 
he condemn. A man shall not be established 
by wickedness: but the root of the righteous 
shall not be moved. A virtuous woman Zs a 
crown to her husband: but she that maketh 
ashamed 7s as rottenness in his bones. The 
thoughts of the righteous are right: dué the 
counsels of the wicked are deceit. The words 
of the wicked are to lie in wait for blood: 
but the mouth of the upright shall deliver 
them. The wicked are overthrown, and are 
not: but the house of the righteous shal] 
stand: A man shall be commended accord- 
ing to his wisdom: but he that is of a per- 
verse heart shall be despised. He'that is de- 
spised, and hath a servant, zs better than he 
that honoureth himself, and lacketh bread. 
A righteous man regardeth the life of his 
beast: but the tender mercies of the wicked 
arecruel, He that tilleth his land shall be 
satisfied with bread: but he that followeth 
vain persons is, void of understanding. The 
wicked desireth the net of evil men: but the 
root of the righteous yieldeth frudt: The 
wicked is snared by the transgression of Ais 
lips: ‘but the just shall come out of trouble. 
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-A man shall be satisfied with good by the 


fruit of Ais mouth: and the recompense of a 
man’s hands shall be rendered unto him. The 
way of a fool ts right in his own eyes: but 
he that hearkeneth unto counsel 7s wise. A 
fool’s wrath is presently known: but a pru- 
dent man covereth shame. He that speak- 


‘eth truth showeth forth righteousness: but a 


false witness deceit. There is that speaketh 
like the piercings of a sword: but the tongue 
ofthe wise is health. The lip of truth shall 
be established for ever: but a lying tongue zs 
but fora moment. Deceit és in the heart of 
them that imagine evil: but to the counsellers 
of peace 7s joy. There shall no evil happen 
to'the just: but the wicked shall be filled with 
mischief.. Lying lips ave abomination ‘to the 
Lorp: but they that deal truly are his delight. 
A’ prudent’ man concealeth knowledge: but 
the heart of fools proclaimeth foolishness. 
The hand of the diligent shall bear rule: but 
the slothful shall be under tribute. » Heavi- 
ness in the heart of man maketh it stoop: but 
a good word maketh it glad. The righteous 
is more excellent than his neighbour: but 
the way/of the wicked seduceth them. :\ The 
slothful man roasteth not that which he took 
in hunting: but the substance of a diligent 
man is precious. In the way of righteous- 
ness és life; and in the pathway thereof there 
as no death. 
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Second Lesson. 1 John iv. 


ELOVED, believe not every spirit, but try. 

the spirits whether they are of God: be- 
cause many false prophets are gone out into 
the world. Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
God: Every spirit that confesseth that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh is of God; and 
every spirit that confesseth not that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh is not of God; and 
this is that spirit of antichrist, whereof ye 
have heard that it should come; and even 
now already is it in the worlds Ye are of God, 
little «children, and have overcome them:: 
because greater is he that is in you, than he 
thatis in the world. They are of the world: 
therefore speak they of the world, and the 
world heareth them. We are of God: he that 
knoweth God heareth us; he that is not of 
God ‘heareth not us. Hereby know we the 
spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. Be- 
loved, let us love one another: for love is of 
God; and every one that loveth'is born of 
God, and knoweth God. He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for God is love, In, this 
was manifested the love of God toward us; 
because that God sent his only-begotten Son 
into the world, that we might live through 
him. Herein is love, not that-we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent his Son fo be 
the propitiation for our sins. Beloved, if 
God so loved us, we ought also to love one 
another. No man hath seen fod at any 
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time. If we love one another, God dwelleth 
in us, and his love is perfected in us. Here- 
by know we that we dwell in him, and he in 
us) because he hath given us of his Spirit. 
And we have seen and do testify that the 
Father sent the Son fo de the Saviour of the 
world. Whosoever shall confess that ' Jesus 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, and 
hein God. And we have known and be- 
lieved the love that God hath to us. God is 
love: and he that dwelleth in love dwelleth 
in God, and God in him. Herein is our love 
made perfect, that we may have boldness in 
the day of judgment: because ashe is, so 


are we in this world. There is no fear in love; 


but perfect love casteth out fear; because 
fear hath torment. He that feareth is not 
made perfect in love. We love him, becanse 
he first loved us: Ifa man say, I love God, 
and hateth his brother, he is a liar: for he 
that loveth not his brother whom he: hath 
seen, how can he love God whom he hath 
not seen?» And this commandment have we 
from him, That he who loveth God love his 
brother also.

He that keepeth his mouth 
keepeth his life: da¢ he that openeth wide his 
lips shall have destruction. The:soul of the 
sluggard desireth, and Aath nothing: but the 
soul of the diligent shall be made fat. A 
righteous man hateth lying: but a wicked 
man is, loathsome, and..cometh to shame. 
Righteousness: keepeth him that is upright 
in the way: but wickedness overthroweth 
the sinner. There is that maketh. himself 
rich, yet hath nothing: there zs that maketh 
himself poor, yet Aath great riches. The 
ransom of a man’s life are his»ricHes: but the 
poor heareth not rebuke. The light of the 
righteous rejoiceth: but the» lamp of the 
wicked shall be put out. Only by pride com- 
eth contention: but with the well advised zs 
wisdom, Wealth gotten by vanity shall be 
diminished: but he that gathereth: by labour 
shall increase. Hope deferred maketh the 
heart sick: but when the desire cometh, it és 
a tree of life. Whoso despiseth the word 
shall be destroyed: but he that feareth’ the 
commandment shall be rewarded. The law 
of the wise 7s a fountain of life, to depart 
from the snares of death. Good understand- 
ing giveth favour: but the. way of transgres- 
sors is hard. Every prudent man dealeth 
with knowledge: but a fool layeth open Ais 
folly... A wicked messenger  falleth into mis- 
_ ehief: but a faithful ambassador’ 7s health. 
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Poverty and shame shall be to him ‘that 
refuseth instruction: but he that regardeth — 
ceproof shall be honoured. The desire ‘ac+ 
complished is sweet to the soul: but 2 is 
abomination to fools to depart from evil. He 
that walketh with wise men shall be wise: 
but a companion of fools shall be destroyed. 
Evil pursueth sinners: but to the righteous 
good shall be repaid. A good man leaveth 
an inheritance to his children’s children: and 
the wealth of the sinner ¢s laid up for the just. 
Much food és in the tillage of the poor: but 
there is that is destroyed for want of judg- 
ment. He that spareth his rod hateth his son: 
but he that loveth him chasteneth him be- 
times. The righteous eateth to the satisfying 
of his soul: but the belly of the wicked shall 
want, 


Second Lesson. .St. John xv. 


AM the true vine, and my Father is the 

husbandman. Every branch in me’ that 
peareth not fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that 
it may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are 
clean through the word which I have spoken 
unto you. © Abide in me, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it 
abide in the vine; no more can ye, except ye 
abide in me. I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, and T in 
him, the same bringeth forth much fruit: for 
without me ye can-do nothing. If a man 
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abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, 
and is withered; and men gather them, and 
cast them into the fire, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you. Herein is my Father glo- 
rified, that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be 
my disciples. As the Father hath loved me, 
so have I loved you: continue ye in my love. 
If ye keep my commandments ye shall abide 
in my Jove; even as | have kept my Father’s 
commandments, and abide in his love. These 
things have I spoken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and that your joy might 
be full. This is my commandment, That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. Greater 
‘love hath no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends. Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. 
Henceforth I call you not servants; for the 
servant knoweth not what his lord doeth: but 
I have called you friends; for all things that 
Il have heard of my Father I have made 
known unto you. Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and ordained you, 
that ye should go and bring forth fruit, and 
that your fruit should remain: that whatso- 
ever ye shall ask of the Father in my name, 
he may give it you. These things I fem 
you, that ye love one another. H the world 
hate you, ye know that it hated me before it 
hated you. If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own: but because ye are not 
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of the world, but I have chosen you out of 
the world, therefore the world hateth you. 
Remember the word that I said unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord. if 
they have persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they have kept my saying, they 
will keep yours also. But all these things 
-will they do unto you for my name’s sake, 
because they know not him that sent me. If 
I had not come and spoken unto them, they 
had not had sin: but now they have no cloak 
for their sin. He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin: but now have they both seen 
and hated both me and my Father. But thas 
cometh to pass, that the word might be ful- 
filled that is written in their law, They hated 
me without a cause. But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
seedeth from the Father, he shall testify of 
me: and ye also shall bear witness, because 
ye have been with me from the beginning.

The house of the wicked shall 
be overthrown: but the tabernacle of the up- 
right shall flourish. There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the end there- 
of are the ways of death. Even in laughter 
the heart is sorrowful; and the end of that 
mirth zs heaviness. The backslider in heart 
shall be filled with his own ways: and a good 
man shall be satisfied from himself. The sim- 
ple believeth every word: but the prudent 
man looketh well to his going. A wise man 
feareth, and departeth, from evil: but the 
fool rageth, and is confident. He that is 
soon angry dealeth foolishly: and a man 
of wicked devices is hated... The simple 
inherit folly: but the prudent are crowned 
with knowledge. The evil bow before the 
good; and the wicked at the Bates of the 
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righteous. The poor is hated even of his own 
‘neighbour: but the rich hath many friends. 
He that despiseth his neighbour sinneth: but 
‘he that hath mercy on the poor, happy @s he. 
‘Do they not err that devise evil? but mercy 


and truth shall be to them that devise good. 


In all labour there is profit; but the talk of the 


_ lips tendeth only to penury. The crown of 
_ the wise és their riches: but the foolishness of 


fools is folly. A true witness delivereth souls: 


"but a deceitful witness speaketh lies. In the 


fear of the Lorn is strong confidence; and his 
children shall havea place of refuge. The

- part from the snares of death. In the multi- 


tude of people is the king’s honour: but an 
the want of people és the destruction of the 
prince.

UDE, the servant of Jesus Christ, and bro- 

ther of James, to them that are sanctified 
by God the Father, and preserved in Jesus 
Christ, and called: Merey unto you, and 
peace, and love, be multiplied. Beloved, when 
I gave all diligence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful for me to 
write unto you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints. For there are cer- 
tain men crept in unawares, who were before 
of old ordained to this condemnation, ungodly 
men, turning the grace of our God into lasci- 
viousness, and denying the only Lord God, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ. I will therefore 
put you in remembrance, though ye once 
knew this, how that the Lord, having saved 
the people out of the land of Egypt, after- 
ward destroyed them that believed not. And 
the angels which kept not their first estate, 
but left their own habitation, he hath reserved 
in everlasting chains under darkness unto the 
judgment of the great day. Even as Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the cities about them im 
like manner, giving themselves over to forni- 
cation, and going after strange flesh, are set 
forth for an example, suffering the vengeanee 
of eternal fire. Likewise also these filthy 
dreamers defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
and speak evil of dignities. ‘\Yet Michael the 
archangel, when contending ‘with the devil 
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he disputed about the body of Moses, durst 
not bring against him a railing accusation, 
but said, The Lord rebuke thee. But these 
speak evil of those things which they know 
not: but what they know naturally, as brute 
beasts, in those things they corrupt them- 
selves. Woe unto them! for they have gone 
in the way of Cain, and ran greedily after the 
error of Balaam for reward, and perished in 
the gainsaying of Core. These are spots in 
your feasts of charity, when they feast with 
you, feeding themselves without fear: clouds 
they are without water, carried about of 
winds; trees whose fruit withereth, without 
fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots; 
raging waves of the sea, foaming out their 
ownshame; wandering stars, to whom is re- 
served the blackness of darkness for ever. 
And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, 
prophesied of these, saying, Behold, the Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his saints, to 
execute jadgment upon all,.and to convince 
all that are ungodly among them of all their 
ungodly deeds which they have ungodly com- 
mitted, and of all their hard speeches which 
ungodly sinners have spoken against him. 
These are murmurers, complainers, walking 
after their own lusts; and their mouth speak- 
eth great swelling words, having men’s per- 
sons in admiration because of advantage. 
But, beloved, remember ye the words which 
were spoken before of the apostles of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; how that they told you 
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there should be mockers in the last time, who 
should walk after their own ungodly lusts. 
These be they who separate themselves, sen- 
sual, having not the Spirit. But ye, beloved, 
building up yourselves on your most holy 
faith, praying in the Holy Ghost, keep your- 
selves in the love of God, looking for the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal 
life. And of some have compassion, making 
a difference: And others save with fear, pull- 
ing them out of the fire; hating even the gar- 
ment spotted by the flesh. Now unto him 
that is able to keep you from falling, and to 
present you faultless before the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy, to the only wise 
God our Saviour, de glory and majesty, do- 
minion and power, both now and ever. Amen.

a glad father: but a foolish man despiseth his 
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mother. Folly és joy to him that is destituce 
of wisdom: but a man of understanding 
walketh uprightly. Without counsel purposes 
are disappointed: but in the multitude of 
counsellors they are established. A man-hath 
joy by the answer of his mouth: and a word 
spoken in due season, how good 7s it/;The 
way of life zs above to the wise, that he may 
depart from hell beneath. The Lorp will de- 
stroy the house of the proud: but he will es- 
tablish the border of the widow. The thoughts 
of the wicked. ave an abomination to the 
Lorn: but the words of the pure are pleasant 
words. He that is greedy of gain troubleth 
his own house; but he that hateth gifts shall 
live. The heart of the righteous studieth to 
answer: but the mouth of the wicked poureth 
out evil things. The Lorp is far from the 
wicked: but he heareth the prayer of the 
righteous.

First Lesson. Proverbs xvi. 


THE preparations of the heart in man, and 


the answer of the tongue, is from. the 


Lorp. All the ways of a man are clean in 


his own eyes; but the Lorp weigheth the 

‘spirits. Commit thy works unto the Lorp, 

and thy thoughts shall be established. The 

Lorp hath made all ¢hings for himself: yea, 
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even the wicked for the day of evil. Every 
one that is proud in heart 7s an abomination 
to the Lorn: though hand join in hand, he 
shall not be unpunished. By mercy and truth 
iniquity is purged: and by the fear of the 
JLorp men depart from evil: When a man’s 
‘ways please the Lorp, he maketh even his 
enemies to be at peace with him. Better is 
alittle with righteousness than great revenues 
without right. A man’s heart deviseth his 
way: but the Lorn directeth his steps. A 
divine sentence zs in the lips ofthe king: his 
mouth transgresseth not in judgment. A just 
weight and balance ave the Lorp’s: all the 
weights of the bag are his work. J¢ 7s an 
abomination to kings to commit wickedness: 
for the throne is established by righteousness. 
Righteous lips are the delight of kings; and 
they love him that speaketh right. The wrath 
of a king zs as messengers of death: but a 
_ wise man will pacify it. In the light of the 
king’s countenance 7s life; and his favour 7s 
as a cloud of the latter rain. How much bet- 
ter 7s it to get wisdom than gold? and to get 
‘understanding rather to be chosen than silver; 


The highway of the upright zs to depart from > 


evil: he that keepeth his way preserveth his 
soul. Pride goeth before destruction, and a 
haughty spirit before a fall. Better 7# is to 
be of an humble spirit with the lowly, than 
to divide the spoil with the proud. \ He that 
handleth a matter wisely shall find good: and 
whoso trusteth in the Lorp, happy zs he. 
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The wise in heart shall be called prudent: 
_ and the sweetness of the lips increaseth learn 
ing.. Understanding is a well-spring of life 
unto him that hath it: but the instruction of 
| fools is folly. The heart of the wise teacheth 
his mouth, and addeth learning to his lips. 
- Pleasant words are asa honeycomb, sweet 
to the soul, and health to the bones. There 
is a way that seemeth right unto a man, but 
the end thereof are the ways of death. He 
that laboureth laboureth for himself; for his 
mouth craveth it of him. An ungodly man 
diggeth up evil: and in his lips there is as a 
burning fire. A froward man soweth strife: 
and a whisperer separateth chief friends. A 
violent man enticeth his neighbour, and lead- 
eth him into the way ¢hat is not good. He 
shutteth his eyes to devise froward things: 
moving his lips he bringeth evil to pass. The 
hoary head zs a crown of glory, if it be found 
in the way of righteousness. He that is slow 
to anger is better than the mighty; and he 
that ruleth his spirit than he that taketh a 
city. The Jot is cast into the lap; but the 
whole disposing thereof zs of the Lorp.

Proverbs xxi. 


(THE king’s heart zs in the hand of the Lorn, 

~ as the rivers of water: he turneth it whi- 
thersoever he will. Every way of a man 7s 
right in his own eyes: but the Lorp ponder- 
eth the hearts. To do justice and judgment 
7s more acceptable to the Lorp than sacrifice. 
A high look, and a proud heart, and the 
ploughing of the wicked zs sin. The thoughts 
of the diligent tend only to plenteousness; but 
of every one that is hasty only to want. The 
getting of treasures by a lying tongue is a 
vanity tossed to and fro of them that seek 
death. The robbery of the wicked shall de- 
stroy them; because they refuse to do judg- 
ment, The way of man zs froward and 
strange: but as for the pure, his work 7s 
right. J¢ zs better to dwell in a corner of the 
housetop, than with a brawling woman ina 
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wide house. The soul of the wicked desireth 
evil: his neighbour findeth no favour in his 
eyes. When the scorner is punished, the 
simple is made wise; and when the wise is 
instructed, he receiveth knowledge. The 
righteous man wisely considereth the house 
of the wicked: but God overthroweth the 
wicked for their wickedness. Whoso stop- 
peth his ears at the cry of'the poor, he also 
shall cry himself, but shall not be'heard. © A 
gift in secret pacifieth anger: anda reward in 
the bosom strong wrath. J¢7s joy to the just 
to do judgment: but destruction shall be to 
the workers of iniquity. The man that wan- 
dereth out of the way of understanding shall 
remain in the congregation of the dead. He 
that loveth pleasure shall be a poor man: he 
that loveth wine and oil shall not be rich. 
The wicked shall be a ransom for the right- 
eous, and the transgressor for the upright. Zt 
zs better to dwell in the wilderness, than with 
a contentious and an angry woman. There 
is treasure to be desired and oil in the dwell- 
ing of the wise; but a foolish’ man spendeth 
itup. He that followeth after righteousness 
and mercy findeth life, righteousness, and 
honour. A wise man scaleth the city of the 
mighty, and casteth down the strength of the 
confidence thereof. Whoso keepeth his mouth 
and his tongue keepeth his soul from troubles. 
Proud and haughty scorner 7s his name, who 
daleth in proud wrath. The desire of the 
slothful killeth him: for his hands refuse to 
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labour. He coveteth greedily all the day 
long: but the righteous giveth and spareth 
not. The sacrifice of the wicked zs abomina- 
| tion: how much more, when he bringeth it 
with a wicked mind? A false witness shall 
_ perish: but the man that heareth speaketh 
"constantly. A wicked man hardeneth his 
face: but as for the upright, he directeth his 
way. | Zhere is no wisdom nor. understand- 
ing nor counsel against the Lorp. The horse 
ts prep red against the day of battle: but 
safety is of the Lorn.

My son, if thine heart be 
wise, my heart shall rejoice, even mine. Yea, 
my reins. shall rejoice, when thy lips speak 
right things. Let not thine heart envy sin- 
ners: but be thou in the fear of the Lorp all 
the day long. _For surely there is an end; 
and thine expectation shall not be cut off. 
Hear thou, my son, and be wise, and guide 
thine heart in the way. Be not: among wine- 
bibbers; among riotous eaters of flesh: for the 
drunkard and the glutton shall come to po- 
verty: and drowsiness shall clothe a@ man 
with rags. Hearken unto thy father that be- 
gat thee, and despise not thy mother when 
she is old. Buy the truth, and sell z¢ not; 
also wisdom, and instruction, and understand- 
ing. The father of the righteous shall greatly 
rejoice: and he'that begetteth a wise child 
shall have joy of him. Thy father and thy 
mother shall be glad, and she that bare thee 
shall rejoice. My son, give me thine heart, 
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and let thine eyes observe myavays. Fora 
whore zs a deep ditch; and a strauge woman 
isa narrow pit. She also lieth m wait as for 
| a prey, and increaseth the transgressorsamong 
men. Who hath woe? who hath ‘sorrow? who 
hath contentions? who hath babbling? who 
"hath wounds without cause? who hath red- 
ness of eyes? They that tarry long at the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed wine. Look 
not thou upon the wine when itis red, when 
it giveth his colour in the cup, when itmoveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth like a ser- 
pent, and stingeth like an adder. : Thine eyes 
shall behold strange women, and thine heart 
shall utter perverse things. . Yea, thou ‘shalt 
be ashe that heth down in the midst of the 
sea; or as he that lieth upon: the top of a 
mast. They have stricken me, shalt thow 
say, and I was not sick; they have beaten 
me, and I felt i¢ not: when shall lawake? I 
will seek it-yet again.

Proverbs xxiv. 


BE thou not envious against evil men, nei- 
‘ther desire to be with them. For ‘their 
heart studieth destruction, and their lips talk 
of mischief. “Through wisdom is ‘a house 
builded; and by ‘understanding it is ‘es= 
tablished : And by knowledge shall the’ 
chambers be filled with all precious and plea~ 
sant riches. A wise man és strong; yea, a

man of knowledge increaseth strength. For 
by wise counsel thou shalt make thy.war: 
and in multitude of counsellors there is safety. 
Wisdom is too high for a fool: he openeth 
not his mouth in the gate. He that deviseth 
to do evil shall be called a mischievous yer- 
son. The thought of foolishness 7s sin: and 
the scorner 7s an abomination to men. Jf thou 
faint in the day of adversity, thy strength zs 
small. If thou forbear to deliver them that 
are drawn unto death, and those that are 
ready to be slain; if thousayest, Behold, we 
knew it not; doth not he that pondereth the 
heart consider 7¢? and he that keepeth thy 
soul, doth not he know 7i¢? and shall not he 
render to every man according to his works? 
My son, eat thou honey, because 7# zs good; 
_and the honeycomb, which is sweet to thy 
taste: So shall the knowledge of wisdom de 
unto thy soul: when thou hast found 7¢, then 
there shall be a reward, and thy expectation 
shall not be cut off. Lay not wait, O wicked 
man, against the dwelling of) the righteous; 
spoil not his resting place: For a just man 
falleth seven times. and riseth up again: but 
_the wicked shall fall into mischief. Rejoice 
not when thine enemy falleth, and let not 
thine heart be glad when he stumbleth : Lest 
the Lorp see 7¢, and it displease him, and he 
turn away his wrath from him. Fret not: 
thyself because of evil men, neither be thou 
envious at the wicked; for there shall be no 
reward to the evil ouaraia the candle of the 
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_ wicked shall be put out. My son, fear thou 
_ the Lorp and the king: and meddle not with 
them that are givea to change: For their ca- 
lamity shall rise suddenly; and who knoweth 
the ruin of them both? These things also be- 
long to the wise. Jt is not good to have re- 
*spect of persons in judgment. He that saith 
unto the wicked, Thou aré righteous; him 
shall the people curse, nations shall abhor 
him: But to them that rebuke Aim shall be 
delight, and a good blessing shall come upon 
them. Every man shall kiss Ais lips that 
giveth a right answer. Prepare thy work 
without, and make it fit for thyself in the 
field; and afterwards build thine house. Be 
not a witness against thy neighbour without 
cause; and deceive not with thy lips. Say 
not, I will do so to him as he hath done to 
me: I will render to the man according to his 
work, I went by the field of the slothful, and 
by the vineyard of the man void of under- 
standing: and,lo,it was all grown over with 
thorns, and nettles had covered the face 
thereof, and the stone wall thereof was broken 
down. Then I saw, and considered it well: 
I looked upon z¢, and received instruction. 
Fez a little sleep, a little slumber, a little fold- 
ing of the hands to sleep: So shall thy poverty 
come as one that travelleth; and thy want as 
an armed man.

First Lesson.. Isaiah ix. 


EVERTHELESS the dimness shal/ not 

be such as was in her vexation, when at 

the first he lightly afflicted the land of Zebu- 
lun, and the land of Naphtali, and afterward 
did more grievously afflict her by the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of the na- 
tions. The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light; they that dwell in 
the land of the shadow of death, upon them 
hath the light shined. Thou hast multiplied 
the nation, and not increased the joy: they 
joy before thee according to the! joy in har- 
vest, and as men rejoice when they divide 
the spoil. For thou hast broken the) yoke of 
his burden, and the staff of his shoulder, the 
rod of his oppressor, as in the day of Midian. 
For every battle of the warrior 7s with con- 
fused noise, and garments rolled in blood; but 
this shall be with burning avd, fuel of fire. 
For unto us a child is born, unto us‘a son is 
given: and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be called, Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of 
the increase of Ais government and peace 
there shall be no end, upon the throne of Da- 
vid, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to 
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establish it with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the Lorp of hosts will perform this, 


Second Lesson. St. Luke ii. 


AND it came to pass in those days, that 
there went out a decree from Cesar 
Augustus, that all the world should be taxed. 
(4nd this taxing was first made when Cyre- 
nius was governor of Syria.) And all went 
' to be taxed, every one into his own city. And 
Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the 
eity of Nazareth, into Judea, unto the city of 
| David, which is called Bethlehem, (because 
he was of the house and lineage of David:) to 
be taxed with Mary his espoused wife, being 
great with child. And so it was, that, while 
| they were there, the days were accomplished 
that she should be delivered. And she brought 
' forth her first-born son, and wrapped him in 
swaddling clothes, and laid him ina manger; 
because there was no room for them in the 
“inn. And there were in the same country 
shepherds abiding in the field, keeping watch 
_ over their flock by night. And, lo, the angel 
of the Lord came upon them, and the glory 
of the Lord shone round about them: and 
they were sore afraid. And the angel said 
unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord. And this shall be a sign unto You} 
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Ye shall find the babe wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, lying in a manger. And suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host praising God, and saying, Glory 
t» God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.

First Lesson. Isaiah vii. v. 10. 


MOREOVER the Lorp spake again unto 
Ahaz, saying, Ask thee a sign of the 
Lorv thy God; ask it either in the depth, or 
in the height above. But Ahaz said, I will 
not ask, neither will I tempt the Lorn. And 
he said, Hear ye now, O house of David; Js 
ifa small thing for you to weary men, but 
will ye weary my God also? Therefore the 
Lorp himself shall give you a sign; Behold 
a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel. Butter and 
honey shall he eat, that he may know to re- 
fuse the evil, and choose the good. For be- 
fore the child shall know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good, the land that thou ab 
horrest shall be forsaken of both her kings. 


Second Lesson. Titus iil. v. 4. 


UT after that the kindness and love of God 

our Saviour toward man appeared, not 

by works of righteousness which we have 

done, but according to his merey he saved us, 

by the washing of regeneration, and renew- 
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‘jing of the Holy Ghost; which he shed on us 
|abundantly through Jesus Christ our Saviour; 
‘that being justified by his*grace, we should 
, be made heirs according to the hope of eternal 
‘ife. This is a faithful saying, and. these 
things I will that thou affirm constantly, that 
they which have believed in God might be 
careful to maintain good works. These 
things are good and profitable unto men. 


SAINT STEPHEN’S DAY. 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Proverbs xxviii. 


(HE wicked flee when no man pursueth: 

but the righteous are bold as a lion. For 
the transgression of a land many a@re. the 
princes thereof: but by a man of understand- 
ing and knowledge the state thereof shall be 
prolonged. A poor man that oppresseth the 
poor zs like a sweeping rain that Jeaveth no 
food. They that forsake the law praise the 
‘wicked; but such as keep the law contend 
with them. Evil men understand not judg- 
ment: but they that seek the Lorp under- 
stand all things. Better zs the poor that walk- 
eth in his uprightness, than he that is perverse 
in his ways, though he de rich. Whoso 
keepeth the law ¢s a wise son: but he that. is 
a companion of riotous men shameth his fa- 
ther. He that by usury and unjust. gain in- 
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creaseth his substance, he shall gather it for 
him that will pity the poor. He that turneth 
away his ear from hearing the law, even his 
prayer shall be abomination. 'Whoso causeth 
the righteous to go astray in‘an evil way, he 
shall fall himself into his own pit: but the up- 
right shall have good things in possession. 
The rich man ?s wise in his own conceit; but 
the’ poor that hath understanding ‘searcheth 
him out. When righteous men do rejoice, 
there is great glory: but when the wicked 
rise, a man.is hidden. He that covereth his 
sins shall not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh ‘them shall have merey. Hap- 
py is the man that feareth alway: but he that 
hardeneth his heart shall fall into mischief. 
/Zs a roaring lion, and a raging bear; so is a 
wicked ruler over the poor people. The 
prince that wanteth understanding 7s also a 
great oppressor: dut he that hateth covetous- 
ness shall prolong Azs days. A man that doeth 
violence to the blood of @ny person shall 
flee to the pit; let no man stay him. Whoso 
walketh uprightly shall be saved: but he that 
is perverse in his ways shall fall at once. He 
that tilleth his land shall have plenty of bread: 
but he that followeth after vain persons shall 
have poverty enough. <A faithful man shall 
abound with blessings: but he that maketh 
haste to be rich shall not be innocent. To 
have respect of persons ¢s not good: for, for 
a piece of bread ¢hat man will transgress. He 
that hasteth to be rich Aath an evil eye, and 
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considereth not that poverty shall come upon 
him, He that rebuketh a man afterwards 
shall find more favour than he that flattereth 
with the tongue. Whoso robbeth his father 
or his mother, and:saith, Jt zs no transgres- - 
sion; the same 7s the companionof a destroyer. 
- He that is of a proud heart stirreth up strife: 
but he that putteth his trust in the Lorp 
shall be made fat. He that trusteth in his 
own heart is a fool: but whoso walketh 
wisely, he shall be delivered. He that giveth 
unto the poor shall not lack: but he that 
hideth his eyes shall have many a curse. 
When the wicked rise, men hide themselves: 
but when they perish, the righteous increase. 


Second Lesson. Acts vi. v. 8, and vi. 


ND Stephen, full of faith and power, did 
great wonders and miracles among the 
people. : 
Then there arose certain of the synagogue, 
which is called the synagogue of the Liber- 
tines, and Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and 
of them of Cilicia and of Asia, disputing with 
Stephen. And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. 
Then they suborned men, which said, We 
have heard him speak blasphemous. words 
against Moses, and against God. And they 
stirred up the people, and the elders, and the 
seribes, and came upon Aim, and caught him, 
and brought Atm to the council, and set up 
false witnesses, which said, This man ceaseth 
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not to speak blasphemous) words against this 
holy place, and the law: For we have heard 
him say, that this Jesus of Nazareth shall de- 
stroy this place, and shallichange the customs 
which Moses delivered us. And all that sat 
- in the council, looking steadfastly on him, 
saw his face as it had been the face of an 
angel. 

.. Then said the high priest, Are these things 
so? And he said, Men, brethren, and fathers, 
hearken: The God of glory appeared unto 
our father Abraham, when he*was in Meso- 
potamia, before he dwelt in Charran, and said 
unto him, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and come into the land 
which I shall show thee. Then came he out 
of the land of the Chaldeans, and dwelt in 
Charran: and from thence, when his father 
was dead, he removed him into this land, 
wherein ye now dwell. And he gave him 
none inheritance in it, no, not so much as to 
set his foot on: yet he promised that he would 
give it to him for a possession, and to his 
seed after him, when as yet he had no child. 
And God spake on this wise, That his seed’ 
should sojourn in a strange land; and that 
they should bring them into bondage, and en- 
treat them evil four hundred years. And the 
nation to whom they shall be in bondage 
will I judge, said God: and after that shall 
they come forth, and serve me in this place. 
And he gave him the covenant of cireumei- 
sion: and so braham begat Isaac, and cir- 
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eumeised him the eighth day; and Isaac de 
gat Jacob; and Jacob begat the twelve patri- 
-archs. And the patriarchs, moved with envy, 
sold Joseph into Egypt: but God was with 
‘him, and delivered him out of all his afflic- 
tions, and gave him favour aud wisdom in 
the sight of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he 
made him governor over Egypt and all his 
house. Now there came a dearth over all the 
_ljand of Egypt and Chanaan, and great afflic- 
tion: and our fathers found no sustenance. 
But when Jacob heard that there was corn 
in Egypt, he sent out our fathers first. And 
at the second fime Joseph was made known 
to his brethren; and Joseph’s kindred was 
made known unto Pharaoh. Then sent Jo- 
seph, and called his father Jacob to him, and 
all his kindred, threescore and fifteen souls. 
So Jacob went down into Egypt, and died, 
he, and our fathers, and were carried over 
into Sychem, and laid in the sepulchre that 
Abraham bought for a sum of money of the 
sons of Emmor the father of Sychem. But 
when the time of the promise drew nigh, 
which God had sworn to Abraham, the peo- 
ple grew and multiplied in Egypt, till an- 
other king arose, which knew not Joseph. 
The same dealt subtilly with our kindred, and 
evil entreated our fathers, so that they cast 
out their young children, to the end they 
might not live. In which time Moses was 
born, and was exceeding fair, and nourished 
up in his father’s house three months: And 
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when he was cast out, Pharaoh’s daughter 
took him up, and nourished him for her own 
son. And Moses was learned in all the wis- 
dom of the Egyptians, and was. mighty in 
words and in deeds. And when he was full 
forty years old, it came into his heart to visit 
his brethren the children of Israel... And. see- 
ing one of them suffer wrong, he defended 
htm, and avenged him that was oppressed, 
and smote the Egyptian: for he supposed his 
brethren would have understood how. that 
God by his hand would delver them: but 
they understood not. And. the next, day he 
showed himself unto them as they strove, and 
would ave set them at one again, saying, 
Sirs, ye are brethren; why. do.ye wrong one. 
to another? But he that, did his. neighbour 
wrong thrust him away, saying, Who made 
thee a ruler aud a judge over us? Wilt thou 
kill me, as thou didst the Egyptian yesterday? 
Then, fled Moses. at this saying, and was a 
stranger in the land of Madian, where he be- 
gat two sons. 


Evening Service. eg 
First Lesson. Fieclesiastes iv. — “i 
er 


So Ireturned, and considered all the oppre 

sions that are done under the sun: al 

behold the tears of such as were oppressed, 

and they had no comforter; and on the side 

ef their oppressors ¢here wee power; but they 

had no comforter. Wherefore taal the. 
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dead which are already dead more than the 

jiving which are yet alive. Yea, better is he 
than both they, which hath not yet been, who 
hath not seen the evil work that is done under 
the sun. 

Again, I considered all travail, and every 
right work, that for this a man is envied of 
his neighbour. This zs also vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit. The fool foldeth his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. Better is a 
handful with quietness, than both the hands 
full with travail and vexation of spirit. | 

Then I returned, and I saw vanity under 
the sun. There is one alone and there ts not 
a second; yea, he hath neither child nor bro- 
ther: yet zs there no end of all his labour; 
neither is his eve satisfied with riches; neither, 
saith he, For whom do I labour, and bereave 
my soul of good? This ¢s also vanity, yea, it 
7s a'sore travail. 

Two are better than one; because they 
have a good reward for their labour. For if 
they fall, the one will lift up his fellow: but 
woe to him ¢hat is alone when he falleth: for 
he hath not another to help him up. Again, 
iftwo lie together, then they have heat: but 
how can one be warm alone? And if one 
prevail against him, two shall withstand kim; 
and a threefold cord is not quickly broken. ~ 
' Better zs a poor and a wise child than an 
old and foolish king, who will no more’ be 
admonished. For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that zs born in his 
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kingdom becometh poor. I considered all the 
living which walk under the sun, with the 
second child that shall stand up in his stead. 
There is no end of all the people, even of all 
that have been before them: they also that 
come after shall not rejoice in him. Surely 
this also 7s vanity and vexation of spirit. 


Second Lesson. Acts vil. v. 30. 


AN D when forty years were expired, there 
appeared to him in the wilderness of 
mount Sina, an angel of the Lord in a flame 
of fire in a bush. When Moses saw 7¢, he 
wondered at the sight: and as he drew near 
to behold zz, the voice of the Lord came unto 
him, saying, 1 am the God of thy fathers, the 
God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob. Then Moses trembled, 
and durst not behold. Then said the Lord 
to him, Put off thy shoes from thy feet: for 
the place where thou standest is holy ground. 
I have seen, I have seen the affliction of my 
people which is in Egypt, and I have heard 
their groaning, and am come down to deliver 
them. And nowcome, I will send thee into 
Egypt. This Moses whom they refused, say- 
ing, Who made thee a ruler and a judge? the 
same did God send ¢o de a ruler and a deli- 
verer by the hand of the angel which ap- 
peared to him in the bush, He brought them 
out, after that he had showed wonders and 
signs in the land of Egypt, and in the Red 
sea, and in the wilderness forty years. _ 
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This is that Moses, which said unto the 
children of Israel, A prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye hear. This is he, 
that was in the church in the wilderness with 
the angel which spake to him in the mount 
Sina, and with our fathers: who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us: to whom our 
fathers would not obey, but thrust Azim from 
them, and in their hearts turned back again 
into Egypt, saying unto Aaron, Make us 
gods to go before us: for as for this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of Egypt. 
we wot not what is become of him. And 
they made a calf in those days, and offered 
sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the 
works of their own hands. Then God turned, 
and gave them up to worship the host of 
heaven; as it is written in the book of the 
prophets, O ye house of Israel, have ye offered 
to me slain beasts and sacrifices by the space 
of forty years in the wilderness? Yea, ye took 
up the tabernacle of Moloch, and the star of 
your God Remphan, figures which yé made 
to worship them: and I will carry you away 
beyond Babylon. Our fathers had the taber 
nacle of witness in the wilderness, as he had 
appointed, speaking unto Moses, that he 
should make it according to the fashion that 
he had seen. Which also our fathers that 
eame after brought in with Jesus into the 
possession of the Gentiles whom God drave 
out before the face of our fathers, unto the 
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days of David; who foutd favour before God, 
and desired to finda tabernacle for the God 
of Jacob. But Solomon built him a house. 
Howbeit the most High dwelleth not in tem- 
ples made with hands; as saith the prophet, 
heaven zs my throne, and earth 7s my foot- 
stool: what house will ye build me? saith the 
Lord: or what is the place of my rest? Hath 
hot my hand made all these things ? 

Ye stiff-necked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost: 
as your fathers did, so do-ye. Which of the 
prophets have not your fathers persecuted ? 
and they have slain them which showed be- 
fore of the coming of the Just One; of whom 
ye have been now the betrayers and mur- 
derers: Who have received the law by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept 77. 

When they heard these things, they were 
cut to the heart, and they gnashed on him 
with their teeth. 


SAINT JOHN THE EVANGELIST’S DAY. 
Morning Service. 


First. Lesson. . Ecclesiastes v.- 


» epantnied thy foot when thou goest to the 

house of God, and be more ready to hear 

than to give the ‘sacrifice of fools: for they 

consider not that they do evil.’ Be not rash 

with thy mouth, and let not thiie heart be 
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hasty to utter any thing before God: for God 
is in heaven, and thou upon earth: therefore 
let thy words be few. Fora dream cometh 
through the multitude of business; anda fool’s_ 
voice is known by multitude of words. When 
thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to 
pay it; for he hath no pleasure in fools: pay 
that which thou hast vowed. Better zs 7¢ 
that thou shouldest not vow, than that thou 
shouldest vow and not pay. Suffer not thy 
mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; neither say 
thou before the angel, that it was an error: 
wherefore should God be angry at thy voice, 
and destroy the work of thine hands? For 
in the multitude of dreams and many words 
there are also divers vanities: but fear thou 
God. 

If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and 
violent perverting of judgment and justice in 
a province, marvel not at the matter: for he 
that is higher than the highest regardeth; 
and there be higher than they. 

Moreover the profit of the earth is for all: 
the king himself is served by the field. He 
that loveth silver shall not be satisfied with 
silver; nor he that loveth abundance with in- 
crease: this 7s also vanity. When goods in- 
crease, they are increased that eat them: and 
what good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with their eyes? 
The sleep of a labouring man zs sweet, whe-- 
ther he eat little or much: but the abundance 
of the rich will not suffer him to sleep. There 
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is a sore evil which I have seen: under the 
sun, namely, riches kept for the owners there- 
of to their hurt. But those riches perish by 
evil travail: and he begetteth a son, and there 
zs nothing in his hand. As he came forth of 
his mother’s womb, naked shall he return to 
go as he came, and shall take nothing of his 
labour, which he may carry away in his hand. 
And this also zs a sore evil, ¢haé in all points 
as he came, so shall he go: and what profit 
hath he that hath laboured for the wind? All 
his days also he eateth in darkness, and he 
hath much sorrow and wrath with his sick- 
ness. 

Behold ¢thaé which I have seen: i¢ is good 
and comely for one to eat and to drink, and 
to enjoy the good of all his labour that he 
taketh under the sun all the days of his life, 
which God giveth him: for it zs his portion. 
Every man also to whom God hath given 
riches and wealth, and hath given him power 
to eat thereof, and to take his portion, and to 
rejoice in his labour; this zs the gift of God. 
For he shall not much remember the days of 
his life; because God answereth him iu the 
joy of his heart. 


Second Lesson. Revelation i. 


HE Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God 

gave unto him, to show unto his servants 

things which must shortly come to pass; and 

he sent and signified z# by his angel unto his 

servant John: who bare record of the word 
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of God, and of the testimony of Jesus Christ, 
and of all'things that he saw. Blessed 7s he 
that readeth, and they that hear the words of 
this prophecy, and: keep those things which 
are written therein: for the time zs'at hand. 
OHN to the seven churches which are in 
~ Asia: Grace de unto you, and peace, from 
him which’ is; and which was, and which is 
‘to come; and from the seven spirits which 
‘are before his throne; and from Jesus Christ, 
who isthe faithful witness, and the first-be- 
gotten of the dead, and the prince of the kings 
ofthe earth. Unto him that loved us, and 
washed us from our sins in his own blood, 
and hath made us kings and priests unto God 
and his' Father; to him de glory and dominion 
for ever and ever. Amen. Behold, he cometh 
with clouds; and every eye shall see him, 
and they also which pierced him: and all 
kindreds of the earth shall wail because of 
him. Even so, Amen. I am’ Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the ending, saith 
the Lord, which is, and which was, and which 
is to come, the Almighty. I John, who also 
am. your brother, and companion in tribula- 
tion, and in the kingdom and patience of Je- 
sus Christ, was in the isle that is called Pat- 
mos, for the word of God, and for the testi- 
mony of Jesus Christ.

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the seven churches which are in Asia; unto 
Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and unto Perga- 
mos, and unto Thyatira, and unto Sardis, and 
unto Philadelphia, and unto Laodicea. And 
I turned to see the voice that spake with me. 
And being turned, I saw seven golden can- 
dlesticks; and in the midst of the seven can- 
diesticks one like unto the Son of man, clothed 
with a garment down to the foot, and girt 
about the paps with a golden girdle. His 
head and his hairs were white like wool, as 
white as snow; and his eyes were as a flame 
of fire; and his feet like unto fine brass, as if 
they burned in a furnace; and his voice as 
the sound of many waters. And he had in 
his right hand seven stars: and out of his 
mouth went a sharp two-edged sword: arid 
his countenance was as the sun shineth in his 
strength. And when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And he laid his right hand upon 
me, saying unto me, Fear not; I am the first 
and the last: Zam he that liveth, and was 
dead; and, behold, Iam alive for evermore, 
Amen; and have the keys of hell and of death. 
Write the things which thou hast seen, and 
the things which are, and the things which 
shall be hereafter; the mystery of the seven 
stars which thou sawest in my right hand, 
and the seven golden candlesticks. The seven 
stars are the angels of the seven churches: 
and the seven candlesticks which thou sawest 
are the seven churches.

First Lesson. Ecclesiastes vi. 


HERE isan evil which I have seen under 
the sun, and it 7s common among men: 
A’ man to whom God hath given riches, 
wealth, and honour, so that he wanteth no- 
thing for his soul of all that he desireth, yet 
God giveth him not power to eat thereof, but 
a stranger eateth it: this 7s vanity, and it zs 
an evil disease. 

If a man beget a hundred children, and 
live many years, so that the days of his years 
be many, and his soul be not filled with good, 
and also that he have no burial; I say, that 
an untimely birth zs better than he. For he 
cometh in with vanity, and departeth in dark- 
ness, and his name shall be covered with 
darkness. Moreover he hath not seen the 
sun, nor known any thing: this hath more 
rest than the other. 

Yea, though he live a thousand years twice 
told, yet hath he seen no good: do not all go 
to one place? All the Jabour of man 7s for 
his mouth, and yet the appetite is not filled. 
For what hath the wise more than the fool? 
what hath the poor, that knoweth to walk be- 
fore the living? 

Better és the sight of the eyes than the wan-. 
dering of the desire: this zs also vanity and. 
vexation of spirit. That which hath been is 
named already, and it is known that it zs 
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man: neither may he contend with him that 
is mightier than he, 

Seeing there be many things that increase 
vanity, what zs man the better? For who 
knoweth what zs good for man in ¢his life, all 
the days of his vain life which he spendeth as 
a shadow? for who can tell a man what shall 
be after him under the sun? 


Second Lesson. Revelation xxii. 


ND he showed me.a pure river of water 

of life, clear as crystal, proceeding out 

of the throne of God and of the Lamb. In 
the midst of the street of it and on either side 
of the river, was there the tree of life, which 
bare twelve manner of fruits, and yielded 
her fruit every month: and the leaves of the 
tree were for the healing of the nations. And 
there shall.be no more curse: but the throne 
of God and of the Lamb shall bein it; and his 
servants shall serve him; and they shall see 
his face; and his name shadl de in their fore-~ 
heads. And there shall be no night there; 
and they need no candle, neither light of the 
sun; for the Lord God giveth them light: 
and they shall reign for ever and ever. And 
he said unto me, These sayings are faithful 
and true: and the Lord God of the holy pro- 
phets sent his angel to show unto his servants 
the things which must shortly be done.

And I John saw these things, and haps them 
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“And when I had heard and seen, I fell down 
to worship before the feet of the angel which 
showed me these things. Then saith he unto 
me, See thow do it not: for I am thy fellow- 
servant, and of thy brethren the prophets, and 
of them which keep the sayings of this book: 
worship God... And he saith unto me, Seal 
not the sayings of the prophecy of this book: 
for the time is at hand. He that is unjust, 
let him be unjust still: and he which is filthy, 
let him be filthy still: and he that is righteous, 
let him be righteous still: and he that is holy, 
let him be holy still....And, behold, I come 
quickly; and my reward zs with me, to give 
every man according as his work shall be. 
I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and 
the end, the first and the last. Blessed are 
they that do his commandments, that they 
may have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city. For 
without are dogs, and: sorcerers, and whore- 
mongers, and murderers, and. idolaters, and 
whosoever loveth and maketh a lie. .I Jesus 
have sent mine angel to testify unto you these 
things in the churches... I am the root and the 
offspring of David, and the bright and morn- 
ing star. And the Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that heareth say, Come. 
And let him that is athirst come. And who- 
soever will, let him take the water of life 
freely. . For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the worls of the prophecy of this 
book, If any man shall add unto these things, 
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God shall add unto him the plagues that are 
Written in this book: and if any man shall 
take away from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his part out 
of the book of life, and out of the holy city, 
and from the things which are written in this 
book. He which testifieth these things saith, 
Surely I come quickly; Amen. Even so, 
eome, Lord Jesus. The grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ de with you all. Amen.

Jeremiah xxxi. 


T the same time, saith the Lorp, will I be 
the God of all the families of Israel, and 
they shall be my people. ‘Thus saith the 
Lorp, The people which were left of the 
sword found grace in the wilderness; even 
Israel, when I went to cause him to rest. The 
Lorp hath appeared of old unto me, saying, 
Yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting 
love: therefore with loving-kindness have I 


_drawn thee. Again I will build thee, and 


thou shalt be built, O virgin of Israel: thou 

shalt again be adorned with thy tabrets, and 

shalt go forth in the dances of them that make 

merry. Thou shalt yet plant vines upon the 

mountains of Samaria: the planters shall 

plant, and shall eat them as common things: 
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For there shall be a day, that the watchmen 
upon the mount Ephraim shall cry, Arise ye, 
and let us go up to Zion unto the Lorp our 
God. For thus saith the Lorp; Sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among the chief 
of the nations: publish ye, praise ye, and say, 
O Lorp, save thy people, the remnant of Is- 
rael.. Behold, I will bring theme from. the 
horth country, and gather them from the 
‘coasts of the earth, and with them the blind 
and the lame, the woman with child and her 
that travaileth with child together: a great 
company shall return. thither...They shall 
come with weeping, and with supplications 
will I lead them: I will cause them to walk 
by the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wherein they shall not stumble: for I am a 
father to Israel, and Ephraim is my. first- 
born. 

Hear the word of the Lorn, O ye nations, 
and declare if in the isles afar off, and say, 
He that scattered Israel will gather him, and 
keep him, as a shepherd doth his flock. For 
the Lory hath redeemed Jacob and ransomed 
him from the hand of Aim that was stronger 
than he. Therefore they shall come and sing 
m the height of Zion, and shall flow together 
to the goodness of the Lorn, for wheat, and 
for wine, and for oil, and for the young of the 
flock and of the herd: and their soul shall be 
as a watered garden; and they shall not sor- 
row any more at all. Then shall the virgin 
rejoice in the dance, both young men and old. 
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together: for I will turn their mourning into 
joy, and will comfort them, and. make them 
rejoice fiom their sorrow. And I will satiate 
the soul of the priests with fatness, and my 
people shall be satisfied with my goodness, 
‘saith the Lorp. 

Thus: saith the Lorn; A voice was heard 
in Ramalf, lamentation, ‘and bitter weeping; 
Rachel weeping for her children refused to be 
comforted for her children, because they were 
not. Thus saith the Lorn; ‘Refrain thy voice 
from weeping, and thine eyes from tears: for 
thy work shall be rewarded, saith the Lorn; 
and they shall come again from the land of 
the enemy. And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lorp, that thy children shall come 
a to their own border. 


Evening Service. 
Wisdom i, 

Tove righteousness, ye that be judges of 

the earth: think of the Lord with a good 
(heart,) and in simplicity.of heart seek him, 
For he will be found of them that tempt him 
not; and showeth himself unto such as do 
not distrust him. For froward thoughts sepa- 
rate from God: and his power, when it is 
tried, reproveth the unwise... For into a ma- 
licious soul wisdom shall not enter; nor dwell 
in the body that is subject unto sin. For the 
holy spirit of discipline will flee, deceit, and 
remove from thoughts that are, viens un- 
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derstanding, and will not abide when un 

righteousness cometh in. For wisdom is a 
Joving spirit; and will not acquit a blasphemer 
of his words: for God is witness of his reins, 
and a true beholder of his heart, and a hearer 
of his tongue. For the Spirit of the Lord 
filleth the world: and that which containeth 
all things, hath knowledge of ‘the voice. 
Therefore he that speaketh unrighteous things 
cannot be hid: neither shall vengeance, when 
it pupisheth, pass by him. For inquisition 
shall be made into the counsels of the ungod- 
ly: and the sound of his words shall come 
unto the Lord for the manifestation of his 
wicked deeds. For the ear of jealousy hear- 
eth all things and the noise-of murmurings is 
not hid. Therefore beware of murmuring, 
which is unprofitable; and refrain your 
tongue from backbiting: for there is no word 
so secret, that shall go for nought: and the 
mouth that belieth slayeth the soul. Seek 
not death in the error of your life: and pull 
not upon yourselves destruction with the 
works of your hands. For God made not 
death: neither hath he pleasure in the de- 
struction of the living. For he created all 
things, that they might have their being: and 
the generations of the world were healthful; 
and there is no poison of destruction in them, 
‘nor the kingdom of death upon the earth: (for 
‘righteousness is immortal :) but ungodly men 
with their works and words called z¢ to them: 
for when they thought to have it their friend, 
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they consumed to nought, and made a cove 
lant with it, because they are worthy to take 
part with it.

First Lesson. Genesis Xvi. 


AN D when Abram was ninety years old and 
nine, the Lorp appeared to Abram, and 
said unto him, I am the Almighty God; walk 
before me, and be thou perfect. And I will 
make my covenant, between me and thee, 
and will multiply thee exceedingly. And 
Abram fell on his face: and God talked with 
him, saying, As for me, behold, my covenant 
7s with thee, and thou shalt be a father of 
many nations. Neither shall thy name any 
more be called Abram, but thy name shall 
be Abraham: for a father of many nations 
have I made thee. And I will make thee ex- 
ceeding fruitful, and I will make nations of 
thee, and kings shall come out of thee. And 
I will establish my covenant between me and 
4Ahee and thy seed after thee in their genera-~ 
tions for an everlasting covenant, to be a 
God unto thee, and to thy seed after thee.’ 
And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed 
after thee, the land wherein thou art a 
stranger, all the land of Canaan, for an ever- 
lasting possession; and 1 will be their God. — 
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And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt 
keep my coveriant therefore, thou, and thy seed 
after thee in their generations. This 7s my co- 
ona which ye shall keep, between me and 
you and thy seed after thee; Every man-child 
among you shall be circumcised. And ye 
shall cireumeise the flesh of your foreskin; 
and it shall be a’'token of the covenant be- 
twixt me and you. And he that is eight days 
old shall be circumcised among you, every 
man-child in your generations, he that is born 
in the house, or bought with money of any 
stranger, which zs not of thy seed. He that 
is born in thy house, and he that is bought 
with thy money, must needs be circumcised: 
and my covenant shall be in your flesh for an 
everlasting covenant. And the uncircumcised 
man-child whose flesh of his foreskin is not 
circumcised, that soul shall be cut off from 
his people; he hath broken my covenant. 


Second. Lesson. Romans ii. 


HEREFORE thou art inexcusable, O man, 
whosoever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, thou condemn- 
est thyself; for thou that judgest doest the 
same things. But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth against 
them which commit such things. And think- 
est thou this, Oman, that judgest them which’ 
do such things,and doest the same, that thou. 
shalt escape the judgment of God? Or de- 
spisest thou the riches of his goodness, and 
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forbearance and long-suffering; not knowing 
that the goodness of God leadeth thee to re-— 
pentance? But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up unto thyself _ 
wrath against the day of wrath and revela- 
tion of the righteous judgment of God; who 
will render to every man according to his 
deeds: To them who by patient continuance 
in well doing seek for glory and honour and 
immortality, eternal life: But unto them that 
are contentious, and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguish, upon every 
soul of man that doeth evil, of the Jew first, 
and also of the Gentile; but glory, honour, 
and peace, to every man that worketh good, 
to the Jew first, and also to the Gentile: for 
there is no respect of persons with God. For 
as many as have sinned without law shall 
also perish without law: and as many as 
have sinned in the law shall be judged by 
the law; (for not the hearers of the law are 
just before God, but the doers of the law 
shall be justified. For when the Gentiles, 
which have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, having not 
the law, are a law unto themselves: Which 
show the work of the law written in their 
hearts, their conscience also bearing witness, 
and ¢heir thoughts the mean while accusing, 
or else excusing one another;) im the day 
when God shall judge the seerets of men by 
Jesus Christ, according to my gospel. Be-

hold, thou art called a Jew, and resteth in the 
Jaw, and makest thy boast of God, and know- 
est /is will, and approvest the things that are 
more excellent, being instructed out of the 
law, and art confident that thou thyself art a 
guide of the blind, a light of them which are 
in darkness, an instructor of the foolish, a 

teacher of babes, which hast the form of 
knowledge and of the truth in the law. Thou 
therefore’ which teachest another, teachest 
thou not thyself? thou that preachest, a man 
should not steal, dost thou steal? Thou that 
sayest, a man should not commit adultery, 
dost thou commit adultery? thou that abhor- 
rest idols, dost thou commit sacrileze? Thou 
that makest thy boast of the law, through 
breaking the law dishonourest thou God? 
For the name of God is blasphemed among 
the Gentiles through you, as it is written. 
For cireumcision verily profiteth, if thou keep 
the law: but if thou be a breaker of the law, 
thy circumcision is made uncircumcision. 
Therefore if the uncircumcision keep the 
righteousness of the law, shall not his uncir- 
cumcision be counted for circumcision? And 
shall not uncireumcision which is by nature, 
if it fulfil the law, judge thee, who by the 
letter and circumcision dost transgress _ the 
law? For he is nut a Jew, which is one out- 
wardly; neither 7s that citeumeision, which 
is outward in the flesh: But he ds a Jew, 
which is one inwardly; and circumcision ts 
that of. the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
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letter; whose praise 7s not of men, but of 


God. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Deuteronomy x. v. 12. 


AND now, Israel, what doth the Lorp thy 
God require of thee, but to fear the Lorp 
thy God, to walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and to serve the Lorn thy Ged with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. To keep the 
commandments of the Lor», and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day for thy good? 
Behold, the heaven and the heaven of hea- 
vens is the Lorp’s thy God, the earth a/so, 
with all that therein zs. Only the Lorp had 
a delight in thy fathers to love them, and he 
chose their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as z¢ zs this day. Circumcise there- 
fore the foreskin of your heart, and be no more 
stiff-necked. For the Lorp your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth not 
persons, nor taketh reward: He doth exe- 
cute the judgment of the fatherless and wi- 
dow, and loveth the stranger, in giving him 
food and raiment. Love ye therefore the 
stranger: for ye were strangers in the land — 
of Egypt. Thou shalt fear the Lorp thy God; — 
him shalt thou’ serve, and to him shalt thou 
cleave, and swear by his name. He és thy 
praise, and he zs thy God, that hath done fox 
thee these great and terrible things whieh 
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| thine eyes have seen. Thy fathers went down 
into Egypt with threescore and ten persons; 
_and now the Lorp thy God hath made thee 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 


Second Lesson. Colossians ii. 


OR I would that ye knew what great con- 
> flict I have for you, and for them at Lao- 
dicea, and for as many as have not seen my 
face in the flesh; that their hearts might be 
comforted, being knit together in love, and 
wnto all riches of the full assurance of under- 
standing, to the acknowledgment of the mys- 
tery of God, and of the Father, and of Christ; 
in whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge. And this I say, lest any 
man should beguile you with enticing words. 
For though I be absent in the flesh, yet am T 
with you in the spirit, joying and beholding 
‘your order, and the steadfastness of your faith 
in Christ;) As ye have therefore received 
Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in him: 
rooted and built up in him,and stablished in 
the faith, as ye have been taught, abounding 
therein with thanksgiving. Beware lest any 
man spoil you through philosophy and vain 
deceit, after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after Christ. 
‘For in him dwelleth all the fulness of the God- 
head bodily. And ye are complete in him, 
which is the head of all principality and — 
power: in whom also ye are circumcised with 
the cireumcision made without hands, in put. 
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ting off the body of the sins of the flesh by 
the circumcision of Christ: buried with him 
im baptism, wherein also ye are risen with 
him through the faith of the operation of God, 
who hath raised him from the dead. And you, 
being dead in your sins and the uncircumcision 
of your flesh, hath he quickened together with 
him, having for given you all trespasses; blot- 
ting out the handwriting of ordinances that 
Was against us, which was contrary to us, and 
took it out of the way, nailing it to his cross; 
and having spoiled principalities and pow- 
ers, he made a show of them openly, triumph- 
ing over them in it. Let no man therefore 
judge you in meat, or in drink, or in respect 
of a holy day, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: which are a shadow of things 
to come; but the body is of Christ. Let no 
man beguile you of your reward in a volun- 
tary humility and worshipping of angels, in- 
truding into those things which he hath not 
seen, vainly puffed up by his fleshly mind, 
and not holding the Head, from which all the 
body by joints and bands having nourishment 
ministered, and knit together, inereaseth with 
the increase of God. Wherefore if ye be dead 
with Christ from the rudiments of the world, 


why.as though living in the world, are ye 


subject to ordinances, (touch not; taste not; 


handle not; whith all are to perish with the — 
using,) after the commandments and doc- 


trines of men? Which things have indeed a_ 
shew of wisdom in will-worship, and bunii-

First Lesson. Isaiah |x. 


RISE, shine; for thy light is come, and 

the glory of the Lorp is risen upon thee. 
For, behold, the darkness shall cover the 
earth, and gross darkness the people: but the 
Lory shall arise upon thee, and his glory 
shall be seen upon thee. And the Gentiles 
shall come to thy light, and kings to the bright- 
ness of thy rising. Lift up thine eyes round 
about, and see: all they gather themselves 
together, they come to thee: thy sons shail 
come from far, and thy daughters shall be 
nursed at fhyside. Then thou shait see, and 
flow together, and thine heart shall fear, and 
be enlarged; because the abundance of the 
sea shall be converted unto thee, the forces 
of the Gentiles shall come unto thee. The 
multitude of camels shall cover thee, the dro- 
medaries of Midian and Ephah; all they 
from Sheba shall come: they shall bring gold 
and incense; and they shall show forth the 


praises of the Lory. All the flocks of Kedar” 


shall be gathered together unto thee, the ranis — 
of Nebaioth shall minister unio thee: they, 
shall come up with aeceptance on mine altar, | 
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end, 1 will glorify the house of my giery 
Who are these that fly as a cloud, and.as the 
doves to their windows? Surely the isles 
shall wait for me, and the ships of .Tarshish 
first, to bring thy,sons: from far, their silver 
and their gold with them, unto the name of. 
the Lorp thy God, and to the. Holy One of 
Israel, because he hath glorified thee. And 
the sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, 
and their kings shall minister unto thee: for 
in my wrath J smote thee, but in my favour 
have I had mercy on thee. Therefore thy. 
gates shall be open continually; they shall not 
be shut day nor night; that men may bring 
. unto thee the forces of the Gentiles, and that 
their kings may be brought. For the nation 
and kingdom that will not serve thee shall 
perish; yea, ¢hose nations shall be - utterly 
wasted. The glory of Lebanon. shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, and the 
box together, to beautify the place of my 
sanctuary; and I will make the place of my 
feet glorious. The sons also of them that af- 
‘flicted thee shall come bending unto thee; 
and all they that despised thee shall bow 
themselves down at the soles of thy feet; and 
they shall call thee, The city of the Lorp, The 
Zion of the Holy One of Israel.) Whereas_ 
thou hast been forsaken and hated, so that no_ 
Es man went through thee, IT will aisles thee an- 
“eternal excellency, a joy of many generations. — 
Thou shalt also suck the milk of the Gentiles, | 
and shalt suck the breast of kings: and thon — 
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‘shait know that I the Lory am thy Saviour 
and thy Redeemer, the mighty One of Jacob. 
For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will 
bring silver, and for wood brass, and for stones 
iron: I will also make thy officers peace, and 
thine exactors righteousness. Violence shall 
no more be heard in ‘thy Jand, wasting nor 
destruction within thy borders; but thou shalt 
eall thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. 
The sun shall be no more thy light by day; 
neither for brightness shall the moon give light 
unto thee; but the Lorp shall be unto thee 
an ‘everlasting light, and thy God thy glory. 
Thy sun shaJl no more go down; neither shall 
thy moon withdraw itself: for the Lorp shall 
be thine everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall be ended. | Th people also 
shall be all righteous: they shall inherit the 
land for ever, the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be glorified. 
A little one shall become a thousand, and a 
small one a strong nation: I the Lorp will 
hasten it in his time. 


Second Lesson... Romans x1. 


] S4¥ then, Hath God cast away his peo- 

* ple? God forbid. ‘For I also am an Is- 
raelite, of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe 
of Benjamin. God hath not ‘cast away his 
people which he foreknew. Wot ye not what — 
the seripture saith of Elias? how he maker 3 
intercession to God against Israel, saying, 
Lord, they have killed thy propuets, and dig: 
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ged down thine altars; and I am left aleve, 

aud they seek my life. But what saith the 
answer of God unto him? I have reserved 
to myself seven thousand men, who have not, 
_ bowed the knee to the image of Baal. Even 
so then at this present time also there isa 
remnant according to the election of grace. 
And if by grace, then zs 7 no more of works: 
otherwise grace is no more grace. But if if 
be of works, then is it no more grace: other- 
wise work is no more work. What then? 

Israel hath not obtained that which he seek- 
eth for; but the election hath obtained it, and 
the rest were blinded, (according as it is 
written, God hath given them the: spirit of 
slumber, eyes that they should not see, and 
ears that they should not hear,) unto this day. 
And David saith, Let their table be made a 
snare, and a trap, and a stumbling-block, and 
a recompense unto them: let their eyes be 
darkened, that they may not see, and bow 
down their back alway. I say then, Have 
they stumbled that they should fall? God for- 
bid: but rather through their fall salvation 
is come unto the Gentiles, for to provoke 
them to jealousy. Now if the fall of them de 
the riches of the world, and the diminishing 
of them the riches of the Gentiles; how much 
more their fulness? For I speak to you Gen- 
tiles, inasmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office: if by any 
means I may provoke to emulation ¢hem 

which are my flesh, and might save-some of 
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them. For if the casting away. of them be 
the reconciling of the world, what shad/ the 
receiving of shebn be, but life from the dead? 
For if the first-fruit de holy, the lump zs also 


branches. And if some of the branches be 
‘broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, 
Wert graffed in among them, and with them 
‘partakest of the root and fatness of the olive 
‘tree; boast not against the branches. But 
if thou boast, thou bearest not the root, but 
the root thee. Thou wilt say then, The 
branches were broken off, that I might be 
grafted in. Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest by faith. 
Be not high-minded, but fear: for if God 
spared not the natural branches, take heed 
lest he also spare not thee. Behold therefore 
the goodness and severity of God: on them 
which fell, severity; but toward thee, good- 
ness, if thou continue in Avs goodness: other- 
wise thou'ialso shalt be cut off. And they 
also, if they abide not in unbelief, shall be 
graffed in: for God is able to graff them in 
again. For if thou wert cut out of the olive 
tree which is wild by nature, and wert graffed 
contrary to nature into a good olive tree: 
how much more shall these, which be the 
natural branches, be graffed into their own 


‘olive tree? For I would not, brethren, that - 
ye should be ignorant'of this mystery, lest ye 


should be wise in your own conceits; that 


blindness in part is happened to Israel, until: 
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the falness of the Gentiles be come in. Aud 
so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, 
There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, 
and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: 
for this 7s my covenant unto them, when I 
shall*take away their sins. As concerning 
the gospel, they are enemies for your sakes: 
but as touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. For the gifts 
and calling of God are without repentance. 
For as ye in times past have not believed 
God, yet have now obtained mercy through 
their unbelief: even so have these also now 
not believed, that through your mercy they 
also may obtain mercy. For God hath con- 
cluded them all in unbelief, that he might 
have mercy upon all. O the depth of the 
riches both of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! how unsearchable are his judgments, 
and his ways past finding out! For who hath 
known the mind of the Lord? or who hath 
been his counsellor? or who hath first given 
to him, and it shall be recompensed unto him 
again? For of him, and through him, and to 
him, ave all things: to whom ée glory for 
ever. Amen. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Isaiah xlix. 


LJSTEN, O isles, unto me; and hearken, ye 

people, from far; The Lorp hath called 

me from the womb; from the bowels of my 
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mother hath he made mention of my nam. 
And he hath made my mouth like a sharp 
sword; in the shadow of his hard hath he 
hid me, and made me a polished shaft; in his 
quiver hath he hid me; and said unto me, 
Thou art my servant, O Israel, in whom I 


willbe glorified. Then I said, I have laboured 


inivain, I-have spent my strength for nought, 
and in vain: yet surely my judgment zs with 
the Lorp, and my work with my God. 

And now, saith the Lorp that formed me 
from the womb fo be his servant, to bring 
Jacob again to him, Though Israel be not 
gathered, yet shall I be glorious in the eyes 
of the Lorp, and my God shall be my 
strength. And he said, It is a light thing that 
thou shouldest be my servant to raise up the 
tribes of Jacob, and to restore the preserved 
of Israel: I will also give thee for a light to 
the Gentiles, that thou mayest be my salva- 
tion unto the end of the earth. Thus saith 
the Lorn, the Redeemer of Israel, and his 
Holy One; To him whom man despiseth, to 
him whom the nation abhorreth, to a servant 
of rulers, kings shall see and arise, princes 
also shall worship, because of the Lorn that 
is faithful, and the Holy One of Israel, and 
he shall choose thee: Thus saith the Lorp, 
In an acceptable time have I heard thee, and 


in a day of salvation have I helped thee: and _ 


I will preserve thee, and give thee for a co- 

venant of the people, to establish the earth, 

to cause to inherit the desolate heritages; 
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that thou mayest say to the prisoners, Go 
forth; to them that wre in darkness, Show 
yourselves. They shall feed in the ways, 
and their pastures shad/ de in all high places. 
They shall not hunger nor thirst; neither 
shall the heat nor sun smite them: for he that 
hath merey on them shall lead them, even by 
the springs of water shall he guide them. 
And I will make all my mountains a way, 
and my highways shall be exalted. Behold, 
these shall come from far: and, lo, these from 
the north and from the west; and these from 
the land of Sinim. ) 

Sing, O heavens; and be joyful, O earth; 
and break forth into singing, O mountains: 
for the Lorp hath comforted his people, and 
will have mercy upon his afflicted. But Zion 
said, The Lorp hath forsaken me, and my 
Lord hath forgotten me... Can a woman for- 
get her sucking child, that she should not 
have compassion on the son of her womb? 
yea, they may forget, yet will I not forget 
thee. Behold, I have graven thee upon the 
palms of my hands; thy walls ave continually 
before me. Thy children shall make haste; 
thy destroyers and they that made thee waste 
shall go forth of thee. 

Lift up thine eyes round about, and be- 
hold: all these gather themselves together, 
and come to thee, #s I live, saith the Lorn, 
thou shalt surely clothe thee with them all, 
as with an ornament, and bind them on thee, 
as a bride doeth. For thy waste and thy 
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desolate places, and the land of thy destrue- 
tion, shall even now be too narrow by reason 


of the inhabitants, and they that swallowed 
thee up shall be’ far away. The children 
which thou shalt have, after thou hast lost 


the other, shall say again in thine ears, The 
place zs too strait for me: give place to me - 
that I may dwell. Then shalt thou say in 
thine heart, Who hath begotten me these, 
seeing I have lost my children, and am deso- 
late, a captive, and removing to and fro? and 
who hath brought up these? Behold, 1 was 
left alone; these, where had they been? Thus 
saith the Lord Gop, Behold, I will lift up 
mine hand to the Gentiles, and set up: my 
standard to the people: and they shall bring 
thy sons in ¢heiv arms, and thy daughters 
shall be carried upon ¢heir shoulders. And 
kings shall be thy nursing fathers, and their 
queens thy nursing mothers: they shall bow 
down to thee with their face toward the 
earth, and lick up the dust of thy feet; and 
thou shalt know that I am the Lorp: for — 
they shall not be ashamed that wait forme, 
Shall the prey be taken from the mighty, 
or the lawful captive delivered? But thus 
saith the Lorp, Even the captives of the | 
mighty shall be taken away, and the prey of 
‘the terrible shall be delivered: for I will con- 
tend with him that contendeth with thee,and — 
T will save thy children. Aud I will feed — 
them that oppress thee with their own flesh; 


and they shall be drunken with their own 
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blood, as with sweet wine: and all flesh shall 
kuow that I the Lorp am thy Saviour and 
thy Redeemer, the mighty One of Jacob. 


Second Lesson, St. John ii. 


ss a the third day there was a marriage in 
Cana of Galilee; and the mother of Je- 
sus: was there: and ‘both Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the marriage. And when 
they wanted wine, the mother of Jesus saith 
unto him, They have no wine. Jesus saith 
unto her, Woman what have I to do with 
thee? mine hour is not yet come. His mo- 
ther saith unto the servants, Whatsoever he 
saith unto you, do zt.. And there were ‘set 
there six waterpots of stone, after the manner 
of the purifying of the Jews, containing two 
or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, 
Fill the waterpots with water. And they filled 
them up to the brim. And he saith unto them, 
Draw out now, and bear unto the governor 
of the feast. And they bare 7t. When the 
ruler of the feast had tasted’ the water that 
was made wine, and knew not whence it 
was, (but the servants which drew the water 
knew,) the governor of the feast called the 
bridegroom, and saith unto him, Every man 
at the beginning doth set forth good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then that: 
which is worse: ‘but thou hast kept the good 
wine until now. This beginningof miraclesdid 
Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
tis glory; and his disciples believed on him. —

E First Lesson. Wisdom v. 


| THEN shali the righteous man stand in great 

boldness before the face of such as have 
afflicted him, and made no account of his la 
bours. When they see it, they shall be trou- 
bled with terrible fear, and shall be amazed 
at the strangeness of his salvation, so far be- 
yond all that they looked for. And they re- 
penting and’ groaning for anguish of spirit 
shall-say within themselves, This was he, 
whom we had sometimes in derision, and a 


proverb of reproach: we fools accounted his: 


life madness, and his end’ to be without 
honour: how is he numbered among the chil- 
dren of God, and his lot is among the saints! 
Therefore have we erred from the way of 
truth, and the light of righteousness hath not 
shined unto us, and the sun of righteousness 
rose not upon us. We wearied ourselves in 
the way of wickedness and destruction: yea, 
we have gone through deserts where there 
lay no way: but as for the way of the Lord, 
we have not known it. What hath pride 
profited us? or what good hath riches with 
our vaunting brought us?) All those things 
are passed away like a shadow, and as a post 
that hasteth by; and asa ship that passeth 


over the waves of the water, which when it

is gone by, the trace thereof cannot be found, 
neither the pathway of the keel in the waves; 
or as when a bird hath flown through the air, 
there is no token of her way to be found, but 
the light air being beaten with the stroke of her 
wings, and parted with the violent noise and 
motion of them, is passed through, and there- 
in afterward no sign where she went is to be 
found; or like as when an arrow is shot ata 
mark, it parteth the air, which immediately 
cometh together again, so that a man cannot 
know where it went through: Even’so we in 
like manner, as soon as we were born, began 
to draw to our end, and had no sign of virtue to 
show; but were consumed in our own wick- 
edness. For the hope of the ungodly is like 
dust that is blown away with the wind; like 
a thin froth that is driven away with the 
storm; like as the smoke which is dispersed 
here and there with a tempest, and passeth 
away as the remembrance of a guest that tar- 
rieth but aday. But the righteous live for 
evermore; their reward also is with the Lord, 
and the care of them is with the most High. 

Therefore shall they receive a glorious king- 
dom, and a beautiful crown from the Lord’s 

hand: for with his right hand shall he cover 
them, and with his arm shall he protect them. 
He shall take to him his jealousy for com-' 
plete armour, and make the creature his wea- 
pon for the revenge of Ais enemies. He shall 
puton righteousness asa breast-plate, and true. 
jadgment instead of a heJmet. He shall take’ 
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holiness for an invincible shield. His severe 
wrath shall be sharpened for a sword, and 
‘the world shall fight with him against the un- 
wise. Then shall the right-aiming thunder- 
bolts go abroad; and from the clouds, as from 
a well-drawn bow, shall they fly to the mark. 
And hailstones full of wrath shall be cast as 
out of a stone bow, and the water of the sea 
shall rage against them, and the floods shall 
eruelly drown them. Yea, a mighty wind 
shall stand up against them, and like a storm 
shall blow them away: thus iniquity shall lay 
waste the whole earth, and ill-dealing shall 
overthrow the thrones of the mighty. 


Second Lesson. Acts xxii. 


N EN, brethren, and fathers, hear ye my 

defence which I make now unto you. 
(And when they heard that he spake in the 
Hebrew tongue to them, they kept the more 
silence: and hesaith,) I am verily a man 
which ama Jew, born in Tarsus, a city in 
Cilicia, yet brought up in this city at the feet 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
perfect manner of the law of the fathers, and 
was zealous toward God, as ye all are this 
day. And I persecuted this way unto the 
death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. Asalso the high priest 
doth bear me witness, and all the estate of 
the elders: from whom also I received letters 
unto the brethren, and went to Damascus, ta: 
bring them which were there bound unto 
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Jerusalem, for to be punished. And it came 
to. pass, that, as I made my journey, and was 
come nigh unto Damascus about noon, sud- 
denly there shone from heaven a great light 
round about me. And I fell unto the ground, 

and heard a voice saying unto, me, Saul, Saul, 

why persecutest thou me? And I ‘answered, 

Who art thou, Lord? And: he said unto. me, 
Iam Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou perse- 
cutest. And they that were with me*saw in- 
deed the light, and were afraid; but they 
heard not the voice of him that spake to me. 

And I said, What shall I do, Lord? And the 
Lord said unto me, Arise, and go into Da- 
mascus; and there it shall be told thee of all 
things which are appointed for thee to do. 

And when I could not see for the glory of 

that light, being led by the hand of them that 
were with me, I came into Damascus,, And 
one Ananias, a devout man according to the 

law, haviug a good report of all the Jews 
which dwelt ‘eve, came unto me, and stood, 
and said unto me, Brother Saul, receive thy 

sight. And the same hour I looked up upon 
him. And he said, The God of our fathers 
hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest know 
his will, and see that Just One, and shouldest 
hear the voice of his mouth. For thou shalt 
be bis witness unto all men of what thou hast 
seen and heard., And now why tarriest thou?, 
arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy 
sins, calling on the name of the Lord. And, 
it. came to pass, that, when I wis come cau 
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to Jerusalem, even while I prayed in the 
temple, I was ina trance; and saw him say- 
ing unto me, Make haste, and get thee quickly 
out of Jerusalem: for they will not receive 
‘thy testimony concerning me. And I said, 
‘Lord, they know that I imprisoned and beat 
in every synagogue them that believed on 
thee: and when the blood of thy martyr Ste- 
phen was shed, I also was standing by, and 
consenting unto his death, and kept the rai- 
ment of them that slew him. And he said 
unto me, Depart: for I will send thee far 
hence unto the Gentiles.

Evening Service. 
First Lesson. . Wisdom vi. 


HEAR therefore, O ye kings, and under- 

stand; learn, ye that be judges of the 
ends of the earth. Give ear, ye that rule the 
people, and glory in the multitude of nations. 
For power is‘ given you of the Lord, and 
sovereignty from the Highest, who shall try 
your works, and search out your counsels. 
Because, being ministers of his kingdom, ye 
have not judged aright, nor kept the law, nor 
walked ‘after the counsel of God; horribly 
and speedily shall he come upon you: for a 
sharp judgment shall be to them that be in 
high places. For mercy will soon pardon the 
meanest: but mighty men shall be mightily _ 
tormented. For he which is Lord overall 
shall fear no man’s person, neither shall he 
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stand in awe of any man’s greatness: for he 
hath made the small and great, and careth 
for all alike. But a sore trial shall come upon 
the mighty. Unto you therefore, O kings, 
dof speak, that ye may learn wisdom, and 
not fall aw iy: for they that keep holiness 
holily shall he jndged holy: and they tha 
have learned such things shall find what to 
answer. Wherefore set your affection upon 
my words: desire them, and ye shall be in- 
structed. Wisdom is glorious, and never 
fadeth away: yea, she is easily seen of them 
that love her, and found of such as seek her. 
She preventeth them that desire her, in mak- 
ing herself first known unto them. Whoso- 
seeketh her early shall have no great travail: 
for he shall find her sitting at his doors. To 
think therefore upon her is perfection of wis- 
dom: and whoso watcheth for her | shall 
quickly be without care. For she goeth about 
seeking such as are worthy of her, showeth 
herself favourably unto them in the ways, 
and meeteth them in every thought. For the 
very true beginning of her is the desire of 
discipline; and the care of discipline is love; 
and love is the keeping of her laws; and the 
giving heed unto her laws is the assurance 
of incorruption; and incorruption maketh us 
near unto God: therefore the desire of wisdom 
bringeth toa kingdom. If your delight be 
then in thrones and sceptres, O ye kings of - 
the people, honour wisdom, that ye may reign | 
for evermore, As for wisdom, what she is. 
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and how she came up, I will tell you, and 
will not hide mysteries from you: but will 
seek her out from the beginning of her na- 
tivity, and bring the knowledge of her into 
Jight, and will not pass over the truth. Nei- 
ther will Igo with consuming envy; for such 
‘a.man shall have no fellowship with wisdom. 
But the multitude of the wise is the welfare 
of the world: and a wise king is the uphold- 
ing of the people. Receive therefore instruc- 
tion through my words, and it shall do you 
good. 


Second Lesson. Acts XXVi. 


HEN Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art 
permitted to speak for thyself. Then 
Paul stretched forth the hand, and answered 
for himself: I think myself happy, king 
Agrippa, because I shall answer for myself 
this day before thee touching all the things 
whereof lam accused of the Jews: Especially 
because I know thee to be expert in all cus- 
toms and questions which are among ‘the 
Jews: wherefore I beseech thee. to hear, me 
patiently. My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine own na- 
tion at Jerusalem, know.all the Jews; which 
knew me from the beginning, if they would 
testify, that after the most straitest. sect of our 
religion I liveda Pharisee.. And now I stand 
and am judged for the hope of the promise 
made of God unto our fathers: Unto which 
promise our twelve tribes, instantly serving 
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God day and night, hope to come.) For which 
hope’s sake, king Agrippa, lam accused of 
the Jews. Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should raise 
the dead? I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. Which thing 1 
also did in Jerusalem: and many of the saints 
did I shut up in prison, having received au- 
thority from the chief priests; and when they 
were put to death, I gave my voice against 
them. And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue,and compelled them to blaspheme; 
and being exceedingly mad againgt them, 
I persecuted them even unto strange cities. 
Whereupon as I went to Damascus with au- 
thority and commission from the chief priests, 
at mid-day, O king, I saw in the way a light 
from heaven, above the brightness of the sun, 
shining round about me and them which jour- 
neyed with me. And when we were all fallen 
to the earth, I heard a voice, speaking unto 
me and saying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 7z¢ zs hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. And I 
said, Who art thou, Lord? And he said, lam 
Jesus whom thou persecutest.. But rise, and 
stand upon thy feet: for Ihave appeared unto 
thee for this purpose, to make thee a minister 
and a witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the which I 
will appear unto thee; delivering thee from 
the people, and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
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now I send thee, to open their eyes, and to 
turn them from darkness to light, and from 
“the power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance 
among them which are sanctified by faith that 
is in me. Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly vision: 
But showed first unto them of Damascus, and 
at Jerusalem, and throughout all the,coasts 
of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and do works 
meet for repentance. For these causes the 
Jews caught me in the temple, and went 
about to kill me. Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto: this day, wit- 
nessing both to small and great, saying none 
other things than those which the prophets 
and Moses did say should come: That Christ 
should suffer, and that he should be the first 
that should rise from the dead, and should 
show light unto the people, and to the Gen- . 
tiles. 
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Wisdom ix. 


O GOD of my fathers, and Lord of mercy, 

™~ who hast made all things with thy word, 

and ordained man through thy wisdom, that 

he should have dominion over the creatures 
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whieh thou hast made, and order the world 
according to equity and righteousness, and 
execute judgment with an upright heart: give 
me wisdom, that sitteth by thy throne; and 
reject me not from among thy children: for I 
thy servant, and son of thy handmaid, am a 
feeble person, and of a short time, and too 
young for the understanding of judgment and 
Jaws. .For though a man be never so perfect 
among the children of men, yet if thy wis- 
dom be not with him, he shall be nothing re- 
garded. Thou hast chosen me to be a king 
of thy people, and a judge of thy sons and 
daughters: thou hast commanded me to build 
a temple upon thy holy mount, and an altar 
in the city wherein thou dwellest, a resem- 
blance of the holy tabernacle, which thou hast 
prepared from the beginning. And wisdom 
was with thee: which knoweth thy works, 
and was present when thou madest the world, 
and knew what was acceptable im thy sight, 
and right in thy commandments. O send her 
out of thy holy heavens, and from the throne 
of thy glory, that being present she may 
labour with me, that I may know what is 
pleasing unto thee. For she knoweth and 
understandeth all things, and she’shall lead 
me soberly in my doings, and preserve me in 
her power. So shall my works be accepta- 
ble, and then shall I judge thy people right- 
eously, and be worthy to sit in my father’s 
seat. For what man is he that can know the 
counsel of God? or who can think what the 
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wil of the-Lord is? for the thoughts of mor- 
tal men are miserable, and our devices are 
put uncertain, For the corruptible body 
presseth down the soul, and the earthly ta- 
bernacle weigheth down the mind that museth 
upon many things. And hardly do we guess 
aright at things that are upon earth, and with 
labour do we find the things that are before 
us: but the things that are in heaven who 
hath searched out? and thy counsel who hath 
known, except thou give wisdom, and send 
thy Holy Spirit from.above? For so the ways 
of them which lived on the earth were re- 
formed, and men were taught the things 
that are pleasing unto thee, and were saved 
through wisdom. 


Evening Service. 
Wisdom Xii. 

JrOR thine incorruptible Spirit is in all things. 

Therefore chasteneth thou them by little 
and little that offend, and warnest them by 
putting them in remembrance wherein they 
have offended, that leaving their wickedness 
they may believe on thee, O Lord. For it 
was thy will to destroy by the hands of our 
fathers, both those old inhabitants of thy holy 
land, whom thou hatedst for doing most 
odious works of witchcrafts, and wicked sa- 
erifices; and also those merciless murderers 
of children, and devourers of man’s flesh, and 
the feasts of blood, with their priests out-of 
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the midst of their idolatrous crew, and the 
parents that killed with their own hands souls 
destitute of help: that the land, which thou 
esteemedst above all other, might receive a 
worthy colony of God’s children. Neverthe © 
less, even those thou sparedst as men, and 
didst send wasps, forerunners of thy host, to 
destroy them by little and little. Not that 
thou wast unable to bring the ungodly under 
the hand of the righteous in battle, or to de- 
stroy them at once with cruel beasts, or with 
one rough word: but executing thy judg- 
ments upon them by little and little, thou 
gavest them place of repentance, not being 
ignorant that they were a naughty genera- 
tion, and that their malice was bred in them, 
and that their cogitation would never be 
changed. For it was a cursed seed from the 
beginning; neither didst-thou for fear of any 
man give them pardon for those things where- 
in they sinned. For who shall say, What hast 
thou done? or who shall withstand thy judg- 
ment? or who shall accuse thee for the na~ 
tions that perish, whom thou hast made? or 
“who shall come to stand against thee, to be 
revenged for the unrighteous men? For nei- 
ther is there any God but thou that careth for 
all, to whom thou mightest show that thy 
judgment i is not unright. Neither shall king. 
or tyrant be able to set his face against thee. 
for any of whom thou hast punished. For 0° 
much then as thou art righteous thyself, thou 
orderest all things righteously: thinking it 
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10t agreeable with thy power to condemn 
him that hath. not deserved to be punished. 

For thy power is the beginning of righteous- 
hess, and because thou art the Lord ‘of all, it 
maketh thee to be gracious unto all. For 
‘when men will not, believe that thou art of a 
full power, thou showest thy strength, and 
among them that know it thou makest their 
boldness manifest. But thou, mastering thy 
power, judgest. with equity, and orderest us 
with great favour: for thou mayest use power 
when. thou wilt... But by such works hast 
thon taught thy people that the just man 
should be merciful, and hast made thy chil- 
dren to be of a good hope that thou givest 
repentance for sins. For if thou didst punish 
the enemies of thy children, and the con- 
demned to death, with such deliberation, 

giving them time and place, whereby they. 
might be delivered from their malice: With 
how great circumspection didst thou judge 
thine own sons, unto whose fathers thou hast 
sworn, and made covenant of good promises? 
Therefore, whereas thou dost chasten us, 
thou scourgest our, enemies a thousand times 
more, to,the intent that, when we judge we 
should. carefully think of thy goodness, and 
when we ourselves are judged, we should look 
for merey. . Wherefore, whereas men have 
lived dissolutely and unrighteously, thou hast 
tormented them with their own aboimina- 
tions, For they went astray very far in the. 
ways. of error, and held them for gods, which. 
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even among the beasts of their enemies were 
despised, being deceived, as children of no 
understanding, Therefore unto them, as to 
children without the use of reason, thou didst 
send .a judgment to mock them. But they 
that would not be reformed by that. correc- 
tion, wherein he dallied with them, shall feel 
a judgment -worthy of God. For, look, for 
what things they grudged, when they were 
punished, that is, for them whom they thought 
to be gods: (now) being punished in them. 
when they saw it, they acknowledged him to 
be: the true God, whom before they denied to 
know; and therefore came extreme damna-

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Wisdom xix. 


AS for the ungodly, wrath came upon them 

without mercy unto the end: for he knew 
before what they would do; how that having” 
given them leavé to depart, and sent them 
hastily away, they would repent, and pursue 
them. For whilst they were yet mourning 
and making lamentation at the graves of the 
dead, they ‘added another foolish device, and 
pursued them as fugitives, whom they had 
entreated to be gone. For thedestiny, where- 
of they were worthy, drew them oi galaal 
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end, and made them forget the things that 
had already happened, that they might fulfil 
the punishment which was wanting to their 
torments: and that thy people might pass a 
wonderful way: but they might find a strange 
death. For the whole creature in his proper 
‘kind was fashioned again anew, serving the 
peculiar commandments that were given unto 
‘them, that thy children might be kept with- 
out hurt: 4s namely, a cloud shadowing the 
‘camp: and where water stood before, dry 
land appeared: and out of the Red sea a 
‘way without impediment; and out of the 
violent stream a green field : wherethrough all 
the people went that were defended with thy 
hand,seeing thy marvellous strange wonders. 
For they went at large like horses, and leaped 
like lambs, praising thee, O Lord, who hadst 
delivered them. For they were yet mindful 
of the things that were done while they so- 
journed in the strange land, how the ground 
brought forth flies instead of cattle, and how 
the river cast up a multitude of frogs instead 
of fishes. But afterward they saw a new 
generation of fowls, when, being led with 
their appetite, they asked delicate meats. 
For quails came up unto them from the sea, 
for their contentment. And punishments 
came upon the sinners, not without former 
signs by the force of thunders: for they suf-~ 
fered justly according to their own wicked-— 
ness, insomuch as they used a more hard and 
hateful behaviour toward strangers. For the ’ 
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Sodomites did not receive those, whom they 
knew not when they came: but these brought 
friends into bondage, that had well deserved 
of them. And not only so, but peradventure 
some respect shall. be had of those, because 
they used strangers not friendly: but these 
very greviously afflicted them, whom they 
had received with feastings, and were already 
made partakers of the same laws with them. 
Therefore even with blindness were these 
stricken, as those were at the doors of the 
righteous man: when, being compassed about 
with horrible great. darkness, every one 
sought the passage of his own doors. For 
the elements were changed in themselves by 
a kind of harmony, like as, in a psaltery, 
notes change the name of the tune, and yet 
are always sounds; which may well be per- 
ceived by the sight of the things that have 
been done. For earthly things were turned 
into watery, and the things that before swam 
in the water, now went upon the ground. 
The fire had power in the water, forgetting 
his own virtue: and the water forgat his own 
quenching nature. On the other side, the 
flame wasted not the flesh of the eorruptible’ 
living things, though they walked therein: 
neither melted they the icy kind of heavenly 
meat, that was of nature apt to melt. For 
in all things, O Lord, thou didst magnify th 

people, and glorify them, neither didst thou 
lightly regard them: but didst assist them in 
every time and place, » ~ 1obaiw to gre:

Ecclesiasticus 1. 


ALL wisdom cometh from the Lord, and 
is with him for ever. Who can number 
the sand of the sea, and the drops of rain, and 
the days of eternity? Who can find out the 
height of heaven, and the breadth of the 
earth, and the deep, and wisdom? Wisdom 
hath been created before all things, and the 
understanding of prudence from everlasting. 
The word of God most high is the fountain 
of wisdom; and her ways are everlasting 
commandments. To whom hath the root of 
wisdom been revealed? or who hath known 
her wise counsels? (Unto whom hath the 
knowledge of wisdom been made manifest? 
and who hath understood her great experi- 
ence?) There is one wise and greatly to be 
feared, the Lord sitting upon his throne. He 
ereated her, and saw her, and numbered her, 
and poured her out upon all his works. She 
is with all flesh according to his gift, and he 
hath given her to them that love him. The 
fear of the Lord is honour, and glory, and 
gladness, and a crown of rejoicing. The fear 
of the Lord maketh a merry heart, and giveth 
joy, and gladness, and a long life. Whoso 
feareth the Lord, it shall go well with him at 
the last, and he-shall find favour in the day 
‘of his death. To fear the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom: and it was created with the 
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faithful in the womb. She hath built an 
everlasting foundation with men, and she 
shall continue with their seed. To fear the 
Lord is fulness of wisdom, and filleth men, 
with her fruits.. She filleth all their house 
with things desirable, and the garners with 
her increase... The fear of the Lord is a 
crown of wisdom, making peace and perfect 
health to flourish; both which are the gifts 
of God: and it enlargeth theirrejoicing that 
Jove him. Wisdom raineth down skill and 
knowledge of understanding, and exalteth 
them to honour that hold her fast. The root 
of wisdom is to fear the Lord, and the 
branches thereof are long life. The fear of 
the Lord driveth away sins: and where it is 
present, it turneth away wrath. <A furious 
man cannot be justified; for the sway of his 
fury shall be his destruction. A patient man— 
will bear for a time, and afterward joy shall 
spring up unto him. He will hide his words— 
jor a time, and the lips of many shall declare 
his wisdom. The parables of knowledge are- 
in the treasures of wisdom: but godliness is 
an abomination to a sinner. If thou desire 
wisdom, keep the commandments, and the 
Lord shall give her unto thee. For the fear 
of the Lord is wisdom and instruction: and 
faith and meekhess are his delight. Distrust 
not the fear of the Lord-when thou art poor: 
and come not unto him with. a double eat 
Be not a hypocrite in the sight of men, an 
take good heed what thou speakest. Exalt 
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not thyself, lest thou fall, and bring dishonour 
upon thy soul, and so God discover thy 
secrets, and cast thee down in the midst of 
the congregation, because thou camest not 1m 
truth to the fear of the Lord, but thy heart is 
full of deceit.

M* son, if thou come to serve the Lord, 

prepare thy soul for temptation. Set thy 
heart aright, and constantly endure, and 
make not haste in time of trouble. Cleave 
unto him, and depart not away, that thou 
mayest be increased at thy last end. What- 
soever is brought upon thee, take cheerfully, 
and be patient when thou art changed toa 
low estate. For gold is tried in the fire, and 
acceptable men in the furnace of adversity. 
Believe in him, and he will help thee; order 
thy way aright, and trust in him. Ye that 
fear the Lord, wait for his mercy; and go not 
aside, lest ye fall. Ye that fear the Lord, be- 
lieve him: and your reward shall not fail. 
Ye that fear the Lord, hope for good, and for 
everlasting joy and mercy. Look at the 
generations of old, and see; did ever any 
trust in the Lord, and was confounded? or 
did any abide in his fear, and was forsaken? 
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or whom did he ever despise, that called upow 
hin? for the Lord is full of compassion and 
mercy, long-suffering, and very pitiful, and. 
forgiveth sins, and saveth in time of affliction. 
Woe be to fearful hearts, and faint hands, and 
the sinner that goeth two ways! woe unto 
him that is faint-hearted! for he believeth 
not; therefore shall he not be defended. Woe 
unto you that have lost patience! and what 
will ye do when the Lord. shall visit you? 
They that fear the Lord will not disobey his 
word; and they that love him will keep his 
ways. They that fear the Lord will seek 
that which is well-pleasing unto him; and 
they that love him shall be filled with the 
law. They that fear the Lord will prepare 
their hearts, and humble their souls in his 
sight, saying, We will fall into the hands of 
the Lord, and not into the hands of men: for 
as his majesty is, so is his mercy.

Ecclesiasticus iii. 


HEAR me ‘your father, O children, and do 
thereafter, that ye may be safe. For 
the Lord hath given the father honour over 
the children, and hath confirmed the authority 
of the mother over the sons. Whoso honour- 
eth his father maketh an atonement for his’ 
sins; And he that honoureth his mother is as 
one that layeth up treasure. Whoso honour- 
eth his father shall have joy of Ats own chil- 
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dren; and when he maketh his prayer, he 
shall be heard. He that honoureth his father 
‘shall have a long life; and he that is obedient 
unto the Lord shall be a comfort to his mother. 
| Hethat feareth the Lord will honour his father, 
‘and will do service unto his parents, as to 
his masters. Honour thy father and mother 
‘both in word and deed, that a blessing may 
“come upon thee from them. For the blessing 
of the iather establisheth the houses of chil- 
dren; but the curse of the mother rooteth out 
foundations. Glory not in the dishonour of 
thy father; for thy father’s dishonour is no 
glory unto thee. For the glory of a man is 
from the honour of his father; and a mother 
in dishonour is.a reproach to the children. 
My son, help thy father in his age, and grieve 
him not as long as he liveth. And if his un- 
derstanding fail, have patience with him; and 
despise him not when thou art in thy full 
strength. For the relieving of thy father shall — 
not be forgotten: and instead of sins, it shall 
be added to build thee up. In the day of 
thine affliction it shall be remembered; thy 
sins also shall melt away, as the ice in the 
fair warm-weather. He that forsaketh his 
father is as a blasphemer; and he that an- 
gereth his mother is cursed of God. My son, 
go on with thy business in meekness; so shalt 
thou be beloved of him that is approved. The 
greater thou art, the more humble thyself, 
and thou shalt find favour before the Lord. 
Manyaare in high place, and of renown, but 
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mysteries are revealed unto the meek. For 
the power of the Lord) is great, and he is} 
honoured of the lowly. Seek not out the 
things that are too hard for thee, neither 
_, search the things that are above thy strength. 
But what is commanded thee, think there- 
upon with reverence ; for itis not needful for 
thee fo see with thine eyes the things that 
are in secret. Be not curious in unnecessary 
matters: for more things are showed unto thee 
than men understand. . For many are de- 
ceived by their own vain opinion; and an 
evil suspicion hath overthrown their judg- 
ment... Without eyes thou shalt want light: 
profess not the knowledge therefore that thou 
hast not. A stubborn heart shall fare evil at 
the last; and he that loveth danger shall perish 
therein. An obstinate heart shall be laden 
with sorrows: and the wicked man shall heap 
sin upon sin. In the punishment of the proud 
there is no remedy; for the plant of wicked- 
ness hath taken root in him. » The heart of 
the prudent will understand a parable; and 
an attentive ear is the desire of a wise man. 
Water will qnench a flaming fire; and alms 
maketh an atonement for sins. » And he that 
requiteth good turns is mindful of that which 
may come hereafter; and when he falleth, he 
shall find a stay.

Morning Service. 


First Lesson. Isaiah lix. 


12 EHOLD, the Lorn’s hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, 
that it cannot hear: but your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid Ais face from you, that he 
will not hear. For your hands are defiled 
with blood, and your fingers with iniquity; 
your lips have spoken lies, your tongue hath 
muttered perverseness. None ealleth for jus- 
tice, nor any pleadeth for truth: they trust 
in vanity, and speak lies; they conceive mis- 
chief, and bring forth iniquity. They hatch 
cockatrice’ eggs, and weave the spider’s web: 
he that eateth of their eggs dieth, and that 
which is crushed breaketh out into a viper. 
Their webs shall not become garments, nei- 
ther shall they cover themselves with | their 
works: their works;are works of iniquity, 
and the act of violence és in their hands. Their 
feet run to evil, and they make haste to shed 
innocent blood: their thoughts are thoughts 
of iniquity; wasting and destruction are in 
their paths. The way of peace they know 
not; and ¢here is no judgment in their goings: 
they have made them crooked paths: who 
soever goeth therein shall not know peace. 
Therefore is judgment far from us, neither 
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doth justice overtake us: we wait for light, 
but behold obscurity; for brightness, but we 
walk in darkness. We grope for the wall like 
the blind, and we grope as if we had no eyes: 
we stumble at noon-day as in the night; we 
are in desolate places as dead men. We roar 
all like bears, and mourn sore like doves: we 
look for judgment, but there 2s none; for sal- 
vation, but it is far off from us. For our 
transgressions are multiplied before thee, and 
our sins testify against us: for our transgres- 
sions are with us; and as_for our iniquities, 
we know them; in transgressing and lying 
against the Lorp, and departing away from 
our God, speaking oppression and revolt, con- 
ceiving and uttering from the heart words of 
falsehood. And judgment is turned away 

backward, and justice standeth afar off: for 

truth is fallen in the street, and equity cannot 
enter. Yea, truth faileth; and he ¢hat de- 
parteth from evil maketh himself a prey: and 
the Lorn saw if, and it displeased him that 
there was no judgment. 

And he saw that there was no man, and 
wondered that there was no intercessor: there- 
fore his arm brought salvation unto him; and 
his righteousness, it sustained him. For he 
put on righteousness as a breast-plate, and a 
helmet of salvatiun upon his head; and he 
put on the garments of vengeance for cloth- 
ing, and was clad with zeal as a cloak. 
According to their deeds, accordingly he will 
repay, fury to his adversaries, recompense te 
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his enemies; to the islands he will repay 
recompense. So shall they fear the name of 
the Lorp from the west, and his glory from 
the rising of the sun. When the enemy shalt 
come in like a flood, the Spirit of the Lorp 
shall lift up a standard against him. 

And the Redeemer shall come to Zion, and 
unto them that turn from transgression in 
Jacob, saith the Lorp. As for me this 7s my 
covenant with them, saith the Lory; My 
Spirit that 7s upon thee, and my words which 
I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out 
of thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of thy 
seed, nor out of the mouth of thy seed’s seed, 
saith the Lorn, from henceforth and for ever. 


Second Lesson. St. Luke vi. v. 20, 


AND he lifted up his eyes on his disciples, 
and said, Blessed be ye poor: for yours 
is the kingdom of God. Blessed are ye that 
hunger now: for ye shall be filled. Blessed 
are ye that weep now: for ye shall laugh. 
Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you, and 
when they shall separate you from their 
company, and shall reproach you, and cast 
out your name as evil, for the Son of man’s 
sake, Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy: 
for, behold, your reward zs great in hea- 
ven: for in the like manner did their fathers 
unto the prophets. But woe unto you that 
are rich! for ye have-received your consola- 
tion. Woe unto you that are full! for ye 
shall hunger. Woe unto you that laugh 
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pow! for ye shall mourn and weep. Wee 
unto you, when all men shall speak well of 
you! for so did their fathers to the false pro- 
phets. 

But I say unto you which hear, Love your 
enemies, do good to them which hate you, 
bless them that curse you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you. _And unto him 
that smiteth thee on the one cheek offer also 
the other; and him that taketh away thy 
cloak forbid not to take thy coat also. Give 
to every man that asketh of thee; and of him 
that taketh away thy goods ask them not 
again. And as ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye also to them likewise. | For if 
ye love them which Jove you, what thank 
have ye? for sinners also love those that love 
them. And if ye do good to them which 
do good to you, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also do even the same. And if ye 
lend to them of whom ye hope \to receive, 
what thank have ye? for sinuers also lend to 
sinners, to receive as much again. But love 
ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, 
hoping for nothing again; and your reward 
shall be great, and ye shall be the children of 
the Highest: for he is kind unto the wnthank- 
ful and ¢o the evil. Be ye therefore merciful, 
as your Father also is merciful. Judge not, 
and ye shall not be judged: condemn not, 
and ye shall not be condemned: forgive, and 
ye shall be forgiven: give, and it shall be 
given untu yous good measure, pressed down, 
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and shaken together, and running over, shall 
men give into your bosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to youagain. And he spake a par- 
able unto them, Can the blind lead the blind? 
shall they not: both fall into the ditch? The 
disciple is not above his master: but every 
one that is perfect shall be as his master. And 
why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother’s eye, but perceivest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Hither how canst 
thou say to thy brother, Brother, let me pull 
out the mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thyself beholdest not the beam that is in thine 
owneye? Thou hypocrite, cast out first the 
beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt 
thou see clearly to pull out the mote that is 
in thy brother’s eye. For a good tree bring- 
eth not forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. For every 
tree is known by his own fruit. For of thorns 
men do not gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. A good man out of the 
good treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is good; and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil: for of the abundance of the 
heart his mouth speaketh. 

And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and dp 
not the things which I say? Whosoever 
cometh to me, and heareth my sayings, and 
doeth them, I will show you to whom he is 
like: He is like a man which built a house, and 
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digged deep, and laid the foundation ona rock: 
and when the flood arose, the stream beat | 
vehemently upon that house, and could not 
shake it: for it was founded upon a rock. 
But he that. heareth, and doeth not, is like a 
man that without a foundation built a house | 
upon the earth; against which the stream did 
beat vehemently, and immediately it fell; and 
the ruin of that house was great. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Jonah iii. 


AND the word of the Lorn came unto Jo- — 

nah the second time, saying, Arise, go 
unto Nineveh, that great city, and preach 
unto it the preaching that I bid thee. So Jo- 
nah arose and went unto Nineveh, according 
to the word of the Lorn. (Now Nineveh 
was an exceeding great city of three days’ 
journey.) And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he eried, and said, 
Yet forty days, and Nineveh shall be over- 
thrown. 

So the people of Nineveh believed God, 
and. proclaimed a fast, and put on sackcloth, — 
from the greatest of them even to the least of 
them. For word came unto the king of Nine= _ 
veh, and he arose from his throne, and he 
laid his robe from him, and covered Adm wit 
sackcloth, and sat in ashes. And he caused’ 
it to be proclaimed and published through. 
Nineveh (by the decree of the king and his: 
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nobles,) saying, Let neither man nor beast, 
herd nor flock, taste any thing: let them not 
feed, nor drink water: but let man and beast 
be covered with sackcloth, and ery mightily 
unto God: yea, let them turn every one from 
his evil way, and from the violence that is 
in their hands. Who can tell 7f God will turn 
and repent, and turn away from his fierce an- 
‘ger, that we perish not? 

And God saw their works, that they turned 
‘from their evil way; and God repented of the 
evil that he had said that he would do unto 
them; and he did 7¢ not. 


Second Lesson. 2 Peter iii. 


Pus second epistle, beloved, I now write 
unto you; in both which I stir up your 

pure minds by way of remembrance: That 
ye may be mindful of the words which were 
| spoken before by the/holy prophets, and of 
the commandment of us the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour: Knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last days scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, and saying, 
Where is the promise of his coming? for since 

the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as 
| they were from the beginning of the creation: 
For this they willingly are ignorant of, that 
py the word of God the heavens were of old, 
and the earth standing out of the water and 
| in the water: whereby the world that then 
was, being overflowed with water, perished: 
| but the heavens and the earth, which are now, 
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by the same word are kept in store, reserved | 
into “fire against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men. But, beloved, be | 
not ignorant of this one thing, that one day is 
with the Lord as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. The Lord is not 
slack concerning his promise, as some men 
count slackness; but is long-suffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentance. But the 
day of the Lord will come as a thief in the 
night; in the which the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also. 
and the works that are therein shall be burnt 
up. Seeing then ¢hat all these things shall 
be dissolved, what manner of persons ought 
ye to be in add holy conversation and godli- 
ness, looking for and hasting unto the coming 
of the day of God, wherein the heavens be- 
ing on fire shall be dissolved, and the ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat? Never- 
theless we, according to his promise, look for 
new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwell- 
eth righteousness. Wherefore, beloved, see- 
- ing that ye look for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of him in peace, with- 
out spot, and blameless. And account that 
the long-suffering of our Lord zs salvation; — 
even as our beloved brother Paul also accord-— 
ing to the wisdom given unto him hath writ-— 
ten unto you; as also in all Ads epistles, speak- — 
ing in them of these things; in which are 
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some things hard to be understood, which 
they that are unlearned and foes as ots wrest. 
as they do also the other scriptures, unto their 
own destruction. Ye, therefore, beloved, see- 
ing ye know fhese Hane os before, beware lest 
ye also, being led away with the error of the 
| wicked, fall from your own steadfastness. 
But grow in grace, and in the knowledge of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. To him 
be glory both now and for ever. Amen.

First Lesson. Daniel x, 


N the third year of Cyrus king of Persia a 
thing was revealed unto Daniel, (whose 
name wascalled Belteshazzar;) and the thing 
was true, but the time appointed was long: 
and he understood the thing, and had under- 
standing of the vision. In those days I Da- 
nie! was mourning three full weeks. I ate no 
pleasant bread, neither came flesh nor wine 
in’ my mouth, neither did I anoint myself at - 
all, till three whole weeks were fulfilled. 
And in the four and twentieth day of the first 
month, as I was by the side of the great river, 
which zs Hiddekel; then I lifted up mine 
eyes, and looked, and behold a certain man 
clothed in linen, whose loins were girded with 
fine ‘gold of Uphaz: His body also was like 
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the beryl, and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, and 
his arms and his feet like in colour to polished 
brass, and the voice of his words like the 
voice of a multitude. And I Daniel alone 
saw the vision: for the men that were with 
me saw not the vision; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they fled to hide them- 
selves. Therefore I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there remained no 
strength in me: for my comeliness was turn- 
ed in me into corruption, and I retained no 
strength. Yet heard I the voice of his words: 
and when I heard the voice of his words, 
then was I in a deep sleep on my face, and 
my face toward the ground. 

And, behold, a hand touched me, which set 
me upon my knees and upon the palms of my 
hands. And ‘he said unto me; O Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved, understand the words 
that I speak unto thee, and stand upright: 
for unto thee am I now sent. And when he 
had spoken this word unto me, I stood trem- 
bling. Then said he unto me, Fear not, Da-~ 
niel: for from the first day that thou didst set: 
thine heart to understand, and to chasten thy- 
self before thy God, thy words were heard, 
and Fam come for thy words. But the prince’ 
of the kingdomof Persia withstood me one 
and twenty days: but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief princes came to help me; and I re 
mained there with the kings of Persia. Now 
1 am come to make thee understand what 
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Shall befall thy people in the latter days: for) 
et the vision zs for many days. And when 
te had spoken such words unto me, J set my 
face toward the ground, and I became dumb. 

And, behold, one like the similitude of the 
sons of mei touched my lips: then I opened 
iny mouth, and spake, and said unto him that 
siood before me, O my lord, by the vision my 
sorrows are turned upon me, and I have re- 
tained no strength. For how can the servant 
of this my lord talk with this my lord? for 
as for me, straightway there remained no 
strength in me, neither is there breath left in 
me. Then there came again and touched me 
one like the appearance of a man, and he 
strengthened me, and said, O man, greatly 
beloved, fear not: peace be unto thee, be 
strong, yea, be strong. And when he had 
spoken unto me, I was strengthened, and said, 
Let my lord speak; for thou hast strengthened 
me. Then said he, Knowest thou wherefore 
Icome unto thee? and now will I retarn to 
fight with the prince of Persia: and when I 
am gone forth, lo, the:prince of Grecia shall 
come. But I will show thee that which is 
noted in the scripture of truth: and there is 
none that holdeth with me in these things, 
but Michael your prince. 


Second Lesson. St. John xiv. 


Le not your heart be troubled: ye believe 

in God, believe also in me. In my Fa- 

ther’s house are many imansions: if 7¢ were 
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not so, 1 would have told you. I go to pre- 
pare a place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also. And whither I go ye 
know, and the way ye know. Thomas saith 
unto him, Lord, we know not whither thou 
goest; aud how can we know the way? Je- 
sus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me. If ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father alsor and from 
henceforth ye know him, and have seen him, 
Philip saith unto him, Lord, show us the Fa- 
ther, and it sufficeth us: Jesus saith unto 
him, Have I been so long time with you, and 
yet hast thou not known me, Philip? he that 
hath seen me hath scen the Father, and how 
sayest thou then, Show us the Father? Be- 
lievest thou not that Iam in the Father, and 
the Father in me? the words that I speak 
unto you I speak not of myself: but the Fa- 
ther that dwelleth in me, he doeth the works. 
Believe me that I am in'the’ Father, and the 
Father in me: or else believe me for the very 
works’ sake. Verily, verily, say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the works that I 
do shall he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go unto my Fa- 
ther. And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father may be be 
elorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any 
thing: in my name, I will:do @f/09 8) ice 
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If ye love me, keep my commandments 
And I will ;tay the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannat receive, because it 
seeth him not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you. I will not leave you com- 
fortless:' I will come to you. Yet a litile 
while, and the world seeth me no more; but 
ye see me: because I live, ye shall live also. 
At that day ye shall know that I.am in my 
Father, and ye in me, and I in you. He that 
hath my commandments, and keepeth them, 
he it is that loveth me: and he that loveth 
me shall be loved of my Father, and I will 
love him, and will manifest myself to him, 
Judas saith unto him, not Iscariot, Lord, how 
is it that thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, 
and not unto the world? Jesus answered 
and said unto him, If a man love me, he 
will keep my words: and my Father will 
love him, and we will-come unto him, and 
make our abode with him. He that loveth 
me not keepeth not my sayings: and the 
word which ye hear is not mine, but the Fa- 
ther’s which sent me. These things have I 
spoken unto yon, being yet present with you, 
But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you, Peace [ leave with you, my 
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peace I give unto you: not as the world 
yiveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have 
heard how 1 said unto you, 1 go away, and 
-eome again unto you. If ye loved me, ye 
would. rejoice, because J said, I go unto the 
Father: for my Father is greater than. And 
now I have told you before it come to pass, 
that, when it is come to pass, ye might be- 
lieve. Hereafter I will not talk much with 
you: for the prince of this world cometh, and 
hath nothing in me. But that the world may 
know that I love the Father; and as the Fa- 
ther gave me commandment, even so I do. 
Arise, let us go hence.

How shall I ‘give thee up, Eph- 
raim? how shall I deliver thee, Israel? how 
$hall I make thee as Admah? how shall I set 
thee as Zeboim? mine heart is turned within 
me, my repentings are kindled together. ,I 
will not execute the fierceness of mine anger, 
IT will not return to destroy Ephraim: for Lam 
God, and not: man; the Holy One in the 
midst of thee: and I will not enter into the 
eity. They shall walk after the Lorp: he 
shall roar like a lion: when he shall roar, 
then the children shall tremble from the west. 
They shall tremble as a bird out of Egypt, 
and as a dove out of the land of Assyria: 
and I will place them in their houses, saith 
the Lorp. Ephraim compasseth me about 
with lies, and the house of Israel with de- 
ceit: but Judah yet ruleth with God, and is 
faithful with the saints.

First Lesson. Daniel xi. 


A LSO I in the first year of Darius the 
io aie even I, stood to somGnme and. to 
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the truth. Behold, there shall band up | 
three kings in Persia; and the fourth shall be | 
far richer than they all: and by his strength | 
through his riches, he shall stir up all against | 
the realm »of' Grecia. And a mighty king | 
shall stand up, and shall rule with great do-— 
minion, and do according to his will. And 
whew heishall stand up, his kingdom shall be 
byoken, and shall be divided toward the four 
winds of heaven, and not to his posterity, 
nor according to his dominion which he~ 
ruled: for his kingdom shall be plucked up, 
even for others beside those. 

And the king of the south shall be strong, 
and one of his princes; and he shall be strong 
above him, and have dominion;. his dominion - 
shall be a great dominion. And in the end — 
of years they shall join themselves together; — 
for the king’s daughter of the south shall 
come. to the king of the north to make an 
agreement: but she shall not retain the power 
of the arm; neither shall he stand, nor his 
arm: but she shall be given up, and they 
that brought her, and he that begat her, and 
he that strengthened her in these times. But 
out of a branch of her roots shall one stand 
up in his estate, which shall come with an’ 
army, and shall enter into the fortress of the 
king of the north, and shall deal agains 
them, and shall prevail: And shall also carr 
captives into Egypt their gods, with thet 
princes, and with their precious vessels 0: 
silver and of gold; and he shall continue 
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more years than the king of the north,’ So 
the king of the south shall come into his 
kingdom, and shall return into his own land. 
But his sons shall be stirred up, and shall as- 
semble a multitude of great forces: and one 
shall certainly come, and overflow, and pass 
through: then shall he return, and be stirred 
up, even to his fortress. And the king of the 
south shall be moved with choler, and shall 
come forth and fight with him, even with the 
king of the north: and he shall set forth a 
great multitude; but the multitude shall be 
given into his hand. nd when he hath 
taken away the multitude, his heart shall be 
lifted up; and he shall cast down many ten 
thousands: but he shall not be strengthened 
oy it. For the king of the north shall re- 
turn, and shall set forth a multitude greater 
than the former, and shall certainly come 
(after certain years) with a great army and 
with much riches. _ And in those times there 
shall many stand up against the king of the 
south: also the robbers of thy people shall 
exalt themselves to establish the vision; but 
they shall fall. So the king of the north shall 
come, and cast up a mount, and take the 
most fenced cities: and the arms of the south 
shall not withstand, neither his chosen peo- 
ple, neither shall there be any strength to 
withstand. But he that cometh against him 
shall do according to his own will, and none 
shall stand before him: and he shall stand in 
the glorious land, which by his hand shall be 
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consumed. He shall also set his face to euier 
with the strength of his whole kingdom, and 
upright ones with him; thus shall he do: an 
he shall give him the daughter of women 
corrupting her: but she shall not stand on Ad 
side, neither be for him. After this shall he 
‘turn his face unto the isles, and shall tak 
many: but a prince for his own behalf shall 
cause the reproach offered by him to cease; 
without his own reproach he, shall cause 7 to 
turn upon him. Then he shall turn his face 
toward the fort of his own land: but he shall 
stuinble and fall, and not be found. Then 
shall stand up in his estate a raiser of taxes 
in the glory of the kingdom: but within few. 
days he shall be destroyed, neither in anger, 
nor in battle. And in his estate shall stand 
up a vile person, to whom they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom: but he 
shall come in peaceably, and obtain the ye 
dom by flatteries. And with the arms of 
flood shall they be overflown from before 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also the prince’ 
of the covenant. And after the league made 
with him: he shall work deceitfully: for he 
shall come up, and shall become strong with 
a small people. He shall enter peaceably 
even upon the fattest places of the province; 
and he shall do that which his fathers have not 
done, nor his fathers’ fathers; he shall scatter 
among them the prey, and spoil, and riches: 
yea, aud he shall forecast his devices against 
the strong holds, even fora sme ‘ iadeill 
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shall stir up his power and his courage against’ 
the king of the south with a great army; 
and the king of the south shall be stirred 
up to battle with a very great and mighty 
army; but he shall not stand: for they shall 
forecast devices against him. Yea, they that 
feed of the portion of his meat shall destroy 
him, and his army shall overflow: and many 
shall fall down slain. And both these kings’ 
hearts shall be to do mischief, and they shall 
speak lies at one table; but it shall not pros- 
per: for yet the end shall be at the time ap- 
pointed. Then shall he return into his land 
with great riches; and his heart shall be 
against the holy covenant; and he shall do 
explotts,and return to his own Jand. At the 
time appointed he shall return, and come to- 
ward the south; but it shall not be as the 
former, or as the latter. 


Second Lesson. St John xv. 


[ AM the true vine, and my Father is the 

husbandman. Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that 
it may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are 
clean through the word which I have spoken 
unto you. Abide inme,and Tin you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine; no more can ye, except 
ye abide in me. Iam the vine, ye are the 
rranches: He that abideth in me, and I in 
him, the same bringeth forth much fruit: for 
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without me ye can do nothing. If a man 
abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, 
and is withered; and men gather them, and 
cast them into. the fire, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you. Herein is my Father glo- 
rified, that ye bear much fruit: so shall ye be 
my disciples. As the Father hath loved me, 
so have loved you: continue ye in my love. 
If ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide 
in my love; even as I have kept my Father’s 
commandments, and abide in his love. These 
things have I spoken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and ¢hat your joy might 
be full. This is my commandment, that, ye 
love one another, as I have loved you 
Greater love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends. Ye are 
my friends, if ye do whatsoever I command 
you. Henceforth I call you not servants; for 
the servant knoweth not what his lord doeth: 
but I have called you friends; for all things 
that I have heard of my Father I have made 
known unto you. Ye have not chosen me 
but I have chosen you, and ordained you, tha 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, and tha 
you fruit should remain: that whatsoever yé 
shall ask of the Father in my name, he ma 
give it you. These things I command yo 
that ye love one another. | If the world hat 
you, ye know that it hated me before i¢ hate 
you. If ye were of the world, the. wor 
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would love his own: but because ye are not 
of ihe world, but Ihave chosen you out of 
the world, therefore the world hateth you. 
Remember the word that I said unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord. If 
they have persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they have kept my saying, they 
will keep yours also. But all these things 
will they do unto you for my name’s sake, 
because they know not him that sent me. If 
Thad not come and spoken unto them, they 
had not had sin; but now they have no cloak 
for their sin. He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin: but now have they both seen 
and hated both me and my Father. But this 
cometh to pass, that the word might be ful- 
filled that is written in their law, They hated 
me without a cause. But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of 
me: and ye also shall bear witness, because 
ye have been with me from the beginning.

Hosea xil. 


J PHRAIM feedeth on wind, and followeth ~ 

+4 after the east wind: he daily inereaseth 

lies and desolation; and they do make a co- 

wenant with the Assyrians, and oil is carried 
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into Hgypt. The Lorp hath also a contro- 
versy with Judah, and will punish Jacob ac- 
cording to his ways; according to his doings 
will he recompense him. 

He took his brother by the heel in the 
womb, and by his strength he had power 
with God: Yea, he had power over the angel, 
and prevailed: he wept, and made supplica- 
tion-unto hinr: ‘he found him 7m Beth-el, and 
there he spake with us; even the Lorp God 
of hosts; the Lorp zs his memorial.. There- 
fore turn thou to thy God; keep mercy and 
judgment, and wait on thy God continually. — 

He is a merchant, the balances of deceit are 
in his hand: he loveth to oppress. And Eph- 
raim said, yet J am become rich, I have found 
me out substance: 77 all my labours they 
shall find none iniquity in me that were sin. 
And I that am the Lorp thy God from the 
land of Egypt will yet make thee to dwell in 
tabernacles, as in the days of the solemn feasts. 
Il have also spoken by the» prophets, and I 
have multiplied visions, and used similitudes, 
by the ministry of the prophets. Js there 
iniquity 7m Gilead? surely they are vanity: 
they sacrifice bullocks in Gilgal; yea, thei 
altars are as heaps in the furrows of the field 
And Jacob fled into the country of Syria, an 
Israel served for a wife, and for a wife 
kept sheep. And by a prophet’ the Lor 
brought Israel out of Egypt, and by a proph 
was he preserved. Ephraim provoked Az 
to anger most bitterly: therefore shall. 
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eave his blood upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him.

Fu st Lesson. Daniel xi. v. 30. 

HOR the ships of Chittim shall come against 

him: therefore he shall be grieved, and 
eturn, and have indignation against the 
ioly covenant: so shall he do; he shall even 
‘eturn, and have intelligence with them that 
orsake the holy covenant... And arms shall 
tand on his part, and they shall pollute the 
anetuary of strength, and shall take away 
he daily sacrifice, and they shall place the 


ibomination that maketh desolate. Andsuch - 


is do wickedly against the covenant shall he 
orrupt by flatteries: but the people that do 
<now their God shall be strong, and do ezx- 
ploits. And they that understand among the 
yeople shall instruct many: yet they shall 
all by the sword, and by flame, by captivity, 
und by spoil, many days. Now when they 
shall fall, they shall be holpen with a little 
velp: but many shall cleave to them with 
latteries. And some of them of understand- 
ng shall fall, to try them, and to purge, and 
o make them white even to the time of the 
snd: because z¢ is yet for a time appointed. 
And the king shall do according to his will; 
and he shall exalt himself, and magnify him- 
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self above every god, and shall speak mar- 
vellous things against the God of gods, and 
shall prosper till the indignation be accom- 
plished: for that that is determined shall be 
done. Neither shall he regard the God of his 
fathers, nor the desire of women, nor regard 
any god: for he shall magnify himself above 
all. ath in his estate shall he honour the God 
of forces: and a god whom his father knew 
not shall he honour with gold, with'silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleasant things. 
Thus shall he do in the most strong holds 
with a strange god, whom he shall acknow- 
ledge and increase with glory: and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and shall di- 
vide the land for gain. And at the time of. 
the end shall the king of the south push. at 
him: and the king of the north shall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with chariots, 
and with horsemen, and with many ships; 
and he shall enter into the countries, and shall 
overflow and pass over. He shall enter also 
into the glorious land, and many cowntries 
shall be overthrown: but these shall escape 
out of his hand, even Edom, and Moab, and 
the chief of the children of Ammon. He shall 
stretch forth his hand also upon the countries 
and the land of Egypt shall not escape. But 
he shall have power over the treasures of gol 
and of silver, and over all the precious thin 
of Egypt: and the Libyans and the Et 
piaus shall be at his steps. But tidings 
of the east and out of the north shall tro 
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him: therefore he shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make away 
many. And he shall plant the tabernacles 


_of his palaces between the seas in the glori 


ous holy mountain; yet he shall come to his 


end, and none shall help him. 


Second Lesson. St. John xi. v. 45. 


HEN many of the Jews which came to 
Mary, and had seen the things which Je- 
sus did, believed on him. But some of them 
Went their ways to the Pharisees, and told 
them what things Jesus had done. 

Then gathered the chief priests and the 
Pharisees a council, and said, What do we? 
for this man doeth many miracles, If we let 
him thus alone, all. men will believe on, him: 
and the Romans shall come and take away 
both our place and nation. And one of them, 
named Caiaphas, being the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing 
at all, nor consider that it is expedient for us, 
that one man should die for the people, and 
that the whole nation perish not... And this 
spake he not of himself: but being high priest 
that year, he prophesied that Jesus should die 
for that nation; and not for that nation only, 

but that also he should. gather together in one 
the childrenof God that were scattered abroad. 
Then from that day forth they took counsel: 


_ together for to put him to death. Jesus there- 


fore walked no more openly among the Jews; 


but went thence unto a country near to the 
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wilderness, into a city called Ephraim, and 
there continued with his disciples. 

And the Jews’ passover was nigh at hand: 
and many went out of the country up to Je- 
rusalem: before the ‘passover, to purify them- 
selves. Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they stood in the 
temple, What think ye, that he will not come 
- to the feast? Now both the chief’priests and 
the Pharisees had given a commandment, 
that, if any man knew where he were, he 
should show 7¢, that they might take him,

Hosea. xiii. 
V THEN Ephraim spake trembling, he ex- 
alted himself in Israel; but when he of- 
fended in Baal, he died. And ‘now they sin 
more and more, and have made them molten 
images of their silver and idols according to 
their own understanding, all of it the work 
of the craftsmen: they say of them, Let the 
men that sacrifice kiss the calves.’ Therefore 
they shall be as the morning cloud, and as the 
early dew that passeth away, as the chaff that 
is driven with the whirlwind out of the floor, 
and as the smoke out of the chimney. Yet I 
am'the Lorp thy God from the land of Egypt, 
and thou shalt know no god but me: ‘for there 
is no saviour beside me. : 
I did: know thee in the wildest 
‘and of great drought. According 'to ‘t 
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pasture, so were they filled; they were filled, 
and their heart was exalted; therefore have 
they forgotten me. Therefore I will be unto 
them as a lion: as a leopard by the way will 
I observe them. I will meet: them as a bear 
that is bereaved of her whelps, and will rend 
the caul of their heart, and there will I devour 
them like a lion: the wild beast shall tear 
them. 

O Israel, thou hast destroyed thyself; but 
in me zs thine help. I will be thy king: where 
is any other that may save thee in all thy 
cities? and thy judges of whom thou saidst, 
Give me a king and princes? I gave thee a 
king in mine anger, and took him away in my 
wrath. The iniquity of Ephraim zs bound 
up; his sin 7s hid. The sorrows of a travail+ 
ing woman shall come upon him: he 7s an 
unwise son; for he should not stay long in 
the place of the breaking forth of children. 
I will ransom them from the power of the 
erave; I will redeem them from death: O 
death, I willibe thy plagues; O grave, I will 
be thy destruction: repentance shall be hid 
from mine eyes. 


Though he be fruitful among his brethren, 


an east wind shall come, the wind of the Lorp 
shall come up from the wilderness, and his 
spring shall become dry, and his fountain shall 


be dried up: he shall spoil the treasure of all: 
pleasant vessels. Samaria shall become deso- 


late; for she hath rebelled against her God: 
they shall fall by the sword: their infants 
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shall be dashed in pieces, and their women 
with child shall be ripped up. .

ND. at that time shall Michael stand up, 
the great prince which standeth for the

And one said 
the man) clothed in linen, which eas upot 
the waters of the river, How slong sh 
it be to the end of. these woneeaeer atone 
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eard the man clothed in linen, which was 
pon the waters of the river, when he held 
up his right hand and his left hand unto hea- 
en, and sware by him that liveth for ever 
that it shall be fora time, times, and a half; 

and when he shall have accomplished to scat- 
ter the power of the holy people, all these 
things shall be finished. And I heard, but I 
understood not: then said I, Omy Lord, what 
shall be the end of these things\2 And’ he 
said, Go thy way, Daniel: for the words are 
closed up and sealed till the time of the end. 

Many shall be purified, and made white, and 
tried; but the wicked shall do wickedly: and 
none of the wicked shall understand; but the 
wise shall understand. And from the time 
that the daily sacrifice shall be taken away, 
and the abomination that maketh desolate set 
up, there shall be a thousand two hundred 
and ninety days. Blessed is he that waiteth, 
and cometh to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days. But go thou thy 
way till the end de: for thou shalt rest, and 
stand in thy lot at the end of the days. 


Second Lesson. St. John xiii. 


Now before the feast of the passover, when 
Jesus knew that his hour was come that 
he should depart out of this world unto the 
Father, having loved his own which were in. 
the world, he loved them unto the end. And 
supper being ended, the devil having now put 
into the heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, 
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to betray him; Jesus kaowing that the Fa: 
ther had given all things into his hands, and 
that he was come from God, and went to God. 
he riseth from supper, and laid aside his gar: 
ments; and took a towel, and girded himself 
After that he poureth water into a basin, and 
began to wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith he was girded. 
Then cometh he to Simon Peter: and Pete 
said unto him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet: 
Jesus answered. and said unto him, What. ] 
do thou knowest not now; but thou shalt 
know hereafter. Peter saith unto him, Thou 
shalt never wash my feet. . Jesus answered 
him, If I wash thee not, thou hast no part 
with me.. Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, 
not my feet only, but also »y hands and my 
head... Jesus saith to him, He that is: washed 
needeth not save to wash Azs feet, but is clean 
every whit: and ye are clean, but not all. 
For he knew who should betray him; there- 
fore said he, Ye are not all clean. So after he 
had: washed their feet, and ‘had taken his gar- 
ments,.and was set down again, he said unto 
them, Know ye what I have done to you? 
Ye call me Master and Lord: and ye say 
well; for solam. If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet; ye also ought 
to wash one another’s feet.. For I have giv 
you an example, that ye should do as I ha 
done to you. Verily, verily, I say unto y 

The servant is not greater than his lord; ne 
ther he that is sent greater than he that 
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him. Tf ye know these things, happy are ye 
if ye do them. 

I speak not of you all: I know whom I 
have chosen: but that the scripture may be 
fulfilled, He that eateth bread with me, hath 
lifted up his*heel against me.. Now I tell you 
before it come, that, when it is come to pass, 
ye may believe that: Iam he. Verily, verily, 
I-say uiito you, He that receiveth whomso- 
ever I send, receiveth me; and he that re- 
eeiveth me receiveth him that sent me. When 
Jesus had thus said, he was troubled in spirit, 

and testified, and said, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray me. 

Then the disciples looked one on another, 
doubting of whom he spake. Now there was 
leaning on Jésus’ bosom one of his disciples, 
whom Jesus loved. Simon Peter therefore 
beckoned to him, that he should ask who it 
should be of whom he spake. He then lying 
on Jesus’ breast saith unto him, Lord, who is 
it? Jesus answered, He it is, to whom I shall 
give asop, when I have dipped zt. And when 
he had dipped the sop, he gave zf to Judas 
Iscariot, the son of Simon. And after the sop 
Satan entered into him. Then said Jesus 
unto him, That thou doest, doquickly. Now 
no man at the table knew for what intent he 
spake this unto him. ‘For ‘some of them 
thought, because Judas had the bag, that 
Jesus had said unto him, Buy those things 
that we have need of against the feast; or, 
that’ he should give something to the poor. 
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He then having received the sop went im 
mediately out: and it was night. 

Therefore, when he was gone out, Jesu: 
said, Now is the Son of man glorified, and 
God is glorified in him. If God be glorified 
in him, God shall also glorify hith in himself. 


‘and shall straightway glorify him. Little 


children, yet a little while I am with you. 
Ye shall seek me: and as I said unto the Jews 
Whither I go, ye cannot come; so now I say 
to you. A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another; as I have 
loved you, that ye also love one another. By 
this shall all men know that ye are my disci- 
ples, if ye have love one to another. 

Simon Peter said unto him, Lord, whithe1 
goest thou? Jesus answered him, Whither 
I go, thou canst not follow me now; but 
thou shalt follow me afterwards. Peter said 
unto him, Lord, why cannot I follow thee 
now? I will lay down my life for thy sake.

"The 
Lorp hath appeared of old unto me, saying 
Yea, 1 have loved thee with an everlasting 
love: therefore with loving-kindness have'l 
drawn thee.

Thou shalt yet plant vines upon the 
‘mountains of Samaria: the planters shall 
plant, and shall eat them as common things. 
For there shall be a day, that the watehmen 
upon the mount Ephraim shall cry, Arise 
ye, and let us go up-to Zion unto the Lorp 
our God, For thus saith the Lorn; Sing 
with gladness for Jacob, and shout among the 
ehief of the nations: publish ye, praise ye, 
and say, O Lorp, save thy people the rem- 
nant of Israel... Behold, I will bring them 
from the north country, and gather them from 
the coasts of the earth, and with them the 
blind and the lame, the woman with. child 
and her that travaileth with child together:.a 
great company shall return thither. .They 
shall come with weeping, and with supplica- 
tions will I lead them: I will cause them to 
wallc by the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wherein they shall not stumble: for lama 
father to Israel, and Ephraim zs my first-born. 
_. Hear the word of the Lorn, O ye nations, 
and: declare z¢ in the isles afar off, and say, 
He that scattered Israel will gather him, and 
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keep him, asa shepherd doth his flock. Fot 
the Lorp hath redeemed Jacob, and ransomed 
him from the hand of him that was stronger 
than he. Therefore they shal) come and sing 
in the height of Zion, and shall flow together 
to the goodness of the Lorn, for wheat, and 
for wine, and for oil, and for the young of the 
flock and of the herd: and their soul shall be 
as a watered garden; and they shall not sor- . 
row any more at all. Then shall the virgin — 
rejoice in the dance, both young men and old 
together: for I will turn their mourning into ~ 
joy, and will comfort them, and make them — 
rejoice from their sorrow. And I will satiate 
the soul of the priests with fatness, and my — 
people shall be satisfied with my oibiiate: 
saith the Lorp. . 

Thus saith the Lory; A voice was isda 
in Ramah, lamentation, and bitter weeping; — 
Rachel weeping for her children refused to be ~ 
comforted for her children, because they were 
not. ‘Thus saith the Lorp; Refrain thy voice ~ 
from weeping, and thine eyes from tears; for 
thy work shall be rewarded, saith the Lorn; ~ 
and they shall come again from the land of 
the enemy. And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lorp, that thy children shall come 
again to their own border. 

I have surely heard Ephraim bemoaning 
himself thus; Thou hast chastised me, and 
was chastised, as a bullock unaccustomed fa 
the yoke: turn thou me, and I shall be turnec 
for thou art the Lorp my God. Surely : 
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that | was turned, IL repented; and after thar 
Iwas instructed, I smote upon my thigh: 1 
was ashamed, yea, even confounded, because 
I did bear the reproach of my youth. Zs 
Epbraim my dear son? zs hea pleasant child? 
for since I spake against him, Ido earnestly 
remember him still: therefore my bowels are 
‘troubled for him; I will surely have merey 
upon him, saith the Lorp. Set thee up way- 
marks, make thee high heaps: set thine heart 
toward the highway, even the way which 
‘thou wentest: turn again, O virgin of Israel, 
turn again to these thy cities. 
_ How long wilt thou go about, O thou back- 
sliding daughter? for the Lorp hath created 
a new thing in'the earth, A woman shall 
compass a man. Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; As yet they shall 
‘use this speech in the land of Judah and in 
the cities thereof, when I shall bring again 
| their captivity; The Lorp bless thee, O habi- 
tation of justice, and mountain of holiness. 
And there shall dwell in Judah itself, and in 
all the cities thereof together, husbandmen, 
and they that go forth with flocks. For I 
have satiated the weary soul, and I have re- 
plenished every sorrowful soul. Upon this I 
awaked, and beheld: and my sleep was sweet 
unto me. 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lorp, that 
I will sow the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah with the seed of inan, and with the 
seed of beast. And it shall come to pass, that 
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like us I have watched over them, to pluck — 
up, and to break down, and to throw down, 7 
and to destroy, and to afflict; so will I watch — 
over them, to build, and to plant, saith the 
Lorp. In those days they shall say no more, | 
‘The fathers have eaten a sour grape, andthe 
children’s teeth are set on edge.

Lorp:) but this shadl be the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel: After 
those days, saith the Lorp, I will put my law 
in their inward parts, and write it in their 
hearts; and will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. And they shall teach no more 
every man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lorp: for they 
shall all know me, from the least of them unto 
the greatest of them, saith the Lorp: for I 
will forgive their iniquity, and I will remem- 
ber their sin no more. ‘i 

Thus saith the Lory, which giveth the su 
for a light by day, and the ordinances of 
moon and of the stars! for a light by n 
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which divideth the sea when the waves there- 
of roar; The Lorp of hosts ¢s his name: If 
those ordinances depart from before me, saith 
the Lorn, then the seed of Israel also shall 
cease from being a nation before me for ever. 
Thus saith the Lorn; If heaven above can 
be measured, and the foundations of the earth 
searched out beneath, I will also cast off all 
the seed of Israel for all that they have done, 
saith the Lorp. 
-» Behold, the days come, saith the Lorp, that 
the city shall be built to the Lorp from the 
tower of Hananeel unto the gate of the cor- 
ner. And the measuring line shall yet go 
forth over against it upon the hill Gareb, and 
shall compass about to Goath. And the whole 
_walley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, 
and all the fields unto the brook of Kidron, 
unto the corner of the horse-gate toward the 
east, shall be holy unto the Lorp; it: shall 
not be plucked up, nor thrown down any 
more for ever.

: BV TEN Jesus had spoken these words, he 
| went forth with his disciples over the 
brook Cedron, where was a garden, into the 
which he entered, and his disciples. And 
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Judas also, which betrayed him, knew the 
place: for Judas ofttimes resorted thither with 
his disciples. Judas then, having received a 
band gf menand officers from the chief priests 
and Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns 
and torches and weapons. Jesus therefore, 
knowing all things that should come upon 
him, went forth, and said: unto them, Whom 
seek ye? They answered him, Jesus of Na- 
zareth. Jesus saith unto them, Iam fe. And 
Judas also, which betrayed him, stood with 
them. As soon then as he had said, unto. 
them, I am he, they went backward, and fell 
to. the ground. Then asked he them again, 
Whom seek ye? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you 
that I am he: if therefore ye seek me, let 
these go their way: That the saying might 
be fulfilled, which he spake, Of them which 
thou gavest me have I lost none, Then Si- 
mon Peter having a sword drew it, and smote 
eke high priest’s servant, and cut off his right 
The servant’s name was Malchus. Then 
cae Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into 
the sheath: the cup which my Father hath 
given me, shall I not drink it? Then the band 
and the captain and officers of the Jews took 
Jesus, and bound him, and led him away to 
Annas first; for he was father-in-law to Cai 


year. Now Caiaphas was he, which gayi 
counsel to the Jews, that it was exped: 
that one man should die for the eevee: 
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And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so 
did another disciple: that disciple was known 
unto the high priest, and went in with Jesus 
into the palace of the high priest. But Peter 
stood at the door without. Then went out 
that other disciple, which was known unto 
the high priest, and spake unto her that kept 
the door, and brought in Peter. Then saith 
the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, Art 
not thou also one of this man’s disciples? He 
saith, Iam not. And the servants and offi- 
cers stdod there, who had made a fire of coals; 
for it was cold: and they warmed themselves: 
and Peter stood with them, and warmed him- 
self. 

The high priest then asked Jesus of his dis- 
ciples, and of his doctrine. Jesus answered 
him, I spake openly to the world; I ever 
taught in the synagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jews always resort; and in se- 
cret have I said nothing. Why askest thou 
me? ask them which heard me, what I have 
said unto them: behold, they know what I 
said. And when he had thus spoken, one of 
the officers which stood by struck Jesus with 
the palm of his hand, saying, Answerest thou 
the high priest so? Jesus answered him, If I 
have spoken evil, bear witness of the evil: 
but if well, why smitest thou me? Now An- 
nas had sent him bound unto: Caiaphas the 
high priest. And Simon Peter stood and 
warmed himself. They said therefore unto 
him, Art not thou also one of his disciples? 
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He denied zt, and said, Iam not. One of the’ 
servants of the high priest, being Azs kinsman 
whose ear Peter cut off, saith, Did not I see 
thee in the garden with him? Peter then de- 
nied again: and immediately the cock crew. — 

Then led they Jesus from Caiaphas unto 
‘the hall of judgment: and it was early; and 
they themselves went not into the judgment 
hall, lest they should be defiled; but that they 
might eat the passover. Pilate then went out 
unto them, and said, What aecusation bring 
ye against this man? They answered and 
said unto him, If he were not a malefactor, 
we would not have delivered him up unto 
thee. Then said Pilate unto them, Take ye? 
him, and judge him according to your law. ~ 
The Jews therefore said unto him, It is not” 
lawful for us to put any man to death: That_ 
the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, which © 
he spake, signifying what death he should die, ~ 
Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall 
again, and called Jesus, and said unto him, © 
Art thou the King of the Jews? Jesus an= 
swered him, Sayest thou this thing of thyself, 
or did others tell it thee of me? Pilate an. 
‘swered, Amla Jew? Thine own nation and 
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what hast thou done? Jesus answered, Mj 
kingdom is not of this world: if my king¢ 
were of this world, then would my se 
fight, that I should not be delivered 
Jews: but now is my kingdom not 
hence. Pilate therefore said unto hi 
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thou a king then? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayest that lama king. To this end was I 
born, and for this cause came I into the world, 
that I should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth heareth my 
voice. Pilate saith unto him, What is truth? 
And when he had said this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and saith unto them, I find in 
him no fault a¢ all. But ye have a custom, 
i that I should release unto you one at the pass- 
over: will yes therefore that I release unto 
“you the King of the Jews? Then cried they 
_allagain, saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. 
Now Barabbas was a robber.

First Lesson. Isaiah lii. v. 13, and liii 


BEHOLD, my servant shall deal prudently, 
he shall be exalted and extolled, and be 
very high. As many were astonished at thee; 
his visage was so marred more than any man, 
and his form more than the sons of men: So 
shall he sprinkle many nations; the kings 
shall shut their mouths at him: for that which 
had not been told them shall they see; and 
that which they had not heard shall they con- 
sider. 
Who hath believed our report? and to 
whom is the arm of the Lorp, revealed? For 
‘he shail grow up before him as a tender 
plant, and as a root out of a dry ground: he 
haih no form nor comeliness; and when we 
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shall see him, there zs no beauty that we) 
should desire him. . He is despised and re- 
jected of men; a man of sorrows and ac 
quainted with ‘crief : and we hid as it. were 
our faces from him; he was despised, and) 
we esteemed him not, 
Surely he hath borne our griefs, and car 
ried our sorrows: yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. But 
he was wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities; the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and with” 
his stripes we are healed. All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lorp hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all. He was oppressed, 
and he was. afflicted, yet he opened not™ 
his mouth: he is brought as a lamb to the a 
slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers” 
is dumb, so he openeth not his mouth. He 
was taken from prison and from judgment: 
and who shall declare his generation? for he- 
was cut off out of the land of the living 
for the transgression of my people was he 
stricken. And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his death; be 
cause he had done no violence, neither was 
any deceit in his mouth. 
Yet it pleased the Lorp to bruise him; 
hath put Aim to grief: when thou shalt me 
his soul an offering for sin, he shall s¢ : 
seed, he shall] prolong his days, 
sure of the Lorp shall prosper in hi 
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§ He shall see of the travail of his soul, and 
shall be satisfied: by his knowledge shall my 
righteous servant justify many; for he shall 
bear their iniquities. Therefore will I divide 
him @ portion with the great, and he shall 
divide the spoil with the strong: because he 
hath poured out his soul unto death: and he 
was numbered with the transgressors; and 
he bare the sin of many, and made interces- 
sion for the transgressors. 


Second Lesson. . Philippians it. 


[TF there be therefore any consolation in 

Christ, if any comfort of love, if any fel- 
lowship of the Spirit, if any bowels and mer- 
cies, fulfil ye my joy, that ye be likeminded, 
having the same love, deing of one accord, © 

of one mind. Let nothing be done through 
strife or vainglory; but in jowliness of mind 
let each esteem other better than themselves. 
Look not every man on his own things, but 
every man also on the things of others. Let 
this mind be in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus; who, being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God: but 
made himself of no reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and was made in 
the likeness of men: and being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and 
became obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross. Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name which is 
above every name: that at the name of Jesus 
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every knee should bow, of ¢hings in heaven, — 
and ¢hings in earth, and things under the | 
earth; and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ zs Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father. Wherefore, my beloved, as ye ™ 
have always obeyed, not as in my presence 
only, but now much more in my absence, ~ 
work out your own salvation with fear and 
trembling. For it is God which worketh in 7 
you both to will and to do of Azs good plea- 
sure. Do all things without murmurings 
and disputings: that ye may be blameless 
and harmless, the sons of God, without re-— 
buke, in the midst of a crooked and per- 7 
verse nation, among whom ye shine as lights 7 
in the world; holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of Christ, that 7 
I have not run in vain, neither laboured in 
vain. Yea, and if I be offered upon the sac- 
rifice and service of your faith, I joy, and re- 
joice with you all. For the same cause also 
do ye joy, and rejoice with me. But I trust 
in the Lord Jesus to send Timotheus shortly 
unto you, that I also may be of good comfort, 
when I know your state. For I have no 
man likeminded, who will naturally care for 
your state. - For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesus Christ’s. But ye 
know the proof of him, that, as a son with 
the father, he hath served with me in’ the 
gospel. Him therefore I hope to’ send pre 
sently, as soon as I shall see how it will 
with me. But I trust in the Lord that I alse 
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myself shall come shortly. Yet I supposed it 
necessary to send to you Epaphroditus, my 
brother, and companion in labour, and fellow- 
soldier, but your messenger, and he. that 
ministered to my wants. For he longed after 
you all, and was full of heaviness, because 
that ye had heard that he had been sick. For 
‘indeed he was sick nigh unto death; but God 
had mercy on him; and not on him only, but 
on me-also, lest I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow. I sent him therefore the more care- 
fully, that, when ye see him again, ye may 
rejoice, and that I may be the less sorrowful. 
Receive him therefore in the Lord with all 
gladness; and hold such in reputation: be- 
cause for the work of Christ he was nigh 
unto death, not regarding his life, to supply 
your lack of service toward me.

First Lesson. Zechariah ix. 


WHE burden of the word of the Lorp in the 
> land of Hadrach, and Damascus shall be 
the rest thereof: when the eyes of man, as 
of all the tribes of Israel, shal/ be toward the 
Lorp. And Hamath also shall border there- 
by; Tyrus, and Zidon, though it be very

Judah, and Ekron as a Jebusite. And { will 
encamp about mine house because of the 
army, because of him that passeth by, and 
because of him that returneth: and no oppres- 
sor shall pass through them any more: for 
now have I seen with mine eyes. 
Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion; shout, 
O daughter of Jerusalem, behold, thy King 
cometh unto thee: he és just, and having sal- 
vation; lowly, and riding upon an ass, and 
upon a colt the foal of an ass. And I will 
cut off the chariot from Ephraim, and th 
horse from Jerusalem, and the battle-bow 
shall be cut off: and he shall speak peace 
unto the heathen: and his dominion shadd be 
from sea even to sea, and from the river eve; 
to the ends of the earth. As for thee also, b 
the blood of thy covenant I have sent fort! 
prisoners out of the pe wherein zs no v 
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Turn you to the strong hold, ye prisoners 
of hope: Even to-day do I declare that I will 
render double unto thee; when I have bent 
Judah for me, filled the bow with Ephraim, 
and raised up thy sons, O Zion, against thy 
‘sons, O Greece, and made thee as the sword 
of a mighty man. And the Lorp shall be 
‘seen over them, and his arrow shall go forth 
as the lightning: and the Lord Gop shall 
blow the trumpet, and shall go with whirl- 
winds of the south. The Loxp of hosts shall 
defend them: and they shall devour, and 
‘subdue with sling-stones; and they shall 

drink, and make a noise as through wine, - 
and they shall be filled like bowls, and as 
the corners of the altar. And the Lorp their 
God shall save them in that day as the flock 
-of his people: for they shall be as the stones 
of a crown, lifted up as an ensign upon his 
land. For how great is his goodness, and 
how great zs his beauty! corn shall make the 
young men cheerful, and new wine the maids.

And it shall be when the Lorp shall bring 
thee into the land of the Canaanites, and the 
Hittites, and the Amorites, and the Hivites, » 
and the Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing with milk 
and honey, that thou shalt keep this service 
in this month. Seven days thou shalt eat 1 un- 
leavened bread, and in the seventh day shall 
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bea feast to the Lorp. Unleavened bread 
shall be eaten seven days: and there shall no 
leavened bread be seen with thee, neither 
shall there be leaven seen with thee in all thy: 
‘quarters. : 
_- And thou shalt show thy son in that day, 
saying, This is done because of that which 
the Lorp did: unto me, when I came forth 
out of Egypt. And it shall be fora sign unto 
‘thee upon thy hand, and for a memorial be- 
‘tween thine eyes, that the Lorp’s law may 
| be in thy mouth; for with a strong hand hath 
the Lorp brought thee out of Egypt. Thou 
shalt therefore keep this ordinance in his sea- 
‘son from year to year. 

And it shall be when the Lorp shall bring” 

thee into the land of the Canaanites, as he 
sware unto thee and to thy fathers, and shall 
give it thee, that thou shalt set apart unto the 
Lorp all that openeth the matrix, and every 
firstling that cometh of a beast which thou 
hast: the males shall be the Lorp’s. And 
every firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem 
with a lamb; and if thou wilt not redeem it, 
then thou shalt break his neck: and all the 
first-born of man among thy children shalt 
thou redeem. 
_ And it shall be when thy son asketh thee ~ 
in time to come, saying, What zs this? that 
thou shalt say unto him, By strength of hand 
the Lorp brought us out from Egypt, from 
the house of bondage: and it came to pass, 
when Pharaoh would hardly let us go, that 
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the Lorp slew all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt, both the first-born of man, and the 
first-born of beasts: therefore I-sacrifice to 
the Lorp all that openeth the matrix, being 
males; but all the first-born of my children I 
redeem, _ And it shall be for a token upon 
thine hand, and for frontlets between thine 
- eyes; for by strength of hand the Lorp 
brought us forth out of Egypt. 

And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had 
let the people go, that God led them not 
through the way of the land of the Philistines, 
although that was near; for God said, Lest 
peradventure the people repent when they 
see war, and they return to Egypt: but God 
led the people about, through the way of 
the wilderness of the Red sea: and the chil- 
dren of Israel went up harnessed out of the 
land of Egypt. And Moses took the bones 
of Joseph with: him: for he had _ straitly 
sworn the children of Israel, saying, God will 
surely visit you; and ye shall carry up my 
bones away hence with you. 

And they took their journey from Succoth, 
and encamped in Etham, in the edge of the 
wilderness, And the Lorp went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud to lead them the 
way; and by night in a pillar of fire, to give 
_ them light; to go by day and night: he took 

_ not away the pillar of the cloud by day, nor 
- the pillar of fire: by night, from before; the 
peoples : fgets odpaciz: BHF 
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Second Lesson. Hebrews iv. 


Tt us therefore fear, lest, a promise being 
left ws of entering into his rest, any of 
you should seem.to come short of it. For 
unto us was the gospel preached, as well as 
unto them: but the word preached did. not 
profit them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard 7¢. For we which have be- 
lieved do enter into rest, as he said, As I have 
sworn in my wrath, if they shall. enter, into 
my rest: although the works were finished 
from. the foundation of the world. For he 
spake in a certain place of the seventh day 
on this wise, And:God did rest the seventh 
day from all his works... And in this place 
again, If they shall enter into my rest. See- 
ing therefore it remaineth that some must 
enter therein, and they to whom it was first 
preached entered not in because of unbelief: 
(Again, he limiteth a-certainday, saying in 
David, To-day, after so long a time; as it is 
said, To-day, if ye will hear his voice, harden 
not your hearts.. For if Jesus had given 
them rest, then would. he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. .There remaineth 
therefore a rest to the people of God. For he 
that is entered into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, as God did from 
his.) , Let us labour therefore to enter into 
hat rest, lest any man fall after the same ex- 
ample of ‘unbelief. For the word of God is 
quick, and powerful, and sharper than any 
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two-edged sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. Neither is 
there any creature that is not manifest in his 
sight: but all things are naked and opened 
unto the eyes of him with whom we have to 
do. Seeing then that we have a great high 
priest, that is passed into the heavens, Jesus 
the Son of God, let us hold fast ow profession. 
For we have not a high priest which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our infirmities ; 
but was in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin.- Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need.

Morning Service. 


First Lesson. - ixodus xvi. 


AND they took their journey from Elim, 
and all the congregation of the children 
of Israel came unto the wilderness of Sin, 
which zs between Elim and Sinai, on the fif- 
teenth day of the second month after their 
departing out of the land of Egypt. And the © 
whole congregation of the children of Isract 
murmured against Moses and Aaron in th 
wilderness: And the children of Israel said 
unto them, Would to God we had died by 
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the hand of the Lorp in the Jand of Egypt, 
when we sat by the flesh-pots, and when we 
did eat bread to the full; for ye have brought 
us forth into this wilderness, to kill this 
whole assembly with hunger. 

Then said the Lorp unto Moses, Behold, I 
will rain bread from heaven for you; and the 
_ people shall go out and gather a certain rate 
every day, that I may prove them, whether 
| they will walk in my law, or no. And. it 
| shall come to pass, that on the sixth day 
_ they shall prepare ¢ha¢ which they bring in; 
_ and it shall be twice as much as they gather 
daily. _And Moses and Aaron said unto all 
| the children of Israel, At even, then ye shall 
know that the Lorp hath brought you out 

‘from the land of Egypt: And in the morning, 
_ then ye shall see the glory of the Lorn; for 
that he heareth your murmurings against the 
Lorp: and what are we, that ye murmur 
against us? And Moses said, This shall be, 
when the Lorp shall give you in the evening 
flesh to eat, and in the morning bread to the 
full; for that the Lorn heareth your murmur- 
ings which ye murmur against him: and 
what are we? your murmurings are not 
against us, but against the Lorp. 

- And Moses spake unto Aaron, Say unto 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, 
‘Come near before the Lorp: for he hath 
heard your murmurings. And it came to 
pass, as Aaron spake unto the whole con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, that they 
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looked toward the wilderness, and, behold, 
the glory of the Lorp appeared in the cloud. 

And the Lorp spake unto Moses, saying, 
I have heard the murmurings of the children 
of Israel: speak unto them, saying, At even 
ye shall eat flesh, and in the morning ye shall 
be filled with bread; and ye shall know that 
Iam the Lorp your God. And it came to 
pass, that at even the quails came up, and 
covered the camp: and in the morning the 
dew lay round about the host. “And when 
the dew that lay was gone up, behold, upon 
the face of the wilderness there Jay a small 
round thing, as small as the hoar frost on the 
ground. And when the children of Israel 
saw if, they said one to another, It 7s manna: 
for they wist not what it was. And Moses 
said unto them, This zs the bread which the 
Lorp hath ‘given you to eat, 

' This zs the thing’ which the Tea’ hath 
commanded, Gather of it every man accord- 
ing to his eating, an omer for every man ae 
cording to the number of your persons; take 
ye every man for them which @re in his 
tents. And the children of Israel did so, and 
_ gathered, some more, some less.. And when 
they did mete z# with an omer, he that ga- 
thered'much had nothing over, and he that 
gathered little had no lack; they gathered 
every man according to his eating. An 
Moses said, Let.no man leave’ of it till the 
‘morning. ‘Notwithstanding they hearke 
not unto Moses; but some of them left of 
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until the-morning, and it bred worms, and 
stank: and Moses was wroth with them. 
And they gathered it every morning, every 
man according to his eating: and when the 
sun waxed hot, it melted. 

And it came to pass, that on the sixth day 
they gathered twice as much bread, two 
omers for one man: and all the rulers of the 
congregation came and told Moses. And he 
said unto them, This 7s that which the Loxp 
hath said, To-morrow zs the rest of the holy 
sabbath unto the Lorp: bake that which 
ye will bake to-day, and seethe that ye will 
seethe; and that which remaineth over lay 
up for you to be kept until the morning. And 
they laid it up till the morning, as Moses 
bade: and it did not stink, neither was there 
any worm therein. And Moses said, Eat that 
to-day; for to-day 7s a sabbath unto. the 
Lorn: to-day ye shall not find it in the field. 
Six days ye shall gather it: but on the seventh 
day, which is the sabbath, in it there shall be 
none. 

And it came to pass /hat there went out 


some of the people on the seventh day for to 


gather, and they found none. And the Lorp 
said unto Moses, How long refuse ye to keep 
my commandments and my laws? See, for 
that the Lorp hath given you the sabbath, 


therefore he giveth you on the sixth day the 


bread of two days; abide ye every man in 


his place, let no man go out of his place on 


the seventh day, So the people rested on the 
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seventh day. And the house of Israel called 
the name thereof Manna: and it was like 
coriander seed, white; and the taste of it was” 
like wafers made with honey. 

And Moses said, This zs the thing which 
the Lorp commandeth, Fill an omer of it to” 
be kept for your generations; that they may 
see the bread wherewith I have fed you in’ 
the wilderness, when I brought you forth 
from the land of Egypt. And Moses said 
unto Aaron, Take a pot, and put an omer full 
of manna therein, and Jay it up before the 
Lorp, to be kept for your generations. As 
the Lorp commanded Moses, so Aaron laid 
it up before the Testimony, to be kept. And 
the children of Israel did eat manna forty ~ 
years, until they came to a land inhabited; 
they did eat manna, until they came unto the — 
borders of the land of Canaan. Now an omer 
-7s the tenth part of an ephah. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. xxvii. 


[X the end of the sabbath, as it began to 
dawn toward the first day of the week, — 
came Mary Magdalene and the other Mary — 
to see the sepulchre. And, behold, there was_ 
a great earthquake: for the angel of the Lorp 
descended from heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, and sat upon — 
it. His countenance was like lightning, and 
his raiment white as snow: and for fear of 
him the keepers did shake, and became as 
dead men. And the angel answered and said 
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anto the women, Fear not ye: for I know 
that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. He 
is not here: for he has risen as he said. Come, 
ee the place where the Lord lay. And go 
quickly, and tell his disciples that he is risen 
from the dead; and, behold, he goeth before 
‘you into Galilee: there shall+ye see him: lo, 
‘Thave told you. And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre with fear and great joy; 
and did run to bring his disciples word. 

_ And as they went to tell his disciples, be 
hold, Jesus met them, saying, All hail. And 
they came and held him by the feet, and 
worshipped him. Then said Jesus unto them, 
Be not afraid: go tell my brethren that they 
go into Galilee, and there shall they see me. - 

Now when they were going, behold, some 

of the watch came into the city, and showed 
unto the chief priests all the things that were 
done. And when they were assembled with 
the elders, and had taken counsel, they gave 
large money unto the soldiers, saying, Say 
ye, His disciples came by night, and stole him 
away while we slept. And if this come to the 
governor’s ears, we will persuade him, and 
secure you. So they took the money, and did 
as they were taught: and this saying is com- 
monly reported among the Jews until this 
i 

_ Then the eleven disciples went away into 
Galilee, into a mountain where Jesus had ap- 
pointed them. And when they saw him, they 
worshipped him: but some doubted... And 
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Jesus came and spake unto them saying, All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth. 

Go ye therefore, and teach all nations , bap- 
tizing. them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them, to observeall things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, 1 am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the world. Amen

First Lesson. Job xix. 


(THEN Job answered and said, How long 
will ye vex my soul, and break me in 
pieces with words? These ten times have ye 
reproached me: ye arenot ashamed that ye 
make yourselves strange to me. And be it 
indeed that I have erred, mine error remain- 
eth with myself. If indeed ye will magnify 
yourselves against me, and plead against me 
my reproach: know now that God hath over= 
thrown me, and hath compassed me with his: 
net. Behold, I cry out of wrong, but I am 
not heard: I cry aloud, but ¢here ts no judg- 
ment. He hath fenced up my way that 
cannot pass, and he hath set darkness in my) 
paths. He hath stripped me of my glory, and 
taken the crown from my head. He hath 
destroyed me on every side, and I am gone: 
and mine hope. hath he removed like ae et 
He hath also kindled his wrath against me 
aud he counteth me unto him as one of \rit 
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suemies. His troops come together, and raise 
ap their way against me, and encamp round 
about my tabernacle. He hath put my bre- 
‘hren far from me, and mine acquaintance are 
verily estranged from me. My kinsfolk have 
failed, and my familiar friends have forgotten 
me. They that dwell in mine house, and my 
maids, count me fora stranger: Tam an alien 
in their sight. Icalled my servant, and he 
zave me no answer; I entreated him with 
my mouth. My breath is strange to my wife, 
though I entreated for the children’s sake of 
mine own body. Yea, young children de- 
spised me; I arose, and they spake against 
me. All my inward friends abhorred me: 

and they whom I loved are turned against 
ne. My bone cleaveth to my skin and, to 
my flesh, and J am escaped with the skin of 
ny teeth. Have pity upon me, have pity 
iypon me, O ye my friends; for the hand of 
God hath touched me. Why do ye persecute 
me as God, and are not satisfied with my 
lesh? Oh that my words were now written! 
0 that they were printed in a book? that 
hey were graven with an iron pen and lead 
n the rock for ever! For I know that my Re- 
leemer liveth, and that he shall stand at the 
atter day upon the earth: And though after 
ny skin worms destroy this body, yet in my 
lesh shall I see God. Whom I shall see for 
myself; and mine eyes shall behold, and not 
another; though my reins be consumed with- 
in me ? But ye should say, Why persecute 
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we him, seeing the root of the matter is found 
in me? Be ye afraid of the sword: for wrath 
bringeth the punishments of the sword, that 
ye may know ¢here zs a judgment. 


Second Lesson. Acts iii. 


Now Peter and John went up together into 
the temple at the hour of prayer, deing 
the ninth hour. And a certain man lame 
from his mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the temple which 
is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them that 
entered into the temple; who seeing Peter 
and John about to go into the temple, asked 
an alms. And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, Look on us. And he 
gave heed unto them, expecting to receive 
something of them. Then Peter said, Silver 
and gold. have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk. And he took 
him by the right hand, and lifted Aim up: 
and immediately his feet and ankle bones re- 
ceived strength. And he leaping up. stood, 
and walked, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praising 
God. And all the people saw him walking 
and praising God; and they knew that it was 
he which sat for alms at the Beautiful pal 
of the temple; and they were filled with 
wonder and amazement at that which ha 
happened unto him. And as the lame m 
which was healed held Peter and John, all 
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the people ran together unto them in the 
porch that is called Solomon’s, greatly won- 
dering. 

And when Peter saw 7¢, he answered unto 
the people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye 
at this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, 
as though by our own power or holiness we 
Jhad made this man to walk? The God of 
‘Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the 
God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son 
Jesus; whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when he was 
determined to let Aim go. But ye denied the 
Holy One and the Just, and desired a mur- 
derer to be granted unto you; and killed the 
Prince of life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead; whereof we are witnesses. And 
his name through faith in his name hath made 
this man strong, whom ye see and know: 
yea, the faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence of you 
all. And now, brethren, I wot that through 
ignorance ye did if, as did also your rulers. 
But those things, which God before had 
showed by the mouth of all his prophets, that 
Christ should suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 

' Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your sins may be blotted out, when the times 
of xefreshing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord; and he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: whom 
the heaven must receive until the times of 
restitution of all things, which God_ hath 
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spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world began. For Moses truly saic 
unto the fathers, A prophet shal: the Lore 
your God raise up unto you of your brethren 
like unto me; him shall ye hear in all things 
whatsoever he shall say unto you. And i 
shall come to pass, that every soul, which 
will not hear that prophet, shall be destroyed 
from among the people. Yea, and all the 
prophets from Samuel and those that follow 
after, as many as have spoken, have likewise 
foretold of these days. Ye are the children 
of the» prophets, and of the covenant which 
God made with our fathers, saying unto 
Abraham, And in thy seed shall all the kin- 
dreds of the earth be blessed. Unto you first 
God, having raised up his Son Jesus, sent him 
to bless you, in turning away every one of 
you from his iniquities.

nation: thou art glorified: thou hast removed 
it far unto all the ends of the earth. Lorp, 
in trouble have they visited thee, they poured 
out a prayer when thy chastening was upon 
them. Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of. her delivery, is in 
pain, and crieth out in her pangs; so have! 
we been in thy sight, OQ Lorp. We have 
been with child, we have been in pain, we 
have as it were brought forth wind; we have’ 
not wrought any deliverance in the earth; nei- 
ther have the inhabitants of the world fallen.

sight:) we are confident, J say, and willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and to be | 
present with the Lord. Wherefore we labour, © 
that, whether present or absent, we may be | 
accepted of him. For we must all appear be- 
‘fore the judgment-seat of Christ; that every 
one may receive the things done in his body 
acco) ding to that he hath -doriey whether 7 be 
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» good or bad: Knowing therefore the terror 
' of the Lord, we persuade men; but we are 
made manifest unto God; and I trust alsa 
are made manifest in your consciences. For 
' we commend. not ourselves:again unto you, 

but give you occasion to glory ov our behalf, 
that ye may have somewhat to answer them 
which glory in appearance, and not in heart. 
For whether we be beside ourselves, zt zs to 
God: or whether. we be sober, ¢¢ is for your 
cause. For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if one died 
for all, then were all dead: and that he died 
for all, that they which live should not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but unto him 
which died for them, and rose,again.. Where- 
fore henceforth know we no man after the 
flesh: yea, though we have kvown Christ 
after the flesh, yet now henceforth know we 
Aim nomore. Therefore if any man de in 
Christ, he 7s a new creature: old things are 
passed away: behold, all things are become ~ 
new. And.all things ave of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, and 
hath given to us the ministry of. reconcilia- 
tion; ‘to wit, that God was in: Christ, recon 
ceiling the world unto himself, not. imputing 
their trespasses unto them; and hath commit- 
ed unto us the word of reconciliation. Now 

then we are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
: God did beseech you by us: we pray you in 
f Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to-God. For 
he hath made. him fo de sin for us, who knew 
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no sin; that we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him.

N Y son, defraud not the poor of his living, 

and make not the needy eyes to wait 
long. . Make not a hangry soul sorrowful; 
neither provoke a man in his distress. Add 
not more trouble toa heart that is vexed, 
and defer not to give to him that is in need. 
Reject not the, supplication of the afflicted; 
neither turn away thy face from a poor man. 
Turn not away thine eye from the needy, 
and give him none occasion to curse thee; 
for if he curse thee in the bitterness of his 
soul, his prayer shall be heard of him that 
made him. Get thyself the love of the con 
gregation, and bow thy head to a great man. 
Let it not grieve thee to bow down thine ear 
to the poor, and give him a friendly answer 
with meekness. Deliver him that suffereth 
wrong from the hand of the oppressor; and 
be not faint-hearted when thou sittest in judg- 
ment. Be as a father unto the fatherless, and 
instead of a husband unto their mother: so 
shalt thou be as a son of the most High, and 
he shall love thee more than thy mother doth. 
Wisdom exalteth her children,and layeth hold 
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of them that seek her. He that loveth her 
Joveth life; and they that seek to her early 
shall be filled with joy. He that holdeth her 
fast shall inherit glory; and wheresoever she 
entereth, the Lord will bless. They that serve 
her shall minister to the Holy One: and them 
that love her the Lord doth love. Whoso 
giveth ear unto her, shall judge the nations: 
and he that attendeth unto her shall dwell 
securely. If a man commit himself unto her, 
he shall inherit her; and his generation shall 
hold her in possession. For at the first she 
will walk with him by crooked ways, and 
bring fear and dread upon him, and torment 
him with her discipline, until she may trust 
his soul, and try him by her laws. Then will 
she return the straight way unto him; and 
comfort him, and show him her secrets. But 
if he go wrong, she will forsake him, and 
give him over to his own ruin. Observe the 
opportunity, and beware of evil; and be not 
ashamed when it concerneth thy soul. For 
there is ashame that bringeth sin; and there 
is ashame which is glory and grace. Accept 
no person against thy soul, and let not the 
reverence of any man cause thee to fall. And 
refrain not to speak, when there is occasion to 
do good, and hide not thy wisdom in her 
beauty. For by speech wisdom shall be 
known: and learning by the word of the 
tongue. In no wise speak against the truth; 

but be abashed of the error of thine 1 ignorance. 
Be not ashamed to confess thy sins; and force

Say not, God will 
look upon the multitude of mine oblations, and 
when I offer to the most high God, he will 
accept it. Be not faint-hearted when thou 
makest thy prayer, and neglect not to give 
alms. Laugh no man to scorn in the bitter= 
ness of his soul: for there is one which 
humbleth and exalteth. Devise: not a lie 
against thy brother: neither do the like to thy 
friend. Use not to make any manner of lie: 
for the custom thereof is not good. Use not 
many words in a multitude of elders, and 
make not much babbling when thou prayest. 
Hate not laborious work, neither husbandry, 
which the most High hath ordained. Number 
not thyself among the multitude of sinners, 
but remember that wrath will not tarry long. 
Humble thy soul greatly: for the vengeance 
of the ungodly is fire and worms. Change 
not a friend for any good, by no means; nei- 
ther a faithful brother for the gold of Ophir. 
Forego not a wise and good woman: for her 
grace is above gold. Whereas thy servant 
worketh truly, entreat him not evil, nor the 
hireling that bestoweth himself wholly for 
thee. Let thy ‘soul love a good servant, and 
defraud him not of liberty. Hast thou cattle? 
have an ae to them: and if they be for thy 
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‘profit, keep them with thee. Hast thou chil- 
dren? instruct them, and bow down their 
meck from their youth. Hast thou daughters? 
have a care of their body, and show not thy- 
self cheerful toward them. Marry thy daugh- 
'ter, and so shalt thou have performed a 
weighty matter: but give her to a man of 
understanding. Hast thou a wife after thy 
mind? forsake her not: but give not thyself 
over to a light woman. Honour thy father 
with thy whole heart, and forget not the sor- 
rows of thy mother. Remember that thou 
wast begotten of them, and how canst thou 
recompense them the things that they have 
done for thee? Fear the Lord with all thy 
soul, and reverence his priests. Love him 
that made thee with all thy strength, and for- 
sake not his ministers. Fear the Lord, and 
honour the priest; and give him his portion, 
as it is commanded thee; the first-fruits, and 
the trespass-offering, and the gift of the 
shoulders, and the sacrifice of sanctification, 
and the first-fruits of the holy things.

And fifty men of the 
sons of the prophets went, and stood to view 
afar off: and they two stood by Jordan. And 
Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped ié to- 
gether, and smote the waters, and they were 
divided hither and thither, so that they two 
went over on dry ground. 

And it came to pass, when they were gone 
over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what 
I shall do for thee, before I be taken away 
from thee. And Elisha said, I pray thee, let 
a double portion of thy spirit be upon. me. 
And he said, Thou hast asked a hard thing: 
nevertheless, if thou see me when Iam taken 
from thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if not, 
it shall not be so. And it came to pass, as 
they still went on, and talked, that, behold, 
_ there appeared a chariot of fire, and. horses 
of fire, and parted them both asunder; and 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind into heaven. 
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‘And Elisha saw if, and he cried, My fa- 
ther, my father, the chariot of Israel, and the 
horsemen thereof. And he saw him no more: 
atid he took hold of his own clothes, and rent 
them in two pieces. He took up also the 
mantle of Elijah that fell from him, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of Jordan; and 
he took the mantle of Elijah that fell from 
him, and smote*the waters, and said, Where 
is the Lorp God of Elijah? and when he also 
had smitten the waters, they parted hither 
and thither: and Elisha went over.

And he 
said,, Bring me a newcruse, and put salt 
thereiu. And they brought 7/ to him. And 
he went forth unto the spring of the waters, 
and cast the salt in there, and: said, Thus saith 
the Lorp, I have healed these. waters; there 
shall not. be from, thence any. more death or 
‘barren Jand. So the waters were healed 
unto this day, according, to the, saying, of 
| Elisha which he spake. 
And he went up from thence unto Beth-el: 
and as he was going up. by the way, there 
came forth little children out of the city, and 
| mocked him, and said unto him, Go up, thou 
bald head; go up, thou bald head., And he 
turned back, and looked on them, and cursed 
| them in the name of the Lory. And there 
' came forth two she bears out of the wood, 
and tare forty and two children of them. And 
he went from thence to mount Carmel, and 
| from thence he returned to Samaria. 


Second Lesson. St. Luke xxiv. v..44. 


ND he said unto them, These are the 

words which I spake unto you, while 
I was yet with you, that all things must be 
- fulfilled, which were written in the Jaw of 
Moses, and in the prophets, and, in ithe 
psalms, concerning me. Then opened, he 
their understanding, that they might under- 
stand the scriptures, and said unto them, 
_ Thus it is written, and thus it behoved Christ 
- to suffer, and to rise from the, dead. the-third 
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day: and that repentance and remission of. 
sins should be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And ye 
are witnesses of these things.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy x. 


T that time the Lorp said unto me, Hew 
thee two tables of stone, like unto the 
first, and come up unto me into the mount, 
and make thee an ark of wood. And I will 
write on the tables the words that were in 
the first tables which thou brakest, and thou 
shalt put them in the ark. And I made an 
ark of shittim wood, and hewed two tables 
of stone like unto the first, and went up inte 
the mount, having the two tables in mine 
hand. And he wrote on the table, according 
to the first writing, the ten commandments, 
which the Lorp spake unto you in the mount 
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out of the midst of the fire in the day of the: 
assembly: and the Lorp gave them unto me. 

And I turned myself and came down from 
the mount, and put the tables in the ark 
which I had made; and there they be, as the 
Loxp commanded me. 

And the children of Israel took eer jour- 
ney from Beeroth of the children of Jaakan 
to Mosera: there Aaron died, and there he 
was buried; and Eleazar his son ministered 
in the priest’s office in his stead. From thence 

they journeyed unto Gudgodah; and from 
Gudgodah to Jotbath, a land of rivers of 
waters. 

At that time the Lorn separated the tribe 
of Levi, to bear the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp, to stand before the Lorp to minis- 
ter unto him, and to bless in his name, unto 
this day. Wherefore [evi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the Lorp 7s 
his inheritance, according as the Lorp thy 
God promised him. And I stayed in the 

mount, according to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the Lorp hearkened 
unto me at that time also, and the Lorp 
would not destroy thee. And the Lorp said

which Lcommand thee this day for thy good? 
Behold, the heaven and the heaven of heavens 
is the dhorn’s thy God, the earth also, with 
all that therein zs. Only the Lorp had a de- 
light in thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even youabove all peo- 
ple, as 7¢ ¢s this day. Cireumcise therefore 
the foreskin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffaecked.. For the Lorp your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth not: 
persons, nor taketh reward. He doth execute 
the judgment of the fatherless and widow, 
and loveth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. Love ye therefore the stranger? 
for ye were strangers in the land of Egypt. 
Thou shalt fear the Lorn thy God; him shalt 
thou serve, and to him shalt thou cleave, and 
swear by his name. He ds) thy praise, and 
he zs thy God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine eyes 
have seen.: Thy fathers went down into 
Iigypt with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lorp thy God hath made thee as 
the stars of heaven for multitude. }

Second Lesson. Ephesians i iv. | 
if THEREFORE, the prisoner of | the Lord, 
beseech you that ye walk worthy of. 
vocation wherewith ye are called, with. all 
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lewliness and meekness, with long-suffering, 
forbearing one another in love; endeavouring 
to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace. There is one body, and one Spirit, | 
even as ye are called in one hope of your 
ealling; one Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
one God and Father of all, who is above all, 
and through all, and in you all. But unto 
every one of us is given grace according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ. Wherefore 
he saith, When he ascended up on high, he 
led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men. 
(Now that he ascended, what is it but that he 
also descended first into the lower parts of 
the earth? He that descended is the same also 
that ascended up far above all heavens, that 
he might fill all things.) And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of the body 
of Christ: till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ: that we hence- 
forth be no more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of men, and cunning cra 
tiness, whereby they lie in wait to deceive; 
but speaking the truth in love, may grow up 
into him in allthings, which is the head, even 
Christ: from whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted by that which 
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every joint supplieth, according to the effect~ 
ual working in the measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the body unto the edify- 
ing of itself in love. .

First. Lesson. Genesis xi. 


AND the whole earth was of one language, 
and of one speech. And it came to pass, 
as they journeyed from the east, that they 
found a plain in the land of Shinar; and they 
dwelt there.

Therefore is 
the name of it called Babel: because the 
Lorp did there confound the language of all 
the earth: and from thence did the Lorp 
scatter them abroad upon the face of all the 
earth. 


Second Lesson. 1 Corinthians xii 


Now concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, 
Iwould not have youignorant. Ye know 
that ye were Gentiles, carried away unto 
these dumb idols, even as ye were. led. 
Wherefore I give you to understand, that no 
man speaking by the Spirit of God calleth 
Jesus accursed: and that no man can say 
that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 
Now there are diversities of gifts, but the 
same Spirit. And there are differences of 
administrations, but the same Lord. And 
there are diversities of operations, but it is 
the same God which worketh all in all. But 
the manifestation of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit withal. For to one is 
given by the Spirit the word of wisdom; to 
another the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit; to another faith by the same Spirit; 
to another the gifts of healing by the same 
Spirit; to another the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another discerning 
of spirits; to another divers kinds of tongues; 
to another the interpretation of tongues: But 
all these worketh that one and the self-same 
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Spirit, dividing to every man severally as he 
will. For as the body is one, and hath many 
members, and all the members of that one 
body, being many, are one body: so also és 
Christ. For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 
For the body is not one member, but many. 
If the foot shall say, Because I am not the 
hand, I am not of the body; is it therefore 
notof the body? And if the ear shall say, 
Because J am not the eye, I am not of the 
body; is it therefore not of the body? If the 
whole body were an eye, where were the 
hearing? If the whole were hearing, where. 
were the smelling? But now hath God set 
the members every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him. And if they were all 
one member, where were the body? But now 
are they many members, yet but one body. 
And the eye cannot say unto the hand, I have 
no need of thee: nor again the head to the 
feet, I have no need of you. Nay, much 
more those members of the body, which seem 
to be more feeble, are necessary: And those 


“members of the body, which we'think to be 


less honourable, upon these we bestow more 

abundant honour; and our uncomely parts 

have more abundant comeliness. For ou 

eemely parts have no need: but God hat 

tempered the body together, having give 

more abundant honour to that paré whicl 
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lacked: That there should be no schism in 
the body: but ¢hat the members should have 
the same care one for another. And whether 
one member suffer, all. the members suffer 
with it; or one member be honoured, all the 
members. rejoice with it. Now ye are the 
body of Christ, and members in particular. 
And God hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teach- 
ers, after that miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of tongues. 
“ire all apostles? are all prophets? are all 
teachers are all workers of miracles? Have .: 
all, the gifts of healing? do all speak with 
tongues? do all interpret? But covet ear- 
nestly the best gifts: and yet show I unto 
you a more excellent way. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Numbers xi. 


AND when the people complained, it dis- 
pleased the Lorp: and the Lorp heard 
it; and his anger was kindled; and the fire 
of the Lorp burnt among them, and con- 
sumed them that were in the uttermost parts 
of the camp. And the people cried unto’ 
Moses; and when Moses prayed unto the 
Lorp, the fire was quenched. And he 
ealled the name of the place Taberah: be- 
eause the fire of the Lorp burnt among 
them. 
. And the mixed multitude that was among 
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them fell a lusting: and the children of Israel _ 
also wept again, and said; Who shall give 
us flesh to eat? Weiremember the fish which 
we did eat in Egypt freely; the cucum- 
bers, and the melons, and the leeks, and the 
onions, and the garlic: But now our soul zs 
dried away: there is nothing at all, besides 
this manna, before our eyes. And the manna 
was as coriander seed, and the colour thereof 
as the colour of bdellium. nd the people 
went about, and. gathered 7¢, and: ground 77 
in mills, or beat ¢f in a mortar, and baked 7¢ 
in pans, and made cakes of it: and the taste 
of it was as the taste of fresh oil. And when 
the dew fell upon the camp. in the night, the 
manna fell upon it. | 
Then Moses heard the people weep 
throughout their families, every man in the 
door of his tent: and the anger of the Lorp 
was kindled greatly; Moses also. was dis- 
pleased. And Moses said unto the Lorp, 
Wherefore hast thou. afflicted thy servant? 
and wherefore have I not. found favour in 
thy sight, that thou layest the burden of all 
this people upon me? Have-I conceived all 
this people? have I begotten them, that thou 
shouldest say unto me, Carry them in thy 
bosom, (as a nursing father beareth the suck- 
ing child,) unto the land which thou 'swarest 
unto their fathers? Whence ‘should I have 
flesh to give unto all this people? for they 
weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, that we 
may eat. I am not able.to bear. all this peo- 
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ple alone, ‘because if is too heavy for’ me. 
And if thow deal thus with me, kill me, I 
pray thee, out of hand, if I have found favour 
in thy sight: and let me not see my wretch- 
edness. 

And the Lorp said unto Moses, Gather 
‘unto me seventy men of the elders of Israel, 
whom thou knowest to be the elders of the 
people, and officers over them; and bring 
them unto the tabernacle of the congregation, 
that they may stand there with thee. And I 
will come down and ‘talk with thee there: 
'and I will take of the Spirit which zs upon 
thee, and will put 7/ upon them; and they 
shall bear the burden of the people with thee, 
that thou bear 7¢ not thyself alone. And say 

thou unto the people, Sanctify yourselves 
against to-morrow, and ye shall eat flesh: for 
| ye have wept in the ears of the Lorn, say- 
| ing, Who shall give us flesh to eat? for 7¢ was 
| well-with us in Egypt: therefore the Lorp 
will give you flesh, and ye shall eat. Ye 
shall not eat one day, nor two days, nor five 
days, neither ten days, nor twenty days; but 
even a whole month, until it come out at 
your nostrils, and it be loathsome unto you: 
because that ye have despised the Lorp 
which zs among you, and have wept before 
him, saying, Why came we forth out of 
' Egypt? And Moses said, The ‘people, among 
whom I am, are six hundred thousand fron 
men; and thou hast said, I will give them 
flesh, that they ae eat a whole month: 
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Shall the flocks and the herds be slain for 
them, to suffice them? or shall all the fish of 
the sea be gathered together for them to suf-_ 
fice them? And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Is the Lorp’s hand waxed short? thou shalt 
see now whether my word shall come to pass 
unto thee, or not. 

And Moses went out, and told the people 
the words of the Lorp, and gathered the 
seventy men of the elders of the people, and 
set them round about the tabernacle. And 
the Lorp came down in a cloud, and spake 
unto him, and took of the Spirit that was 
upon him, and gave zt unto the seventy 
elders: and it came to pass, that, when the 
Spirit rested upon them, they prophesied, and 
did not cease. But there remained two of 
the men in the camp, the name of the one was 
Eldad, and the name of the other Medad: 
and the Spirit rested upon them; (and they 
were of them that were written, but went 
not out unto the tabernacle:) and they pro- 
phesied in the camp. And there ran a young 
man, and told Moses, and said, Eldad and 
Medad do prophesy in the camp. And 
Joshua the son of Nun, the servant of Moses, © 
one of his young men, answered and said, My 
lord Moses, forbid them. And Moses said 
unto him, Enviest thou for my sake? would © 
God that all the Lonp’s people were prophets, 
and that the Lorp would put his Spirit upon 
them! And Moses gat him into the camp, h 
and the elders of Israel. rane 
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And there went forth a wind from the 
Loxp, and brought quails from the sea, and 
let them fall by the camp, as it were a day’s 
journey on this side, and as it were a day’s 
journey on the other side, round about the 
camp, and as it were two cubits Aigh upon the 
face of the earth. And the people stood up 
all that day, and all ¢Aa¢ night, and all the 
next day, and they gathered the quails: he 
that gathered least gathered ten homers: and 
tney spread them all abroad for themselves 
round about the camp. And while the flesh 
was yet between their teeth, ere it was 
chewed, the wrath of the Lorp was kindled 
against the people, and the Lorp smote the 
people with a very great plague. And he 
called the name of that place Kibroth-hatta- 
avah: because there they buried the people 
that lusted. &nd the people journeyed from 
Kibroth-hattaavah unto Hazeroth; and abode 
at Hazeroth. 


Second Lesson. 1 Corinthians xiv. 


Follow after charity, and desire spiritual 

gifts, but rather that ye may prophesy. 
For he that speaketh in an wnknown tongue, 
speaketh not unto men, but unto God: for no 
man understandeth Aim; howbeit in the 
spirit he speaketh mysteries. But he that 
prophesieth speaketh unto men ¢o edifica- 
‘tion, and exhortation, and comfort. He that 
‘speaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth 
-himself; but he that prophesieth edifieth 
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the church. I weuld that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye-prophesied: for 
greater 7s he that prophesieth than he that 
speaketh with tongues, except he. interpret, 
that:the church may receive edifying. Now, 
brethren, if I come unto you speaking with 
tongues, what shall I profit you, except I 
shall speak to you either by revelation, or by 
knowledge,-or by prophesying, or by doc- 
trine?\ And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except they 
give a distinction in the sounds, how shall. it 
be: known what is piped or harped? For if 
the trumpet give an uncertain sound, who 
‘shall prepare himself to the battle? So lile- 
‘wise ye, except ye utter by the tongue words 
-easy to be understood, how shall it be known 
what isspoken? for ye shall speak into the air. 
There are, it may be, so many kind of voices 
in the world, and none of them: zs without 
signification. Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto him 
that speaketh a barbarian, and he that speak- 
eth shall be a barbarian unto me. Even so 
ye, forasmuch as ye are zealous of spiritual 
gifts, seek that ye may excel to the edifying 
of the church. Wherefore let him = that 
speaketh in an wrknown tongue pray that he 
may interpret. For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my. spirit prayeth, but my under-_ 
standing is unfruitful. What is it. then? I 
will pray with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also: I will sing with the 
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spirit, and I will sing with the understanding 
‘also. Else when thou shalt bless with the 
| Spirit, how shall he that occupieth the room 
of the unlearned say Amen at thy giving of 
thanks, seeing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest? For thou verily givest thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. I thank 
my God, I speak with tongues more than ye 
all: yet in the church I‘had rather speak five 
words with my understanding, that dy my 
voice 1 might teach others also, than ten 
thousand words in an wnknown tongue. 
Brethren, be not children in understanding: 
howbeit in malice be ye children, but) in 
understanding be men. In the law it is 
written, With men of other tongues and 
other lips will I speak unto this people; and 
yet forall that will they not hear me, saith 
the Lord. Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them that 
believe not: but prophesying servetA not for 
them that believe not, but for them which 
believe. If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all speak 
with tongues, and there come in those that 
are unlearned, or unbelievers, will they not 
say that ye are mad? But if all prophesy, 
and there come in-one that: believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: ‘and thus are the secrets ‘of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling down’on 
his face he will worship God, and report that 
God is in you ofa truth.

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Second Lesson. 1 Thess. v. 


| Ber of the times and the seasons, brethren, 
ye have no need that I write unto you. 

For yourselves know perfectly that the day. 
of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. 

For when they shall say, Peace and safety; 
then sudden destruction cometh upon them, 
as travail upon a woman with child; and 
they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, are 
not in darkness, that that day should over- 
take you as’a thief. Ye are all the children 
of light, and the children of the day: we are 
not of the night, nor of darkness. Therefore 
let usnot sleep, as do others; but let us watch 
and be sober. For they that sleep sleep in 
the night; and they that be drunken are 
drunken in the night. But let'us, who are 
of the day, be sober, putting on the breast- 
plate of faith and love; and for a helmet, the 
hope of salvation. For God hath not ap- 
pointed us to wrath, but to obtain salvation 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, who died for us, 
that, whether we wake or sleep, we should 
live together with him. Wherefore comfort 
yourselves together, and edify one another, 
even as also ye do. And we beseech you, 
brethren, to know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, and ad- 
monish you; and to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work’s sake. &nd be at 
peace among yourselves. Now we exhort 
you, brethren, warn them that are unruly, 
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comfort the feeble-minded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men. See that none 
render evil for evil unto any man: but ever 
follow that which is good, both among your- 
selves, and to all sen. Rejoice evermore.

First Lesson. Deuteronomy xxx, 


JA ND it shall come to pass, when all, these 
things are come upon thee, thé blessing 

and the curse, which I have set before thee, 
and thou shalt call ¢hem: toomind: among all 
the nations, whither the Lorp thy God hath 
driven thee, and’ shalt return unto the Lorp 
thy God, and shalt obey his voice according 
to all that I command thee this day, thou a 
thy children, with all thine heart, and with 
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all thy soul; that then the Lorp thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compassion upon 
thee, and will return and gather thee from all 
the nations, whither the Lorp thy God hath 
scattered thee. If any of thine be driven out 
unto the outmost parts of heaven, from thence 
will the Lorp thy God gather thee, and from 
thence will he fetch thee: and the Lorp thy 
Godwill bring thee into the land which thy 
fathers possessed, and: thou shalt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and multiply thee 
above thy fathers. And the Lorp thy God 
will circumcise thine heart, and the heart of 
thy seed, to love the Lorp thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, that thou 
mayest lives ‘And the Lorp thy God will 
put all'these curses upon thine enemies, and 
on them that hate thee, which persecuted 
thee. And thou shalt return and: obey the 
voice of the Lorp, and do all his command- 
ments which I command thee this day. And 
the Lorp thy God will make'thee plenteous 
in every work of thine hand, in the fruit of 
thy body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, and 
in’ the fruit of thy land, for good: for the 
Lorp will again rejoice over thee for good, 
as he rejoiced over thy fathers: if thou shalt 
hearken unto the voice of the Lorn thy God, 
to keep his commandments and _his statutes 
which are written in this book of the law, 
and if thou turn unto the Lorp thy God with 
all thine heart and with all thy soul. 

|) For this commandment which I command 
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thee this day, it zs not hidden from thee, nei, 
ther zs it far off. It ¢s not in heaven, thas 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go up for us 
to heaven, and bring it unto us, that we may 
hear it, and do it? Neither ¢s it beyond the 
sea, that thou .shouldest say, Who shall go 
over the sea for us, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? But the word zs 
very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and. in 
thy heart, that thou mayest do it. 

See, I have set before thee this day life and 
good, and death and evil; in that I command | 
thee this day to love the Lorp thy God, to 
walk in his ways, and to keep his command- 
ments and his statutes and his judgments, that 
thou mayest live and multiply: and the Lorp 
thy God shall bless thee in the land whither | 
thou goest to possess it. But if thine heart 
turn away, so that thou wilt not hear, but 
shalt be drawn away, and worship other gods — 
and serve them; I denounce unto yon this 
day, that ye shall surely perish, and that ye 
shall not prolong yous days upon the land, 
whither thou passest over Jordan to go to 
possess it. I call heaven and earth to record — 
this day against you, ¢hat I have set before 
you life and death, blessing and cursing: 
therefore choose life that both thou and thy 
seed may live: that thou. mayest love the 

Lorp thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
Ins voice, and that thou mayest cleave unto | 
him: for he ds thy life and the length of thy” 
days: that thou mayest dwell.in. the land — 
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-which the Lorp sware unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give 
| them. 


Second Lesson. Galatians v. 


| GTAND fast therefore in the liberty where 
with Christ hath made us free, and be not 
éntangled again with the yoke of bondage. 
Behold, I Paul say unto you, that if ye be 
circumcised, Christ shall profit you nothing. 
For I testify again to every man that is cir- 
cumcised; that he is a debtor todo the whole 
law. Christ is become of no-effect unto you, 
whosoever of you are justified by the law; 
ye are fallen from grace. For we through 
the Spirit wait for the hope of righteousness 
by faith. Forin Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncircumcision; 
but faith which worketh by love. Ye did 
run well; who did hinder you that ye should 
not obey the truth? This persuasion cometh 
not of him that calleth you. A little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump. [ have confidence 
in you through the Lord, that ye will be none 
otherwise minded: but he that. troubleth you 
shall bear Azs judgment, whosoever he be. 
And I, brethren, if I yet preach circumcision, 
why do I yet suffer persecution? then is the 
offence of the cross ceased. I would they 
were even cut off which trouble you. For, 
brethren, ye have been called unto liberty: 
only wse not liberty for an occasion to the 
flesh, but by love serve one another. For all 
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the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
But if ye bite and devour one another, take 
heed ye be not consumed one of another. 
This | say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye 
shall not fulfil the Inst of the flesh. For the 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, andthe: Spirit 
against the flesh: and these are contrary the 
oue to the other: so that ye cannot do the 
things that ye would. Butif ye be led of the 
Spirit, ye are not under the law. | Now the 
works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, 
Jasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, | 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, : 
heresies, envyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revellings, and such like: of the which I tell 
you before, as I have also told yow in time 
past, that they which do such things shall not | 
inherit the kingdom of God. But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance: against such there is no law. And 
they that are Christ’s have crucified the flesh | 
with the affections and lusts. If we live in | 
the Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit. Let 
us not be desirous of vain-glory, provoking 
one another, envying one another: 
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SAINT BARNABAS THE APOSTLE. 


Mlorning Service. 


First Lesson. Ycclesiasticus x. 


| A WISE judge will instruct his people; and 
the government of a prudent man is well 
ordered. As the judge of the people is him 
self,'so are his officers; and. what manner of 
man the ruler of the city is, such are all they 
that dwell therein... An unwise king destroy- 
eth his people; but through the prudence of 
them which are in authority, the city shall 
be inhabited. The power of the earth is in 
the hand of the Lord, and in due time he will 
set over it one that is profitable. In the hand 
of God is the prosperity of man: and.upon 
the person of the scribe shall he lay his honour. 
Bear not hatred to thy neighbour for every 
wrong; and do nothing at all by injurious 
practices. Pride is hateful-before God and 
man: and by both doth one commit iniquity. 
Because of unrighteous dealings, injuries, and 
riches got by deceit, the kingdom is translated 
from one people to another. Why is earth 
and ashes proud? There is not a more wicked 
thing than a covetous man: for such a one 
setteth his own soul to sale; because while 
he liveth, he casteth away nis | owels. The. 
physician cutteth off a long disease; and he > 
that is to-day a king, to-morrow shall die. 
For when a man is dead, he shall inherit 
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creeping things, beasts, and worms. The be- 
ginning of pride is when one departeth from 
God, and his heart is turned away from his 
maker. For pride is the beginning of sin, 
and he that hath it shall pour ont abomina- 
tion; and therefore the Lord brought upon 
them strange calamities, and overthrew them 
utterly. The Lord hath cast down the thrones 
of proud princes, and set up the meek in their 
stead. The Lord hath plucked up the roots 
of the proud natious, and planted the lowly 
in their place. The Lord overthrew couutries 
of the heathen, and destroyed them to the 
foundations of the earth. He took some of 
them away, and destroyed them, and hath 
made their memorial to cease from the earth. 
Pride was not made for men, nor furious 
anger for them that are born of a woman. 
They that fear the Lord are a sure seed, and 
they that love him an honourable plant: they 
that regard not the law are a dishonourable 
seed; they that transgress the commandments 
are a deceivable seed. Among brethren he 
that is chief is honourable; so are they that 
fear the Lord, in his eyes. The fear of the 
‘Lord goeth before the obtaining of authority: 
but roughness and pride is the losing thereof. 
Whether he be rich, noble or poor, their glory 
is the fear of the Lord. It is not meet to de- 
»Spise the poor man that hath understanding; 
neither is it convenient to magnify a sinful 
man. Great men, and judges, and potentates, 
shall be honoured; yet is there none of them 
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#reater than he that feareth the Lord. :Unto 
the servant that is wise shall they that are 
free do service: and he that hath knowledge 
will not grudge when he is reformed. Be not 
overwise in doing thy business; and boast 


not thyself in the time of thy distress. Bet 
| ter is he that laboureth, and aboundeth in all 
things, than he that boasteth himself, and 
-wanteth bread. » My son, glorify thy soul in 


meekness, and give it honour according to 
the dignity thereof. Who will justify him 
that simmeth against his own soul? and who 
will honour him that dishonoureth his own 
life? The poor man is honoured for his skill, 
and’ the rich man is honoured for his riches. 
He that is honoured in poverty, how much 
more in riches? and he that is dishonourable 
in riches, how much more in poverty? 


Second Lesson. Acts xiv. 


AND it came to pass in Iconium, that they 

went both together into the synagogue 
of the Jews, and so spake, that a great mul- 
titude both of the Jews, and also of the Greeks 
believed. But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their minds evil. 
affected against the brethren. Long time 
therefore abode they speaking boldly “in the 
Lord, which gave testimony unto the word 
of his grace, and granted signs and wonders 
to be done by their hands. But the multitude 
of the city was divided: and part held with 
tlie Jews, and. part with the apostles.» And 
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when there was an assault made both of the 
Gentiles, and also of the Jews with their 
rulers, to use them despitefully, and to stone 
them, they were ware of 2¢, and fled unto 
Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and 
unto the region that leth round about: and 
there they preached the gospel, 

And there sat a certain man at Lystra, im- 
potent in his feet, being a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had walked: the 
same heard Paul speak: who steadfastly be- 
holding him, and perceiving that he had faith 
to be healed, said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, 
saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods 
are come down to us in the likeness of men. 
And they called Barnabas, Jupiter; and Paul, 
Mercurius, because he was the chief speaker. 
Then the priest of Jupiter, which was: before 
their city, brought oxen and, garlands unto 
the gates, and would have done sacrifice 
with the people. hich when the apostles, 
Barnabas and Paul heard of, they rent their 

“clothes, and ran in among the people, crying 
out, and saying, Sirs, why do ye these things? 
We also are men of like passions with you, 
and preach unto you that ye should turn from 
these vanities unto the living God, which 

~made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all 

things that are therein: who in times past 

suffered all nations to walk. in their own 
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ways. Nevertheless he left not himself with- 
out witness, in'that he did good, and gave us 
rain from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling 
our hearts with food and gladness. And with 
these sayings scarce restrained they the peo- 
ple, that they had not done sacrifice unto 
them. 

/ And there came thither certain Jews from 
Antioch and: Iconium, who persuaded the 
people, and, having stoned Paul, drew him 
out of the city, supposing he had been dead. 
Howbeit, as the disciples stood) round about 
him, he rose up, and came into the city: and 
the next day he departed with; Barnabas to 
Derbe. And when they had preached ‘the 
gospel to that city, and had taught many, 
they returned again to Lystra,and ¢o Iconium, 
and Antioch, confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that we must through much tribu- 
lation enter into the kingdom of God. And 
when they had ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord, on whom they 
believed. And after they had passed through- 
out Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. And 
when they had preached the word in Perga, 
they went down into Attalia: and thence 
sailed to Antioch, from whence they had 
been recommended to the grace of God. for

the work which they fulfilled. And when ~ 


they were come, and had gathered the church 


together, they rehearsed all that God» had 
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done with them, and how he had opened the 
door of faith unto the Gentiles. And there 
they abode long time with the disciples.

First Lesson. Ecclesiasticus xii. 


W HEN thou wilt do good, know to whom 
thou doest it; so shalt thou be thanked 
for thy benefits. Do good to the godly man, 
and thou shalt find a recompense; and if not 
from him, yet from the most High. There 
can no good come to him that is always occu- 
pied in evil, nor to him that giveth no alms.. 
Give to the godly man, and help not a sinner.’ 
Do well unto him that is lowly, but give not 
to the ungodly: hold back thy bread, and 
give it not unto him, lest he overmaster thee 
thereby: for (else) thou shalt receive twice 
as much evil for all the good that thou shalt 
have done unto him. For the most High 
hateth sinners, and will repay vengeance 
unto the ungodly, and keepeth them against 
the mighty day of their punishment. Give 
unto the good, and help not the sinner. A 
friend cannot be known in prosperity: and 
an enemy cannot be hid in adversity. In the 
prosperity of aman, enemies will be grieved: 
but in his adversity, even a friend will de-— 
part. Never trust thine enemy: for like as 
iron rusteth, so is his wickedness. Though 
he humble himself, and go crouching, yet 
take good heed and beware of him, and thou 
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shalt be unto him as if thou hadst wiped a 
looking-glass, and thou shalt know that his 
rust hath not been altogether wiped away. 
Set him not by thee, lest, when he hath over- 
thrown thee, he stand up in thy place; nei- 
ther let him sit at thy right hand, lest he seek 
to take thy seat, and thou at the last remem- 
ber my words, and be pricked therewith. 
Who will pity the charmer that is bitten with 
a serpent, or any such as come nigh wild 
beasts? So one that goeth to-a sinner, and is 
defiled with him in his sins, who will pity? 
For a while he will abide with thee, but if 
thou begin to fall, he will not tarry. An 
enemy speaketh sweetly with his lips, but in 
his heart he imagineth how to throw thee 
into a pit: he will weep with his eyes, but if 
he find opportunity, he will not be satisfied 
with blood. If adversity come upon thee, 
thou shalt find him there first; and though 
he pretend to help thee, yet shall he under- 
mine thee. He will shake his head, and clap 
his hands, and whisper much, and: change 
his countenance. 


Second Lesson. Acts xv. 


AND certain men which came down from 

Judea taught the brethren, and said, 
‘Except ye be circumcised after the manner 
of Moses, ye cannot be saved. When there- 
‘fore Paul and Barnabas had no small dissen- 
‘sion and disputation with them, they de- 
‘termined that Paul and Barnabas, and cer- 
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tain other of them, should go up to Jerusalem 
wnto the apostles and elders about this ques- 
tion. And being brought on their way by 
the church, they passed through Phenice and 
Samaria, declaring the conversion of the 
Gentiles: and they caused great joy unto all 
the brethren. And when they were come to 
Jerusalem, they were received of the church, 
and of the apostles and elders, and they de- 
clared all things that God had done with 
them. But there rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, That 
it was needful to circumcise them, and to com- 
mand ¢hem to keep the law of Moses. 


And the apostles and elders came together . 


for to consider of this matter. And when 
there had been much disputing, Peter rose 
up, and said unto them, Men and brethren, 
ye know how that a good while ago God 
made choice among us, that the Gentiles by 
my mouth should hear the word of the gos- 
pel, and believe. And God, which knoweth 
the hearts, bare them witness, giving them 
the Holy Ghost, even as he did unto us; and 
_put no difference. between us and them, puri- 
fying their hearts by faith. Now therefore 
why tempt ye God, to put a yoke upon the 
neck of the disciples, which neither our fa 
thers nor we were able to bear? But we be- 
lieve that through the grace of the Lord Jesug 
Christ we shall be saved, even as they. 
Then all the multitude kept silence, and 
gave audience to Barnabas and Paul, de- 
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elaring what miracles and wonders God had 
wrought among the Gentiles by them. 

And after they had held their peace, James 
answered,saying, Men and brethren, hearken 
unto me: Simeon hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out of 
them a people for hisname. And to thisagree 
the words of the prophets; as it is written, 
After this I will return, and will build again 
the tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down; and I wil] build again the ruins there- 
of, and I will set it up: that the residue of 
men might seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, saith 
the Lord, who doeth all these things. Known, 
unto God are all his works from the begin- 
ning of the world. Wherefore my sentence 
is, that we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to God: but 
that we write unto them, that they abstain 
from pollutions of idols, and from fornica= 
tion, and from things strangled, and from 
blood. For Moses of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, being read in the 
synagogues every sabbath day. Then pleased 
it the apostles and elders, with the whole 
church, to send chosen men of their own 
company to Antioch with Paul and Barna- 
bas; namely, Judas surnamed Barsabas; and 
Silas, chief men among the brethren: and 
they wrote letters by them after this manner; 
The apostles and elders and brethren send 
greeting unto the brethren which are of the 
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Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia: 
Forasmuch as we have heard, that certain 
which went out from us have troubled you 
with words, subverting your souls, saying, 
Ye must be circumcised, and keep the law: 
to whom we gave no such commandment: 
it seemed good unto us, being assembled 
with one accord, to send chosen men unto 
you with our beloved Barnabas ‘and Paul, 
men that have hazarded their lives for the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ. We have 
sent therefore Judas and Silas, who shall also 
tell you the same things by mouth. For 
it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, 
to lay upon you no greater burden than- 
these necessary things; that ye abstain from 
meats offered to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from fornication: 
from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall 
do well. Fare ye well. So when they were 
dismissed, they came to Antioch; and when 
they had gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epistle; which when they 
had read, they rejoiced for the consolation. 
And Judas and Silas, being prophets also 
themselves, exhorted the brethren with many 
words, and confirmed them. And after they 
had tarried there a space, they were let go 
in peace from the brethren unto: the apostles. 
Notwithstanding it pleased Silas to abide | 
there still. Paul also arid Barnabas continued 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching ‘the word 
of the Lord, with many others also. 
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SAINT JOHN BAPTIST’S DAY. 
Moriing Service. 
First Lesson. Malachi iii. 


BEHOLD, I will send my messenger, and 
+~ he shall prepare the way before me: and 
the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly 
come to his temple, even the messenger of 
the covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lorp of hosts. But 
who may abide the day of his coming? 
and who shall stand when he appeareth? for 
he zs like a refiner’s fire, and like fullers’ 
soap: And he shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver: and he shall purify the sons of 
Levi, and purge them as gold and. silver, 
that they may offer unto the Lorp an offering 
in righteousness. Then shall the offering of 
Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lorp, as in the days of old, and as in former 
years. And I will come near to you to judg- 
ment: and I will be a swift witness against 
the sorcerers, and against the adulterers, and 
against false swearers, and against those 
‘that oppress the hireling in his wages, the 
widow, and the fatherless, and that turn 
aside the:stranger from his right, and fear 
“not me, saith the Lorp of hosts. For I am 
the Lorp, I change not; therefore ye sons of 
Jacob are not consumed. 
_ Even from the days of your fathers ye are 
gone away from mine ordinances, and have 
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not kept them. Return unto me, and I will 
return unto you, saith the Lorp of hosts. 
But ye said, Wherein shall we return? 

Will a man rob God? Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ve say, Wherein have we robbed 
thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed me, even 
this whole nation. Bring ye all the tithes 
into the storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, if I will mot open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it. And I will rebuke the devourer 
for your sakes, and he shall not destroy the - 
fruits of your ground; neither shall your vine 
cast her fruit before the time in the field, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. And all nations 
shall call you blessed: for ye shall be a de 
lightsome land, saith the Lorn of hosts. 

Your words have been stout against me, 
saith the Lorp. Yet ye say, What have we 
spoken so much against thee? Ye have said, 
It ¢s vain to serve God: and what profit is 
if that we have kept his ordinance, and that 
we have walked mournfully before the Lorp 
of hosts? And now we call the proud happy; 
yea, they that work wickedness are set up; — 
yea, they that tempt God are even delivered. — 

Then they that feared the Lorp spake 
often one to another: and the Lorp hearkened, 
and heard z¢, and a book of remembrance 
was written before him for them that feared — 
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the Lorp, and that thought upon his name. 
And they shall be mine, saith the Lorp of 
hosts, in that day when I make up my 
jewels; and I will spare them, as a man 
spareth his own son that serveth him. Then 
shall ye return, and discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, between him that 
serveth God and him that serveth him not. 


Second Lesson. St. Matt. iii. . 


[X those days came John the Baptist, preach- 
ing in the wilderness of Judea, and say- 
ing, Repent ye: for the kingdom of Heaven 
is at hand. For this is he that was spoken 
of by the prophet Hsaias, saying, The voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye 
the way of the Lord, make his paths straight. 
And the same John had his raiment of camel’s 
hair, and a leathern girdle about his loins; 
and his meat was locusts and wild honey. 
Then went out to him Jerusalem, and all 
Judea, and all the region round about Jordan, 
aud were baptized of him in Jordan, confess- 
ing their sins. | 
But when he saw many of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees come to his baptism, he said 
_ unto them, O generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath to come? 
Bring forth therefore fruits meet for repent- 
ance: and think not to say within yourselves, 
We have Abraham to our father: for I say 
‘unto you, that God is able of these stones to 
raise up children unto Abraham. And now

also the axe is laid unto the root of the trees: 
therefore every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the 
fire. J indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy 
to bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire: Whose fan ¢s in his 
hand, and he will throughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the garner; but he 
will burn up the chaff with unquenchable 
fire. 

Then cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan 
unto John, to be baptized of him. But John - 
forbade him, saying, I have need to be bap- 
tized of thee, and comest thou to me? And 
Jesus answering said unto him, Suffer z¢ fo 
be so now: for thus it becometh us to fulfil 
all righteousness. Then he suffered him. 
And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water: and, lo, the 
heavens were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him: And lo a voice from 
heaven, saying, This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased. 


Evening Service. 
First Lesson. Malachi iv. 


OR, behold, the day cometh, that shall 
nae as an oven: and all the ‘proud, yea, 
and all that do wickedly, shall be stubble: 
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and the day that cometh shall burn them up 
saith the Lorp of hosts, that it shall leave 
them neither root nor branch. 

But unto you that fear my name shall the 
Sun of righteousness arise with healing in his 
‘wings; and ye shall go forth, and grow up 

as calves of the stall. And ye shall tread 
down the wicked; for they shall be ashes 
under the soles of your feet in the day that I 
shall do fhis, saith the Lorn of hosts. 

Remember ye the law of Moses my ser- 
vant, which I commanded unto him in Horeb 
for all Israel, with the statutes and judg- 
ments. 

Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet 
before the coming of the great and dreadful 
day of the Lorp: and he shall turn the heart 
of the fathers to the children, and the heart 
of the children to their fathers, lest I come 
and smite the earth with a curse.

A T that time, Herod the tetrarch heard of 
the fame of Jesus, and said unto his ser- 
vants, This is John the Baptist; he is risen 
‘from the dead; and therefore mighty works 
do show forth themselves in him. 

_For Herod had laid hold’ on John, and 
bound him, and put Adm in prison for He- 
rodias’ sake, his brother Philip’s wife. For 
John said unto him, It is not lawful for thee 
to have her. And when he would have put 
him to death, he feared the multitude, because

they counted him asa prophet. But when 
Herod’s birthday was kept, the daughter of 
Herodias danced:before them, and pleased 
Herod. Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would ask. 
And she, being before instructed of her 
mother, said,Give me here John Baptist’s 
head in a charger. And the king was sorry: 
nevertheless for the oath’s sake, and them 
which sat with him at meat, he commanded 
it to be given her. And he sent, and be- 
headed John in the prison. And his head 
was brought in a charger, and given to the 
damsel: and she brought 7# to her mother. 
And his disciples came, and took up the 
body, and buried it, and went and told Jesus. 


SAINT PETER’S DAY. 
Morning Service. 


First Lesson. ‘cclesiasticus xv. 


HE that feareth the Lord will do good; 

and he that hath the knowledge of the 
Jaw shall obtain her. And as a mother shall — 
she meet him, and receive him as a wife 
married of a virgin. With the bread of un- 
’ derstanding shall she feed him, and give him 
the water of wisdom to drink. He shall be 
stayed upon her, and shall not be moved, 
and shall rely upon her, and shall not be 
confounded. She shall exalt him above his 
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neighbours, and in the midst of the congre- 
gation shall she open his mouth. He shall 
find joy and a crown of gladness, and she 
shall cause him to inherit an everlasting name. 
But foolish men shall not attain unto her; 
-and sinners shall not see her. For she is far 
from pride, and men:that are liars cannot re- 
member her. Praise is not seemly in the 
mouth of a sinner, for it was not sent him of 
the Lord. For praise shall be uttered in 
wisdom, and the Lord will prosper it. Say 
not thou, It is through the Lord that I fell 
away: for thou oughtest not to do the things 
that he hateth. Say not thou, He hath caused 
me to err: for he hath no need of the sinfut 
man, The Lord hateth all abomination; and 
they that fear God love it not. He himself 
made man from the beginning, and left him 
in the hand of his counsel; if thou wilt, to 
keep the commandments,~and to perform 
acceptable faithfulness. He hath set fire and 
water before thee: stretch forth thy hand 
unto whether thou wilt. Before man is life 
and death; and whether him liketh shall be 
given him. For the wisdom of the Lord is 
great, and he is mighty in power, and be- 
holdeth all things: And his.eyes are upon 
them that fear him, and he knoweth every 
work of man. He hath commanded no man 
to do wickedly, neither hath he given any 
gan license to sin. 
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Second Lesson. Acts i 


Now Peter and John went up together 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, 
being the ninth hous. And a certain man 
lame from his mother’s womb was carried, 
whom they laid daily at. the gate of the tem- 
ple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of 
them that entered into the temple; who see- 
ing Peter and John about to go ito the tem- 
ple asked an alms. And Peter, fastening his 
eyes upon him with John, said, Look on us. 
And he gave heed unto them, expecting to 
receive something of them. Then Peter said, 
Silver and gold have I none; but such as I 
have give I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk. And he took 
him by the right hand, and lifted Atm up: 
and immediately his feet and ankle bones re- 
ceived strength. And he leaping up stood, 
and walked, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praising 
God. And all the people saw him walking 
_and praising God: and they knew that it was 
he which sat for alms at the Beautiful gate 
of the temple: and they were filled with 
wonder and amazement at that which had 
happened unto him. And as the lame man 
which was healed held Peter and John, all 
the. people ran. together unto them in the 
porch that is called Solomon? s, greatly won- 
dering. tu Bilge “yi! 
And when Peter saw i¢, he answered unto 
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the people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye 
at this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, 
*as though by our own power or holiness we 
had made this man to walk? The God of 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the 
God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son 
Josus; whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when he was 
determined to let him go. But ye denied the 
Holy One and the Just, and desired a mur- 
derer to be granted unto you; and killed the 
Prince of life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead; whereof we are witnesses, And 
his name through faith in his name hath made 
this man strong, whom ye see and know: 
yea, the faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence of you 
all. And now, Trethren, I wot that through 
ignorance ye did. zt, as did also your rulers. 
But those things, which God before had 
showed by the :nouth of all his prophets, that 
Christ should suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 
Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your sins may be /blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from the pre- 
sence of the Lord; and he shall send Jesus 
Christ, which before was preached unto you: 
whom the heaven must receive until the 
times of restitution of all things, which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy pro- 
phets since the world began. For Moses 
truiy said unto the fathers, A prophet shall 
the Lord your God raise up unto you of 
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your brethren, like unto me; him shall ye 

hear in all things whatsoever he shall say 

unto you. And it shall come to pass, that 
every soul, which will not hear that prophet, 

shall be destroyed from among the people. 

Yea, and all the prophets from Samuel and 

those that follow. after, as many as have 

spoken, have likewise foretold of these days. 

Ye are the children. of the prophets, and of 

the covenant which God made with our fa- 

thers, saying unto Abraham, And in thy 

seed shall all the kindreds of the earth be 

blessed. Unto you first God, having raised 

up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless you, in 

turning away every one of you from his ini- . 
quities. 


Evening Service. 


First Lesson. Y"Ecclesiasticus xix. 


LABOURING man that is given to 

drunkenness shall not be rich: and he 
that contemneth small things shall fall by 
little and little. Wine and women will make 
men of understanding to fall away: and he 
that cleaveth to harlots will become impudent. 
Moths and worms shall have him to herit- 
age, and a bold,man shall be taken away. 
He that is hasty to give credit is light-minded ; 
and he that sinneth shall offend against his — 
own soul. Whoso taketh pleasure in wick- 
edness shall be condemned: but he that re- | 
si-teth pleasures crowneth his life. He that 
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ean rule his tongue shall live without strife; 
and he that hateth babbling shall have less 
evil. _Rehearse not unto another that which 
is told unto thee, and thou shalt fare never 
the worse. Whether it be to a friend or foe, 
talk not of other men’s lives; and if thou 
canst without offence, reveal them not. © For 
he heard and observed thee, and when time 
cometh he will hate thee. If thou hast beard 
a word, let it die with thee; and be bold, it 
will not burst thee. A fool travaileth with a 
word, as a woman in labour of a child. As 
an arrow that sticketh in a man’s thigh, so is 
a word within a fool’s belly. Admonish a 
friend, it may be he hath not done it; and if 
he have done it, that he do it no more. Ad- 
monish thy friend, it may be he hath not said 
it; and if he have, that he speak it not again. 
Adinonish a friend: for many times it isa 
slander, and believe not every tale. There 
is one that slippeth in his speech, but not from 
his heart; and who is he that hath not offended 
with his tongue? Admonish thy neighbour 
before thou threaten him; and not beingangry, 
give place to the law of the most High: The 
fear of the Lord is the first step to be accepted 
(of him,) and wisdom obtaineth his love. The 
knowledge of the commandments of the Lord 
is the doctrine of life: and they that do things 
that please him shall receive the fruit of the 
tree of immortality. The fear of the Lord is 
all wisdom; and in all wisdom is the per- 
formance of the law, and the knowledge 
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or his omnipotency. Ifa servant say to his 
master, I will not do as it pleaseth thee; 
though afterward he do it, he angereth him 
that nourisheth him. The knowledge of wick- 
edness is not wisdom, neither at any time the 
counsel of sinners prudence. There is a wick- 
edness, and the same an abomination; and 
there is a fool wanting in wisdom. He that 
hath small understanding, and feareth God, 
is better, than one that hath much wisdom, 
and transgresseth the law of the most High. 
There is an exquisite subtilty, and the same 
is unjust; and there is one that turneth aside 
to make judgment appear; and there is a wise 
man that justifieth in judgment. There isa 
wicked man that hangeth down his head sad- 
ly; but inwardly he is full of deceit, casting 
down his countenance, and making as if he . 
heard not: where he is not known, he will do 
thee a mischief before thou be aware. And 
if for want of power he be hindered from 
sinning, yet when he findeth opportunity he 
will do evil. A man may be known by his 
look, and one that hath understanding by 
his countenance, when thou meetest him. A 
man’s attire, and excessive laughter, and gait, 
show what he is. 


Second, Lesson. Acts iv. 


AND as they spake unto the people, the 
priests,and the captain of the temple, and » 

the Sadducees, came upon them, being griev-_ 
ed that they taught the people, and preached 
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through Jesus the resurrection from the dead. 
And they laid hands on them, and put them 
in hold unto the next day: for it was now 
eventide. Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the number of 
the men was about five thousand. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that 


their rulers, and elders, and scribes,and Annas 


the high priest, and Caiaphas, and John, and 
Alexander, and as many as were of the kin- 
dred of the high priest, were gathered together 
at Jerusalem. And when they had set them 
in the midst, they asked, By what power, or 
by what name, have ye done this? Then 
Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, Ye rulers of: the people, and elders of 
Israel, if we this day be examined of the good 
deed done to the impotent man, by what 
means he is made whole; be it known unto 
you all, and to all the people of Israel, that 
by the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised from 
the dead, even by him doth this man stand 
here before’ you whole. This is the stone 
which was set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of the corner. 
Neither is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under heaven given 
umong men, whereby we must be saved. 


- _Now, when they saw the boldness of Peter 
and John, and perceived that they were un: 
learned and ignorant men, they marvelled; 
and they took knowledge of them, that they 
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had been with Jesus. And beholding the man 
which was healed standing with them, they 
could say nothing against it. But when they 


had commanded them to go aside out of the: 


council, they ‘conferred among themselves. 
saying, What shall we do to these men? for 
. that indeed a notable miracle hath been done 
by them zs manifest to all them that dwell 
in Jerusalem; and wecannotdeny 7#. But, that 
it spread'no further among the people, let us 
straitly threaten them, that they speak hence- 
forth to man in this name. ‘And they called 
them, and commanded them not'to speak at 
all nor teach in the name of Jesus. But Peter 


and John answered and: said’ unto them, | 


Whether it be right in the sight of God to 
_ hearken unto you more than unto God, judge 
ye. For we cannot but speak thethings which 
we have seen and heard. So when:they had 
further threatened them, they let them go, 
finding nothing how they might punish them, 
because of the people: for all men glorified 
God for that which was done. For the man 
was above forty years old, on whom this mi- 
racle of healing was showed. 

And being let go, they went to their own 
company,and reported all that the chief priests 
andelders had said untothem. And, when they 


heard that, they lifted up their voice to God with: 
one accord, and said, Lord, thou art God which 


hast made heaven and earth, and the! sea, and 
all that in them is: who by the mouth of thy — 


servant David hast said, Why did ai heathen 
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rage, and the people imagine vain things? 
The kings of the earth stood up, and the rulers 
were gathered together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. For of a truth against thy 
holy child Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, 
both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gen- 
tiles, and the people of Israel, were gathered 
together; for to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel determined before to be done. 
And now, Lord, behold their threatenings: 
and grant unto thy servants, that with all 
boldness they may speak thy word, by 
stretching forth thine hand to heal; and that 
signs and wonders may be done by the name 
of thy holy child Jesus, 

And, when they had prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were assembled together; 
and they were-all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and they spake the word of God with bold- 
ness. And the multitude of them that be- 
lieved, were of one heart, and of one soul: 
neither said any of them that aught of the 
things which he possessed, was his own; but 
they had all*things common. And with great 
power gave the apostles witness of the resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus: and great grace 
was upon them all. Neither was there any 
among them that lacked: for as many as were 
possessors of lands, or houses sold them, ana 
brought the prices of the things that were sold, 
and laid them down at the apostles’ feet: and 
distribution was made unto every man ac- 
cording as he had need. And Joses, who by 
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the apostles was surnamed Barnabas, (which 
is, being interpreted, The son of consolation,) 
a Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, having 
land, sold z¢, and brought the money, and laid 
it at the apostles’ feet. 


SAINT JAMES THE APOSTLE. 


Morning Service. 
Ecclesiasticus xxi. 


MY son, hast thou sinned? do so no more, 

but ask pardon for thy former sins. Flee 
from sin as from the face of a serpent: for if 
thou comest too near it, it will bite thee: the 
teeth thereof are as the teeth of a lion, slaying 
the souls of men. All iniquity is as a two- 
edged sword, the wounds whereof cannot be 
healed. To terrify and do wrong will waste 
riches: thus the house of proud men shall be 
made desolate. A prayer out of a poor man’s 
mouth reacheth to the ears of God, and his 
judgment cometh speedily. He that hateth 
to be reproved is in the way of sinners: but 
he that feareth the Lord will repent from his 
heart.. An eloquent man is known far and 
near; but.a man of understanding knoweth 
when he slippeth. He that buildeth his house 
with other men’s money is like one that 
gathereth himself stones for the tomb of his 
burial. .The congregation of the wicked is 
like tow wrapped together: and the end of 
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them is a flame of fire to destroy them. The 
way of sinners is made plain with stones, but 
at the end thereof is the pit of hell. He that 
keepeth the law of the Lord getteth the un- 
derstanding thereof: and the perfection of 
the fear of the Lord is wisdom. He that is 
not wise will not be taught: but there isa 
wisdom which multiplieth bitterness. The 
knowledge of a wise man shall abound like a 
flood: and his counsel is like a pure fountain 
of life. The inner parts of a fool are like a 
broken vessel, and he will hold no knowledge 
as long as he liveth. Ifa skilful man hear a 
wise word, he will commend it, and add unto 
it: but as soon as one of no understanding 
heareth it, it displeaseth him, and he casteth 
it behind his back. The talking of a fool is 
like a burden in the way: but grace shall be 
found in the lips of the wise. They enquire 
at the mouth of the wise man in the congre- 
gation, and they shall ponder his words in 
their heart. As is a house that is destroyed, 
so is wisdom toa focl: and the knowledge 
of the unwise is as talk without sense. Doc- 
trine unto fools is as fetters on the feet, and 
like manacles on the right hand. A fool lift- 
eth up his voice with laughter; but a wise 
man doth scarce smile a little. Learning is 
unto a wise man as an ornament of gold, and 
like a bracelet upon his right arm. A foolish 

man’s foot is soon in his (neighbour? s) house: ~ 
but a man of experieuce is ashamed of him. 
A fool will peep in at the door into the house» 
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but. he that is well nurtured will stand with- 
out. It is the rudeness of a man to hearken 
at the door: but a wise man will be grieved 
with the disgrace. The lips of talkers will be 
telling such things as pertain not unto them: 
but the words of such as have understanding 
are weighed in the balance. The heart of. 
fools is in their mouth: but the mouth of the 
wise is in their heart. When the ungodly 
curseth Satan, he curseth his own soul. A 
whisperer defileth his own soul, and is hated 
wheresoever he dwelleth.

Ecclesiasticus xxii. 


A SLOTHFUL man is compared toa filthy 
stone, and every one will hiss him out to 

his disgrace. A slothful man is compared to 
the filth of a dunghill: every man that takes 
_ it up will shake his hand. An evil-nurtured 
son is the dishonour of his father that begat 
him: and a (foolish) daughter is born to his 
loss. A wise daughter shall bring an inherit- 
ance to her husband: but she that liveth dis- 
honestly is her father’s heaviness. She that 
is bold dishonoureth both her father and her 
husband: but they both shall despise her. A 
tale out of season (is as) music in*mourning: 
but stripes and correction of wisdom are never — 
out of time. Whoso teacheth a fool is as one’ 
that glueth a potsherd togetheryand as he thai 
waketh one from a sound sleep. He that 
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telleth a tale to a fool speaketh to one in'a 
slumber: when he hath told his tale, he will 
say, What is the matter? If children live hon- 
estly, and have wherewithal, they shall cover 
the baseness of their parents. But children, 
being haughty, through disdain and want of 
nurture do stain the nobility of their kindred. 
Weep for the dead, for he hath lost the light: 
and weep for the fool, for he wanteth under 
standing: make little weeping for the dead, 
for he is at rest: but the life of the fool is 
worse than death. Seven days do men mourts 
for him that is dead; but for a fool and an 
ungodly man all the days of his life. Talk 
not much with a fool, and go not to him that 
hath no understanding: beware of him, lest 
thou have trouble, and thou shalt never be 
defiled with his fooleries: depart from him, 
and thou shalt find rest,.and never be dis- 
quieted with madness. What is heavier than 
lead? and what is the name thereof but.a fool? 
Sand, and salt; and a mass of iron, is easier 
to bear than a man without uuderstanding. 
As timber girt and bound together ina build- 
ing eannot be loosed with shaking: so the 
heart that is stablished by advised counsel 
shall fear at no time. A heart settled upon a, 
thought of understanding is as a fair plaster- 
ing on the wall of a gallery. Pales set ona 
high place will never stand against the wind: 
so a fearful heart, in the imagination of a foot 
cannot stand against any fear. He that prick- 
eth the eye will make tears to fall: and he 
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that pricketh the heart maketh it to show 
her knowledge. Whoso casteth a stone at 
the birds frayeth them away: and he that 
upbraideth his friend breaketh friendship. 
Though thou drewest a sword at thy friend, 
yet despair not: for there may be a returning 
(to favour.) If thou hast opened thy mouth 
against thy friend, fear not; for there may be 
a reconciliation: except for upbraiding, or 
pride, or disclosing of secrets, or a treacherous 
wound: for, for these things every friend will 
depart. Be faithful to thy neighbour in his 
poverty, that thou mayest rejoice in his pros- 
perity: abide steadfast unto him in the time 
of his trouble, that thou mayest be heir with’ 
him in his heritage: for a mean estate is not 
always to be contemned: nor the rich that is 
foolish to be had in admiration. As the va- 
pour and smoke of a furnace goeth before the 
fire; so reviling before blood. I will not be 
ashamed to defend a friend; neither will I 
hide myself from him. And if any evil hap- 
pen unto me by him, every one that heareth 
it will beware of him: Who shall set a watch 
before my mouth, and a seal of wisdom upon 
wy lips, that I fall not suddenly by them, and 
that my tongue destroy me not?

Ecclesiasticus xxiv. 


ay ISDOM shall praise herself, and shall 

glory in the midst of her people. In the 
congregation of the most High shall she open 
her mouth, and triumph before his power. 
I came out of the mouth of the most High, 
and covered the earth asacloud. I dwelt 
in high places, and my throne is in a cloudy 
pillar. I alone compassed the circuit of hea- 
ven, and walked in the bottom of the deep. 
In the waves of the sea, and in all the earth, 
and in every people and nation, I got a pos- 
session. With all these I sought rest: and 
in whose inheritance shall I abide? So the 
Creator of all things gave me a command- 
ment, and he that made me caused my taber-. 
nacle to rest, and said, Let thy dwelling be 
in Jacob, and thine inheritance in Israel. He 
created me from the beginning before the 
world, and I shall never fail. In the holy 
tabernacle I served before him; and so was 
I established in Sion. Likewise in the be- 
loved city he gave me rest, and, in Jerusalem 
was my power. And I took root in an 
honourable people, even in the portion of the 
Lord’s inheritance. I was exalted like a 
cedar in Libanus, and as a cypress-tree upon 
the mountains of Hermon. I was exalted 
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like a palm-tree in Engaddi, and as a rose- 
plant in Jericho, as a fair olive-tree in a 
pleasant field, and grew up as a plane-tree 
by the water. I gave a sweet smell like 
cinnamon and aspalathus, and I yielded a 
pleasant odour like the best myrrh, as gal- 
bauum, and onyx, and sweet storax, and as 
the fume of frankincense in the tabernacle. 
As the turpentine-tree I stretched out my 
branches, and my branches are the branches 
of honour and grace. As the vine brought 
I forth a pleasant savour, and my flowers are 
the fruit of honour and riches. I am the 
mother of fair love, and fear, and knowledge, 
and holy hope: I therefore, being eternal, am. 
given to all my children which are named of 
him. Come unto me, all ye that be desirous 
of me, and ‘fill yourselves with my fruits. 
For my memorial is sweeter than honey, and 
mine inheritance than the honeycomb. They 
that. eat me shall yet be hungry, and they 


that drink me shall yet be thirsty. He that 


obeyeth me shall never be confounded, and 
they that work by me shall not do amiss. 
All these things are the book of the covenant 
of the most high God, even the law which 
Moses commanded for a heritage unto the 


‘congregation of Jacob. Faint not to be strong 


in the Lord: that he may confirm you, cleave 

unto him: for the Lord Almighty is God 

alone, and besides him there is no other Sa- 

viour. He filleth all things with his wisdom 

as Phison and as Tigris in the time of th 
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new fruits. He maketh the understanding 
to abound like Euphrates, and as Jordan in 
the time of the harvest. He maketh the aoc- 
trine of knowledge appear as the light, and 
as Geon in the time of vintage. The first man 
knew her not perfectly: no more shall the 
last find her out. For her thoughts are more 
than the sea, and her counsels profounder 
than the great deep. I also came out as a 
brook from a river, and as a conduit into a 
garden. J said, I will water my best garden, 
and will water abundantly my garden-bed: 
and lo, my brook became a river, and my 
river became a sea. I will yet make doctrine to 
shine as the morning, and will send forth her 
light afar off. I will yet pour out doctrine as 
prophecy, and leave it to all ages for ever. 
Behold that I have not laboured for myself 
only, but for all them that seek wisdom.

Ecclesiasticus xxix. a 


HE that is merciful will lend unto his neigh- 
bour; and he that strengtheneth his 
hand keepeth the commandments. Lend to 
thy neighbour in time of his need, and pay 
thou thy neighbour again in due season. 
Keep thy word, and deal faithfully with him, 
‘and thou shalt always find the thing that is 
necessary for thee. Many, when a thing was 
-Jent them, reckoned it to be found, and put 
them to trouble that helped them. Till he 
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hath received, he will kiss a man’s hand, 
aud for his neighbour’s money he will speak 
submissly: but when he should. repay, he 
will prolong the time, and return words of 
grief, and complain of the time. If he pre- 
vail, he shall hardly receive the half, and he 
will count as if he had found it: if not, he 
hath deprived him of his money, and he hath 
gotten him an enemy without cause: he pay- 
eth him with cursings and railings; and for 
honour be will pay him disgrace, Many 
therefore have refused to lend for other me i’s 
ill dealing, fearing to be defrauded. Yet have 
thou patience with a man in poor estate, 


and delay not to show him merey. Help- 


the poor for the commandment’s sake, and 
turn him not away because of his poverty. 
Lose thy money for thy brother and thy 
friend, and let it not rust under a stone to be 
lost. Lay up thy treasure according to the 


ue of the most High, and it shall 


ng thee more profit than gold. Shut up 
alms in thy storehouses; and it shall deliver 
thee from all affliction. It shall fight for thee 
against thine enemies better than a mighty 
shield and strong spear. An honest man is 
surety for his neighbour: but he that is 
impudent will farsake him. Forget not the 
friendship of thy surety, for he hath given 


his life for thee. A sinner will overthrow the 
. good estate of his surety: And he that is of 
an unthankful mind will leave him (in dan — 


ger) that delivered him. | Suretiship hath 
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undone many of good estate, and shaken 
them asa wave of the sea: mighty mien 
hath it driven from their houses, so that they 
wandered among strange nations. A wicked 
man transgressing the commandments of the 
Lord shall fall into suretiship: and he that 
undertaketh and followeth other men’s busi- 
ness for gain shall fall into suits. Help thy 
neighbour according to thy power, and be- 
ware that thou thyself fall not into the same. 
The chief thing for life is water, and bread, 
and clothing, and a house to cover shame. 
Better is the life of a poor man in a mean 
cottage, than delicate fare in another man’s 
house. Be it little or much, hold thee con- 
tented, that thow hear not the reproach of thy 
house. For it is a miserable life to go from 
house to house: for where thou art a stranger, 
thou darest not open thy mouth. Thou shalt 
entertain, and feast, and have no thanks: at 
moreover, thou shalt hear bitter words: Come, — 
thou stranger, and furnish a table, and feed 
me of that thou hast ready. Give place, thou 
stranger, to an honourable man; my brother 
cometh to be lodged, and I have need of my 
house. These things are grievous to a man 
of understanding; the upbraiding of house 
oom, and reproaching of the lender.

Ecclesiasticus xxxv. 


HE that keepeth the law bringeth offerings 
enough: he that taketh heed to the com- 
mandment offereth a peace-offering. He that 
requiteth a good turn offereth fine flour; and 
he that giveth alms sacrificeth praise, To de- 
part from wickedness is a thing pleasing to 
the Lord; and to forsake unrighteousness is 
a propitiation. Thou shalt not appear empty 
before the Lord, for all these things (are to ° 
be done) because of the commandment. The 
offering of the righteous maketh the altar fat, 
and the sweet savour thereof zs before the 
most High. The sacrifice of a just man is 
acceptable, and the memorial thereof shall 
“never be forgotten. Give the Lord his honour 
witha good eye, and diminish not the first 
fruits of thy hands. In all thy gifts show a 
cheerful countenance, and dedicate thy tithes 
with gladness. Give unto the most High ac- 
cording as he hath enriched thee; and as thou 
hast gotten, give with a cheerful eye. For 
the Lord recompenseth, and will give thee 
seven times as much. Do not think to cor- 
rupt with gifts; for such he will not receive: 
and trust not to unrighteous sacrifices: for 
the Lord is judge, and with him is. no respect 
of persons. He will not. accept AGe person 
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ugainst a poor man, but will hear the prayer 
of the oppressed. He will not despise the 
supplication of the fatherless; nor the widow, 
when she poureth out her complaint. Do not 
the tears run down the widow’s cheeks? and 
is not her cry against him that causeth them 
to fall? He that serveth the Lord shall be ac- 
cepted with favour, and his prayer shall reach 
unto the clouds. The prayer of the humble 
pierceth the clouds: and till it come nigh, he - 
will not be comforted; and will not depart, 
till the most High shall behold to judge right- 
eously, and execute judgment. For the Lord 
will not be slack, neither will the mighty be 
patient toward them, till he have smitten in 
sunder the loins of the unmerciful, and repaid 
vengeance to the heathen; till he have taken 
away the multitude of the proud, and broken 
the sceptre of the unrighteous; till he have 
rendered to every man according to his deeds, © 
and to the works of men according to their 
devices; till he have judged the cause of his 
peopie, and made them to rejoice in his mer- 
cy. Mercy is seasonable in the time of afflic- 
tion, as clouds of rain in the time of drought.

Ecclesiasticus xxxviii. 


P{ONOuR a physician with the honour due 
~~~ unto him for the uses which ye may have 
_ofhim: for the Lord hath created him. For 
_ of the most High cometh healing, and he shall 
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receive honour of the king. The skill of the 
physician shall lift up his head: and in the 
sight of great men he shall be in admiration. 
The Lord hath created medicines out of the 
earth; and he that is wise will not abhor them. 


‘Was not the water made sweet with wood, 


that the virtue thereof might be known? And 
he hath given men skill that he might be ho- 
noured in his marvellous works. With such 


‘doth he heal (men,) and taketh away their 


pains. Of such doth the apothecary make a 
confection; and of his works there is noend; 
and from him is peace over all the earth. 
My son, in thy sickness be not negligent, but 
pray unto the Lord, and he will make thee 
whole. Leave off from sin, and order thine 
hands aright, and cleanse thy heart from all 
wickedness. Give a sweet savour, and a me- 
morial of fine flour; and make a fat-offering, 
as not being. Then give place to the phy- 


- sician,for the Lord hath created him: let him 


ae 


not go from thee, for thou hast need of him. 
There is a time when in their hands there is. 
good success. For they shall also pray unto 
the Lord, that he would prosper that which 
they give for ease and remedy to prolong life. 
He that sinneth before his Maker, let him fall 
into the hand of the physician. My son, let 
tears fall down over the dead, and begin to 
lament, as if thou hadst suffered great harm 
thyself; and then cover his body according 
to the custom, and neglect not his burial. 
Weep bitterly, and make great moan, and 
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ase lamentation, as he is worthy, and that a 
day or two, lest thou be evil spoken of; and 
then comfort thyself for thy heaviness. For 
of heaviness cometh death, and the heaviness 
of the heart breaketh strength. In affliction 
also sorrow remaineth: and the life of the 
“poor is the curse of the heart. Take no hea- 
viness to heart: drive it away, and remember 
the last end... Forget it not, for there is no 
turning again: thou shalt not do him good. 
but hurt thyself. Remember my judgment: 
for thine also shall be so; yesterday for me, 
and to-day for thee. When the dead is at 
rest, let his remembrance rest; and be com- 
forted for him, when his spirit is departed 
from him. The wisdom of a learned man 
cometh by opportunity of leisure: and he that 
hath little business shall become wise. How 
can he get wisdom that holdeth the plough, 
and that glorieth in the goad, that driveth 
oxen, and is occupied in their labours, and 
whose talk is of bullocks? He giveth his 
mind to make furrows; and is diligent to give 
the kine fodder. So every carpenter and 
workmaster, that Jaboureth night and day; 
and they that cut and grave seals, and are 
diligent to make great variety, and give them- . 
selves to counterfeit imagery, and watch to 
finish a work: The smith also sitting by the 
anvil, and considering the iron work, the va- 
pour of the fire wasteth his flesh, and he 
fighteth with the heat of the furnace: the 
noise of the hammer and the anvil is ever in 
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lis ears, and his eyes look still upon the pat 
tern of the thing that he maketh; he setteth 
his mind to finish his work, and watcheth to 
polish it perfectly: so doth the potter sitting 
at his work, and turning the wheel about with 
his feet, who is alway carefully set at his 
work, and maketh all his work by number; 
He fashioneth the clay with his arm, and 
boweth down his strength before his feet: he 
applieth himself to lead it over; and he is 
diligent to make clean the furnace: All these 
trust to their hands; and every one is wise in 
his work. Without these cannot a city be in- 
habited: and they shal] not dwell where they 
will, nor go up and down: they shall not be 
sought for in public council, nor sit high in 
the congregation: they shall not sit on the 
judge’s seat, nor understand the sentence of 
judgment; they cannot ‘declare justice and 
judgment; and they shall not be found where 
parables are spoken. But they will maintain 
the state of the world, and (all) their desire is 
in the work of their craft. 


SAINT MICHAEL AND ALL ANGELS. 


Morning Service. 
First Lesson. Genesis Xxxii. 


ANP Jacob went on his way, and the an- 
gels of God met him. And when Jacob — 
saw them, he said, This 7s God’s host: and 
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he called the name of that place Mahanaim. 
And Jacob sent messengers before him tea 
Hsau his brother, unto the land of Seir, the 
country of Edom. And he commanded them, 
saying, Thus shall ye speak unto my lord 
Esau; Thy servant Jacob saith thus, I have 
sojourned with Laban, and staid there until 
now: and I have oxen, and asses, flocks, and 
men-servants, and women-servants: and I 
have sent to tell my lord, that I may find 
grace in thy sight. 

And the messengers returned to Jacob, say- 
ing, We came to thy brother Esau, and also 
he cometh to meet thee, and four hundred 
men with him. Then Jacob was greatly 
afraid and distressed: and he divided the 
people that was with him, and the flocks, and 
herds, and the camels, into two bands; and 
said, If Esau come to the one company, and 
smite it, then the other company which is left 
shall escape. 

And Jacob said, O God of my father Abra- 
ham, and God of my father Isaac, the Lorp 
which saidst unto me, Return unto thy 
country, and to thy kindred, and [I will deal 
well with thee: I am not worthy of the least 
of all the mercies, and of all the truth, which 
thou hast showed unto thy servant; for with 
my staff I passed over this Jordan; and now 
Iam become two bands. Deliver me, I pray 
thee, from the hand of my brother, from the 
hand of Esau: for I fear him, lest he will 
come and smite me, and the mother with thé» 
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children. And thou saidst, I will surely do 
thee good, and make thy seed as the sand of 
the sea, which cannot be numbered for mul- 
titude. 

And he lodged there that-same night; and 
took of that which came to his hand a. pres- 
ent for Esau his brother; two hundred she 
goats, and twenty he. goats, two. hundred 
ewes, and twenty rams, thirty mileh camels 
wit's their colts, forty kine, and ten bulls, 
twenty she asses, and ten foals. And he de- 
livered them into the hand of his. servants, 
every drove by themselves; and. said unto 
his servants, Pass over-before me, and put.a 
space betwixt drove and drove. And he — 
commanded the foremost, saying, When 
Esau my brother meeteth thee, and asketh 
thee, saying, Whose er¢ thou? and whither 
goest thou? and whose are these before thee? 
Then thou shalt say, They 6e thy servant 
Jacob’s; it zs a present sent unto my lord 
Esau; and, behold, also he zs behind us. 
And so commanded he the second, and the 
third, and all that followed the droves, say- 
ing, On this manner shall ye speak unto Esau, 
when ye find him. And say ye moreover, 
Behold, thy servant Jacob zs behind us. For 
he said, I will appease him with the present 
that goeth before me, and afterward I will 
see his face; peradventure he will accept of 
me. So went the present over before him: 
and himself lodged that night in the company. 
-And he rose up that night, and teok his twe 
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wives, and his two women-servants, and his 
eleven sons, and passed over the ford Jabbok. 
And he took them, and sent them over the 
brook, and sent over that he had, / 
And Jacob was left alone; and. there 
wrestled a man with him until the breaking 
ofthe day. And when he saw that he prevailed 
_ not against him, he touched the hollow of his 
thigh; and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was 
out of joint. as he wrestled with him. And 
he said, Let me go, for the day’ breaketh. 
And he said, I will not let thee go, except 
thou bless me. And he said unto him, What 
ts thy name? and he said, Jacob. And he 
said, Thy name shall be called no more Ja- 
cob, but Israel: for as a prince hast thou 
_ power with God and with men, and hast 
prevailed. And Jacob asked him, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, thy name. And he 
said, Wherefore zs it that thou dost ask after 
“my name? And he blessed him there. And 
Jacob called the name of the place Peniel: 
for I have seen God face to face, and my life 
is preserved. And as he passed over Penuel 
the sun rose upon him, and he halted upon 
his thigh. Therefore the children of Israel 
eat not of the sinew which shrank, which is 
upon the hollow of the thigh, unto this day: 
because he touched the hollow of Jacob’s 
thigh in the sinew that shrank. 
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Second Lesson. Acts Xii. 


si OW about that time Herod the king 
stretched forth Azs hands to vex certain 
of the church. And he killed) James the 
brother of John with the sword. . And be- 
cause he saw it pleased the Jews, he. pro- 
ceeded further to take Peter also. (Then were 
the days of unleavened bread.) And when 
- he had apprehended him, he put Azm in pri- 
son, and delivered Aim to four quaternions 
of soldiers to keep him; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to the people. Pe- 
ter therefore was kept in prison: but prayer 
was made without ceasing of the ehurch unto 
God for him. And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the same night Peter was 
sleeping between two soldiers, bound with 
two chains: and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. And, behold, the angel of 
the Lord came upon him, and a light shined - 
in the prison: and he. smote Peter on the 
side, and raised him up, saying, Arise up 
quickly. And his chains fell off from Ais 
hands. And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And so he 
did. And he saith unto him, Cast thy gar- 
ment about thee, and follow me. And he 
went out, and followed him; and wist not 
that it was true which was done by the an- 
gel: but thought he saw a vision. When 
they were past the first and the second ward, 
they came unto the iron gate that leadeth 
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unto the city; which opened to them of his 
own accord: and they went out, and passed 
on through one street; and forthwith the an. 
gel departed from him. And when Peter 
was come to himself, he said, Now 1 know 
of a surety, that the Lord hath sent his angel, 
and hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and from all the expectation of the 
people of the Jews. And when he had con- 
sidered the thing, he came to the house of 
Mary the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were gathered to- 
gether, praying. Andas Peter knocked at the 
door of the gate,a damsel came to hearken, 
named Rhoda. And when she knew Peter’s 
voice, she opened not the gate for gladness, but 
ran in, and told how Peter stood before the 
gate.

Second Lesson. Jude verse 5. 


WILL therefore put you in remembrance, 

though ye once knew this, how that the 
Lord, having saved the people out of the land 
of Egypt, afterward destroyed them that be- 
lieved not. And the angels which kept not 
their first estate, but left their own habitation, 
he hath reserved in everlasting chains under 
darkness unto the judgment of the great day. 
Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the cities 
about them in like manner, giving themselves 
over to fornication, and going after strange 
flesh, are set forth, for an example, suffering 
the vengeance of eternal fire. _ Likewise also 
these fidthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise 
dominion, and speak evil of dignities. Yet 
Michael the archangel, when contending 
with the devil he disputed about the body of 
Moses, durst not bring against him a railing 
accusation, but said, The Lord rebuke thee. 
But these speak evil of those things which 
they know not: bat what they know natural- 
ly, as brute beasts, in those things they cor- 
rupt themselves. Woe unto them! for they 
have gone in the way of Cain, and ran greed- 
ily after the error of Balaam for reward, and) 
perished in the gainsaying of Core. These. 
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are spots in your feasts of charity, when they 
feast with you, feeding themselves without 
fear: clouds they are without water, carried 
about of winds; trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the 
roots; raging waves of the sea, foaming out 
their own shame; wandering stars, to whom 
is reserved the blackness of darkness for ever. 
And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, 
prophesied of these, saying, Behold, the 
Lord cometh with ten thousand of his saints, 
to execute judgment upon all, and to convince 
all that are ungodly among them of all their 
ungodly deeds which they have ungodly 
committed, and of all their hard speeches 
which ungodly sinners have spoken against 
him.

Ecclesiasticus li. 


PRAYER of Jesus the son of Sirach. I 

will thank thee, O Lord and King, and 
praise thee,O God my Saviour; I do give 
praise unto thy name. For thou art my de- 
fender and helper, and hast preserved my 
body from destruction, and from the snare of 
the slanderous tongue, and from the lips that 
forge lies, and hast been mine helper against 
mine adversaries. And hast delivered me, ac- 
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cording to the multitude of thy mercies and 
greatness of thy name, from the teeth of 
them that were ready to devour me, and out 
of the hands of such as sought after my life, 
and from the: manifold afflictions which I 
had; from the choking of fire on every side, 
and from the midst of the fire which I kindled 
not; from the depth of the belly of hell, from 
an unclean tongue, and from lying words; 
by an accusation to the king from an unright- 
eous tongue my soul drew near even unto 
death, my life was near to the hell. beneath. 
They compassed me on every side, and there 
was no’ man to help me: 1 looked: for the 
succour of men, but there was none. Then - 
thought I upon thy mercy, O Lord, and upon 
thine acts of old, how thou deliverest such as 
wait for thee, and savest them out of the 
nands of the enemies. Then lifted I up my 
supplication from the earth, and prayed for 
deliverance from death. I called upon the 
Lord, the Father of my Lord, that he would 
not leave me in the days of my trouble, and 
in the time of the proud, when there was no 
help... I will praise thy name continually, 
and will sing praise with thanksgiving; and 
so my prayer was heard: for thou savedst 
me from destruction, and deliveredst me from 
the evil time; therefore will I give thanks, 
and praise thee, and bless thy name, O Lord.

Job i. 


(THERE was a man in the land «/ Uz, 

whose name was Job; and that men was 
perfect and upright, and one that feared God, 
and eschewed evil. And there were born 
unto him seven sons and three daushters. 
His substance also was seven thousand steep, 
and three thousand camels, and five htwadred 
yoke of oxen, and five hundred she asses, 
--and a very great household; so that this man 
was the greatest of all the men of the east. © 
And his sons went and feasted in their 
houses, every one his day; and sent and 
called for their three sisters to eat and to — 
drink with them. And it was so, when the 
days of their feasting were gone about, that 
Job sent and sanctified them, and rose up 
early in the morning, and offered burnt-offer- 
ings according to the number of them all: 
for Job said, It may be that my sons have 
sinned, and cursed God in their hearts. Thus 
did Job continually. 

Now there was a day when the sons of 
God came to present themselves before the —

HY, seeing times are not hidden from 
the Almighty, do they that know him’ 
not see his days? Some remove the land- 
marks; they viglently take away flocks, and 
feed thereof. They drive away the ass of 
the fatherless, they take the widow’s ox for 
a pledge. They turn the needy out of the 
way: the poor of the earth hide themselves 
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together. Behold, as wild asses in the desert; 
go they forth to their work; rising betimes 
for a prey: the wilderness yie/deth food for 
them and for their children. They reap every 
one his corn in the field: and they gather the 
vintage of the wicked. They cause the naked 
to lodge without clothing, that they have no 
covering in the cold. They are wet with the 
showers of the mountains, and embrace the 
rock for want of a shelter. They pluck the 
fatherless from the breast, and take a pledge 
of the poor. They cause Aim to go naked 
without clothing, and they take away the 
sheaf from the hungry; which make oil 
within their walls, and tread their wine- 
presses, and suffer thirst. Men groan from 
out of the city, and the soul of the wounded 
crieth out: yet God layeth not folly ¢o them. 

‘They are of those that rebel against the light; 

they. know not the ways thereof, nor abide in 
the paths thereof. The murderer rising with 
the ‘light killeth the poor and needy, and in 
the night is as a thief. The eye also of the 
adulterer waiteth for the twilight, saying, No 
eye shall see me: and disguiseth his face. 
In the dark they dig through houses, which 
they had marked for themselves in the day- 
time: they know not the light. For the morn- 
ing zs to them even as the shadow of death: 

if one know them, they are in the terrors of 
the shadow of death. He is swift as the’ 
waters; their portion is cursed in the earth: 

he belieldes not the way of the vineyards. 
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Drought and heat consume the snow waters. 
so doth the grave those which have sinned. 
The womb shall forget him: the worm shall 
feed sweetly on him; he shall be no more re- 
membered; and wickedness shall be broken 
as a tree. He evil entreateth the barren that 
beareth not: and doeth not good to the widow. 
He draweth also the mighty with his power: 
he riseth up, and no man is sure of life. 
Though it be given him /o bein safety, where- 
on he resteth; yet his eyes ave upon their 
ways. They are exalted for a little while, 
but are gone and brought low; they are taken 
out of the way as all other, and cut off as the 
tops of the ears of corn. And if zt de not so 
now, who will make me a liar, and make my 
speech nothing. worth? 

Then answered Bildad the Shuhite, Sa 
said, Dominion and fear are with him, he 
maketh peace in his high places, Is there 
any number of his armies? and upon whom 
doth not his light arise? How then can man 
be justified with God? or how can hebe clean 
that is born of awoman? Behold even to the 
moon, and it shineth not; yea, the stars are 
not pure in his sight. How much less man, 
that is a worm? and the son of man which 
as a worm?

Job xiii. 

(PHEN Job answered the Lorp, and said, 

I know that thou canst do every thing, 
and ¢hat no thought can be withholden from 
thee. Who 7s he that hideth counsel without 
knowledge? therefore have I uttered that I 
understood not; things too wonderful for me, 
which I knew not. Hear, I beseech thee, and 
I will speak: I will demand of thee, and de- 
clare thou unto me. I have heard of thee by 
the hearing of the ear: but now mine eye 


seeth thee. Wherefore I abhor myself, and . 


* 


repent in dust and ashes. 

And it was so, that after the Lorp had 
spoken these words unto Job, the Lorp said 
to Eliphaz the Temanite, My wrath is kindled 
against thee, and against thy two friends: for 
ye have not spoken of me the thing that is 
right, as my servant Job hath. Therefore 
take unto you now seven bullocks and seven 
rams, and go to my servant Job, and offer up 
for yourselves a burnt-offering; and my ser- 
vant Job shall pray for you: for him will I ac- 
vept: lest I deal with you after your folly, 
in that ye have not spoken of me the thing 
which is right, like my servant Job. 

So Eliphaz the Temanite and Bildad the 
Shuhite and Zophar the Naamathite went, 
and did according as the Lorp commanded 
them: the Lorp also accepted Job. And the 
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Lorp turned the captivity of Job, wheu he 
prayed for his friends: also the Lorp gave 
Job twice as much as he had before. Then 
came there unto him all his brethren, and all 
his sisters, and all they that had been of his 
acquaintance before, and did eat bread with 
him in his house: and they bemoaned him, 
and comforted him over all the evil that the 
Lorp had brought upon him: every man also 
gave him a piece of money, and every one 
an ear-ring of gold. So the Lorp blessed the 
latter end of Job more than his beginning: 
for he had fourteen thousand:sheep, and six 
thousand camels, and a thousand yoke of 
oxen, and a thousand she asses. He had 
also seven sons and three daughters. And 
he called the name of the first, Jemima; and 
the name of the second, Kezia; and the name 
of the third, Keren-happuch. And in all the 
land were no women found so fair as the 
daughters of Job: and their father gave them 
inheritance among their brethren. After this 
lived Job a hundred and forty years, and saw 
his sons, and his sons’ sons, even four genera- 
tions. So Job died, being old and full of 
days.

First Lesson. Wisdom iii. 


Ber the souls of the righteous are in the 

hand of God, and there shall no torment 
touch them. In the sight of the unwise they 
seemed to die: and their departure is taken 
for misery, and their going from us to be utter 
destruction: but they are in peace. For 
though they be punished in the sight of men, 
yet is their hope full of immortality. And 
having been a little chastised, they shall be 
greatly rewarded: for God proved them, and 
- found them worthy for himself. As gold in 
the furnace hath he tried them, and received 
| them as in burnt-offering. And in the time 
of their visitation, they shall shine, and run 
to and fro like sparks among the stubble. 
They shall judge the nations, and have do- 
minion over the people, and their Lord shall 
reign for ever. They that put their trust in 
_ him shall understand the truth: and such as 
be faithful in love shall abide with him: for 
grace and mercy is to his saints, and he hath 
care for his elect. 


Second Lesson. Heb xi. v. 32, and xii. 


AND what shall I more say? for the time 

would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of 

Barak, and of Samson, and of Jephthae; Ay 
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David also, and Samuel, and of the prophets: 
Who through faith subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the 
violence of fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of the aliens. Women received their 
dead raised to life again: and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance ; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection: And others 
had trial of crwel mockings and scourgings, 
yea, moreover of bonds and imprisonment; 
they were stoned, they were sawn asunder, 
were tempted, were slain with the sword: 
they wandered about in sheep-skins and goat-. 
skins: being destitute, afflicted, tormented; 
(of whom the world was not worthy:) they 
wandered in deserts, and 7m mountains, and 
in dens and caves of the earth. And these 
all, having obtained a good report through 
faith, received not the promise: God haying 
provided some better thing for us, that they 
without us should not be made perfect. 
Wherefore seeing we also are compassed 
about with so great a clond of witnesses, let 
us lay aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset ws, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, look- 
ing unto Jesus, the author and finisher of owr 
faith 1; who for the joy that was set before 
him endured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set. down at the rightshand.of the 
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throne of God. For consider him that en- 
dured such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving agaist sin. And ye have forgotten 
the exhortation which speaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, despise not thou the 

-chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of him: for whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth.

First Lesson. Wisdom v. 


(THEN shall the righteous man stand in 

great boldness before the face of such as 
have afflicted him, and made no account of 
his labours, When they see it, they shall be 
troubled with terrible fear, and shall beamazed 
at the strangeness of his salvation, so far be- 
yond all that they looked for. And they re- 
penting and groaning for anguish of spirit 
shall.say within themselves, This was he, 
whom we had sometimes in derision, and a 
proverb of reproach: We fools accounted his 
lite madness, and his end to be without ho- 
nour: How is he numbered among the chil- 
dren of God, and his lot is among the saints! 
Therefore have we erred from the way of 
truth, and the light of righteousness hath not 
shined upon us, and the sun of righteousness 
rose not upon us. We wearied ourselves in 
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he way of wickedness and destruction: yea, 
we have gone through deserts, where there 
lay no way: but as for the way of the Lord, 
we have not known it. What hath pride 
profited us? or what good hath riches with 
our vaunting brought us? All those things 
are passed away like a shadow, and as a post 
that hasteth by; and as a ship that passeth 
over the waves of the water, which when it 
is gone by, the trace thereof cannot be found, 
neither the pathway of the keel in the waves; 
or as when a bird hath flown through the 
air, there is no token of her way to be found, 
but the light air being beaten with the stroke 
of her wings, and parted with the violent 
noise and motion of them, is passed through, 
and therein afterward no sign where she went: 
is to be found; or like as when an arrow is 
shot at a mark, it parteth the air, which im- 
mediately cometh together again, so that a 
man cannot know where it went through: 
Even so we in like manner, as soon as we 
were born, began to draw to our end, and 
had no sign of virtue to show; but were con- 
sumed in our own wickedness. For the hope 
of the ungodly is like dust that is blown away 
with the wind; like a thin froth that is driven 
away with the storm; like as the smoke which 
is dispersed here and there with a tempest, 
and passeth away as the remembrance of a 
guest that tarrieth but a day. But the right- 

- eous live for ever more; their reward also is 
with the Lord, and the care of thew is with 
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the most High. Therefore shall they receive 
a glorious kingdom, and a beautiful crown 
from the Lord’s hand: for with his right hand 
shall he cover them, and with his arm shall 
he protect them. 


Second Lesson. Revelation xix. 


AND after these things I heard a great voice 


of much people in heaven, saying, Alle- 


| luia; Salvation, and glory, and honour, and 


power, unto the Lordour God: For true and 


| righteous are his judgments: for he hath 


judged the great whore, which did corrupt 
the earth with her fornication, and. hath 
avenged the blood of his servants at her hand. 
And again they said, Alleluia. And her smoke 
rose up for ever and ever.. And the four and 
twenty elders and the four beasts fell down 


and worshipped God that sat on the throne, 


saying, Amen; Alleluia. Anda voice came 
out of the throne, saying, Praise our God, all] 
ye his servants, and ye that fear him, both 
small and great.
